Monday,  January  20,  1930,  and  adjournment  to  Thursday,  March  6, 
1930. 

On  a  warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen,  under  date  of  January  7, 
1930,  and  signed  by  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill,  Harold  W.  Baker,  Arthur  J.

All  of  the  requirements  of  the  Statutes  and  By-Laws  relating  to  Town 
Meeting  having  been  complied  with,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Moderator,  James  A.  Halloran,  the  articles  contained  in  this  Warrant 
and  the  action  thereunder  being  as  follows: 

Article  1.  To  see  what  action,  if  any,  the  Town  will  take  with  reference 
to  the  abolition  of  the  grade-crossing  at  Railroad  Avenue. 

Voted:  That  the  Selectmen  be  and  hereby  are  authorized  and  directed 
to  file  a  petition  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works  under  Chapter  159 
and  amendments  thereto  stating  that  the  petitioners  deem  it  necessary 
for  the  security  and  convenience  of  the  public  that  an  alteration  should  be 
made  in  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company 
crossing  at  Railroad  Avenue  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  in  the  County  of 
Norfolk,  in  the  approaches  thereto,  in  the  location  of  the  railroad  and 
public  and  private  ways  and  in  the  grades  thereof,  as  to  avoid  a  crossing 
at  grade  by  raising  said  Railroad  Avenue  and  carrying  it  over  the  tracks  of 
said  railroad.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  you  are  hereby  required  to  notify 
and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  qualified  to  vote  in 
elections  and  town  affairs  to  assemble  in  State  Armory  in  said  Town  on 
Tuesday,  the  fourth  day  of  November,  A.  D.  1930,  at  six  o’clock  in  the 
forenoon,  then  and  there  to  give  in  their  votes  for: 

Governor  of  the  Commonwealth;  Lieutenant-Governor;  Secretary; 
Treasurer;  Auditor;  Attorney-General;  Senator  in  Congress;  all  for  this 
Commonwealth;  Congressman  for  the  14th  Congressional  District;  Coun¬ 
cillor  for  the  second  Councillor  District;  Senator  for  Norfolk  and  Middlesex 
District;  Representative  in  General  Court  for  Eighth  Norfolk  District; 
District  Attorney  for  Southeastern  District;  Register  of  Probate  and 
Insolvency  for  Norfolk  District;  County  Commissioner  for  Norfolk  County; 
Two  Associate  Commissioners  for  Norfolk  County;  County  Treasurer  for 
Norfolk  County;  and  to  vote  on  the  acceptance  of  a  proposed  amendment 
to  the  constitution  and  to  vote  on  the  following: 

Question  No.  1.  Proposed  amendment  to  the  constitution. 

Shall  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  relative  to  the  apportionment 
of  senatorial,  representative  and  councillor  districts,  further  described 
as  follows: 

The  proposed  amendment  of  the  Constitution  provides  for  the  annulment 
of  Article  XXI  of  the  Articles  of  Amendment  of  the  Constitution  and  the 
substitution  therefor  of  a  new  Article  XXI,  and  for  the  annulment  of 
Article  XXII  of  the  Articles  of  Amendment  of  the  Constitution  and  the 
substitution  therefor  of  a  new  Article  XXII.  The  proposed  amendment 
embodies  in  substance  the  following  changes  in  and  additions  to  said 
Articles  XXI  and  XXII. 

1.  In  proposed  Article  XXI,  towns  of  twelve  thousand  inhabitants  or 
more  may  be  divided  in  forming  representative  district.  No  precincts, 
however,  in  such  towns  may  be  divided.  In  taking  the  census  the  special 
enumeration  of  legal  voters  shall  specify  the  number  residing  in  each 
precinct  of  such  towns.  Under  existing  Amendment  XXI  no  town  may 
be  divided  and  no  specification  of  the  number  of  voters  in  a  precinct  is 
required. 

2.  The  division  of  a  county  into  representative  districts  and  the  appor¬ 
tionment  of  representatives  to  districts  therein  is  to  be  made  by  the  county 
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commissioners  or  other  body  acting  as  such  or,  in  lieu  thereof,  such  board 
of  special  commissioners  in  each  county  as  may  for  that  purpose  be  pro¬ 
vided  by  law.  .  .  .  Under  Article  XXI  as  it  now  stands  the  division 
and  apportionment  is  made  by  “The  mayor  and  alderman  of  the  city  of 
Boston,  the  county  commissioners  of  other  counties  than  Suffolk, — or  in 
lieu  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Boston,  or  of  the  county  com¬ 
missioners  in  each  county  other  than  Suffolk,  such  board  of  special  com¬ 
missioners  in  each  county,  to  be  elected  by  the  people  of  the  county,  or  of 
the  towns  therein,  as  may  for  that  purpose  be  provided  by  law.  .  .  The 
time  for  assembling  of  such  commissioners,  board  or  body  for  the  purpose 
of  making  such  division  and  apportionment  is  also  changed,  from  the  first 
Tuesday  of  August  next  after  each  assignment  by  the  Legislature  of  the 
number  of  representatives  to  each  county,  to  a  time  within  thirty  days 
after  certification  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  to  such  com¬ 
missioners,  board  or  body  of  the  number  so  assigned,  or  within  such  other 
period  as  the  General  Court  may  by  law  provide. 

3.  Under  the  proposed  Articles,  each  special  enumeration  shall  be  the 
basis  for  determining  the  districts,  senatorial,  representative  and  coun¬ 
cillor,  for  the  ten-year  period  beginning  in  the  fourth  January  following 
said  special  enumeration  and  the  present  division  of  districts  is  to  remain 
in  effect  until  January,  1939.  Under  the  existing  amendments  the  ten- 
year  period  is  the  period  between  the  taking  of  each  census.  (Thus,  the 
next  redivision  based  upon  the  next  census  in  1935  would,  under  the 
proposed  Articles,  affect  those  elected  in  1938  to  hold  office  beginning 
in  January,  1939,  instead  of  affecting  those  elected  in  1936  to  hold  office 
beginning  in  January,  1937.  Under  existing  amendments  representation 
of  newly  created  districts  begins  in  January  of  the  second  year  after  each 
ten-year  census,  whereas  under  the  proposed  article  it  would  begin  in 
January  of  the  fourth  year  thereafter.!  The  number  of  representatives 
(240),  senators  (40),  and  councillors  (8)  is  not  changed. 

4.  The  Legislature  may  limit  the  time  within  which  a  division  of  repre¬ 
sentative,  councillor  or  senatorial  districts  may  be  questioned  by  judicial 
proceedings.  The  existing  amendments  contain  no  provision  that  itself 
limits  or  authorized  the  Legislature  to  limit  such  time.

Amendment  to  General  Laws  by  striking  out  Chapter  138,  Section  2A, 
which  provides  that,  “No  person  shall  manufacture,  transport,  by  air  craft, 
water  craft  or  vehicle,  import  or  export  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquor 
as  defined  by  section  three,  or  certain  non-intoxicating  beverages  as 
defined  by  section  one,  unless  in  each  instance  he  shall  have  obtained 
the  permit  or  other  authority  required  therefor  by  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  and  the  regulations  made  thereunder,”  and  to  vote  on  the  acceptance 
of  the  following: 
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Question  No.  III.  Law  Proposed  by  Initiative  Petition.

Amendment  General  Laws,  Chapter  131,  by  inserting  therein  a  new 
section  number  59A,  which  in  substance  makes  it  a  misdemeanor  or 
punishable  by  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars  for  any  person  to  use,  set  or  maintain 
any  trap  or  other  device  for  the  capture  of  fur-bearing  animals  which  is 
likely  to  cause  continued  suffering  to  an  animal  caught  therein  and  which 
is  not  designed  to  kill  the  animal  at  once  or  take  it  alive  unhurt,  except 
traps  or  other  devices  for  protection  against  vermin,  set  or  maintained 
within  fifty  yards  of  any  building  or  cultivated  plot  of  land  to  the  use  of 
which  the  presence  of  vermin  may  be  detrimental.

REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1930 

The  Selectmen  submit  the  following  report  with  respect  to  their  ac¬ 
tivities  for  the  year  1930. 

There  were  held  forty-seven  regular  meetings. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  held  on  January  20,  1930,  Harold  W.  Baker 
was  re-elected  Selectman  and  Herbert  A.  Baker  was  elected  Selectman 
in  succession  to  Herbert  H.  Miller,  retiring  Selectman,  each  for  the  en¬ 
suing  three  years  term  and  duly  qualified. 

The  organization  for  the  year  was  perfected  on  January  21,  1930,  by 
the  unanimous  re-election  of  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill  as  Chairman  and 
James  E.  Pendergast  as  Clerk. 

Mr.  Pendergast  was  re-appointed  State  Aid  and  Soldiers’  Benefit,  and 
Soldiers’  Burial  Agent.  Clarence  A.  Bingham  continued  in  the  office  of 
General  Manager. 

Appointments  during  the  year  were  made  as  follows: 

Januaiy  7 — John  J.  Hannigan,  forest  fire  warden  for  the  year  1930.  Ap¬ 
proved  by  State  Forestry  Department  on  January  14,  1930;  reappoint¬ 
ment. 

January  7 — Clarence  A.  Bingham,  local  moth  suppression  superintendent 
for  the  year  1930.  Approved  by  State  Forestry  Department  on  Janu¬ 
ary  16,  1930;  reappointment.

May  27 — John  J.  Riley,  member  advisory  committee  on  public  play¬ 
grounds  to  fill  vacancy  caused  by  the  declination  of  his  appointment  by 
Charles  J.  Rich. 

June  24 — Edmund  G.  Dalton,  member  advisory  committee  on  public 
playgrounds  to  fill  vacancy  caused  by  acceptance  of  resignation  of 
Thomas  B.  Mulvehill. 

July  29 — Clarence  A.  Bingham,  as  general  manager,  to  have  charge  of 
public  playgrounds. 

There  were  also  appointed  from  time  to  time  various  special  police 
officers,  election  officers  for  the  annual  town  meeting  and  for  the  state 
primary  and  state  election  meetings,  sworn  weighers  and  measurers  of 
wood  and  bark,  and  surveyors  of  lumber. 

On  July  1  the  promotion  by  General  Manager  Bingham  of  Officers 
William  J.  Barrett  and  James  Irving  Reid,  who  were  duly  qualified  and 
eligible  under  the  Civil  Service  rules,  to  positions  as  Sergeants  in  the 
Police  Department  was  approved. 

On  April  22  licenses  were  granted  to  the  following  as  taxicab  drivers, 
namely:  Anthony  B.  Sansone,  Patrick  J.  Curran,  Adam  Krusas,  William 
Stowers,  James  J.  Donahue,  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill,  Herbert  L.  Singleton, 
John  Francis  Murphy,  Walter  P.  Hayes  and  Mary  T.  Singleton. 

On  May  6th  further  taxicab  drivers  licenses  were  granted  to  the  follow¬ 
ing,  namely:  Frederick  W.  Slaney,  Mary  E.  Butters,  Joseph  P.  Folan, 
Edward  J.  Cassidy,  Francis  J.  Brennan,  Albert  John  Hohmann,  John  J. 
McGarry,  Fred  L.  Schaier,  Harry  Meinket,  Harry  B.  Butters,  and  on 
May  20th  to  Raymond  L.  Spear  of  Westwood  and  on  the  same  date  taxicab 
licenses  were  granted  to  the  following  owners,  namely:  John  J.  McGarry, 
Patrick  J.  Curran,  Anthony  B.  Sansone,  Herbert  L.  Singleton  and  Harry 
B.  Butters. 

On  February  4  a  license  was  granted  to  the  Eastern  Massachusetts 
Street  Railway  Company  to  operate  motor  coaches  for  the  transportation 
of  passengers  for  hire  over  Washington  Street  from  the  Norwood- West- 
wood  line  to  Guild  Street,  also  on  Upland  Road  and  on  that  section  of 
Walpole  Street  extending  to  a  point  about  two  hundred  feet  south  of 
Washington  Street  under  schedules  and  rates  of  fare  and  with  such  stops 
as  would  be  later  approved  by  the  Selectmen. 

On  June  18th  William  C.  Donovan  and  Alice  Donovan  were  licensed 
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as  taxicab  drivers  and  a  taxicab  license  was  granted  to  William  C.  Donovan 
as  owner. 

On  July  1,  the  maintenance  of  stands  for  two  taxicabs  on  Washington 
Street  by  John  J.  McGarry  and  Herbert  L.  Singleton,  respectively,  was 
approved. 

Licenses  or  permits  as  the  particular  matter  in  each  instance  required 
were  granted  from  time  to  time,  after  due  consideration  and  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law,  to  various  persons  for  the  conduct  of  specified  lines  of 
business  as  follows;  viz.: 

Common  victuallers;  inn-holders;  lodging  house;  employment  agency; 
second-hand  furniture;  pool  room;  public  auctioneer;  public  amusement; 
collection  of  junk;  keeping,  storing  and  selling  gasoline,  motor  oils  and 
kerosene;  sale  of  fruit  and  vegetables  in  Norwood;  Sunday  entertainment 
(moving  pictures);  Class  I  license  to  purchase,  sell,  and  exchange  second 
hand  motor  vehicles;  Sales  of  ice  cream,  confectionery,  fruit  and  soda 
water  on  the  Lord’s  Day;  bowling  alleys;  conduct  of  miniature  golf  course; 
sale  of  fire-works;  motor  vehicle  garage  (public  and  private);  sale  of 
pop-corn  at  band  concerts  by  American  Legion  Auxiliary  to  Post  No.  70; 
Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company,  to  operate  motor  vehicles 
for  carriage  of  passengers  for  hire  over  public  ways;  motor  vehicle  repair 
shops;  and  Class  3  license  to  purchase,  sell,  and  exchange  second  hand 
motor  vehicles  and  parts.  Third  class  liquor  licenses  were  granted  to 
Gerard  L.  Hawkins  of  Clark’s  Pharmacy,  Inc.,  and  to  Jeremiah  M.  Nash 
of  A.  F.  Brown  Company  Pharmacy,  respectively,  for  sales  to  be  made  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  law. 

On  June  10  the  Riley  Hardware  Company  was  licensed  to  sell,  rent  or 
lease  firearms  at  502  Washington  Street  under  the  provisions  of  General 
Laws,  Chapter  140  as  amended. 

On  July  29  Post  No.  70  American  Legion  was  granted  a  permit  to  con¬ 
duct  a  public  amusement  from  August  18  to  23  inclusive  on  the  public 
playground  premises  formerly  of  the  Norwood  Civic  Association,  the 
proceeds  to  be  devoted  to  the  Post  Band  purposes. 

On  September  30  the  location  was  approved  for  the  out-door  advertising 
sign  placed  on  the  roof  of  the  Baker  Building  on  Central  Street,  on  the 
application  of  A.  H.  Gove,  through  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

On  July  15  on  recommendation  of  the  General  Manager  and  in  view  of 
complaints  made  by  business  men,  the  permission  to  maintain  stands  for 
two  motor  vehicles  on  Washington  Street  given  to  taxi  owners  was  re¬ 
voked,  and  permission  was  given  for  stands  for  one  taxicab  only. 

On  August  12  Fred  W.  Pierce  for  the  Pierce  Bus  Lines  was  granted  a 
license  to  operate  motor  coaches  in  Norwood  for  the  transportation  of 
passengers  for  hire  between  Norwood  and  Boston  over  route  named  in 
application  and  at  rates  of  fare  and  with  schedule  of  service  as  proposed. 

Action  by  way  of  recommendation  to  the  State  Director  of  Standards 
was  taken  with  respect  to  certain  applications  for  licenses  to  peddle  in 
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the  State  which  were  referred  to  the  Selectmen  by  the  Director  for  con¬ 
sideration  and  report. 

With  respect  to  permits  to  sell  fireworks,  action  was  taken  on  June  18 
to  the  effect  that  the  Selectmen  were  of  the  opinion  that  no  permits  should 
be  granted  in  a  location  nearer  to  Washington  Street  than  the  easterly 
side  of  Central  Street  and  that  notice  of  such  action  be  given  to  the  Chief 
of  the  Fire  Department. 


Litigation  and  Claims 

Keating — Washington  Street  Widening  Contract 

The  balance  on  hand  payable  to  Philip  J.  Keating  under  the  Washington 
Street  widening  contract  was  on  January  1, 1930  as  appears  by  the  report  for 
1929,  $2,701.52.  Payments  during  the  year  have  been  made  in  the  total  sum 
of  $2,643.83  in  the  manner  hereinafter  described.  There  were  pending 
in  1929  suits  by  local  creditors  who  had  not  established  liens  in  which  suits 
the  Town  was  summoned  as  Trustee.  Thereafter  judgments  were  ob¬ 
tained  against  Keating  in  these  suits  and  the  Town  was  charged  as  Trustee 
and  upon  executions  issuing  payments  under  them  were  made  out  of  the 
funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Town  as  follows,  viz.: 


Walter  Smith  &  Sons,  Inc.,  April  10,  1930 .  $2,378.53 

James  J.  Drummey,  April  10,  1930 .  140.00 

James  E.  Mahar,  May  7,  1930 .  125.30 


making  the  total  payments  as  above  stated  and  the  executions  were  re¬ 
turned  to  Court  satisfied  in  full.  The  balance  remaining,  viz.:  $57.69 
was  made  available  to  Mr.  Keating  through  notice  to  his  attorney  that 
upon  receipt  of  a  general  release  it  would  be  paid.  As  no  release  was 
tendered  the  balance  was  not  paid  and  the  matter  rests  in  that  status. 

Mrs.  Marion  Clancy — Claim  through  notice  under  date  of  January  24 
for  personal  injuries  sustained  on  Walpole  Street  on  January  18,  1930. 
On  investigation  and  report  by  the  Town  Counsel  to  whom  the  matter 
was  referred  for  attention  that  no  defective  condition  existed  and  that  no 
liability  on  the  part  of  the  Town  appeared  the  claim  was  denied. 

Annie  E.  O’  Donnell — Claim  for  personal  injuries  through  notice  dated 
June  10,  1930,  resulting  from  a  defective  condition  of  the  sidewalk  on  the 
northerly  side  of  Washington  Street  near  Winter  Street.  Upon  investiga¬ 
tion  it  was  decided  that  the  claim  should  be  recognized  for  the  purpose  of 
making  a  compromise  settlement  and  accordingly  the  General  Manager 
was  authorized  to  negotiate  for  such  settlement  which  was  made  by  him  in 
the  sum  of  $100.00  and  a  release  was  taken. 

Thomas  Murphy — Claim  for  damage  to  automobile  made  through  notice 
dated  August  16,  1930,  and  sustained  on  August  15  through  an  alleged 
defective  condition  of  Railroad  Avenue.  A  compromise  settlement  was 
made  by  the  General  Manager  with  our  approval  in  the  sum  of  $18.00. 
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Patrick  M.  Curran — On  August  13,  1930,  a  letter  was  received  from  Mr. 
Curran  complaining  of  injuries  received  on  July  15,  from  an  alleged  de¬ 
fective  condition  of  the  sidewalk  on  Washington  Street  upon  which  a  claim 
for  damages  was  based.  Upon  advice  of  the  Town  Counsel  to  whom  the 
claim  was  referred  for  attention  that  no  liability  existed  a  compromise 
settlement  which  had  been  suggested  by  the  claimant  was  refused  and  the 
claim  denied. 

Anna  M.  Sears — A  claim  for  injuries  sustained  on  Granite  Street  on 
September  5  was  presented  with  notice  under  date  of  September  12  indi¬ 
cating  that  the  injuries  received  were  due  to  a  defective  condition  of  the 
street.  After  an  investigation  and  report  by  the  Town  Counsel  a  com¬ 
promise  settlement  of  the  claim  was  authorized  and  thereafter,  namely, 
on  October  21  such  settlement  was  reached  in  the  sum  of  $100.00  and  pay¬ 
ment  made  and  a  release  taken. 

Florence  Moro  ( Framingham ,  Mass.) — Claim  made  through  notice  on 
November  10,  1930,  for  personal  injuries  sustained  through  an  alleged 
defective  condition  of  the  grandstand  at  the  Senior  High  School  Athletic 
Field  on  October  12,  1930.  On  report  from  the  Town  Counsel  that  the 
matter  was  one  as  to  which  the  School  Department  should  deal  and  that 
no  liability  appeared  to  exist,  no  action  was  taken  by  the  Selectmen. 

William  P.  Nickerson — A  claim  was  presented  by  Mr.  Nickerson  for 
damages  to  hot  water  boilers  located  in  the  apartment  building  owned  by 
him  on  Chapel  Street  and  for  incidental  expenses  in  the  total  sum  of 
$946.50,  due  to  the  alleged  collapse  on  account  of  blasting  by  the  Town 
on  Chapel  Street  on  one  occasion  and  to  the  action  of  the  Water  Depart¬ 
ment  in  connection  with  the  installation  of  a  meter  on  another  occasion 
which  claim  was  more  fully  set  forth  in  a  statement  dated  March  3,  1930. 
After  a  hearing  by  the  Selectmen  and  an  investigation  and  report  by  the 
Town  Counsel  and  following  negotiations  a  compromise  settlement  was 
authorized  in  the  sum  of  $425.00  and  thereafter  such  settlement  was  made 
of  the  claim  and  a  release  obtained. 

Norwood  Civic  Association  Property — Acquirement  for  Public 
Playground  Purposes 

Through  action  taken  under  an  appropriate  article  in  the  Warrant  for 
the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  June  30  the  Selectmen  were  authorized 
and  directed  to  acquire  by  purchase  for  public  playground  purposes  from 
its  owner,  the  Norwood  Civic  Association,  the  tract  of  land  with  existing 
structures  containing  about  5.65  acres  bounded  by  Washington  Street, 
Winter  Street,  Broadway  and  East  Hoyle  Street,  and  to  pay  therefor  as 
the  purchase  price  the  sum  of  $63,000. 

Pursuant  to  such  action  and  following  an  examination  of  title  and  report 
by  the  Town  Counsel  that  a  good  merchantable  title  existed  in  the  Nor¬ 
wood  Civic  Association,  title  was  taken  through  a  warranty  deed  to  the 
Town  and  the  purchase  price  paid  and  possession  taken  on  August  1. 
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This  result  was  brought  about  through  extensive  negotiations  carried 
on  prior  to  the  Town  Meeting  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Norwood  Civic 
Association  in  which  the  Finance  Commission  actively  participated  and 
to  the  members  of  which  Commission  due  credit  is  hereby  extended.  It 
should  be  recorded  also  that  it  was  early  recognized  by  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mission  and  the  Selectmen  and  stated  to  the  Trustees  that  it  was  their 
opinion  that  it  was  desirable  that  the  Town  acquire  the  property  for 
municipal  purposes.  The  Trustees  also  participated  in  the  negotiations 
in  an  entirely  friendly  and  cooperative  spirit  and  carried  through  the  sale 
for  the  sum  offered  under  the  vote  passed  as  the  highest  amount  which  the 
Town  on  the  advice  of  the  Finance  Commission  and  the  Selectmen  felt  it 
was  justified  in  paying  for  the  property. 

Action  to  improve  the  property  in  the  way  of  repairs  to  existing  struct¬ 
ures  or  by  way  of  new  construction  was  postponed  and  will  receive  con¬ 
sideration  in  the  coming  year. 

The  Unemployment  Situation 

The  unemployment  situation  consequent  upon  the  protracted  business 
depression  from  which  not  only  our  own  country  but  the  world  at  large 
has  suffered  affected  Norwood  in  common  with  other  municipalities 
throughout  the  State,  but  fortunately  less  severely  it  is  believed  than  many 
other  communities. 

However,  Norwood’s  situation  and  problems  have  been  serious  enough 
and  it  was  early  recognized  that  there  was  need  of  cooperative  effort  and 
such  an  arrangement  and  extension  of  municipal  expenditure  as  would 
provide  the  largest  amount  of  work  within  the  appropriation  limits.  As 
the  depression  progressed  and  the  need  of  relief  from  conditions  causing 
increased  unemployment  became  more  imperative  steps  were  taken  to 
enlarge  and  advance  necessary  or  desirable  town  work  that  as  many  men 
as  possible  who  sought  and  deserved  recognition  could  be  thus  profitably 
engaged  to  their  own  advantage  as  well  as  that  of  the  Town. 

On  November  4  Selectman  Dalton  was  appointed  to  represent  the 
Selectmen  at  the  conference  called  by  Governor  Allen  and  held  at  the  State 
House  on  November  6. 

In  response  to  the  request  made  by  the  Massachusetts  Emergency 
Committee  on  Unemployment  appointed  by  the  Governor  that  a  local 
Advisory  Committee  be  appointed,  the  following  citizens  were  named 
and  consented  to  act,  viz.:  Frank  B.  Coughlin,  Edmund  G.  Dalton, 
Henry  Crosby,  Oliver  J.  Barr,  Jr.,  Spencer  B.  Montgomery,  Francis  W. 
Smith,  Joseph  F.  Coughlin,  Daniel  Collins,  Nicholas  Abdallah,  Hollis  W. 
Plimpton,  Mrs.  Evelyn  M.  Prescott,  Miss  Mary  E.  Murphy,  Miss  Nora  A. 
Walsh,  Mrs.  Annie  M.  Jones  and  Mrs.  Clarissa  G.  Maier. 

The  Committee  organized  with  Frank  B.  Coughlin  as  Chairman  and 
William  E.  Chandler  as  Secretary  and  have  been  and  are  continuing  to 
perform  valuable  and  efficient  service  in  aid  of  an  improvement  in  con-

ditions,  particularly  those  which  called  for  early  attention,  in  addition 
to  making  a  survey  of  the  employment  situation.  This  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee  conferred  through  its  Executive  Committee  from  time  to  time  with 
the  Selectmen  and  problems  before  it  were  dealt  with  in  such  manner  as 
appeared  to  be  \vdse.  With  respect  to  funds  received  by  this  Committee 
by  contribution  or  from  benefit  social  events  a  Committee  on  Disburse¬ 
ments  was  created  consisting  of  Mrs.  Evelyn  M.  Prescott,  Miss  Katherine 
E.  Kingman,  Miss  Mary  E.  Murphy,  Mr.  William  E.  Chandler  and  Mr.  J. 
Victor  Carlson.  With  the  approval  of  the  Finance  Commission  at  a 
special  town  meeting  called  by  the  Selectmen  and. held  on  December  5 
for  the  purpose,  the  voters  gave  favorable  consideration  to  requests  for 
substantial  appropriations  for  the  extension  of  water  and  sewer  mains 
and  for  other  proper  purposes  permitting  the  employment  of  a  considerable 
number  of  men  who  were  available  and  desired  work. 

Prompt  action  was  taken  to  utilize  these  funds  as  they  became  available 
for  the  desired  purposes. 

Railroad  Avenue  Grade  Crossing  Abolition  and  Nahatan  Street  Underpass 

The  Planning  Board  acting  principally  through  its  Chairman,  Charles 
E.  Houghton,  Esquire,  held  several  conferences  with  the  Selectmen  be¬ 
ginning  on  April  15  and  continuing  on  April  22,  May  27,  June  24  and 
Juy  15  at  which  it  reported  upon  its  study  and  conclusions  and  recom¬ 
mendations  for  action  and  presented  plans  and  estimates  involving  the 
abolition  of  the  existing  railroad  grade  crossing  at  Railroad  Avenue  and 
in  substitution  a  proposed  Philbrick  Street  overhead  bridge  and  a  Nahatan 
Street  underpass. 

As  bearing  upon  the  situation  consideration  was  also  given  to  the  effect 
of  the  existing  law  and  to  the  new  legislation,  operative  on  September  1, 
governing  railroad  grade  crossing  abolition  as  reported  by  the  Town 
Counsel.  It  was  then  determined  that  the  citizens  should  be  informed  of 
the  proposals  and  situation  before  any  action  should  be  taken  and  that 
their  views  should  be  obtained.  Accordingly  a  public  hearing  was  called 
at  which  the  report  and  recommendations  of  the  Planning  Board  were 
made  known  by  its  Chairman  followed  by  a  free  discussion.  Thereafter 
another  public  hearing  was  held  and  interested  citizens  were  heard  upon 
other  plans  proposed  in  opposition  to  those  presented  by  the  Planning 
Board.  As  a  result  of  these  activities  a  petition  was  presented  by  many 
of  these  interested  citizens  requesting  action  by  way  of  abolition  of  the 
railroad  grade  crossing  by  raising  Railroad  Avenue  and  carrying  it  over 
the  tracks  of  the  railroad  in  the  form  of  a  bridge  and  on  September  2  these 
petitioners  were  heard  through  a  committee  representing  them. 

It  was  decided  after  the  Planning  Board  was,  on  September  9,  again 
heard  with  respect  to  the  matter,  to  call  a  special  town  meeting  to  be  held 
on  September  26  to  permit  the  citizens  generally  to  decide  on  the  course 
of  action,  if  any,  to  be  taken.  The  meeting  was  held  and  under  an  ap- 
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propriate  article  affirmative  action  was  taken  based  upon  the  petition 
filed  with  the  Selectmen  and  above  referred  to  in  the  following  form,  viz.: 

Voted,  “that  the  Selectmen  be  and  hereby  are  authorized  and  directed 
to  file  a  petition  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works  under  Chapter  159 
and  amendments  thereto  stating  that  the  petitioners  deem  it  necessary 
for  the  security  and  convenience  of  the  public  that  an  alteration  should 
be  made  in  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company 
crossing  at  Railroad  Avenue  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  County  of 
Norfolk,  in  the  approaches  thereto,  in  the  location  of  the  railroad  and 
public  and  private  ways  and  in  the  grades  thereof,  as  to  avoid  a  crossing 
at  grade  by  raising  said  Railroad  Avenue  and  carrying  it  over  the  tracks 
of  said  railroad.” 

Before  this  action  was  taken  Chairman  Mulvehill  in  behalf  of  the  Select¬ 
men  explained  at  some  length  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  the 
voters  the  important  provisions  of  the  new  law  and  its  application  to  the 
proposed  changes  and  the  course  which  must  be  followed  and  further 
stated  what  the  developments  had  been  up  to  that  time. 

He  also  indicated  that  the  Selectmen  were  desirous  of  taking  such  steps 
in  the  matter  by  way  of  petition  or  otherwise  as  the  voters  might  direct, 
but  urged  that  if  anything  was  to  be  done  in  the  near  future  with  reference 
to  the  alteration  of  the  crossing  immediate  steps  be  taken  to  lay  the  matter 
before  the  Department  of  Public  Works  that  it  might  be  placed  on  the 
original  or  supplemental  list  filed  with  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities 
in  the  hope  that  it  might  obtain  a  place  on  the  initial  program  of  grade 
crossings  to  be  abolished. 

Immediately  following  the  special  town  meeting,  viz.:  on  September  27, 
the  Selectmen  filed  with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  a  petition 
for  the  alteration  of  the  grade  crossing  pursuant  to  the  vote  above  set 
forth.  However,  advice  was  received  later  from  this  Department  that 
the  petition  was  filed  too  late  to  include  this  crossing  in  the  list  submitted 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  in  1930,  but  that  it  would  be  held 
and  included  in  the  list  which  would  be  submitted  in  1931. 

This  important  matter  has  the  status  at  this  time  which  the  above  report 
indicates.  It  will  have  such  attention  in  the  future  so  far  as  the  Selectmen 
are  concerned  as  developments  appear  to  warrant  and  as  the  voters  may 
direct. 

Passenger  Transportation 
Motor  Bus — Railroad 

As  was  stated  in  the  1929  report  the  importance  of  good  passenger 
transportation  facilities  between  Norwood  and  other  points  particularly 
Boston  has  been  fully  appreciated.  The  facilities  should  be  safe  and 
adequate  and  the  rates  of  fare  should  be  reasonable. 

Much  attention  has  been  given  to  this  subject  during  the  year  and  such 
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action  as  has  been  taken  was  the  result  of  careful  consideration  of  all 
factors  involved  and  with  a  desire  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the 
Town  and  to  deal  fairly  with  existing  and  proposed  facilities. 

Conferences  were  held  from  time  to  time  with  the  Transportation  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Norwood  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Planning  Board,  other 
interested  citizens  and  officials  of  other  towns  also  interested  in  the  same 
street  railway  and  motor  bus  problems  and  their  views  were  obtained. 
Representatives  of  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company, 
and  the  New  England  Transportation  Company  were  heard  from  time  to 
time  with  respect  to  motor  bus  service. 

On  January  28  application  was  made  by  the  Eastern  Massachusetts 
Street  Railway  Company  for  a  license  to  operate  motor  vehicles  for  the 
carriage  of  passengers  for  hire  in  the  Town  and  thereafter,  namely,  on 
February  4,  such  license  was  granted  in  the  manner  which  appears  else¬ 
where  in  this  report. 

Later  when  no  results  appeared  to  have  been  obtained  by  this  Company 
on  a  similar  petition  to  the  City  Council  of  Boston  with  respect  to  operation 
in  that  city  and  following  the  receipt  of  an  application  from  Fred  E.  Pierce, 
owner  of  the  Pierce  Bus  Lines,  so-called,  for  a  license  to  operate  motor 
coaches  in  the  Town  en  route  from  Norwood  to  Park  Square,  Boston  via 
Forest  Hills,  and  on  his  indication  that  he  could  secure  a  license  from  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  from  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Utilities,  a  license  was  granted  to  him  on  August  12 
over  the  route  named  in  the  application  and  at  the  rates  of  fare  and  with 
the  schedule  of  service  as  proposed,  as  elsewhere  stated  in  this  report. 

However,  no  results  appear  to  have  been  secured  by  him  on  his  ap¬ 
plication  for  an  appropriate  license  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

By  letter  dated  March  5  the  New  England  Transportation  Company 
made  formal  application  for  the  removal  of  existing  restrictions  in  its 
motor  bus  licenses  to  enable  it  to  transport  passengers  between  Norwood 
and  Boston  by  express  service.  After  conferences  with  its  representatives 
and  information  by  letter  as  to  the  rates  of  fare  and  the  nature  of  the 
service  to  be  furnished,  if  the  restrictions  were  removed,  and  the  effect 
upon  the  existing  railroad  train  service,  and  upon  learning  that  it  was 
against  the  policy  of  the  Company  to  make  special  rates  for  commuters 
and  that  it  could  not  make  any  reductions  in  rates  to  match  commutation 
rates  on  the  railroad,  it  was  determined  that  no  immediate  action  should 
be  taken  on  the  application. 

However,  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  because  of  the  lack  of  satisfactory 
progress  being  made  by  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Com¬ 
pany  and  Mr.  Pierce  with  respect  to  securing  the  necessary  licenses  else¬ 
where,  particularly  in  Boston,  to  permit  of  the  motor  bus  service  being 
inaugurated  as  proposed,  they  were  notified  that  unless  definite  results 
were  secured  within  thirty  days  from  December  2  the  date  when  this 
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action  was  taken  the  Selectmen  would  feel  justified  in  giving  consideration 
to  the  granting  of  licenses  on  other  petitions. 

The  matter  stands  in  that  situation  at  the  present  time. 

At  the  request  of  the  Transportation  Committee  of  the  Norwood  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce,  the  Selectmen  filed  a  protest  with  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Utilities  in  September  on  the  refusal  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  to  restore  the  mid-night  train, 
so-called,  from  Boston  to  Norwood,  and  further  protesting  against  the 
withdrawal  of  other  trains  between  Boston  and  Norwood  and  changes  in 
its  services  which  were  found  to  be  prejudicial  to  Norwood  citizens  who 
made  regular  use  of  train  service. 

A  hearing  was  granted  by  the  Department  on  October  1  which  was 
attended  by  the  Selectmen  and  others  interested  and  thereafter  the  Rail¬ 
road  Company  at  the  suggestion  of  the  State  Department  restored  the 
mid-night  train  and  made  other  satisfactory  changes  and  improvements 
in  the  train  service. 

The  Selectmen  with  respect  to  all  these  transportation  matters  have 
endeavored  to  cooperate  with  not  only  the  citizens  of  Norwood  but  also 
the  officials  and  citizens  of  other  communities  who  have  a  mutual  interest 
in  the  proper  solution  of  these  important  transportation  problems. 

Miscellaneous 

The  following  brief  reference  is  made  to  certain  matters  which  received 
attention  during  the  year. 

On  January  7  it  was  voted  that  with  respect  to  all  future  assessment 
the  expense  of  installing  edge-stone  curbing  in  connection  with  the  con¬ 
struction  of  sidewalks,  where  such  edgestones  are  set  at  corner  radii,  be 
considered  as  part  of  the  cost  of  highway  construction  or  alteration  and 
that  no  part  of  the  radius  curb  be  assessed  against  an  abutter  unless  a 
complete  curb  is  installed  within  the  block  where  the  construction  wrork  is 
done.  It  was  also  voted  with  respect  to  future  assessments  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  permanent  sidew'alks  such  assessments  be  imposed  on  the 
basis  of  one-half  the  cost  of  sidewalks  so  constructed,  to  be  determined 
by  street  frontage  of  property  affected  by  the  construction,  and  on  the 
basis  of  a  five  foot  wddth  of  wralk. 

On  January  21  on  recommendation  of  the  General  Manager  because 
continuous  parking  on  both  sides  of  Vernon  Street  and  Day  Street  was 
becoming  dangerous  for  fire  apparatus  operation,  it  was  voted  to  establish 
“no  parking”  restrictions  on  one  side  of  each  of  said  streets  for  a  distance 
of  three  hundred  feet  from  Washington  Street  westerly. 

On  January  28  action  wras  taken  to  secure  a  remedy  by  the  officials  of 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  of  conditions 
affecting  pedestrians  at  the  railroad  bridge  underpass  on  Washington 
Street  near  Winslow  Station  by  affording  protection  against  the  discharge 
of  steam,  w'ater  and  hot  cinders  by  trains  passing  over  the  bridge  and  also 
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from  rainfall.  Thereafter  notice  was  received  from  the  Railroad  officials 
that  appropriate  action  was  being  taken  to  relieve  against  the  conditions 
complained  of. 

On  January  28  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Health  was  called  to  com¬ 
plaints  regarding  the  conduct  of  certain  restaurants  and  it  was  suggested 
that  periodical  inspection  be  made  of  all  restaurants  in  the  Town. 

On  February  18  it  was  voted  by  way  of  information  to  interested  abutters 
that  the  Selectmen  would  proceed  with  respect  to  the  acceptance  of  certain 
new  ways  under  the  betterment  act  only  on  condition  that  signed  agree¬ 
ments  be  submitted  by  abutters  to  assume  such  betterments  as  may  be 
assessed. 

On  March  25  a  letter  of  sympathy  was  addressed  to  Mrs.  George  K. 
Bird  with  respect  to  the  recent  death  of  her  husband,  a  former  Selectman 
of  the  Town  and  leading  citizen. 

On  January  14  the  claim  of  Edmund  J.  Foley  in  the  sum  of  $45.00  for 
loss  due  to  clothing  damage  while  in  the  performance  of  duty  at  the  Winslow 
Tannery  fire  was  approved  and  the  amount  ordered  paid. 

On  April  1  Peter  Augustine  was  placed  on  the  pension  roll  of  the  Munici¬ 
pal  Light  Department  because  of  personal  injuries  received  in  the  perform¬ 
ance  of  his  duties  as  a  laborer  in  that  department  which  resulted  in  his 
physical  incapacity. 

On  April  8  rules  and  orders  for  the  regulation  of  hackney  carriages  or 
taxicabs  were  adopted  on  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Manager 
and  there  were  adopted  also  amendments  to  existing  rules  for  the  regulation 
of  carriages  and  vehicles  on  public  ways  in  the  Town  and  the  same  were 
published. 

On  April  15  favorable  action  was  taken  on  the  General  Manager’s  report 
that  free  vehicle  parking  spaces  be  provided  at  the  Guild  School  site,  also 
upon  levelling  off  the  plot  of  land  on  Broadway  in  the  rear  of  the  Norwood 
Theatre  with  the  permission  of  the  Norwood  Estates,  Inc.,  owner,  which 
was  granted  on  the  understanding  that  such  land  might  be  used  for  vehicle 
parking  purposes  until  the  owner  desired  to  make  use  of  the  same. 

On  April  29  the  policy  was  established  that  no  use  of  Memorial  Hall  in 
the  Municipal  Building  should  be  permitted  for  any  purpose  for  which 
an  admission  fee  would  be  charged. 

On  May  27  Post  No.  70  American  Legion  was  granted  permission  to 
use  for  meeting  purposes  until  further  notice  the  top  floor  of  the  main 
Municipal  Building. 

On  August  26  it  was  voted  that  the  use  of  the  Civic  Playground  premises 
so-called,  be  available  to  the  School  Department  for  the  remainder  of  the 
coming  year  without  charge,  except  on  such  occasions  as  it  appears  that 
such  use  involves  a  charge  for  admission  which  would  result  in  a  sub¬ 
stantial  profit  for  the  use  of  the  premises  and  in  such  event  that  special 
consideration  be  given  to  each  such  occasion  as  to  what  charge  if  any  shall 
be  imposed  for  the  use  of  such  premises. 
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On  September  9  it  was  voted  on  application  of  Post  No.  70  American 
Legion  to  request  the  Finance  Commission  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $300 
from  the  reserve  fund  as  a  contribution  permitted  by  law  in  aid  of  meeting 
the  expense  of  housing  the  visiting  LaPorte,  Indiana,  delegation  to  the 
American  Legion  Convention  to  be  held  at  Boston.  This  request  was 
complied  with  and  the  sum  above  mentioned  was  made  available. 

On  September  15  the  expenditure  of  about  $800  from  available  funds 
in  the  Water  Department  for  the  installation  of  an  eight-inch  main  in 
Neponset  Street  from  East  Cross  Street  northerly  was  approved. 

On  September  15  written  notice  was  received  from  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  under  date  of  September  13  of  its  action  taken  on  September  11 
that  the  Everett  School  Building  was  no  longer  required  for  public  school 
purposes,  but  reserving  the  right  to  remove  the  existing  boiler  in  the 
building  before  final  disposition  of  the  building  was  made. 

On  October  14  the  award  of  damages  made  to  Azer  B.  Thayer  on  ac¬ 
count  of  alteration  in  the  line  of  Cottage  Street  was  increased  from  $181  by 
the  sum  of  $75  as  requested  by  him  on  account  of  the  additional  expense 
involved  in  the  removal  of  a  shade  tree  on  the  premises. 

On  November  18  notice  was  received  from  the  School  Committee  through 
its  Superintendent  under  date  of  November  14  that  the  East  School  Build¬ 
ing  was  no  longer  required  for  public  school  purposes  but  that  it  refrained 
from  turning  the  school  building  over  to  the  Town  until  funds  were  forth¬ 
coming  to  permit  the  transfer  of  the  boiler  from  that  school  to  the  Junior 
High  School  building. 

Assessment  imposed  on  Norwood  by  the  County  Commissioners  of 
Norfolk  County  as  per  notice  of  January  28  in  the  sum  of  $7744.98  as 
its  share  of  the  expense  of  the  maintenance  of  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1929. 

Annual  and  special  Town  Meeting  Warrants  prepared. 

Soldiers’  relief  granted  in  various  cases  throughout  the  year. 

Warrants  with  bills  for  payment  approved. 

Various  conferences  with  Finance  Commission  and  attention  given  to 
appropriation  matters. 

Notification  from  State  Forester,  Department  of  Conservation  of 
gypsy  moth  suppression  liability  in  the  sum  of  $5000.00. 

Report  for  year  1929  prepared. 

Sidewalk  assessment  in  the  sum  of  $458.12  levied  on  the  Norwood  Civic 
Association  with  respect  to  Winter  Street  abated. 

Grand  and  traverse  jurors  drawn  from  time  to  time  as  required. 

Various  public  hearings  given  from  time  to  time  as  required  by  law. 

Attendance  on  March  17th  at  hearing  on  House  Bill  339  with  respect 
to  sewer  assessment  legislation.  This  legislation  referred  to  in  our  1929 
report  was  passed  and  was  thereafter  accepted  by  the  town. 

Attention  given  on  March  25,  April  1,  May  20,  June  18  and  July  15 
to  the  matter  of  appraisal  of  certain  parcels  of  land  owned  by  the  Norwood 
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Estates,  Inc.,  and  the  Guild  School  lot  so-called,  as  the  basis  of  negotiation 
for  the  sale  or  exchange  of  properties  between  the  parties  without  prejudice, 
including  conferences  with  Mr.  Willett,  President  of  the  Corporation,  and 
appointment  of  H.  C.  Mildram  as  Appraiser,  and  attention  to  his  report. 
On  August  12  notification  from  President  of  the  Norwood  Estates,  Inc., 
that  the  offer  previously  made  for  exchange  of  parcels  of  real  estate  with¬ 
drawn. 

Various  sidewalk  assessments  for  construction  work  committed  to  Tax 
Collector. 

On  April  8  voted  that  the  use  of  undeveloped  portion  of  Highland  Ceme¬ 
tery  property  for  maintenance  of  small  private  gardens  be  permitted  under 
regulations  to  be  established  by  the  General  Manager. 

On  April  8  formal  action  taken  by  order  for  reconstruction  of  certain 
sidewalks  and  for  construction  of  sewer  mains  in  various  streets. 

Certain  sidewalk  assessments  abated. 

New  Police  ambulance  secured  and  installed. 

Purchase  of  1000  feet  of  new  fire  hose  approved  as  emergency  measure 
on  April  22,  due  to  loss  of  hose  at  the  Norwood  Civic  Association  fire,  also 
voted  an  appreciation  to  the  Selectmen  of  Walpole  for  services  rendered  by 
the  Walpole  Fire  Department  with  respect  to  the  extinguishment  of  the 
fire  at  the  Norwood  Civic  Association  property  on  April  21. 

On  May  6  approved  as  Board  of  Survey  plans  submitted  by  the  Norwood 
Estates,  Inc.,  for  location  of  certain  private  ways  for  public  use  in  the 
property  designated  as  Fulton  Heights,  lying  westerly  of  Washington 
Street  and  southerly  of  Prospect  Street. 

On  May  27  voted  the  sale  of  Town  notes  for  highway  purposes  by  the 
Town  Treasurer  be  approved. 

On  May  27  amendment  to  the  Zoning  By-Law  with  respect  to  the 
penalty  clause  and  providing  for  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  $20  for  each 
violation  as  prepared  by  the  Town  Counsel  approved  and  forwarded  to 
the  Planning  Board  on  June  10  with  request  that  early  action  be  taken  by 
the  Planning  Board  looking  to  its  adoption  by  the  Town. 

On  June  10  order  adopted  for  the  construction  of  sewer  main  in  Roose¬ 
velt  Avenue. 

On  June  18  order  of  taking  adopted  with  respect  to  the  Bruzga  land  for 
park  purposes  as  voted  by  the  Town. 

On  June  18  State  Department  of  Public  Works  advised  of  the  objection 
of  the  Selectmen  to  renewal  of  permits  for  maintenance  of  certain  bill¬ 
boards. 

On  July  15  certain  cemetery  care  charges  abated. 

On  August  12  the  following  regulation  was  adopted  relative  to  the  storage 
of  second  hand  motor  vehicles  under  Class  I  and  Class  II  licenses  effective 
August  20,  1930,  namely, 

“The  licensee  named  in  each  Class  I  and  Class  II  license  for  the  sale  of 
second-hand  motor  vehicles  in  Norwood,  wherein  the  premises  involved 
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immediately  adjoins  a  residential  district  or  area  as  defined  in  the  Zoning 
By-Laws,  shall  not  store,  nor  allow  to  be  stored  outside  of  the  structures 
erected  on  the  premises  licensed  for  a  period  of  longer  than  ten  hours,  nor 
in  a  manner  objectionable  to  the  Selectmen,  any  motor  vehicle  or  parts 
thereof.” 

On  September  2  Warrant  prepared  for  State  Primary  to  be  held  Septem¬ 
ber  16,  1930. 

On  September  9  construction  of  sewer  main  in  Phillips  Avenue  Ex¬ 
tension  ordered. 

On  September  9  action  taken  on  new  police  sergeants  salaries  to  the 
effect  that  provision  be  made  in  the  budget  of  the  Police  Department  for 
1931  to  place  such  salaries  on  the  same  basis  as  that  of  Sergeant  Readel, 
and  if  appropriation  made  the  increase  to  be  effective  from  January  1,  1931. 

On  September  9  State  Primary  election  officers  appointed. 

On  September  12  Chairman  Mulvehill  and  General  Manager  Bingham 
attended  the  hearing  at  Dedham  by  Department  of  Public  Works  and 
presented  the  matter  of  the  extension  of  Nichols  Street  to  Bullard  Street 
in  Walpole  and  the  re-location  and  widening  of  Pleasant  Street  from  the 
Norwood-Walpole  line,  and  they  reported  on  September  15  that  the  Com¬ 
missioners  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  County  Com¬ 
missioners  agree  to  give  favorable  consideration  to  the  matter  of  the 
cooperation  by  State  and  County  to  the  extent  of  contributions  of  $10,000 
each  to  the  cost  of  re-locating  Winter  Street  between  the  Westwood- 
Norwood  line  and  Prospect  Street. 

On  September  30  advice  from  Commissioner  Lyman  of  Department  of 
Public  Works  that  the  Department  would  give  consideration  in  next  year’s 
program  to  financial  cooperation  with  the  County  and  Town  in  matter 
of  Nichols  Street  extension,  also  notice  from  the  County  Commissioners 
that  the  request  for  County  aid  in  the  matter  will  have  attention. 

On  October  21  Warrant  for  State  election  November  4  prepared  and 
State  election  officers  appointed. 

On  November  12  attention  given  to  Police  supervision  at  the  corner  of 
Wilson  Street  and  Walpole  Street  with  particular  attention  to  the  pro¬ 
tection  of  school  children  as  to  motor  traffic. 

On  November  18  request  made  to  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street 
Railway  Company  that  consideration  be  given  to  the  installation  and  use 
of  type  of  car  that  will  permit  passengers  to  enter  or  leave  on  either  side 
as  a  protection  against  exposure  to  accident  through  motor  vehicle  traffic. 

On  December  9  it  was  voted  after  conference  with  electrical  contractors 
and  dealers  to  rescind  action  previously  taken  and  further  voted  that  the 
Town  do  not  engage  in  the  business  of  the  sale  of  electric  ranges  and  that 
the  policy  of  paying  electrical  contractors  for  wiring  installation  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  sale  of  electric  ranges  be  not  adopted. 

On  December  16  action  taken  to  notify  County  Commissioners  that 
Selectmen  expect  assistance  from  the  County  and  State  in  the  re-location 
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of  Winter  Street  from  the  Norwood-Westwood  line  southerly  and  desire 
contribution  of  $10,000  to  match  a  similar  amount  to  be  appropriated  by 
the  Town  and  on  December  30  it  was  voted  to  request  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  for  permission  to  proceed  through  the  public  Works  De¬ 
partment  of  the  Town  with  the  construction  work  in  the  re-location  of 
the  street  under  the  supervision  and  specifications  of  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Works  in  place  of  letting  the  work  out  to  private  contract,  upon 
recommendation  of  the  General  Manager  that  the  estimated  appropriation 
namely,  $10,000  would  permit  of  the  employment  of  one  hundred  men  at 
the  rate  of  fifty  men  a  week  in  the  present  unemployment  situation. 

On  December  16  it  was  voted  that  the  General  Manager  request  the 
County  Commissioners  to  take  up  the  question  of  contribution  from  the 
County  and  from  the  State  with  respect  to  the  re-location  of  Pleasant 
Street  from  the  Norwood- Walpole  line  northerly. 

On  December  30  voted  to  petition  the  County  Commissioners  for  the 
re-location  of  Pleasant  Street  from  the  Walpole-Norwood  line  to  inter¬ 
section  of  Lenox  Avenue  and  to  establish  building  lines  and  make  altera¬ 
tions  in  the  course  and,  or  width,  and  repairs  with  suitable  connections 
with  all  intersecting  streets. 

On  December  16  the  sale  of  notes  by  the  Town  Treasurer  with  respect 
to  water  and  sewer  loans  was  approved. 

On  December  23  an  order  of  taking  of  easement  for  main  drain  purposes 
in  land  of  the  Deacons  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Norwood  was  adopted. 

On  December  23  request  made  of  State  Department  of  Public  Works 
to  take  action  looking  to  changes  in  Upland  Road  for  its  more  safe  and 
convenient  use  in  view  of  the  ever-increasing  traffic. 

On  December  23  determination  was  had  of  an  intention  to  lay  out  ap¬ 
proximately  3600  feet  of  a  proposed  extension  of  Nichols  Street  southerly 
from  the  Senior  High  School,  with  respect  to  which  an  appropriation 
would  be  asked  in  1931  to  construct  to  sub-grade  the  entire  distance  and 
an  appropriation  in  1932  to  surface  the  lay-out,  the  same  to  be  done  under 
the  betterment  act  and  on  December  30  formal  vote  was  taken  of  intention 
to  lay  out  the  extension  for  about  3600  feet  as  a  Town  way  under  the 
provisions  of  law  relating  to  assessment  of  betterments.  Public  hearing 
to  be  held  on  January  9,  1931. 

On  December  30  orders  were  adopted  for  the  construction  of  sewers  in 
Bellevue  Avenue,  Fairview  Avenue,  Garfield  Avenue  and  Prospect  Street. 

On  December  30  betterment  assessments  were  levied  for  improvements 
of  Northview  Avenue,  Sunset  Avenue  and  Talbot  Avenue,  in  the  total 
sum  of  $2419.89,  and  the  same  were  committed  to  Collector  Gay. 

On  December  30  General  Manager  was  instructed  to  submit  regulations 
for  the  control  of  the  operation  of  miniature  golf  courses. 

From  time  to  time  Highland  Cemetery  Deeds  wrere  approved  for  de¬ 
livery. 

On  petitions  presented  and  after  hearings  held  joint  and  identical 
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locations  for  poles,  wires  and  appurtenances  were  granted  from  time  to 
time  to  the  respective  applicants  including,  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street 
Railway  Company,  Postal  Telegraph  Cable  Company,  New  England 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  and  Municipal  Light  Department. 

From  time  to  time  Soldiers’  relief  was  granted. 

Conclusion 

The  foregoing  indicates  in  summarized  form  the  character  and  extent 
of  many  of  the  varied  activities  of  the  Selectmen  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties  during  the  year  1930. 

The  confidence,  support  and  cooperation  extended  by  the  citizens  as 
well  as  fellow  officials  and  appointees  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the 
Town  under  the  supervision  of  the  Selectmen  is  gratefully  acknowledged.

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TOWN  MANAGER’S  LETTER 

February  9,  1931. 

To  the  Selectmen  of  Norwood: 

Gentlemen: 

It  is  with  exceptional  pride  that  the  reports  of  the  several  departments 
are  herewith  transmitted.  The  year  1930  was  an  extremely  active  one 
within  the  various  branches  of  our  local  government.  The  new  structures 
and  new  equipment  either  commenced  or  arranged  for  during  the  latter 
part  of  1929  were  completed  in  1930.  We  feel  that  our  municipal  organi¬ 
zation  is  now  well  equipped;  excepting  of  course  the  fire  alarm  system. 

Several  of  the  department  heads  included  replacements  of  motor  equip¬ 
ment  in  their  appropriation  requests.  The  writer  eliminated  all  these 
before  submitting  the  proposed  budget  to  your  board.  This  was  done 
together  with  other  cuts  to  assure  for  1931  a  total  reduction  of  about 
sixty  thousand  dollars  under  the  1930  budget.  Such  a  reduction  being 
forced  upon  us  by  the  finance  commission’s  desire  to  maintain  an  even 
tax  rate  in  face  of  the  reduced  return  from  the  State  on  income  tax. 

Should  financial  returns  be  greater  than  anticipated  we  trust  there  will 
be  some  way  to  secure  these  replacements. 

The  Norwood  Fire  Alarm  System  is  now  thirty-three  years  old;  and 
part  of  the  mechanism  was  second-hand  then.  The  system  has  been  the 
cause  of  adverse  reports  and  penalties  in  every  insurance  rate  survey  made; 
also  every  Town  Manager  and  the  Superintendent  in  charge  have  all  re¬ 
quested  appropriations  for  this  much  needed  work  for  years.  It  is  the 
only  request  to  be  submitted  with  this  report  and  we  earnestly  hope  that 
your  favorable  action  will  follow  a  detailed  recommendation  to  be  presented 
later. 

As  we  write  this  communication  we  lower  our  public  flags  in  reverence 
to  Walter  H.  Metcalf,  whose  years  of  faithful  service  to  this  Town  will 
long  be  remembered,  especially  by  those  of  us  who  appreciate  the  trees  so 
well  under  his  care. 

To  all  the  department  heads  and  employees  whether  working  under  or 
with  the  Manager  we  express  our  appreciation  for  another  year  of  co¬ 
operation  and  goodwill. 
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The  reports  are  sufficiently  in  detail  that  we  need  not  take  space  here 
to  call  especial  attention  to  any  one  in  particular. 

The  interest  and  encouragement  of  the  Selectmen  has  been  deeply 
appreciated.

Remarks  Concerning  Cost-Data  Tabulation  for  1930 

The  total  expenditures  of  the  Public  Works  Department  of  Norwood 
during  a  calendar  year  average  about  a  third  of  a  million  dollars.  This 
figure  of  course  includes  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  all  its  divisions 
as  well  as  the  work  performed  for  other  departments.  Of  this  total  sum 
nearly  one-half  is  expended  on  new  construction,  in  addition  to  regular 
maintenance.  The  tables  following  give  the  details  pertaining  to  72 
separate  jobs  totalling  $128,260.02. 

Much  interesting  information  may  be  secured  from  a  careful  analysis 
of  these  cost  data,  for  example  we  discover  that  the  percentage  of  money 
expended  for  labor  varies  much  according  to  the  cost  of  the  materials  en¬ 
tering  into  the  various  types  of  construction.  The  highest  is  in  sewer 
construction  where  72%  is  for  labor,  then  next  is  cement  sidewalk  work 
with  67%,  drains  52%,  water  mains  42%  and  highway  construction  with 
only  31%  on  the  average  going  to  labor  payroll. 

The  comparison  of  preliminary  estimates  with  final  actual  costs  is  like¬ 
wise  interesting.  In  all  the  72  jobs  the  estimates  were  reduced  by  $5335. 14, 
or  in  other  words  the  seasons  construction  work  was  done  for  95.66%  of  the 
estimates.  Only  one  method  of  doing  work  is  allowed  in  this  department, 
and  that  is  the  old  slogan  of  “the  best  is  none  too  good.” 

The  general  average  of  cost  of  all  sizes,  including  all  hydrants,  valves, 
manholes,  special  street  adjustments,  rock  blasting,  tree  removals  and 
new  steps,  overhead,  engineering,  etc.,  for  the  year  were  as  follows: 


Water  Mains . $2.19  per  ft.  Average  of  8,722  feet  on  15  jobs 

Sanitary  Sewers . 3.08  per  ft.  Average  of  7,623  feet  on  19  jobs 

Drains .  3.38  per  ft.  Average  of  4,856  feet  on  12  jobs 

Highway  construction  1.33  sq.  yd.  Average  of  39,942  sq.  yds.  on  21  jobs 

Cement  Walks .  1.93  sq.  yd.  Average  of  3,685  sq.  yds.  on  5  jobs 


On  the  costs  of  trench  excavation  it  was  found  that  earth  and  gravel 
work  ran  from  80  cents  to  $2.81  depending  on  water  conditions  and  sheet¬ 
ing  requirements,  the  average  of  22  jobs  being  $1.56  per  cubic  yard.  The 
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cost  of  rock  excavation  in  trenches  on  15  jobs  totalling  over  1200  yards 
of  rock  was  $6.48  per  cubic  yard.  The  individual  costs  running  between 
the  extremes  of  $4.86  and  $10.60,  largely  depending  upon  the  size  of  the 
job.  On  nine  jobs  where  an  average  amount  of  blasting  was  necessary 
the  costs  of  rock  removal  were  in  every  case  within  one  dollar  of  the  average 
price.  With  the  exceptions  of  injury  to  other  pipes  either  lying  on  the 
rock  or  very  close  to  it,  or  to  pipes  frozen  into  the  same  earth  strata;  there 
were  no  damages  caused  by  all  this  blasting. 

As  labor  and  material  prices  enter  so  deeply  into  construction  costs  it 
is  well  to  give  some  of  these  in  this  statement. 

Labor  60  cents  an  hour,  foreman  $6.00  a  day,  municipal  trucks  50  cents 
to  $1.00  an  hour,  hired  trucks  $1.50  to  $2.50,  gasoline  8  1/2  cents,  oil  50 
cents,  joint  compound  9  cents,  jute  14  and  24  cents.  Road  oil  applied 
5  1  /4,  penetration  7  4  /10  cents  a  gallon.  Sewer  pipe  5"  12  1  /2  cents,  12" 
37  8/10  cents,  water  pipe  6"  57  cents,  8"  81  cents  foot.  Crushed  stone 
$1.72  to  $2.20  a  ton,  gravel  60  cents  a  ton.

Dear  Sir: 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  as  Public  Works  Superintendent  for  the  past 
year,  1930,  as  follows. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  vigorous  activity  with  the  Public  Works 
Department,  appropriations  having  been  larger  for  the  year  1930  than  in 
any  previous  year.  This  was  indeed  fortunate  as  it  enabled  the  Depart¬ 
ment  to  employ  many  men  who  were  unable  to  secure  work  elsewhere. 
The  total  payroll  for  the  year  amounted  to  $172,274.29,  which  was  ex¬ 
pended  on  Streets,  Drains,  Sewer,  Water,  and  Park  construction  and 
maintenance  in  all  sections  of  the  Town. 

The  writer  does  not  wish  to  appear  egoistical  but  he  cannot  help  saying 
that  the  many  improvements  made,  and  the  condition  of  the  Town,  at 
this  time,  show  that  the  large  appropriation  was  expended  in  an  intelligent 
and  economical  manner.  This  will  be  shown  more  clearly  in  the  lists  of 
construction  work  which  will  be  submitted  in  this  report.

The  maintenance  of  our  streets  was  carried  on  as  usual,  the  cleanliness 
of  same  being  very  noticeable. 

Street  signs,  traffic  signs,  and  street  markings  were  taken  care  of  in  a 
practical  way. 

The  usual  “Clean-up  Week”  took  place  during  the  week  of  March  31st 
to  April  5th,  more  people  taking  advantage  of  this  method  of  disposing  of 
their  rubbish.  Our  records  show  312  barrels  collected  in  1930  as  against 
230  barrels  in  1929. 

Many  gravel  sidewalks  were  resurfaced  and  an  edging  of  Amiesite  patch 
placed.  This  edging  not  only  holds  the  gravel  in  place  but  also  retains 
the  line  of  the  street,  making  a  much  better  appearance. 

Permanent  granolithic  sidewalks  were  laid  in  many  streets  to  the  extent 
of  3,169.7  square  yards  of  walk,  330.5  square  yards  of  crossing,  and  40S 
linear  feet  of  concrete  curb. 

One  hundred  seven  thousand,  six  hundred  forty-seven  (107,647)  square 
yards  of  street  surfacing  was  treated  with  a  45,  65,  or  85%  asphaltic  oil 
and  covered  with  sand  or  pea  stone. 

The  winter  of  1929-30  was  extremely  hard  on  our  highways,  the  action 
of  frost  causing  much  damage,  especially  in  the  outskirts  of  the  Town. 
These  roads  were  repaired  early  in  the  spring. 

There  was  a  general  demand  for  the  sanding  of  streets,  at  times,  during 
the  winter.  The  Department  co-operated  to  the  extent  of  spreading  ap-

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proximately  1100  cubic  yards  of  screened  sand  over  our  highways  and 
walks  when  icy  conditions  prevailed. 

The  crusher  was  operated  during  the  season  with  excellent  results.  On 
the  widening  of  Prospect  Street  and  Upland  Road  alone,  a  big  saving  was 
made,  as  the  cost  of  material  from  this  plant  was  only  30^  a  cubic  yard 
as  against  bids  received  of  85  and  95 <£.  per  cubic  yard. 

Many  streets  were  resurfaced  with  a  4"  crushed  stone  penetration,  some 
with  a  gravel  bituminous,  and  others  with  7"  or  8"  crushed  stone,  State 
specification.  Total  improved  mileage  now  46.3  miles. 

One  of  the  most  noticeable  improvements  in  our  street  program  was 
the  development  adjacent  to  the  new  Cornelius  Callahan  School  on  the 
east  side  of  the  Town.  Plans  called  for  the  construction  of  three  streets, 
the  extensions  of  Monroe  Street,  Garfield  Avenue,  and  Grant  Avenue, 
through  private  land,  to  give  access  to  the  school,  also  to  supply  water, 
sewer,  and  drainage  facilities  to  the  house  lots  along  the  above  mentioned 
streets  as  well  as  the  school.  In  a  development  of  this  kind  it  is  the  usual 
method  to  build  the  underground  construction  one  year,  following  up  the 
next  year  with  street  surface  construction  to  eliminate  settlements.  In 
making  the  above  statement  the  writer  wishes  to  protect  himself  as  it  was 
necessary  to  finish  this  work  for  the  school  opening  in  September. 

Many  street  corners  throughout  the  Town  were  widened  and  granite 
curbing  set,  thus  eliminating  in  a  large  measure  traffic  hazards. 

Street  widenings  were  made  on  Bond  Street  at  Junior  High  School,

Playgrounds,  Parks  and  Plots 

The  general  condition  of  Playgrounds,  Parks,  and  Plots  in  the  various 
sections  of  the  Town  during  the  past  year  would  indicate  that  proper  care 
had  been  given  to  this  responsibility  of  the  Public  Works  Department. 

Mowing  of  grass,  raking;  planting  of  trees,  and  shrubbery  were  attended 
to  diligently. 

New  shrubbery  was  planted  at  George  K.  Bird  Plot,  Neponset  Street 
and  Washington  Street;  Lincoln  Street  Park;  Plots  at  Prospect  Street

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and  Bellevue  Avenue;  Winter  Street  and  Prospect  Street;  and  Walnut 
Avenue  and  Washington  Street. 

One  and  three  quarter  acres  of  the  unfinished  section  at  Winslow  Park 
was  leveled,  loamed,  and  seeded,  leaving  approximately  two  acres  to  cul¬ 
tivate. 

At  Prospect  Street  and  Upland  Road  an  island  75  feet  in  diameter  was 
built,  seeded,  and  suitable  shrubbery  planted.  Also,  an  edging  of  rustic 
stone  wras  placed,  making  a  very  attractive  spot  at  this  entrance  to  the 
Town.

Sewers  and  Drains 

The  filter  beds  and  Sewer  Pumping  Station  are  in  good  condition. 

Sixty  new  sewer  services  were  added  to  the  system. 

Seventy-two  sewer  services  were  put  into  the  street  line  on  new  streets 
that  were  built. 

Pipe  drains  were  installed  in  the  Town  to  the  extent  of  4,918  feet  and  23 
catch  basins  were  added  to  the  drainage  system  during  the  past  year.  The 
number  of  catch  basins  and  drain  manholes  now  number  478. 

All  the  open  drains  throughout  the  Town  were  cleaned. 

The  sanitary  system  now  totals  27.4  miles  and  the  drainage  system  14 
miles.

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WATER  DEPARTMENT 


The  extreme  dry  spell  of  the  past  year  caused  some  concern  to  the  officials 
of  the  Water  Department.  The  level  of  the  water  at  the  Westwood  Pond 
showing  from  tests  taken  on  October  23rd  an  average  of  ten  feet  of  water 
over  the  intake  pipe.  With  the  area  of  the  basin  lessened  in  proportion 
to  the  depth  of  water  it  was  decided  on  November  5th  to  close  this  station 
and  use  the  Ellis  Plant  for  our  entire  supply  of  water  for  the  balance  of  the 
year. 

The  wells  at  Ellis  gave  excellent  results  throughout  the  year.  The  level 
of  the  water  in  this  area  while  lowered  considerably  caused  the  shutting 
off  of  but  sixteen  wells  to  prevent  the  suction  of  air  into  the  system. 

With  this  brief  description  of  our  water  supply,  I  recommend  the  driving 
of  more  wells  adjacent  to  the  five  wells  already  driven  in  the  Dean  Lot, 
north  of  Everett  Street  and  bordering  on  the  Forbes’  property.  These 
wells  which  were  driven  in  1925  will  deliver  200,000  gallons  of  water  daily. 
This  figure  is  based  on  a  test  made  at  that  time. 

At  the  Westwood  Pumping  Station  considerable  work  was  done  on  the 
buildings.  The  roof  of  the  station  was  repaired,  gutters  and  conductors 
renewed,  windows  which  had  become  loosened  were  reset,  and  the  station, 
inside  and  out,  was  painted.  The  shop  and  coal  sheds  also  were  painted. 
The  filter  beds  were  thoroughly  cleaned  and  the  sand  renewed.  Two 
thousand  two  hundred  fifty-seven  cubic  yards  of  selected  sand  was  used 
to  make  the  required  depth  necessary  for  proper  filtration.  The  collecting 
well  was  repatched  with  cement  and  asphalt  to  prevent  leakage.  Also, 
the  well  was  treated  with  two  coats  of  a  white  cement  paint  which  not 
only  helps  in  preventing  leaks  but  gives  a  highly  sanitary  appearance  to 
the  basin.  This  entire  plant  is  now  in  a  very  excellent  condition. 

The  Ellis  Pumping  Plant  continued  to  operate  successfully  during  the 
entire  year,  no  serious  break  downs  occurring.  The  wells  were  cleaned 
when  necessary  and  three  valves  and  ten  lead  connections  were  renewed. 
This  plant  also  is  in  fine  condition.

While  considerable  work  was  done  for  other  departments  of  the  Town, 
the  grading  job  at  the  Junior  High  School  was  the  largest  consisting  of 
cutting  down  and  moving  of  trees,  moving  shrubbery,  and  the  grading 
and  seeding  of  the  lawn.  Also,  the  building  of  the  driveway  with  a  4" 
stone  penetration  pavement. 

The  razing  of  buildings  after  the  fire  at  the  Civic  Club,  and  removal  of 
debris  was  done  by  the  Public  Works  Department. 

At  the  Memorial  Library  the  lawn  was  graded  and  seeded,  and  granite 
edge  wall  set.

General  Remarks 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Municipal 
Light  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1930. 

December  31,  1929,  we  lost  one  of  our  largest  power  customers  when  the 
Railroad  closed  up  their  repair  shop  which  used  about  500,000  kw.  hrs. 
per  year.  Yet  with  this  loss  we  have  been  able  to  gain  in  business  enough 
to  make  up  the  loss  and  73,514  kw.  hrs.  over  what  we  bought  in  1929. 

July  1,  1930,  we  reduced  our  lighting  rate  .01  per  kw.  and  cooking  rate 
.005  per  kw.,  thus  making  lighting  rate  .06  and  cooking  .025  per  kw.  hr. 
With  our  low  rate  for  cooking,  water  heating,  and  other  appliances,  all 
homes  may  have  continuous  hot  water  at  all  times  at  a  cost  comparable 
with  other  methods  of  heating.  Cooking  can  be  done  at  less  actual  cost 
than  by  fuel-burning  methods.  Electric  Cookery  brings  the  modern 
touch  to  the  kitchen — a  kitchen  of  cleanliness — a  kitchen  of  pride,  economy 
and  convenience. 

During  the  year  we  ran  and  re-arranged  our  lines  both  for  commercial 
and  street  lighting,  adding  about  8  miles  of  wire  to  each. 

We  replaced  250  poles  and  added  50  new  poles  to  our  lines,  making  new 
additions  and  replacements  in  the  past  three  years  of  about  1300  poles, 
and  as  a  result  it  puts  our  lines,  in  A-l  condition  starting  the  new  Year  of 
1931  and  also  good  for  many  years  to  come. 

One  of  the  results  shown  from  our  additions,  re-building  and  re-arranging

of  our  pole  lines,  is  the  reduction  of  line  losses  which  are  now  at  a  very  low 
per  cent,  in  fact  much  below  the  average. 

We  removed  our  old  wood  storage  buildings  and  replaced  with  a  modern 
two  story  fire-proof  building,  giving  us  more  and  safer  capacity.

Fire  and  Police  Signal  Division 

During  the  past  year  we  installed  a  quick  acting  transformer  and  re¬ 
timed  all  of  the  boxes.  This  puts  outside  boxes  on  a  2  second  time  and 
all  inside  signals  on  a  one  second  time. 

This  gives  the  firemen  about  one  minute  more  time  to  reach  a  fire  than 
with  the  old  system. 

The  lines  are  in  first  class  condition,  the  boxes  being  inspected  each 
month. 

No  additional  boxes  were  added  during  the  year,  it  might  be  well  to 
consider  a  little  later  to  run  additional  circuits,  add  more  boxes  and  al¬ 
ternate  them  along  the  streets. 

The  Police  Telegraph  and  Telephone  System  and  the  various  Traffic 
Signals  have  all  been  checked  monthly  throughout  the  year.

At  these  various  fires,  the  Department  used  approximately  750,765  gals, 
of  water,  75  gallons  of  soda  and  acid  mixture  and  27^  gallons  of  foam; 
47,100  feet  of  f  inch  hose,  7,400  feet  of  1§  inch  hose,  and  17,450  feet  of  2§ 
inch  hose;  and  raised  885  feet  of  ladders. 

No  new  apparatus  was  added  to  the  equipment  during  the  year;  the 
personnel  of  both  the  Paid  and  the  Call  Departments  was  not  increased  but 
it  is  up  to  the  standard  of  the  average  department  in  the  State. 

Hose 

There  is  in  service,  5500  feet  of  2|  inch  hose,  Cotton  Rubber  Lined, 
which  is  classified  as  4000  feet  good,  1500  feet  poor;  more  2|  inch  hose 
should  be  purchased  so  that  a  sufficient  amount  would  be  on  hand  at  all 
times  to  make  a  complete  change  if  necessary  on  three  pieces  of  apparatus. 
Enough  1 5  inch  hose  to  answer  the  needs  for  the  coming  year  is  on  hand; 
the  f  inch  Chemical  hose  was  given  a  severe  test  during  the  fall  and  while 
there  is  1200  feet  of  it  on  hand  about  400  feet  is  classed  as  poor;  more  of 
this  should  be  purchased. 


Inspections 

Numerous  inspections  of  buildings,  cellars,  factories,  stores,  tenements, 
rear  yards,  etc.,  were  inspected  and  hazards  removed;  in  no  case  was  it 
necessary  to  issue  a  second  order  for  the  correction  of  a  fire  hazard  which 
existed  when  inspections  were  made. 

Remarks 

The  men  of  the  paid  department  have  been  doing  traffic  duty  at  the 
crossing  of  Nahatan  Street  and  Washington  Street;  two  men  are  sent  with 
the  Police  Ambulance  when  it  responds  to  an  accident  or  sick  call;  false 
alarms  were  just  as  numerous  during  1930  as  during  1929;  this  is  a  costly 
item  and  deprives  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  the  proper  protection 
which  a  Fire  Department  affords.  I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  a  new 
house  should  be  located  in  the  lower  section  of  Town  and  a  ladder  placed 
in  service  there. 
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Fire  Loss 

The  figures  given  here  are  approximate;  as  usual  the  largest  loss  comes 
from  one  or  two  fires.

a  slight  increase  over  the  fire  loss  of  1929,  during  which  year  the  big  loss 
was  occasioned  by  two  large  fires. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Town  Manager,  the 
members  of  the  Town  Government,  the  various  departments  and  the 
heads  of  each  department,  the  Press  and  the  citizens  of  the  Town,  for  the 
aid  given  me  during  the  year  just  passed.  The  work  of  the  Department 
members  is  to  be  commended;  their  proficiency  and  attention  to  duty  was 
in  a  great  measure,  the  means  of  keeping  the  fire  loss  down;  on  but  one 
occasion  (the  Civic  Association  Fire)  was  it  necessary  to  send  out  a  second 
alarm  and  a  call  for  assistance  from  a  neighboring  town.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT  FOR  THE 

YEAR  1930

The  department  has  done  the  usual  kind  of  work,  namely:  interments, 
maintenance,  construction,  foundations  and  private  work. 

Have  made  127  interments  and  4  removals. 

Sold  19  Lots  and  30  single  graves.  Graded  and  seeded  1154  square 
yards  of  land  and  have  put  in  100  markers  for  single  graves,  laid  560  feet 
of  2"  water  pipe  and  also  made  some  small  lots  of  4,  6  and  8  graves  in 
Section  No.  35. 

Owing  to  the  unemployment  situation  there  was  $2000  extra  money 
appropriated  for  the  department  and  with  the  regular  men  and  50  extra 
men  have  cleared  the  brush,  trees  and  stone  from  1950  square  yards  of 
land  at  a  depth  of  5  feet. 

The  Main  Avenues,  St.  Catherine,  St.  Mary,  St.  Martin,  St.  Cecelia, 
St.  James,  St.  Paul  and  Holy  Cross  Avenues,  have  been  dressed  with  sand 
and  asphalt  binder  which  makes  all  the  Avenues  in  good  condition  and 
will  not  need  anything  done  to  them  for  the  year  1931. 

Would  recommend  for  the  year  1931  that  some  of  the  4-foot  walks  be 
dressed  over  with  crushed  stone  and  binding  which  will  keep  them  cleaner. 
There  are  two  short  avenues  that  should  be  dressed  over  with  gravel  or 
crushed  stone  and  binding.  Will  need  loam  for  part  of  the  section  that 
was  dug  over  in  1930. 

There  should  be  a  section  of  land  prepared  in  the  Catholic  part  this 
year. 

For  the  Old  Parish  Cemetery  would  recommend  that  the  front  and  back 
avenues  be  dressed  over  the  same  as  the  other  avenue  and  that  an  iron 
fence  be  put  around  the  whole  Cemetery. 

Would  recommend  that  the  department  get  the  same  appropriation  this 
year  as  it  did  in  1930.

There  has  been  a  considerable  amount  of  reweighing  of  articles  this 
past  year,  more  so  than  in  other  years,  especially  butter.  Some  of  this  is 
undoubtedly  due  to  the  automatic  machinery  which  is  now  being  used  by 
some  of  the  larger  concerns  in  cutting  and  weighing.  This  coming  year 
should  show  a  big  improvement  in  this  respect  owing  to  the  perfecting  of 
the  machinery  used. 

When  I  first  became  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  in  Norwood  the 
gasoline  filling  stations  were  equipped  with  one  gallon  pumps.  Later  the 
five  gallon  pumps  were  installed.  The  photograph  (page  227)  will  show  the 
latest  type  of  filling  station  which  is  now  operating  here  in  Norwood.  In 
each  of  the  cabinets  there  are  six  dials  which  replace  the  hoses  used  in 
the  older  type  of  pump.  These  dials  are  operated  by  electricity  and  will 
pump  five  gallons  of  gas  in  sixty  seconds.

During  the  year  1930  I  have  not  issued  as  many  permits  as  the  previous 
year  although  the  estimated  value  of  the  buildings  is  a  trifle  more  than 
last  year,  due  to  more  single  dwellings,  new  stores,  storage  house  being 
built  and  an  addition  to  the  Light  Plant.  The  new  East  School  was  also 
built  during  the  past  year  which  I  found  during  my  tours  of  inspections 
was  not  what  I  called  a  fire  proof  building  and  although  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  was  inclined  to  think  that  fire  stops  were  not  needed  throughout  the 
building,  these  were  added  between  each  room  from  the  ceiling  to  the  roof. 

The  Building  Inspector  in  behalf  of  the  Building  Code  Committee  of 
which  he  is  a  member,  wishes  to  state  that  although  the  Committee  has 
been  working  on  the  new  code  all  year  with  great  many  changes,  it  is  now 
ready  to  go  to  the  press  and  will  be  ready  for  publication  about  the  latter 
part  of  March,  1931. 
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The  Building  Inspection  Department  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  wishes 
to  be  of  help  to  the  home  builders,  owners  and  architects  as  well  as  to 
enforce  the  laws  and  invites  all  that  wish  to  build  or  buy  in  Norwood,  to 
consult  with  the  Department  where  advice  or  information  will  be  gladly 
given.

During  the  year  1930  we  removed  27  Shade  Trees  the  most  of  them 
removed  on  account  of  new  developments. 

New  shade  trees  (144)  were  purchased  and  planted  which  are  essential 
to  the  attractiveness  of  the  Town.  Beside  tree  removals  and  planting 
we  removed  much  dead  wood  and  trimmed  as  far  as  funds  would  permit, 
of  low  limbs  obscuring  the  electric  lights. 

Sprayed  over  3000  street  shade  trees  and  most  of  the  trees  on  private 
property. 

Painted  the  gypsy  moth  egg  clusters  found  on  private  property.  There 
is  a  decrease  of  the  gypsy  moth  this  year  in  most  sections  of  the  Town, 
but  still  a  good  many  egg  clusters  are  to  be  found  scattered  generally 
throughout  the  Town.  We  compare  very  favorably  with  the  cleanest 
of  the  Towns  but  of  course  means  continued  careful  search  for  egg  clusters. 

We  still  seem  to  be  clear  of  Brown  Tail  Moths  though  they  are  numerous 
in  some  sections  of  the  state  yet,  especially  near  the  New  Hampshire  line.

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PLAYGROUND  REPORT  1930 

To  the  Town  Manager, 

The  Playground  opened  June  30,  1930,  with  a  staff  of  twelve  directors 
operating  five  grounds.  From  the  beginning  the  attendance  was  larger 
than  previous  seasons.  A  roll  call  showed  over  fourteen  hundred  regular 
playground  participants. 

At  mid-season  the  Annual  Parents’  Night  was  held.  This  activity  is 
planned  to  bring  the  Neighborhood  together  to  see  and  participate  in  the 
wholesome  recreation,  the  Playgrounds  are  endeavoring  to  further  in 
Norwood.  Hundreds  of  visitors  were  seen  at  the  different  grounds.  The 
new  Elliot  Park  was  opened  officially  to  the  Balch  Neighborhood  by  games, 
dancing,  parade  and  other  activities  on  Parents’  Night. 


Young  America 

A  unique  feature  of  the  work  was  the  building  of  a  Miniature  Golf 
Course  on  the  Civic  Lawn.  Several  boys  were  taken  to  see  one  already 
set  up,  and  the  idea  grew.  Then  came  the  practice.  Sheathing  was 
taken  from  the  ruined  walls  of  Everett  Hall  old  lockers  bent  into  tricky 
hazards,  ventilators  became  “jumps,”  platforms  obstacles  for  banking 
shots — in  fact  to  see  the  course  is  necessary  to  appreciate  the  ingenuity 
of  the  young  artisans.  At  the  closing  of  the  season,  the  course  had  been 
finished  ten  days  and  over  a  thousand  of  rounds  have  been  played. 

Handwork  among  the  girls  has  taken  the  form  of  costuming  for  pagean¬ 
try,  although  embroidery  and  basketry  still  are  popular.  The  boys  have 
found  boats  to  be  worth  hours  of  labor  and  have  held  two  regattas  at 
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Willett  Pond  to  determine  their  winners.  The  little  boats  sailed  across 
the  Pond,  gallantly  tacking  in  the  wind.  Airplanes  also  were  featured. 
At  the  meet  held  in  the  Armory  the  winning  plane  stayed  forty-five  seconds 
in  the  air,  for  a  new  record  in  this  activity  among  the  boys. 

The  final  demonstration  was  a  Tercentenary  Program  of  Recreation, 
written  by  the  children  and  carried  out  by  them.  It  began  with  a  parade, 
followed  by  dancing,  games,  and  races.  The  activities  of  the  periods  of 
1630,  1775,  1850,  1900,  1930  were  taken  from  the  recreation  stand  point 
and  made  a  very  pretty  pageant,  which  culminated  in  a  view  of  our  present 
day  work  along  these  lines.

It  has  always  been  the  policy  of  the  Norwood  Playgrounds  to  make  the 
Summers  Activity  the  product  of  the  children’s  own  ideas  and  work.  Each 
year  it  has  progressed  and  certainly  Norwood  is  now  well  on  the  road  to  a 
year-round  program.

Board  in  its  assistance  in  furthering  the  work,  without  which  progress 
could  not  take  place.

I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Purchasing  Depart¬ 
ment  for  year  ending  December  31,  1930. 

The  work  of  the  Department  continues  steadily  throughout  the  year 
whether  or  not  business  in  the  industrial  world  is  active  as  requisitions 
from  all  municipal  departments  are  constantly  on  the  way  to  the  pur¬ 
chasing  departments.  Orders  are  placed  promptly  after  receipt  of  requi¬ 
sitions  and  complete  indexes  of  both  are  kept  up-to-date  so  that  data  on 
dates,  business  firms,  material,  prices  and  dates  of  payment  is  readily 
found. 

An  outline  of  the  work  covered  by  the  department  is  shown  in  the  chart 
on  the  opposite  page.  The  trade  discounts  for  1930  were  $300.05  greater 
than  those  of  1929  and  the  cash  discounts  for  prompt  payment  were  $291.05 
greater,  the  total  of  both  being  $591.10  over  last  year’s  saving.  (Total  for 
1930  was  $3430.25  or  nearly  twice  the  cost  of  the  office.) 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  the  loyal  co-operation  of  all 
departments  as  that  is  what  makes  possible  the  efficient  accomplishment 
of  the  daily  work  in  the  department.

This  shows  the  greatest  number  of  Whooping  Cough,  Lobar  Pneumonia 
and  Chicken  Pox  cases.  There  were  also  12  cases  of  Typhoid  throughout 
the  year. 

The  various  activities  of  the  Board  have  been  carried  on  in  the  usual 
way,  and  reports  from  Dr.  Curtin  at  the  Dental  Clinic,  Dr.  Mulvehill 
Milk  Inspector,  and  Miss  Katherine  Kingman,  Public  Health  nurse  follow: 

Dr.  Curtin  reports  that  the  same  policy  which  has  proven  successful 
in  the  past  two  years  was  followed  and  results  are  commencing  to  show 
in  the  condition  of  the  mouths  of  the  school  children.  The  pupils  of  the 
first  six  grades  are  examined  once  a  year  and  notices  sent  to  the  parents 
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if  any  dental  defects  are  found.  The  first  three  grades  are  taken  care  of 
by  the  Clinic  together  with  any  emergency  work  from  other  grades.  Sev¬ 
eral  Board  of  Relief  patients  from  the  higher  grades  are  taken  care  of  by 
the  Clinic  also.  The  figures  for  the  year  1930  are  as  follows:

Dr.  Mulvehill,  Inspector  of  Milk  submits  the  following  report: 

During  the  year  1930,  one  hundred  and  eighty-nine  samples  of  milk 
were  examined  for  fat  and  solid  content  and  for  number  of  bacteria  per  cc. 
and  cleanliness  and  keeping  quality. 

Eighty-seven  dairies  supplying  milk  to  Norwood  were  inspected  and  in 
most  of  these  places  the  results  of  examination  of  milk  from  their  herd 
was  explained  to  them,  with,  in  some  cases,  suggestions  for  improving  the 
quality  of  the  milk. 

All  of  these  dairy  owners  expressed  a  willingness  to  do  everything  pos¬ 
sible  to  help  improve  the  quality  of  their  product. 

The  Public  Health  Nurse,  Miss  Katherine  Kingman,  submits  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report: 

148  patients  attended  the  clinic. 

74  were  new  patients,  49  being  children,  and  25  adults. 

74  were  old  patients. 

339  follow-up  visits  were  made  by  the  nurse  to  clinic  patients. 

10  sputum  tests  were  found  positive. 

4  sputum  tests  were  found  negative. 

14  patients  were  found  having  tuberculosis. 

12  patients  were  sent  to  a  sanitorium. 

The  clinic  was  held  35  days  during  the  year. 

Of  the  14  new  cases  the  patients  came  from  Walpole,  Dedham,  West- 
wood,  Medfield  and  Norwood.  There  were  43  contacts  examined. 

It  is  the  idea  of  the  Board  of  Health  to  have  all  persons  who  have  come 
in  contact  with  Tuberculosis  to  come  to  the  clinic,  which  is  held  every 
Thursday  afternoon  at  5.30  to  be  examined,  to  be  assured  there  are  no 
other  cases  in  the  family.  An  early  examination  means  everything,  and 
may  possibly  prevent  the  spreading  of  the  disease. 
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For  inspection  of  plumbing,  Mr.  John  Shannon  reports  that  he  has 
made  180  inspections  for  the  year.

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BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  submits  its  report  for  the  year  1930: 

The  year  has  been  difficult  in  many  ways,  and  only  those  familiar  with 
welfare  work  realize  the  fast  increasing  duties  to  accomplish  the  best 
results.  There  are  those  citizens  who,  no  doubt,  believe  that  where  the 
Board  has  furnished  orders  for  Food,  Fuel,  or  made  a  Cash  Allowance,  its 
duties  are  over.  When  an  applicant  applies  for  aid  a  complete  family 
history  is  taken  and  recorded.  The  place  of  settlement  is  determined  to 
the  best  of  our  knowledge.  If  settlement  is  decided  to  be  in  some  other 
place  than  Norwood,  a  notice  is  sent  to  the  Welfare  Board  of  that  locality, 
and  if  there  is  no  settlement,  the  State  is  notified.  Dates  are  so  conflicting 
at  times,  that  much  work  is  required  frequently,  before  the  actual  settle¬ 
ment  is  ascertained.  Notices  are  constantly  received  from  Welfare  Boards 
of  other  places,  and  these  all  require  investigation. 

There  are  many  other  duties  of  the  Welfare  officers.  The  sick  and  in¬ 
firm  without  a  settlement  are  transferred  to  the  State  Hospital  in  Tewks¬ 
bury;  abandoned  and  neglected  children  committed  to  the  custody  of  the 
State;  crippled  children  sent  to  the  Hospital  School  in  Canton;  Cancer 
cases  provided  for  at  Pondville;  children  boarded  in  private  families; 
family  tangles  straightened  out,  when  possible;  placing  responsibility  of 
supporting  aged  parents  or  parent  on  children  who  had  not  accepted  their 
responsibility.  In  other  words,  the  Board  has  had  problems  touching 
the  lives  of  some  118  cases  this  year,  numbering  140  adults  and  283  children. 
Assistance  was  given  for  the  following  reasons:  Unemployment  of  wage 
earner  34,  Old  Age  of  wage  earner  13,  Sickness  17,  Desertion  of  wage  earner 
10,  Husband  in  jail  8,  Widows  16,  Children  in  institutions  or  private 
families  14,  Other  6. 

In  some  cases  the  Board  has  been  called  on  for  the  most  fleeting,  tempo¬ 
rary  assistance,  and  matters  have  adjusted  themselves  speedily.  In  other 
cases,  the  Board  has  been  called  on  for  real  supervision  and  assistance 
over  a  period  of  time.  There  have  been  many  cases  where  neither  the 
Board  nor  the  family  aided  felt  that  the  root  of  the  trouble  was  reached, 
and  there  have  been  other  cases  where,  over  a  period  of  years,  perhaps, 
some  real  accomplishment  could  be  seen. 

Various  local  agencies  have  co-operated  splendidly,  and  have  offered 
temporary  assistance,  social  service  follow  up  work,  transportation,  etc., 
and  have  aided  the  Board  in  many  other  ways. 

Some  of  the  problems  brought  before  the  Board  are  a  real  strain  on 
wisdom  and  tact,  and  the  Board  can  only  say  it  is  endeavoring  to  carry 
out  its  obligation  to  the  best  of  its  ability  at  all  times.

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REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMISSION 

The  Finance  Commission  for  1930  consisted  of  Messrs.  Francis  J.  Foley, 
John  J.  Coakley  and  Herbert  G.  Johnson.  The  Commission  was  organized 
with  Mr.  Foley  as  Chairman  and  Mr.  Johnson  as  Clerk.  Mrs.  Clarissa 
G.  Maier  was  Executive  Secretary. 

In  continuation  of  the  policy  expressed  in  previous  years,  the  Finance 
Commission’s  hope  and  endeavor  in  1930  was  to  regulate  the  budgets  at 
a  point  which  would  make  it  unnecessary  to  increase  the  tax  rate,  at  the 
same  time  not  curtailing  necessary  work  nor  hampering  the  progress  of 
the  Town.  The  Commission  feels  that  in  this  task  it  was  fairly  successful, 
for  with  a  tax  rate  of  $29.00  (50c  below  the  tax  rate  of  the  previous  year) 
not  only  was  every  department  enabled  to  carry  on  to  a  degree  consistent 
with  its  needs,  but  the  following  unusual  items  were  undertaken  and  carried 
out: 

Purchase  of  the  property  of  the  Norwood  Civic  Association  at  a  cost 
of  $63,000. 

Provision  of  $41,000  extra  money  to  be  used  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  to  give  work  to  the  unemployed. 

Provision  of  $13,500  more  than  during  the  preceding  year  for  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare  and  other  Welfare  purposes. 

In  calling  attention  to  this  accomplishment,  the  Commission  is  not  as¬ 
suming  undue  credit  for  itself,  but  wants  to  call  particular  attention  to  the 
degree  of  cooperation  which  has  been  offered  by  other  departments  of  the 
Town  in  making  it  possible.  A  good  example  of  this  cooperation  was  the 
negotiation  for  the  purchase  of  the  Civic  property,  which  has  been  a  per¬ 
plexing  problem.  Through  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Civic,  the  Selectmen  and  the  Finance  Commission,  the 
solution  of  this  problem  was  reached  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  all  con¬ 
cerned. 

It  is  the  Finance  Commission’s  duty  to  prepare  and  present  a  budget 
which  does  not  exceed  the  total  amount  which  the  Town  can  afford,  and 
then  to  see  that  this  amount  is  equitably  distributed  among  the  various 
departments.  It  is  the  taxpayers  and  the  voters  who  make  the  final 
decision  as  to  how  their  money  shall  be  spent  and  the  Finance  Commission 
regards  it  as  a  tribute  that  their  recommendations  on  the  appropriations 
as  submitted  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  and  at  Special  Town  Meetings 
have  been  favorably  acted  upon  by  the  voters. 

As  we  look  ahead  into  1931  and  succeeding  years,  it  is  our  hope  that 
continued  cooperation  between  Town  Departments,  and  the  whole¬ 
hearted  desire  of  all  concerned  to  safeguard  our  taxpayers’  interest,  will 
enable  the  continuance  of  a  tax  rate  close  to  that  which  now  obtains.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
MORRILL  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

During  the  year  1930  the  citizens  of  Norwood  have  evidenced  their 
appreciation  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  in  the  manner  most  gratify¬ 
ing  to  its  Trustees  and  Librarian — by  an  increased  use  of  its  facilities. 

The  number  of  books  borrowed  in  1929  was  101,140.  In  1930  the 
withdrawal  figures  were  105,779 — an  increase  of  4639. 

Undoubtedly  one  of  the  reasons  for  this  increase  is  the  added  conven¬ 
ience  of  the  splendid  new  Plimpton  Wing,  which  contains  the  most  modern 
of  stack  systems.  The  new  stack  room,  under  the  test  of  use,  has  proved 
to  be  adequate  and  satisfactory  in  every  detail. 

As  the  entire  amount  of  the  Plimpton  Fund  was  not  needed  to  complete 
the  Plimpton  Wing,  the  balance  still  at  the  command  of  the  citizens  for 
library  purposes  is,  as  of  January  1,  1931,  $15,091.08. 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  special  collections  of  books  now  avail¬ 
able  in  the  Library. 

Outstanding  among  these  is  the  Cudworth  Memorial  Collection  be¬ 
queathed  to  the  town  by  Warren  H.  Cudworth,  together  with  the  income 
of  the  Cudworth  Fund  of  $500  for  new  books  to  inculcate  a  greater  love 
of  fine  books  and  culture.  This  lovingly  selected  collection  of  758  volumes 
was  given  to  the  library  at  a  time  when  it  had  no  room  or  facilities  for 
storing  or  handling  it.  Considerable  time  and  the  Plimpton  Wing  have 
been  necessary  to  accession  and  shelf-list  the  many  volumes  which  are  now 
safely  stored  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Plimpton  Wing  on  special  stacks. 
All  these  books  are  now  ready  for  public  use. 

Mrs.  Marcia  Winslow,  for  many  years  a  faithful,  discriminating  and 
enthusiastic  collector  of  Norwoodiana,  has  now  presented  her  entire  col¬ 
lection  to  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library.  It  comprises  174  volumes  of  a 
historical  nature,  with  many  pamphlets,  pictures  and  manuscripts;  also  a 
complete  set  of  Norwood  Town  Reports  from  1873  to  1926.  This  is  the 
most  valuable  mass  of  historical  data  which  has  ever  been  given  to  the 
town.  While  its  worth  is  high  at  this  date,  it  will  become  priceless  as 
time  goes  on.  The  trustees  are  sincerely  grateful  to  Mrs.  Winslow  for 
her  thoughtfulness  and  gift. 
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Out  of  the  Book  Funds,  the  following  1930  additions  have  been  made  to 
the  library’s  treasures:  the  Cud  worth  Fund  Income  has  purchased:

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  Reading  with  a  Purpose  courses  which 
have  been  successfully  offered  during  the  year.  Many  readers  have  ex¬ 
pressed  their  appreciation  of  the  following  courses: 

Adventures  in  flower  gardening 
Home  economics 
Interior  decoration. 

The  many  book  replacements  of  worn-out  but  frequently  called-for 
volumes,  which  have  been  needed  for  several  years  past,  have  now  been 
made  with  the  $772  appropriated  by  the  Town  for  this  purpose.  It  is 
the  present  policy  of  the  trustees  to  keep  these  replacements  as  much  up- 
to-date  as  possible  in  the  future.  This  may  necessitate  the  partial  use 
of  new-book  funds,  but  it  is  felt  that  the  tested  book  should  not  be  slighted 
for  the  untested  one. 

The  branch  libraries  placed  in  three  elementary  schools  continue  to  be 
popular  with  children  and  parents.  See  the  librarian’s  annual  report. 
The  trustees  hope  to  extend  this  work  as  the  library’s  finances  and  the 
demand  permit. 

The  Town  of  Norwood,  at  the  request  of  the  trustees,  has  increased  the 
insurance  covering  the  contents  of  the  library  building  from  $30,000  to 
$60,000. 

A  thoroughly  modern  catalog  filing  case  and  a  new  bulletin  board  have 
been  added  to  the  library’s  furniture.

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REPORT  OF  FISH  AND  GAME  WARDEN 
December  29,  1930 

To  the  Selectmen  of  Norwood, 

Attention  of  Mr.  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill. 

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  Town  Game  Warden.  Atten¬ 
tion  has  been  given  the  enforcement  of  the  Statutes  relating  to  Fish  and 
Game  during  the  past  year.  I  have  been  out  upon  the  fishing  streams  and 
ponds  and  the  lands  frequented  by  game  one  hundred  and  twenty-four 
days.  I  found  it  necessary  on  three  occasions  to  ask  for  complaints 
against  persons  for  violation  of  the  Fish  and  Game  Laws.  These  com¬ 
plaints  were  brought  before  the  District  Court  of  Northern  Norfolk  and 
North  Western  Norfolk,  and  were  disposed  of  as  follows:  two  cases  fined 
and  one  filed.  These  complaints  were  for  violation  of  the  Law  with  regard 
to  taking  of  fish  and  game. 

Following  one  of  the  severe  storms  during  the  past  season,  I  have  found 
it  necessary  to  furnish  feed  for  Game. 

There  appears  to  have  been  a  small  increase  of  pheasants.  It  is  esti¬ 
mated  that  there  are  in  the  neighborhood  at  the  beginning  of  the  winter 
season  of  1930  an  increase  of  about  seventy-five  per  cent  of  quail. 

There  appears  to  have  been  an  increase  of  Ruffed  Grouse  this  season. 

The  State  Department  of  Conservation  have  placed  two  hundred  Trout 
in  Purgatory  Brook.  These  Trout  were  in  first  class  condition.

Assessors  may  determine. 

Tax  Rate  for  the  Year  1930 

On  July  8,  1930,  it  was  voted  that  the  tax  rate  for  the  year  1930  be  de¬ 
termined  as  $29.00  per  thousand. 

The  table  of  tax  requirements  submitted  herewith  exhibit  a  comparison 
of  the  year  1929  to  1930. 

It  was  voted  that  no  Special  Assessments  be  levied  against  individual 
parcels  of  land  in  the  Neponset  Valley  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  ex¬ 
pense  which  the  Town  has  been  called  upon  to  pay  because  no  agricultural 
benefit  can  be  found  to  exist. 

Filing  of  Statements 

The  Board  of  Assessors  wish  to  call  to  the  attention  of  all  taxpayers 
the  responsibility  placed  upon  each  taxpayer,  under  the  Law,  the  necessity 
of  filing  of  statements  of  property  taxable  in  each  year. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  are  permitted  to  abate  only  as  the  Law  directs.

Dear  Sirs: 

The  twenty-second  annual  report  of  the  Law  Department  covering  the 
year  1930  is  submitted  in  the  following  form. 

It  furnishes  information  in  a  summary  way  as  to  the  activities  of  the 
Department. 

As  supplementary  to  this  report  a  detailed  statement  in  chronological 
order  of  the  service  rendered  is  also  submitted  for  the  files. 

The  conduct  of  the  Department  involved  attention  to  matters  covering 
the  usual  wide  range  of  municipal  activity.  Advice  and  assistance  were 
given  to  the  following  named  officials  and  of  the  character  hereinafter  in¬ 
dicated,  namely,  Selectmen,  Finance  Commissioners,  School  Committee, 
Board  of  Health,  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes,  Planning  Board, 
Trustees  of  Morrill  Memorial  Library,  General  Manager,  Town  Clerk  and 
Accountant,  Board  of  Assessors,  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  Building  In¬ 
spector,  Junior  High  School  Building  Addition  Committee,  East  Side 
Elementary  School  Building  Committee,  Building  By-Law  Committee 
and  Playground  Advisory  Committee. 

CLAIMS 

The  following  described  claims  had  such  attention  as  was  requested  by 
the  Selectmen  and  other  interested  officials  and  in  such  form  and  to  such 
extent  as  developments  appeared  to  require,  report  being  made  by  brief 
statement,  namely, 

Anna  M.  Sears — personal  injuries  alleged  to  have  resulted  from  defec¬ 
tive  condition  of  Granite  Street  of  which  due  notice  given  and  compromise 
settlement  made  in  sum  of  One  Hundred  ($100)  Dollars. 

Annie  E.  O’Donnell — personal  injuries  resulting  from  fall  on  Washington 
Street  near  Winter  Street,  due  to  an  existing  defective  condition  of  which 
due  notice  given  and  compromise  settlement  made  in  sum  of  One  Hundred 
($100)  Dollars. 

Thomas  Murphy — Damage  to  automobile  from  defective  condition  of 
Railroad  Avenue,  compromise  settlement  made  in  the  sum  of  Eighteen 
($18)  Dollars  after  due  notice  of  accident  received. 
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William  P.  Nickerson — Damage  to  hot  water  boilers  in  Chapel  Street 
apartment  house  and  incidental  expenses  claimed  in  the  stated  amount 
of  Nine  Hundred  Forty-Six  and  50/100  ($946.50)  Dollars,  alleged  to  have 
resulted  from  blasting  operations  as  to  part  of  the  claim  and  from  action 
of  Water  Department  in  meter  work  as  to  balance  of  claim.  Settled  by 
compromise  agreement  after  investigation  for  the  sum  of  Four  Hundred 
Twenty-five  ($425)  Dollars. 

Claims  made  by  Patrick  M.  Curran,  Florence  Moro  and  Mrs.  Marion 
Clancy,  respectively,  for  personal  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  received 
appeared  upon  investigation  to  lack  essential  elements  to  establish  liability, 
and  were  accordingly  denied  upon  advice  to  such  effect. 

Philip  J.  Keating — suits  pending  against  this  party  in  which  the  Town 
was  summoned  as  Trustee  for  Keating  were  brought  to  judgment  in  April 
and  May,  1930,  and  the  Town  was  charged  as  Trustee  in  these  suits  and 
payments  were  made  under  executions  which  issued  against  him  from  the 
funds  due  to  him  in  the  hands  of  the  Town  representing  the  balance  pay¬ 
able  on  his  contract,  which  payments  were  as  follows,  namely,  Walter 
Smith  &  Sons,  Inc.,  $2,378.53,  James  J.  Drummey  $140.00,  James  J. 
Mahar  $125.30.  Proper  court  papers  were  filed  in  these  cases  to  protect 
the  Town  with  respect  to  such  payments.  The  balance  in  the  hands  of 
the  Town  which  is  payable  to  Keating  in  final  settlement  is  $57.69.  This 
sum  is  held  for  such  payment  upon  receipt  of  a  proper  release  which  has 
been  requested  from  Mr.  Keating,  but  which  has  not  been  forthcoming. 


Norwood  Civic  Association  Property  Purchase 

By  appropriate  action  taken  under  Article  1  of  the  warrant  for  the  Special 
Town  Meeting  held  on  June  30,  1930,  the  Selectmen  were  authorized  and 
directed  to  acquire  by  purchase  for  public  playground  purposes  from  the 
owner  assumed  to  be  the  Norwood  Civic  Association,  the  tract  of  land  with 
the  structures  thereon  containing  5.65  acres  more  or  less  bounded  northerly 
by  Winter  Street,  easterly  by  Broadway,  southerly  by  East  Hoyle  Street, 
and  westerly  by  Washington  Street,  and  to  pay  therefor  the  sum  of  Sixty- 
three  Thousand  ($63,000.00)  Dollars. 

At  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen  this  Department  searched  the  title 
and  corporate  records  and  reported  that  said  Norwood  Civic  Association 
possessed  a  merchantable  title,  after  due  consideration  of  various  ques¬ 
tions  involved,  and  participated  in  the  preparation  of  the  warranty  deed 
and  incidental  papers  and  directed  the  action  to  be  taken  and  the  record 
thereof  by  the  seller  and  supervised  the  passage  of  the  papers  transferring 
title  to  the  Town  and  advised  as  to  possession,  insurance,  tenancy  notice 
and  rent  questions. 

An  abstract  of  title  was  also  prepared.  Attention  was  also  given  to 
purchase  money  loan  questions. 

Appreciation  is  extended  to  the  then  Trustees  for  their  ready  cooperation 
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and  particularly  to  Mr.  John  J.  Riley  who  assisted  materially  in  the  title 
search  and  in  expediting  the  entire  matter.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

The  School  Committee  is  very  appreciative  of  the  efficient  work  done 
by  the  New  Elementary  School  Building  Commission  in  having  such  a 
fine  structure  ready  for  occupancy  when  school  opened  this  fall.  The 
building  is  adequate  in  every  respect  and  has  been  enjoyed  by  pupils 
and  teachers.  One  outstanding  feature  of  this  new  building  is  the  audi¬ 
torium  designed  either  for  assembly  purposes  or  for  physical  training  work 
for  school  pupils.  It  is  equipped  with  standard  folding  chairs  so  that  a 
fair  sized  audience  may  be  accommodated  there  whenever  it  is  desired 
for  community  use.  A  spacious  room  is  provided  for  Manual  Training 
for  boys  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  and  a  similar  room  for  the  girls  of 
these  grades  to  receive  instruction  in  sewing.  The  sewing  room  is  also 
used  for  a  lunch  room  by  pupils  who  live  so  far  from  the  school  that  it  is 
not  convenient  for  them  to  go  home  during  the  noon  recess.  The  school 
grounds  are  large  and  play  areas  are  provided  for  the  older  groups  of  boys 
and  girls  entirely  apart  from  the  space  used  by  the  smaller  children. 

It  was  voted  to  give  this  new  unit  the  name  of  the  Cornelius  M.  Callahan 
School  in  memory  of  Mr.  Cornelius  M.  Callahan  who  served  on  the  School 
Committee  for  ten  years  and  who  was  Chairman  for  six  years.  Mr. 
Callahan  was  a  resident  of  the  east  side  district  for  many  years.  The 
auditorium  was  given  the  name  of  the  Martha  B.  Parker  Auditorium  in 
memory  of  Miss  Martha  B.  Parker  who  served  as  a  teacher  for  a  long 
period  of  years  in  the  old  East  School. 

During  the  year  two  valuable  properties  were  turned  back  to  the  Select¬ 
men,  the  Everett  School  and  the  East  School,  their  use  no  longer  being 
required  for  school  purposes.  Since  the  boiler  in  the  Everett  School  had 
been  installed  there  only  three  years  it  was  removed  to  the  Beacon  School 
to  replace  the  thirty-three  year  old  boiler  which  is  in  use  there.  The  East 
School  boiler  was  moved  to  the  Junior  High  School  as  an  auxiliary  heater 
to  take  care  of  the  hot  water  tank  and  the  School  Committee  rooms. 

Repairs  and  Replacements 

At  the  Beacon  School,  a  Coppus  Blower  was  installed  to  assist  in  stopping 
the  smoke  nuisance  which  resulted  from  the  burning  of  soft  coal.  Buck¬ 
wheat  coal  only  is  used  in  the  boiler  at  the  Beacon  School  now  and  there 
have  been  no  further  complaints  of  smoke  trouble. 

Other  major  improvements  were  repainting  the  Senior  High  School  and 
the  Winslow  School,  resurfacing  the  tennis  courts  at  the  Senior  High 
School,  retubing  the  boiler  at  the  Shattuck  School  and  refinishing  three 
rooms  at  the  Balch  School. 

Enrollment 

The  School  Committee  has  voted  to  request  the  Town  to  appropriate 
money  for  building  an  addition  to  the  Senior  High  School.  This  subject 
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has  been  treated  in  such  detail  in  the  school  reports  of  the  last  four  years 
that  it  needs  no  introduction  here.  The  School  Committee  believes  that, 
with  this  addition,  there  need  not  be  a  further  request  for  appropriation 
of  money  for  school  building  purposes  for  a  period  of  at  least  ten  years. 

A  study  of  Tables  I  and  II  in  this  report  will  explain  the  reasons  for 
believing  that  no  further  building  will  be  necessary.  The  following  con¬ 
siderations  should  be  noted:

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grades,  the  enrollment  there  should  not  be  over  850,  and  the  proposed 
addition  should  be  able  to  take  care  of  this  increase  over  the  present  en¬ 
rollment  of  584.  Looking  further  down  the  line  under  Table  II,  column 
headed  December  1,  1930,  it  wiU  be  found  that  every  elementary  grade 
is  smaller  than  any  Junior  High  School  grade  by  a  wide  margin,  meaning 
that  any  three  elementary  grades  in  their  chronological  order  when  oc¬ 
cupying  the  Junior  High  School  building  will  be  readily  accommodated  and 
a  group  of  eighty  to  ninety  additional  pupils  could  be  enrolled  in  each 
grade. 

3.  A  survey  has  been  taken  of  the  probable  number  of  first  graders  to 
enroll  in  September,  1931,  in  the  public  schools  and  it  is  believed  that 
not  over  200  will  report.  Taking,  therefore,  the  present  three  years  of 
Junior  High  School,  the  present  six  grades  in  the  elementary  schools  and 
the  incoming  first  grade,  or  a  total  of  ten  grades,  there  can  seem  to  be  no 
possibility  of  an  overcrowded  school  system  in  any  division  unless  a  very 
unusual  growth  takes  place  in  the  town. 

4.  The  decrease  in  the  enrollment  of  the  elementary  grades  has  brought 
about  a  reduction  in  the  teaching  corps  of  this  division  of  the  school  sys¬ 
tem.  The  Guild  School,  a  twelve-room  building  was  replaced  by  a  ten- 
room  structure  and  two  positions  eliminated.  The  closing  of  the  East 
School  and  of  a  room  in  the  Shattuck  School  account  for  the  three  other 
reductions  in  the  elementary  teaching  force.  A  section  of  the  basement 
in  the  Balch  School  has  been  used  for  several  years  as  a  classroom.  This 
room  will  not  be  required  next  fall,  making  one  less  teaching  position 
there  and  it  is  possible  that  with  the  lower  enrollment  in  grades  1  to  6, 
still  another  room  will  be  closed  somewhere  in  this  division  of  the  school 
system.  Against  the  elimination  of  these  seven  teaching  positions,  one 
new  position  has  been  created,  that  of  a  third  special  class  teacher,  with 
a  division  at  the  Balch  School.

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Child  Guidance  Clinic 

The  Committee  extends  its  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  Com¬ 
munity  Committee  of  women  who  were  instrumental  in  having  the  Child 
Guidance  Clinic  established  in  Norwood.  This  clinic  has  been  helpful 
in  several  difficult  pupil  cases  and  has  assisted  parents  in  matters  of  home 
management  of  children.  The  clinic  holds  sessions  every  Tuesday. 
There  should  be  no  embarrassment  felt  on  the  part  of  parents  or  relatives 
in  respect  to  having  a  child  attend  this  clinic  session  where  accurate  studies 
are  made  of  items  which  will  so  make  for  the  child’s  welfare  and  happiness 
as  to  entirely  alter  his  perspective  on  life. 

High  School  Athletic  Field 

The  Committee  wishes  to  again  stress  the  necessity  of  resurfacing  the 
High  School  athletic  field.  During  the  past  fall  the  boys  of  the  football 
squad  had  to  practice  and  play  under  extremely  adverse  conditions.  At 
times  it  was  difficult  to  see  the  team  in  action  and  had  it  not  been  for  the 
fine  cooperation  of  the  Town  Fire  Department  under  Chief  Hannigan, 
who  had  the  field  wet  down  before  each  game,  it  would  have  been  im¬ 
possible  for  spectators  to  have  put  up  with  the  clouds  of  dust  resulting 
from  twenty-two  boys  stampeding  up  and  down  the  field. 

The  cost  of  this  job  is  estimated  at  $4,500  and  an  allowance  of  $1,500 
has  been  made  in  this  year’s  budget  toward  the  work.  It  is  hoped  that 
a  special  appropriation  may  be  made  for  this  inasmuch  as  the  need  is  so 
imperative.  It  would  give  a  number  of  men  employment  over  a  period  of 
several  weeks.  Providing  the  work  is  done  during  the  ensuing  spring 
it  will  not  be  possible  to  play  football  there  next  fall  and  it  is  probable 
that  the  Civic  field  will  have  to  be  used. 

Audit 

During  the  year  an  audit  of  the  following  High  School  Accounts  was 
made:  Arguenot  Account,  Athletic  Association  Account,  Class  Account, 
Glee  Club  Account,  Lunch  Counter  Account,  Press  Account,  and  Scholar¬ 
ship  Fund  Account.  The  audit  covered  the  period  beginning  September, 
1923,  and  ending  June,  1930.  The  disposition  of  the  Lunch  Counter  Funds 
is  explained  under  the  heading  of  “Budget.”  The  School  Committee  still 
has  under  consideration  the  disposition  of  the  other  funds. 

Budget 

The  school  budget  for  the  year  1931  calls  for  an  increase  of  $14,220.31. 
This  increase  will  be  entirely  eliminated  with  the  exception  of  $1,500,  by 
receipts  from  the  High  School  Lunch  Counter.  Through  the  Town 
Counsel’s  interpretation  of  certain  statutes  relative  to  custody  of  school 
funds,  it  has  become  necessary  to  appropriate  money  for  the  support  of 
the  Lunch  Counter;  $11,517.60  being  required  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
$1,202.71  for  equipment.  The  receipts  of  the  counter  will  balance  *vhat 
ever  is  expended  and  the  sum  of  $1,202.71  was  originally  placed  in  thQ  To-vn

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treasury  as  a  surplus  accumulated  by  the  Lunch  Counter  over  a  period  of 
ten  years.  This  was  intended  to  be  used  for  equipment  and  is  therefore 
being  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  School  Department. 

There  is  also  included  in  this  increase,  $500  for  a  preliminary  study  of 
plans  for  the  addition  to  the  Senior  High  School,  a  sum  which  will  enable 
the  Committee  to  go  ahead  with  the  actual  preparation  of  working  draw 
ings.  There  was  an  increase  of  only  $1,000  over  last  year’s  budget  outside 
of  the  extraordinary  matters  mentioned  above  and  this  was  added  as  part 
of  the  amount  to  be  used  for  assisting  in  resurfacing  the  Senior  High  School 
athletic  field,. 

Retirement 

The  Committee  announces  with  regret  the  retirement  from  teaching 
of  Mrs.  Estelle  M.  Callahan  and  wishes  to  extend  their  appreciation  of 
her  fine  work  during  a  period  of  service  extending  over  twenty-seven 
years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Norwood: 

I  submit  herewith  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 


Re-districting  for  Elementary  Schools 

The  plan  of  re-districting  for  elementary  schools  as  outlined  in  the  annual 
report  of  the  School  Department  for  1929-30,  was  carried  out  with  the 
opening  of  schools  last  September.  The  following  were  the  most  important 
results  of  this  re-districting : 

1.  The  opening  of  the  Cornelius  M.  Callahan  School,  accommodating 
all  former  Guild  School  pupils  living  east  of  the  Wrentham  branch  tracks. 
This  new  school  also  accommodated  all  of  the  pupils  formerly  located  in 
the  two-room  East  School  building  which  has  been  closed. 

2.  Through  the  re-establishment  of  boundary  lines,  eighty  pupils  were 
added  to  the  Shattuck  School  enrollment,  all  of  whom  formerly  attended 
either  the  Beacon  School  or  the  Guild  School. 

3.  For  purposes  of  administration,  several  minor  changes  were  made 
involving  transfer  of  pupils  from  the  Winslow  School  to  the  Beacon  School 
in  some  cases,  and  in  others,  from  the  Shattuck  School  to  the  Beacon  School. 

4.  The  special  class  formerly  assigned  to  the  Beacon  School  has  been 
transferred  to  the  Shattuck  School  and  pupils  in  this  class  living  east  of 
the  railroad  tracks  are  furnished  with  transportation. 


Improvements  on  Buildings  and  Grounds 

The  following  major  items  under  repair  and  replacements  are  the  most 
important  for  the  past  year: 

1.  The  tennis  courts  at  the  Senior  High  School  were  re-surfaced  under 
the  supervision  of  an  expert  in  this  line  of  work — all  of  the  actual  labor 
being  done  by  town  employees.  Since  the  frost  does  damage  every  winter 
to  the  courts,  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  a  small  outlay  of  money  used  for 
this  purpose  yearly. 

2.  Two  coats  of  paint  were  given  the  Senior  High  School  and  the  Winslow 
School.  This  work  was  let  out  on  bids  through  the  Town  Manager’s 
office. 

3.  At  the  Balch  School  six  school  rooms  were  given  new  interior  finish. 

4.  One  of  the  Shattuck  School  boilers  was  entirely  retubed  and  the 
piping  under  the  cement  in  the  basement  of  this  school  was  renewed. 

5.  A  great  d?al  of  interior  re-finishing  at  the  Beacon  School  was  com¬ 
pleted,  including  the  painting  of  ceilings,  halls  and  the  nurses’  room,  and 
the  re-finishing  of  desks  in  two  of  the  class  rooms. 
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6.  Since  the  School  Committee  has  decided  to  give  up  use  of  the  Everett 
School  building,  much  salvaging  has  been  done,  including  the  following: 

(a)  Re-finishing  of  desks  which  could  be  of  use  and  transferring  of  them 
to  the  Cornelius  M.  Callahan  School. 

( b )  Re-finishing  piano  and  transferring  it  to  the  Cornelius  M.  Callahan 
School. 

(c)  Removing  of  boiler  and  transferring  it  to  the  Beacon  School. 

( d )  Removing  of  all  blackboards,  tables,  chairs  and  other  usable  school 
equipment  and  transferring  it  to  other  schools  where  requests  exist 
for  such  equipment. 

7.  Transferring  the  new  boiler  in  use  at  the  two-room  East  School  to 
the  Junior  High  School  to  be  used  as  an  auxiliary  boiler  to  heat  the  Super¬ 
intendent’s  office  and  the  hot  water  tank. 

8.  The  swamp  at  the  rear  of  the  Winslow  School  playground  has  been 
filled  in  and  leveled  off.  The  woods  in  the  rear  of  this  playground  have 
been  cleaned  of  all  rubbish.  It  is  planned  to  do  more  work  here  during 
the  ensuing  year. 


Breaks  in  School  Buildings 


The  school  authorities  have  been  greatly  bothered  during  the  past  year 
by  breaks  which  have  occurred  in  practically  all  of  the  school  buildings. 
The  following  breaks  have  been  recorded  during  the  past  year:

Each  break  has  been  reported  to  the  police  or  the  Town  Manager,  and 
in  some  cases  discovery  of  the  guilty  has  been  made.  However,  the  acts 
of  vandalism,  particularly  in  the  Junior  High  School,  have  cost  the  town 
a  considerable  amount  of  money.  The  police  report  that  most  of  the 
breaks  indicate  the  perpetrators  to  be  inexperienced,  but  in  at  least  two 
instances  they  report  that  the  work  of  the  burglars  shows  experience  in 
this  occupation. 


Janitors 

The  following  transfers  were  made  in  the  janitorial  force: 

Edward  T.  Abely  from  the  Winslow  to  the  Junior  High  School. 

George  F.  Fitzgerald  from  the  Senior  High  School  to  the  Winslow  School. 
Henry  Santoro  from  the  Junior  High  School  to  the  Senior  High  School. 
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The  position  which  formerly  included  work  at  the  Everett  School  and 
the  Beacon  School  now  covers  only  the  Beacon  School.  The  salary  for 
this  work  has  therefore  been  decreased.  The  Balch  School  of  twenty-one 
rooms  and  spacious  grounds,  heretofore  had  the  assignment  of  but  one 
janitor  and  an  allowance  of  $400  for  sweepers.  A  second  janitor  will  now 
be  employed  there  for  at  least  eight  months  of  the  year,  particularly  during 
the  winter  months  when  it  is  necessary  to  have  all  three  boilers  in  operation 
and  when  there  is  so  much  additional  cleaning  and  sweeping. 

Special  Activities 

Chief  among  the  activities  of  the  year  have  been  the  Physical  Education 
department  demonstration  held  March  4,  the  Tercentenary  and  Health 
Day  program,  and  the  Home  Economics  and  Manual  Arts  exhibition  held 
May  22.  I  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  participated  in  these  major  events 
and  particularly  the  supervisors  and  instructors  who  did  so  much  in  making 
them  a  success. 


New  Courses  and  Organization 

German  was  dropped  from  the  foreign  language  curriculum  in  the 
Senior  High  School  during  the  Great  War  and  has  not  been  taught  in  the 
Norwood  Public  Schools  since  then.  This  is  a  requirement  of  certain 
technical  schools,  such  as  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  and 
several  boys  anxious  to  enter  such  schools  have  been  handicapped  by 
failure  to  meet  this  requirement.  It  was,  therefore,  voted  by  the  School 
Committee  to  replace  German  in  the  curriculum  and  twenty-five  pupils 
enrolled  in  it  last  fall.  This  will  eventually  be  offered  over  a  period  of 
three  years. 

A  second  new  course  to  be  offered  is  in  the  Evening  School  where  classes 
in  Physical  Education  for  men  and  women  were  formed  for  the  first  time. 
The  popularity  of  the  course  may  be  judged  by  the  fact  that  over  fifty 
enrolled  in  each  division  and  the  attendance  has  been  good.  The  forming 
of  these  classes  is  an  innovation  in  this  line  of  work.  Mr.  Schrader  of  the 
State  Department  of  Education  was  much  pleased  that  Norwood  had 
undertaken  such  an  extension  of  Physical  Education  work  and  the  follow¬ 
ing  letter  was  received  from  him: 

“September  15,  1930. 

Mr.  Leonard  W.  Grant, 

Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Norwood,  Massachusetts. 

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  understand  from  Mr.  Murray  that  the  thought  is  being  entertained 
of  offering  recreation  classes  in  your  program  of  adult  education. 

I  think  this  is  a  splendid  idea  and  I  hope  that  Norwood  may  see  its  way 
clear  to  carry  this  through.  Although  I  do  not  know  of  any  community 
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in  Massachusetts  that  has  undertaken  this,  it  is  by  no  means  a  new  thought. 
In  the  middle  west  and  the  far  west  this  is  done  in  a  good  many  places.  I 
have  made  inquiry  of  the  several  divisions  in  our  department  but  find  no 
evidence  that  any  other  than  vocational  courses  have  any  physical  educa¬ 
tion  work  offered.  It  seems  to  me  a  long  step  forward  in  educating  for 
leisure. 

I  will  be  very  much  interested  in  the  final  decision  of  Norwood.

A  very  important  organization  was  instituted  when  the  Junior  Traffic 
Patrol  wras  formed.  Through  the  assistance  of  representatives  of  the 
Governor’s  Safety  Council,  groups  of  boys  were  formed  in  traffic  patrols 
at  every  school  except  the  Senior  High  School.  These  boys  are  equipped 
with  Sam  Brown  belts  to  distinguish  them  and  each  squadron  has  a  captain 
and  a  lieutenant.  They  arrive  at  school  earlier  than  other  pupils  and  are 
dismissed  in  advance  in  order  to  take  care  of  traffic  problems  and  to  try 
in  every  way  to  eliminate  the  dangers  which  surround  pupils  in  crossing 
streets  on  their  way  to  and  from  school.  Orderly  lines  are  formed  when 
pupils  are  leaving  the  buildings  and  they  are  given  directions  to  cross 
streets  only  at  certain  points  where  Junior  Traffic  officers  are  stationed. 

A  course  has  been  started  for  Junior  High  School  pupils  of  the  seventh 
and  eighth  grades  in  Books  and  Libraries.  This,  of  course,  is  very  ele¬ 
mentary  and  teaches  them  only  the  use  of  catalogues  and  reference  books 
and  how  to  make  proper  use  of  a  public  or  school  library.  A  trained  li¬ 
brarian  is  in  charge  of  this  work  and  the  benefits  of  such  instruction  are 
already  showing  in  our  English  and  Social  Science  classes. 


Trade  School 

Under  the  State  law  the  School  Committee  is  required  to  pay  tuition 
for  boys  and  girls  who  wish  special  work  in  vocations.  They  may  attend 
either  the  Quincy  Trade  School  or  the  trade  schools  in  Boston.  There 
has  been  an  increased  demand  for  this  training  and  we  have  at  the  present 
time  five  boys  and  four  girls  attending  the  trade  schools  in  Boston.  The 
School  Committee  has  adopted  the  policy  that  such  boys  and  girls  must 
give  good  conduct  and  do  well  in  their  studies  in  order  to  remain  there  at 
the  expense  of  the  Town. 


Enrollment  Prospects 

This  question  has  been  dealt  with  largely  in  the  report  of  the  School 
Committee.  I  wish  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  the  school  census  shows  a 
prospective  first  grade  of  only  200.  This  falling  off  in  first  grade  regis¬ 
trants  will  affect  every  district  and  smaller  units  are  to  be  expected. 
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Factors  which  have  contributed  to  the  decrease  of  enrollment  in  the 
public  elementary  schools  have  been: 

1.  Enrollment  in  St.  Catherine’s  School. 

2.  Moving  out  of  town  of  a  large  number  of  families  in  South  Norwood, 
due  to  lack  of  employment. 

3.  A  decrease  in  birth  rate  as  shown  by  the  Town  reports. 

Special  Classes 

The  examination  of  pupils  who  have  been  unable  to  do  a  normal  amount 
of  class  room  work  and  appear  to  be  over  two  years  mentally  retarded,  has 
again  been  conducted  by  Dr.  C.  B.  J.  Schorer,  the  State  Psychiatrist.  The 
following  examinations  were  made  during  the  past  year:

Dr.  Schorer’s  recommendations  have  been  submitted  to  the  Principal 
of  each  school  through  the  School  Health  Department  and  several  pupils 
have  been  added  to  our  special  classes.  The  benefits  of  special  class  work 
which  may.  accrue  to  a  child  who  is  handicapped  in  being  able  to  keep  up 
with  his  regular  class  are  very  great  and  every  encouragement  should  be 
given  by  both  parents  and  teachers  to  such  children. 

It  is  probable  that  a  fourth  special  class  will  be  required  next  year  and 
this  should  be  located  in  the  Cornelius  M.  Callahan  School  if  space  there 
will  permit.

Revision  of  Arithmetic  in  the  Elementary  Grades 

The  chief  project  of  curriculum  revision  for  the  elementary  grades  con¬ 
cerns  Arithmetic.  At  the  present  time  several  different  textbooks  are  in 
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use  and  the  Committee,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Julia  I.  Drummy, 
Principal  of  the  Cornelius  M.  Callahan  and  the  Beacon  Schools,  will  make 
a  study  of  this  over  a  period  of  several  months  arranging  a  new  course  of 
study  and  recommending  textbook  adoptions. 

Assistance  for  School  Projects 

During  the  past  year  much  help  has  been  given  the  school  milk  fund  by 
several  organizations.  Through  this  fund  a  number  of  children  are  able 
to  obtain  free  milk  during  recess.  The  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  been 
generous  in  its  contribution  to  the  musical  organizations  and  the  Quest 
Club  has  received  much  help  from  the  Rotary  Club,  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce  and  other  organizations  and  individuals  in  the  town.  Several 
class  rooms  have  been  presented  with  flags  by  the  American  Legion  Auxil¬ 
iary*

This  enrollment  shows  an  increase  over  last  June’s  attendance  of  fifty- 
seven  pupils. 

Faculty 

At  the  end  of  the  last  school  year,  we  lost  from  our  staff  the  services 
of  five  teachers:  Miss  Dorothy  Norris,  teacher  of  Latin;  Miss  Frances 
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Wheeler,  teacher  of  English;  Miss  Geraldine  Freeman,  teacher  of  Com¬ 
mercial  subjects;  Miss  Rose  Smith,  teacher  of  Commercial  subjects;  and 
Mr.  Gustave  Larson,  teacher  of  Manual  Arts.  Most  of  these  secured 
promotions  into  larger  city  schools,  while  Miss  Mary  Mackedon  was  given 
a  year’s  leave  of  absence  for  study  abroad.  It  was  necessary  to  have 
these  vacancies  filled,  and  the  following  teachers  now  take  their  places 
on  the  faculty:  Mr.  Charles  Hayden  for  Miss  Norris;  Miss  Edith  Knowl- 
ton  for  Miss  Wheeler;  Miss  Ardra  Briggs  for  Miss  Freeman;  Miss  Mary 
Egan  for  Miss  Smith;  Mr.  Robert  O’Neil  for  Mr.  Larson;  and  Miss 
Beatrice  Noonan  for  Miss  Mackedon.  In  addition,  it  was  necessary  to 
secure  the  services  of  two  new  teachers  to  take  care  of  the  increased  en¬ 
rollment;  Miss  Louise  McCormack  in  the  English  Department;  and  Mr. 
Everett  Learnard  in  the  Science  and  Mathematics  Departments. 


Prospects  for  Enrollment — September,  1931 

It  is  apparent  that  in  September,  1931,  we  shall  have  approximately 
720  as  our  enrollment  here  at  the  High  School.  This  shows  a  gain  of  132 
pupils  over  our  present  enrollment  of  588.  As  has  been  pointed  out  in 
other  reports,  there  is  no  better  or  more  feasible  solution  for  taking  care 
of  the  increased  enrollment  than  the  addition  of  eight  rooms  to  our  build¬ 
ing.  This  is  strongly  urged  and  very  much  to  be  desired  to  the  twro  platoon 
plan  of  having  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  grades  attend  in  the  morning 
and  the  tenth  grade  in  the  afternoon.

Returns  thus  far  received  from  the  deans’  offices  about  the  work  of  these 
students  have  been  very  gratifying. 
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The  work  of  the  several  departments  in  the  school  has  been  very  largely 
outlined  by  the  various  department  head  and  supervisors.  I  think  that 
notable  among  achievements  last  year,  the  work  of  our  orchestra  is  out¬ 
standing.  We  were  awarded  second  prize  at  the  Massachusetts  High 
School  Orchestra  contest  at  Waltham,  and  we  gained  the  same  award  at 
Pawtucket  where  our  orchestra  competed  in  a  class  of  high  schools  from 
eight  cities.  Only  Hartford,  Connecticut,  was  able,  out  of  the  group,  to 
receive  a  higher  award  than  came  to  Norwood. 

The  unemployment  situation  and  the  tendency  so  universally  felt,  of 
having  all  of  our  boys  and  girls  come  to  high  school  these  days,  have  given 
us  new  and  additional  problems,  chief  among  which  is  how  to  best  fit 
them  into  the  school  curriculum.  It  is  quite  evident  that  many  students 
are  motor-minded  and  cannot  suitably  adapt  themselves  to  academic 
instruction.  Our  facilities  and  equipment  in  the  manual  arts  divisions 
for  both  boys  and  girls  are  taxed  to  capacity  and  beyond.  There  are  in¬ 
creasingly  large  numbers  who  could  benefit  by  additional  work  in  this 
direction,  yet  we  are  unable  to  give  it  to  them  for  lack  of  room,  instruc¬ 
tors’  time  and  equipment. 

Trade  courses  should  be  seriously  considered  as  one  answer  to  this 
problem.  It  is  not  right  that  the  standards  of  work  in  the  academic 
classroom  should  be  brought  down  to  the  level  of  the  ability  of  some  of 
the  students  now  compelled  to  take  work  of  this  sort.  It  is  manifestly 
unfair  to  the  boys  and  girls  who  are  attempting  to  make  good  progress  in 
the  academic  branches  and  particularly  to  those  preparing  for  college.  We 
are  increasing  very  materially  the  work  in  our  Home  Economics  Depart¬ 
ment,  placing  such  girls  as  would  benefit  most  by  training  in  the  duties  of 
home-making  into  major  divisions  of  this  work.  Courses  in  automobile 
mechanics  and  repair  work  could  quite  easily  be  introduced  without  very 
much  additional  equipment  and  should  prove  very  advantageous,  both  to 
the  boys  and  to  the  work  of  the  school.  This  would  take  away  from  the 
academic  classrooms  boys  who  are  now  struggling  in  vain  with  little  ad¬ 
vantage  to  themselves  and  great  detriment  to  high  grade  accomplishment 
in  our  recitation  divisions. 

The  Commercial  Department  continues  to  carry  on  its  high  standard 
of  work  and  has  turned  out  very  capable  material.  Fewer  openings  for 
placements  occurred  last  June  than  ever  before. 

In  all  of  the  work  of  the  school,  both  curricula  and  extra  curricula, 
every  effort  is  being  made  to  obtain  the  best  possible  results  and  to  main¬ 
tain  high  standards.  Our  extra  curricula  activities  consist  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  organizations  and  clubs:  school  paper  “Arguenot,”  orchestra,  band, 
Glee  Club,  Quest  Club,  two  Dramatic  Clubs,  Debating  Society,  Science 
Club,  Radio  Club,  Aviation  Club,  Biology  Club,  Rifle  Club,  Home  Econ- 
nomics  Club,  Boys’  and  Girls’  Athletic  Club,  Camp  Fire  Group,  Student 
Council,  Woodworking  Club  and  Photography  Club. 

All  of  these  are  progressing  well  in  their  year’s  work  and  are  accom¬ 
plishing  a  very  splendid  bit  of  social  instruction,  doing  a  lot  toward  fos- 
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tering  better  relationships  among  students  and  between  students  and  the 
faculty. 

We  sincerely  trust  that  as  in  years  past,  the  forward  looking,  progressive 
spirit,  which  has  always  been  manifest  in  Norwood,  will  prevail,  and  that 
we  shall  be  enabled  to  continue  our  work  with  the  assurance  of  that  very 
necessary  support  and  cooperation  which  it  has  been  my  very  great  privi¬ 
lege  and  pleasure  to  experience.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

On  January  1,  1931,  the  Junior  High  School  numbered  993  pupils,  dis¬ 
tributed  as  follows:  seventh  grade,  340;  eighth  grade,  308;  ninth  grade, 
345.  Every  room  in  the  building,  suitable  for  the  purpose,  is  used  as  a 
home  room.  The  program  requires  inclusive  of  Home  Economics  and 
Practical  Arts,  thirty-six  full  time  teachers.  Besides  this  number  we 
have  part-time  drawing  teachers,  a  physical  education  teacher  and  teachers 
for  music  who  are  part-time  teachers. 

The  classes  have  averaged  more  than  thirty-five  pupils,  exclusive  of 
Practical  Arts  and  Home  Economics,  which  are  limited  to  twenty-two 
pupils  per  class.  Classes  of  thirty-five  or  more  are  too  large  and  preclude 
the  possibility  of  a  teacher  giving  any  time  to  individual  work,  or  any  time 
to  the  backward  pupil.  Professor  Davis  advised  that  any  new  class 
rooms  should  be  limited  in  capacity  to  thirty-five  pupils  for  this  very 
reason.  Next  year’s  classes  will  probably  contain  fewer  pupils,  which 
connotes  smaller  divisions. 

The  largest  registrations  are  in  the  Business  and  Home  Economics 
divisions.  Most  of  our  pupils  seem  to  prefer  to  elect  studies  in  these 
curricula.  It  may  be  because  they  expect  the  work  is  easier,  but  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  it  is  about  the  same,  as  far  as  the  study  load  is  concerned 
as  in  the  other  courses  except  the  college  and  technical  courses,  which  are 
more  difficult. 

The  boys  in  the  Practical  Arts  Department  are  particularly  crowded 
as  to  shop  room.  We  have  only  one  wood  shop,  equipped  for  twenty-two 
boys  and  one  printing  shop  which  can  accommodate  twenty-four  boys.  In 
both  of  these,  there  are  classes  numbering  from  twenty-two  to  thirty-two. 
We  certainly  need  help  in  this  department.  Every  pupil  taking  this 
course  is  expected  to  have  at  least  two  periods  a  week. 
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The  Library 

The  library  is  now  housed  in  a  small  room  on  the  first  floor  and  is  gradu¬ 
ally  assuming  the  appearance  of  a  real  school  library.  We  are  very  fortu¬ 
nate  in  having  Miss  Bianchi,  a  trained  librarian,  in  charge.  Many  of  our 
books  have  disappeared  in  the  last  two  or  three  years  when  we  have  had 
no  special  place  to  keep  them  and  no  librarian  to  take  special  care  of  them. 
But  now,  besides  caring  for  them,  the  books  have  been  catalogued  and 
arranged  and  regular  library  classes  are  being  conducted  in  the  seventh 
and  eighth  grades.  Pupils  are  taught  the  care  and  handling  of  books  and 
a  real  effort  is  made  to  create  a  liking  for  good  reading.  Instruction  is 
given  in  the  use  of  books — instruction  that  is  sadly  needed  in  these  two 
grades,  for  it  is  surprising  how  few  pupils  know  how  to  properly  use  a 
dictionary  or  an  encyclopedia. 


The  Gymnasium 

The  assembly  hall  is  as  welcome  as  anything  can  be  and  is  made  full 
use  of  at  regular  stated  intervals  for  assemblies  of  the  school  in  which 
either  dramatics,  staged  by  the  pupils  themselves  are  given  or  we  have 
speakers  from  outside  who  talk  on  some  live  topic.  On  alternate  weeks,  we 
have  thirty  active  clubs  in  which  nearly  the  whole  school  is  enrolled.  We 
have  among  our  clubs  more  than  thirty  pupils  in  our  orchestra  and  about 
100  in  our  mixed  chorus,  both  of  which  are  doing  excellent  work. 

These  clubs  are  probably  the  most  interesting  feature  of  the  school’s 
program.  Meetings  are  held  in  regularly  scheduled  periods  during  school 
hours.  There  are  usually  twenty  meetings  each  year.  We  consider  club 
work  so  valuable  that  credit  is  given  in  the  year’s  summary  of  points. 
Each  club  is  supervised  by  an  instructor  who  is  always  present  with  the 
pupils.  One  of  the  most  interesting  ones  is  the  Boys’  Cooking  Club,  con¬ 
sisting  of  twenty  boys  from  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  grades.  It 
took  three  years  to  persuade  boys  that  there  was  any  profit  for  them  in 
learning  to  cook.  These  twenty  are  enthusiastic  converts  and  they  can 
actually  do  the  work  as  well  as  the  girls  can.  Pupils  who  do  not  want 
to  join  any  club  we  have  are  assigned  to  a  study  room. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  clubs:  Games,  Red  Cross,  Tatting,  Story 
Hour,  Dramatic-Literature  (seventh  grade),  Camera,  Embroidery,  Book, 
Book  Report,  Reading,  Literary,  Glee  Club,  School  Paper,  College  Classi¬ 
cal  Science,  Geology,  Collectors,  Homecraft,  Reed,  Dramatic  (eighth  and 
ninth  grades),  Literary,  Knowing  Norwood,  Airplane,  Block  Cutting, 
Athletic,  Archery,  Interior  Decorating,  Boys’  Cooking,  Library  and  Art. 

The  pupils  of  the  school  have  voted  almost  unanimously  to  buy  a  com¬ 
bination  radio-phonograph  for  the  assembly  hall.  This  has  been  done  by 
using  funds  voluntarily  contributed  by  the  pupils  and  it  is  being  used  to 
broadcast  to  the  school  any  program  of  educational  value,  like  the  Walter 
Damrosch  Music  Appreciation  Concerts. 
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Safety  Patrol 

Pursuant  to  Governor  Allen’s  safety  movement,  the  school  organized 
a  safety  patrol  to  care  for  the  pupils  while  in  the  vicinity  of  the  school 
and  to  guide  them  in  crossing  the  streets.  The  patrol  was  organized  in 
November  with  twelve  boys  from  the  ninth  grade,  in  good  standing.  Since 
then  we  have  added  five  members  and  they  have  functioned  like  experi¬ 
enced  traffic  officers  and  may  be  seen  any  day  at  dismissal  time  on  duty 
at  their  respective  posts.  This  patrol  is  captained  by  Colin  Roberts. 

The  question  of  having  a  sub-master  in  the  school  has  been  under  dis¬ 
cussion  for  some  time.  The  time  of  the  Principal  is  so  wholly  taken  up 
with  administration  duties  that  he  has  no  time  for  supervision  or  other 
work.

Report  of  the  Dean  of  Girls,  Norwood  High  School,  1929-1930 

I.  Attendance 

As  in  former  years  absent,  tardy,  and  dismissal  cards  were  used  which 
had  to  be  signed  by  girls’  parents. 

The  home  of  every  girl  whose  name  was  on  the  absent  list  and  who  had 
a  telephone  was  called  each  morning. 

There  were  two  known  cases  of  truancy.  (Both  by  the  same  girl.) 

The  girls  themselves  have  made  an  attempt  to  decrease  the  number  of 
tardinesses  by  imposing  more  severe  penalties  on  members  of  any  class 
that  had  more  than  four  unexcused  tardinesses  during  any  one  month. 

Girls  have  been  encouraged  to  come  to  school  later  in  the  day,  if  they 
were  able,  on  any  day  that  illness  prevented  their  reporting  at  the  opening 
of  school. 

Miss  Kiley  has  been  of  great  assistance  in  reducing  the  number  of  ab¬ 
sences  and  dismissals  among  girls. 

Following  is  a  comparison  of  this  year’s  attendance  record  with  that  of 
last  year.

II.  Withdrawals  from  School

IV.  Scholarship 

The  importance  of  high  scholarship  has  been  emphasized  consistently 
throughout  the  year. 

The  same  methods  of  obtaining  a  high  standard  of  scholarship  which 
have  been  used  in  former  years  have  been  employed;  such  as,  personal 
interviews,  adjustments  in  programs,  and  investigation  of  home  condi¬ 
tions. 

The  following  new  methods  have  been  employed: 

1.  Senior  Student  Advisers.  Each  Sophomore  who  entered  High  School 
this  year  had  assigned  to  her  a  Senior  student  adviser.  These  Seniors 
were  chosen  by  the  previous  graduating  class  for  being  outstanding  in 
leadership,  and  ability  in  guiding  younger  girls.  The  interest  and  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  these  Seniors  on  the  Sophomores  has  had,  in  many  cases,  a 
marked  influence  on  their  scholastic  work. 

2.  Opportunity  study  hall.  An  opportunity  study  hall  for  girls  was 
established  this  year.  As  usual,  warning  cards  were  sent  out  to  all  pupils 
who  were  failing  any  subject  at  the  end  of  one  month  of  a  term.  Girls 
who  received  notice  of  failure  at  the  mid-term  marking  period  were  asked  to 
remain  for  fifty  minutes  at  the  close  of  school  daily,  and  study  the  subjects 
in  which  they  were  failing.  Girls  were  not  required  to  remain  for  this 
period  if  their  parents  did  not  wish  them  to  do  so. 

Miss  Gow  personally  supervised  the  opportunity  study  hall,  observed 
the  methods  of  studying,  and  gave  help  as  needed. 

103  girls  were  invited  to  attend  the  study  hall. 

24  girls  were  excused  at  their  parent’s  request. 

79  girls  attended  the  study  period. 

The  79  girls  who  attended  the  study  hall  represented  116  failure  marks. 

Of  these  58  were  passing  at  the  end  of  a  term, 

57  were  failing  at  the  end  of  a  term. 

The  per  cent  of  girls  in  the  school  on  the  Honor  Roll  increased  during 
the  year  from  16.13%  the  first  term  to  24.55%  the  fifth  term. 

V.  Home  Visits 

Home  visits  were  made  only  when  absolutely  necessary.  Whenever 
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possible  matters  were  discussed  with  parents  over  the  telephone  or  by- 
correspondence.  The  parents  of  seventeen  girls  visited  the  school.

VI.  Employment 

Thirty-nine  girls  were  placed  in  part-time  positions  through  the  Dean’s 
office  during  1929-30. 

VII.  Group  Meetings 

The  lengthening  of  the  home  room  period  in  the  morning  has  this  year 
given  opportunity  for  meetings  of  the  girls  with  the  Dean. 

The  Sophomore  girls  have  met  with  the  Dean  every  Monday  morning 
for  fifteen  minutes  and  the  Seniors  and  Juniors  have  had  meetings  once  a 
month. 

These  meetings  have  taken  the  form  of  lectures  or  discussions.  A 
cooperative  attitude  has  been  developed.  The  feeling  of  unity  and  friend¬ 
liness  among  the  girls  has  grown.  These  meetings  have  been  very  valu¬ 
able  as  a  means  of  making  the  Dean  acquainted  with  each  girl  in  the  school. 

VIII.  The  Private  Interview 

The  arrangement  of  the  program  so  that  girls  might  consult  the  Dean 
during  four  periods  of  the  day  has  made  it  possible  for  all  girls  to  find  op¬ 
portunity  for  conference  with  her. 

Girls  come  to  the  Dean’s  office  for  various  reasons,  such  as;  illness,  dis¬ 
missal,  to  buy  train  tickets,  to  borrow  books,  to  pay  a  social  call,  to  offer 
suggestions,  to  read  books,  to  help  in  office  work,  to  ask  a  simple  question, 
and  for  private  conference.  No  record  has  been  made  of  girls  coming  to 
the  office  for  any  purpose  other  than  for  private  conference.  A  record 
has  been  made  of  girls  coming  for  conference  between  October  1,  and  June  1 .

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Physical  Education  Depart¬ 
ment. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  program  carried  on  is  according  to  that  out¬ 
lined  by  the  State  Department  of  Physical  Education. 

A  pageant  “Around  the  Council  Fire”  was  given  by  the  grade  schools 
in  the  Junior  High  School  gymnasium  as  a  part  of  the  Tercentenary  pro¬ 
gram.  Grades  III,  IV,  V  and  VI  were  represented  from  each  school  and 
the  music  was  furnished  by  the  High  School  orchestra.  The  costumes  were 
made  under  the  direction  of  the  Home  Economics  Department  and  the 
Art  Department,  and  the  stage  setting  was  taken  care  of  by  the  Manual 
Arts  Department.  The  extra-school  activities  program  of  soccer,  volley 
and  baseball  was  used  again  and  an  excellent  program  of  organized  recess 
can  be  seen  at  all  grade  schools. 

In  April,  in  the  Junior  High  School  gymnasium,  all  the  boys  and  girls 
of  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  gave  a  demonstration  of  Physical 
Education  work.  All  phases  of  the  work  including  calisthenics,  apparatus, 
dancing  and  games  were  shown.  Intramural  athletics  for  girls  of  the 
Junior  High  School  are  being  stressed  and  the  girls  have  teams  in  modified 
soccer  ball,  batball  and  volley  ball,  and  this  spring  will  be  taught  the 
rudiments  of  field  hockey.  The  ninth  grade  girls  will  also  play  inter¬ 
division  basket  ball.  The  girls  of  the  Senior  High  School  are  very  much 
interested  in  tennis  and  a  tournament  was  held  this  fall.  This  spring  we 
will  form  a  tennis  team.  Intramural  field  hockey  was  played  during  the 
fall  months.  Inter-class  games  in  basketball  were  started  in  December 
and  later  a  team  will  be  picked  to  represent  the  school  in  a  few  outside 
games. 

An  inter-class  series  of  forty  basketball  games  was  played  in  the  Junior 
High  School,  with  two  hundred  and  forty  boys  participating.  A  team 
was  selected  from  the  players  taking  part  in  the  inter-class  games  and  five 
games  were  played  with  outside  schools. 

Baseball  in  the  Junior  High  School  was  carried  on  along  the  same  lines 
as  basketball.  The  seventh  grade  league  played  on  the  Everett  School 
grounds  and  a  series  of  forty-five  games  was  played.  Great  credit  is  due 
to  Mrs.  Everett  for  the  success  of  this  league.  The  eighth  grade  also  had 
an  elimination  league,  the  winner  played  the  seventh  grade  winner.  A 
school  team  played  a  schedule  of  ten  games  with  outside  schools.  This 
year  soccer  for  Junior  High  School  boys  was  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Bowler.  Thirty  games  were  played  with  one  hundred  students  partici¬ 
pating  and  a  great  deal  of  interest  was  shown. 

All  pupils  in  the  Senior  High  School  were  given  a  physical  examination 
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by  the  school  physicians  and  only  a  very  small  per  cent  were  excused  from 
regular  class  work. 

Athletics  for  boys  in  the  Senior  High  School  consisted  of  football, 
hockey,  basketball,  baseball,  track,  tennis  and  golf. 

The  basketball  squad  consisted  of  thirty-eight  members.  Of  this 
number  nine  were  considered  members  of  the  school  team.  Ten  others 
made  up  the  school  second  team.  The  remaining  candidates  formed  class 
teams  and  played  a  series  for  the  championship  of  the  Senior  High  School. 

Eighteen  boys  reported  for  hockey  to  Mr.  McBay,  and  a  schedule  of 
twelve  games  was  played.  Most  of  the  games  were  played  away  from  home 
owing  to  the  lack  of  a  rink  on  our  school  grounds. 

In  April  sixty-eight  boys  presented  themselves  as  candidates  for  the 
Senior  High  School  baseball  team.  Fifteen  players  were  considered 
members  of  the  first  team  and  fifteen  others  played  on  the  second  team. 
The  school  team  played  a  schedule  of  eighteen  games,  while  the  second 
team,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Sawyer,  played  eight  games. 

Thirty-five  reported  as  candidates  for  track.  Mr.  Eastwood  had 
charge  of  the  field  event  men  and  Mr.  McBay  the  runners.  The  team 
took  part  in  seven  dual  meets  with  outside  schools,  two  inter-scholastic 
meets  and  one  inter-class  meet. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Norwood  High  School,  a  golf 
team  was  formed  to  represent  the  school.  Twenty-four  candidates  pre¬ 
sented  themselves  to  Mr.  Archibald  and  a  team  of  eight  was  selected. 
The  matches  were  played  with  outside  schools.  The  Norfolk  Golf  Club 
of  Dedham  granted  the  use  of  their  links  to  this  team  free  of  charge  for 
their  matches. 

In  September,  ninety-eight  boys  reported  for  football  and  a  schedule 
of  nine  games  was  played  with  outside  teams.  The  second  team,  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Eastwood,  played  three  games  with  outside  teams. 
The  third  team  played  two  games  with  other  opponents.  Eleven  hundred 
more  seats  for  the  High  School  field  were  purchased  by  the  Athletic  Asso¬ 
ciation. 

The  tennis  courts  were  remodeled  and  in  use  practically  every  day  from 
the  first  of  May  until  the  close  of  school  in  June.  A  tennis  team  was 
formed  and  a  schedule  of  nine  games  was  played  with  outside  schools. 
During  the  fall  the  courts  were  kept  open  until  the  middle  of  October. 
Miss  Pollard  directed  the  play  of  the  girls  and  Mr.  Woodbury  that  of  the 
boys. 

Basketball  practice  for  boys  started  in  December  and  so  far  forty-two 
candidates  have  signified  their  intention  of  playing  during  the  winter 
season.  A  schedule  of  twelve  games  has  been  arranged  with  other  schools, 
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and  also  a  second  team  schedule.  A  series  of  class  games  will  be  played 
during  the  season. 

About  thirty  boys  have  reported  to  Mr.  McBay  for  hockey  and  a  suit¬ 
able  schedule  will  be  arranged.

The  following  contageous  diseases  were  reported  during  the  year: 
scarlet  fever  7,  diphtheria  1,  measles  5,  chicken  pox  34,  mumps  26,  whoop¬ 
ing  cough  162,  influenza  5,  typhoid  fever  8,  tuberculosis  3,  pneumonia  9, 
poliomyelitis  3. 

During  the  physical  examinations  the  following  physical  defects  were 
noted:  posture  14,  skin  13,  tonsils  and  adenoids  436,  nose  (deviated 
septum)  1,  glands  51,  heart  13,  orthopedic  10,  enlarged  thyroid  2,  hernia  1, 
lungs  9  and  anemia  1.  Treatment  was  given  all  of  the  pupils  with  the 
exception  of  those  reported  for  posture  and  tonsils  and  adenoids.  Twelve 
out  of  fourteen  received  treatment  for  poor  posture  and  121  were  operated 
on  for  tonsils  and  adenoids. 

All  children  in  Grades  1  to  6  inclusive  were  examined  by  the  school 
dentist  but  those  in  Grades  4,  5  and  6  were  referred  to  their  family  dentists 
for  necessary  work. 

For  three  years  it  has  been  our  policy  at  the  dental  clinic  to  concentrate 
on  the  children  in  Grades  1  to  3  inclusive  who  could  not  employ  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  a  private  dentist.  The  results  are  most  gratifying  in  that  the 
condition  of  the  children’s  teeth  not  only  in  those  grades,  but  in  the  upper 
grades  as  well,  show  a  marked  improvement.  The  children  manifest  a 
much  keener  interest  in  having  dental  defects  corrected. 

The  competition  for  health  awards  was  intramural  this  year.  The 
awards  given  were  as  follows: 

Physically  fit  badges .  326 

To  qualify  for  this  badge 

1.  Child  was  examined  by  school  physician. 

2.  Child  received  a  medical  certificate. 

3.  Child  received  a  dental  certificate. 

4.  Child  had  average  weight. 

5.  Child  had  good  posture  while  standing,  sitting  and  walking. 

Badges  were  awarded  to  pupils  as  follows:  Teeth  971,  posture  683, 
weight  1,192,  improvement  for  weight  93  and  improvement  for  posture  253. 

This  was  our  initial  step  in  the  campaign  to  make  each  child  physically 
fit  as  suggested  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health.  If  this  cam¬ 
paign  is  to  be  a  success  we  must  depend  not  wholly  upon  the  cooperation 
of  the  doctors,  dentists,  nurses  and  teachers,  but  upon  the  parents  of  the 
children.  They  have  done  well  in  the  past  and  we  shall  look  for  even  better 
help  in  the  future. 

Dr.  Schorer  has  just  completed  her  examinations  of  mentally  retarded 
children.  She  has  made  the  recommendations  which  will  help  these 
seventy-four  children  to  derive  the  greatest  benefits  from  their  school  work. 

For  a  year  and  a  half  the  pre-school  children  of  Norwood  and  surround- 
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ing  towns  have  had  the  benefit  of  the  Habit  Clinic.  The  efforts  of  this 
clinic  are  directed  toward  determining  the  cause  of  undesirable  habits, 
removing  this  cause  and  substituting  for  it  the  proper  mode  of  behavior. 

Until  October  7  of  this  year  there  were  no  facilities  for  caring  for  children 
nine  years  old  and  over  who  were  having  difficulty,  for  one  reason  or  an¬ 
other,  in  carrying  on  at  school,  at  home  and  in  the  community.  Since 
that  time  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  has  been  functioning  at  the  Norwood 
Hospital  each  Tuesday  afternoon  from  3  to  4.30  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Cottrell  of  the  State  Division  of  Mental  Hygiene.  This  might  also 
be  called  a  Continuation  Clinic  for  it  carries  on  the  work  where  the  Habit 
Clinic  leaves  off. 

Children  are  referred  to  this  clinic  by  the  teachers  and  nurses  through 
Mr.  Grant.  Some  have  been  taken  directly  by  the  parents.  To  date, 
twenty-two  children  have  been  seen  at  the  clinic,  and  with  the  exception  of 
one  child,  are  still  having  follow-up  work  done.  There  are  as  many  more 
children  awaiting  appointments. 

Because  of  the  unusual  conditions  that  have  arisen  as  a  result  of  the 
unemployment  we  have  had  many  calls  for  aid.  We  greatfully  acknowl¬ 
edge  our  indebtedness  to  the  Norwood  High  School  Quest  Club,  to  the 
Norwood  Women’s  Club  and  to  the  many  anonymous  contributors  for 
their  combined  generous  support  of  the  health  work. 

The  members  of  this  department  wish  to  express  their  appreciation 
for  the  loyal  support  and  helpful  advice  received  from  you,  the  supervisors, 
principals  and  teachers.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  Art  Department  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1930. 

No  radical  change  in  our  course  of  study  has  been  made  this  past  year. 
However,  more  time  has  been  spent  on  “creative  design”,  building  on 
what  had  been  accomplished  the  previous  year,  which  was  our  first  year 
of  this  method  of  design  in  the  elementary  grades.  We  have  done  much 
more  water-color  painting  in  Grades  V  and  VI  and  more  brush  painting 
with  ink  in  Grade  IV. 
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Costume  Design  (Grades  X-XII) 

The  two  outstanding  events  of  the  year  in  which  the  Art  Department 
lent  its  assistance  were  the  Exhibition  conducted  by  the  Practical  Arts, 
Household  Economics  and  Art  Departments,  and  the  Tercentenary 
Pageant.  At  the  former,  about  one  hundred  large  mounts,  covered  with 
almost  one  thousand  drawings  selected  from  Grades  V-XII,  filled  the 
entire  rear  wall  of  the  Junior  High  School  gymnasium.  This  exhibition 
received  much  favorable  comment.  The  designing  and  making  of  all  crepe 
paper  costumes  for  the  pageant  were  under  the  direction  of  our  depart¬ 
ment,  while  many  accessories  such  as  crepe  paper  flowers,  Indian  beads 
and  head-dresses,  fringe  and  symbolic  decorations  for  Indian  girls’  dresses, 
and  so  forth,  were  made  by  the  children  themselves,  assisted  by  Grade 
art  classes. 

As  for  several  years,  the  supervisor  has  made  visits  for  the  purpose  of 
supervising  and  teaching  once  in  three  weeks  in  Grades  I— III  and  once  in 
two  weeks  in  Grades  IV-VI.  The  Junior  High  School  drawing  has  been 
carried  on  by  two  regular  teachers,  one  in  Grade  VII  and  one  in  Grade 

VIII.  These  teachers  also  teach  some  Hygiene.  One  full-time  assistant 
teaches  Art  in  the  Senior  High  School  four  days  a  week  and  one  day  in 
Grade  IX,  while  another  part-time  assistant  has  two  days  of  Art  in  Grade 

IX.  The  supervisor  also  has  had,  since  September,  one-half  day  per  week 
of  Grade  IX  teaching  and  a  Crafts  Club  of  eighteen  pupils. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  the  superintendent,  principals,  and  teachers 
for  their  interest  and  cooperation.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Music  Department.  The 
work  in  this  Department  during  the  past  year  has  been  carried  on  along 
the  lines  of  the  “Course  in  Music’’  as  summarized  in  the  1929  Annual  Re¬ 
port. 

Although  taught  under  the  same  difficulties  as  those  mentioned  in  last 
year’s  report,  the  Music  in  the  Senior  High  School  has  made  good  progress, 
particularly  in  Grade  XII  which  gave  a  fine  rendition  of  difficult  numbers 
at  the  graduation  exercises. 

Through  lack  of  facilities,  many  students  had  to  be  denied  courses  in 
chorus,  harmony,  and  band.  One  of  the  remarks  made  by  several  students 
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might  well  be  placed  here,  “It  is  too  bad  that  now  we  are  interested  in 
music,  and  want  it,  we  cannot  have  it.” 

One  outstanding  feature  of  the  year  was  the  Orchestra  Contest  in  which 
the  Norwood  boys  and  girls  competed  against  the  orchestras  from  the 
cities  of  six  New  England  states.  This  was  held  in  Pawtucket,  Rhode 
Island,  last  May.  In  this  contest,  the  Senior  High  School  Orchestra  won 
the  second  prize  in  Class  A;  Hartford,  Connecticut,  took  the  first  prize. 

Several  members  of  this  Orchestra  are  among  the  players  chosen  to 
represent  Massachusetts  in  the  Eastern  Conference  All  High  School  Or¬ 
chestra  at  Syracuse,  New  York,  next  March. 

Except  for  a  few  slight  changes  in  the  outline  made  to  meet  some  special 
requirements,  the  Course  in  Music  is  practically  the  same  as  last  year  in 
the  Junior  High  School,  and  in  the  first  six  grades. 

Since  Music  is  required  from  the  first  to  the  ninth  grade,  all  students 
have  an  equal  opportunity  to  get  a  good  musical  foundation,  while  those 
so  inclined  may  further  their  education  by  taking  the  different  elective 
subjects  such  as  harmony,  glee  club,  chorus,  orchestra,  and  band.  The 
latter  are  offered  from  Grade  V  to  Grade  XII. 

At  an  early  date  we  hope  to  begin  class  instruction  in  wind  and  string 
instruments  as  is  now  done  in  most  cities  and  neighboring  towns.  These 
class  instructions  will  enable  the  pupils  to  “try-out”  on  some  chosen  in¬ 
strument,  and  therefore  know  in  a  comparatively  short  time  whether  or 
not  it  would  be  advisable  to  go  on  with  that  particular  activity. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent,  Principals,  and  teachers 
for  their  help  and  cooperation  during  the  year.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  Home  Economics  Department  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1930. 

There  is  every  evidence  that  Home  Economics  is  being  recognized  by 
pupils  as  a  curriculum  subject  particularly  adapted  to  their  needs  and 
interests.  The  many  business  opportunities  open  today  to  girls  and  women 
with  Home  Economics  training  are  an  incentive  to  any  girl  to  acquire  all 
possible  education  along  this  line  while  in  school.  Whether  their  in¬ 
terests  be  vocational,  professional  or  educational,  many  girls  can  find  in 
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Home  Economics  training  the  correct  foundation  for  an  unlimited  choice 
of  vocations. 

Home  Economics,  as  taught  today  in  modern  schools  is  an  entirely  new 
subject  which  should  be  classified  less  definitely  with  the  practical  and 
more  generally  with  the  social  studies.  It  replaces  the  now  antiquated 
“sewing”  and  “cooking”  courses  which  have  become  so  firmly  planted  in 
public  understanding  that  the  true  value  of  Home  Economics  education 
is  not  fully  recognized  or  appreciated.  In  order  that  the  scope  of  the  field 
of  modern  Home  Economics  may  be  visualized,  I  submit  a  graphic  repre¬ 
sentation:

Outstanding  Highlights  of  1929-1930 

1 .  The  organization  of  our  New  Required  Courses  at  High  School. 

The  response  and  interest  already  shown  in  this  course  is  an  indication 
that  the  girls  have  found  an  appeal  to  their  interests  and  an  avenue  to  the 
solution  of  many  personal  problems.  Through  the  varied  units  offered 
by  Home  Economics  teachers  and  the  contributions  of  special  instruction 
by  Miss  Gow,  Dean  of  Girls,  and  Miss  Stockwell,  Health  Worker,  the  girls 
are  being  given  an  all-around  helpful  and  profitable  course  which  should 
help  them  in  adjusting  their  living  so  as  to  derive  the  fullest  benefits  from 
their  home,  school  and  community  life. 

2.  Growth  in  the  Department. 

With  the  addition  of  another  teacher  this  year  six  teachers  are  now 
employed  in  the  instruction  of  Home  Economics  and  four  workers  in  the 
Cafeteria.  At  the  High  School  a  50%  increase  in  enrollment  has  brought 
about  crowded  conditions  in  the  Department.  Teachers  are  hampered  by 
insufficient  opportunity  for  class  preparation  and  classes  meeting  in  the 
lunch  room  are  at  a  disadvantage.  At  Junior  High  School  the  situation 
continues  whereby  many  ninth  grade  girls  desiring  this  work  do  not  receive 
it.  I  wish  to  repeat  my  recommendation  that  two  periods  of  required 
ninth  grade  Home  Economics  replace  the  elective  major  course  which  does 
not  function  as  an  opportunity  for  pupils  adapted  to  this  work.  A  general 
course  for  all  ninth  grade  girls  would  relieve  administrative  difficulties  in 
scheduling  classes  and  would  be  a  more  satisfactory  foundation  for  later 
work. 
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3.  Our  Cafeteria  and  Health  Lunch  (M  id-morning) . 

The  cafeteria  organization  has  completed  twelve  years  of  service  to  the 
pupils,  with  our  standards  still  high  and  our  ambition  to  serve  nothing 
but  the  best  for  the  lowest  possible  price  always  our  goal.  We  trust  that 
our  patrons  and  visitors  realize  the  real  attempt  that  is  constantly  being 
made  to  provide  varied,  well-prepared,  attractively-served,  and  nourishing 
menus  at  minimum  cost. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  definite  successful  results  from  our  mid-morning 
lunch  experiment.  A  decided  increase  in  weight  has  been  noted  in  almost 
every  case.  Pupils  appreciate  this  cooperation  in  the  matter  of  their 
health  and  our  enrollment  increases  steadily. 

J)..  Activities  within  the  Department. 

A.  Club  Work:  Both  at  the  Junior  and  the  Senior  High  Schools  we  are 
conducting  clubs  with  a  purpose  and  getting  worthwhile  results.  We  are 
continuing  our  relations  with  the  Canton  Hospital  School.  The  Christmas 
Dinner  project  undertaken  by  the  Home  Economics  Club  at  the  Senior 
High  School  was  supported  by  many  teachers  and  pupils  in  the  school  with 
the  result  that  we  were  able  to  turn  over  fourteen  huge  dinner  baskets  to 
the  public  health  nurse  for  distribution.  Three  splendid  baskets  were 
packed  and  distributed  at  Thanksgiving  time  at  the  Junior  High  School 
as  a  part  of  the  regular  classwork. 

B.  Our  Assembly:  In  May  our  Department  sponsored  a  Correct  Dress 
Assembly  at  the  Senior  High  School.  Our  boys  and  girls  served  as  models 
for  the  neat  and  snappy  clothes  loaned  for  the  occasion  by  Orent  Brothers. 
As  well  as  being  instructed  and  educated  along  lines  of  dress  appreciation 
the  pupils  were  highly  entertained. 

C.  Contributions  to  the  “Arguenot”:  During  last  year  we  contributed 
a  department  to  our  school  paper.  Much  interest  in  the  department  and 
its  doings  was  aroused.  Our  Club  earned  money  for  their  picture  which 
appeared  in  the  June  number  of  the  “Arguenot.” 

D.  Our  Exhibition  and  Style  Revue:  At  a  joint  exhibition  of  handwork 
last  May  the  public  was  given  an  opportunity  to  view  some  of  our  accom¬ 
plishments  in  sewing  and  dressmaking.  Our  evening  Style  Revue  was 
well  attended  by  an  enthusiastic  audience  which  seemed  much  pleased 
with  our  efforts. 

E.  The  Pageant:  A  splendid  opportunity  for  cooperation  and  correlation 
was  opened  to  our  department  since  we  shared  in  the  making  of  costumes 
for  this  event.  All  teachers  of  sewing  classes  gave  generously  of  their 
time  and  effort  in  planning  and  constructing  costumes.  Pupils  in  the 
Junior  and  the  Senior  High  Schools  assisted  with  the  sewing. 

F.  School  Spirit:  Pupils  have  responded  generously  to  every  invitation 
to  be  of  service  within  the  school.  From  mending  coats  for  the  Manual 
Training  classes,  polishing  trophies,  sewing  stage  settings,  and  so  forth, 
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to  answering  the  smallest  call  for  assistance  the  department  has  tried  to 
respond  to  the  many  calls  of  this  nature  which  come  to  us. 

This  has  been  a  jrear  of  progress  and  action.  However,  only  through 
the  combined  effort  and  interest  of  all  associated  with  this  department 
can  satisfactory  progress  be  assured.  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
my  appreciation  to  all  who  have  contributed  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
Home  Economics  Department.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Practical  Arts  Department 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1930. 

Our  shop  has  reached  its  capacity  in  enrollment.  This  fall  one  hundred 
twenty-seven  students  were  placed  in  six  class  groups.  Because  of  the 
heavy  teacher  load,  modifications  of  class  periods  were  necessary.  We 
had  to  allow  the  students  only  four  shop  periods  per  week,  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  the  twelfth  grade,  which  continued  with  the  five  periods  per 
week. 

It  is  only  with  additional  shop  space  and  equipment  that  we  can  meet 
the  increasing  demands  and  needs  of  the  students  in  the  near  future. 

The  department  cooperated  extensively  with  other  departments  when¬ 
ever  our  help  and  assistance  was  needed.  Many  occasions  arose  when 
the  shop  was  requested  to  construct  objects  for  some  worthy  purpose; 
stage  properties  were  made,  electrical  hook  ups  for  plays,  markers  for  the 
athletic  field,  and  graduation  bleachers  set  up  and  covered  with  white 
paper. 

During  this  fall  many  changes  in  the  shop  were  made.  Additional 
working  space  was  made  possible  by  shifting  some  of  our  equipment  to  a 
more  advantageous  position.  Several  new  benches  were  installed  by 
classes  in  machine  work.  All  tools  were  placed  in  one  location  and  a 
checking  system  established.  The  shop  is  in  need  of  some  space  for 
woodfinishing  and  for  the  keeping  of  our  unfinished  work. 

The  additional  accommodations  for  shop  space  at  the  Junior  High 
School  made  our  organization  of  courses  better  suited  to  the  needs  of  the 
pupils,  and  increased  the  efficiency  of  instruction.  The  general  shop, 
containing  units  of  sheet  metal,  electrical,  and  a  special  unit  for  con- 
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struction  of  an  electric  grill,  mqved  into  its  spacious  new  quarters  with 
added  equipment  and  ideal  working  conditions.  The  shop  operated  on 
a  rotating  schedule,  with  one  half  year  required  in  each  of  the  shops, 
namely,  general  and  woodworking. 

The  eighth  grade  continued  the  “try-out”  courses  in  woodwork,  mechani¬ 
cal  drawing  and  printing.  Printing  appealed  to  the  majority  of  those 
taking  the  three  subjects.  The  introduction  of  new  drawing  textbooks 
gave  a  well  balanced  course  for  the  short  period  it  was  taken. 

A  problem  still  exists  in  our  ninth  grade.  Only  three  shops  are  avail¬ 
able  to  these  students,  and  in  many  cases  shops  are  overcrowded.  The 
burden  placed  on  the  instructor  decreases  his  efficiency  as  a  teacher  and 
seriously  affects  the  value  of  the  subject.  The  general  shop  should  be 
open  to  boys  of  this  grade,  thereby  relieving  pressure  on  other  shops. 

The  enlargement  of  the  print  shop  this  summer  by  removing  the  wall 
separating  the  two  rooms  designated  for  printing  gave  us  adequate  space 
to  conduct  our  courses  in  printing  successfully,  and  with  complete  new 
equipment  for  the  composing  room,  we  are  now  in  a  position  to  teach  and 
turn  out  better  printing.  The  instructor,  however,  is  burdened  by  having 
to  divide  his  time  between  printing  and  the  general  shop,  a  real  incon¬ 
venience.  The  amount  of  work  required  of  the  print  shop  in  printing  all 
school  forms,  the  school  paper,  and  instruction  preparation,  makes  it 
advisable  to  have  a  full-time  instructor  in  the  print  shop,  and  relieve  him 
of  the  responsibility  of  the  general  shop. 

Our  woodworking  classes  are  exceptionally  large  in  the  ninth  grade, 
some  having  an  enrollment  of  thirty  or  more.  We  have  space  enough  for 
a  second  wood  shop,  and  with  one  more  instructor  the  situation  could  be 
ideal,  as  this  additional  instructor  could  take  over  the  general  shop. 

Our  work  in  the  grades  is  now  organized  to  give  the  boys  of  the  fifth 
and  sixth  grades  a  comprehensive  course  in  elementary  woodwork.  Each 
school  has  been  equipped  with  six  work  benches,  and  with  a  full-time 
instructor,  making  conditions  and  interest  for  this  type  of  manual  work 
among  the  boys  most  gratifying. 

Our  program  of  work  for  the  grades  was  revised  this  September.  The 
fifth  grade  was  given  a  considerable  amount  of  instruction  in  the  tool 
manipulation  on  very  simplified  projects,  such  as  bread  boards,  dish  pan 
holders,  flower  pot  stands,  and  coat  hangers.  The  sixth  grades  in  each 
school  were  assigned  one  major  project  from  the  following:  airplane 
models,  model  four-master  schooner,  windmills,  and  weather  vanes. 

During  the  latter  part  of  May  an  exhibit  of  work  in  all  special  depart¬ 
ments  teaching  handwork  was  held  in  the  Junior  High  School  gymnasium. 
The  Junior  High  School  Club  and  Science  Club  joined  in  the  display, 
which  was  a  very  successful  affair  and  brought  forth  many  favorable  com¬ 
ments.  The  Practical  Arts  Department  sponsored  the  exhibit,  and  made 
the  booths  and  all  other  fixtures  used  by  the  other  departments  for  the 
display  of  their  work.  That  the  exhibit  was  worth  while  was  clearly 
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shown  by  the  attendance  of  the  community  during  the  two  days  the  exhibit 
was  held. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  those  who  so  kindly 
cooperated  with  the  department  during  the  year.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

The  Norwood  Evening  School  opened  on  Monday  evening,  October 
6,  1930.  Posters  were  placed  in  the  store  windows  and  articles  appeared 
in  the  Norwood  Messenger  for  the  benefit  of  those  interested  in  the  courses. 
Classes  were  organized  in  the  following  subjects  at  the  Junior  High  School: 
Decorative  Arts  and  Millinery,  Cooking,  Dressmaking,  Commercial, 
Junior  High  Subjects  and  Civil  Service,  Mechanical  Drawing,  Physical 
Training  and  Americanization.  At  the  Balch  School  classes  were  formed 
in  Americanization  and  English. 

The  evening  school  reaches  many  people,  but  there  are  others  who  can 
make  use  of  what  the  school  has  to  offer.  By  print  and  by  personal  con¬ 
tact  attempts  are  made  to  reach  those  who  have  not  yet  enrolled.  So¬ 
cieties,  clubs,  and  individuals  can  help  this  good  work  by  informing  people 
of  the  advantages  of  Norwood’s  Evening  School.

Last  year  Decorative  Arts  was  offered  for  the  first  time  and  because  of 
its  success  it  is  being  offered  for  a  second  year.  This  year  two  classes  in 
Physical  Training  were  started  and  the  enrollment  is  very  large.  The 
classes  in  general  have  as  good  an  attendance  as  last  year,  and  there  are 
several  that  show  an  increase. 

Practical  Arts  for  Women 

The  enrollment  in  cooking  was  too  great- to  be  handled  in  one  division. 
To  save  the  expense  of  an  extra  teacher  the  class  was  divided  into  three 
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sections  and  the  teacher  comes  three  evenings  a  week.  The  instruction 
is  such  that  the  students  not  only  learn  how  to  cook  successfully  a  variety 
of  meals  but  also  how  to  serve  them  attractively. 

There  seems  to  be  no  limit  to  the  possibilities  for  a  class  in  Decorative 
Arts.  New  and  useful  articles  are  introduced  during  the  course.  Millinery 
is  taught  along  with  the  regular  class  work. 

The  class  in  Dressmaking  is  the  largest  in  several  years.  It  is  handled 
by  one  teacher  using  the  same  arrangement  of  schedule  as  in  the  cooking 
class.  To  enable  the  students  to  make  a  complete  ensemble  the  millinery 
department  has  cooperated  with  instructions  and  suggestions. 

Commercial 

The  Commercial  class  divides  its  time  between  Bookkeeping,  Type¬ 
writing,  and  Business  English.  Last  year  Bookkeeping  was  the  only 
commercial  subject  taught.  With  the  installation  of  the  typewriters  it 
was  found  practical  to  combine  with  the  English  class  and  so  form  a 
satisfactory  business  department. 

Junior  High  School  Subjects 

The  object  of  this  class  is  to  teach  the  academic  subjects  that  will  be  of 
use  to  the  student  in  his  vocation.  Some  of  the  students  study  subjects 
that  will  fit  them  for  Civil  Service.  Others  concentrate  on  one  or  two 
studies  which  they  feel  will  be  of  special  value.  The  instructor  is  always 
willing  to  assist  the  individual  members  of  the  class  with  any  particular 
problems  they  may  have. 


Mechanical  Drawing 

Mechanical  Drawing  continues  to  attract  those  who  feel  they  have  a 
need  for  this  training.  It  is  believed  that  if  a  course  in  the  elements  of 
Commercial  Art  were  combined  with  Mechanical  Drawing,  the  class  would 
undoubtably  benefit  a  larger  number  of  students.  This  course  could 
include  essentials  of  Poster-making,  Lettering  and  other  practical  work. 

Health  Education 

Under  the  able  direction  of  Mr.  Murray  and  Miss  Iviley  of  the  Physical 
Training  Department  the  work  done  in  the  day  schools  has  been  extended, 
as  much  as  possible,  to  the  Evening  School.  The  men  and  women  of  the 
Town  have  responded  in  much  larger  numbers  than  were  expected.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  first  half  of  the  evening  corrective  exercises  are  given;  the  other 
half  is  devoted  to  constructive  games.  This  department  does  not  propose 
a  program  that  will  overstress  the  defects  to  the  extent  th  t  interests  will 
be  deflected  from  a  wholesome  health  and  activity  program. 

Americanization 

To  say  that  this  work  is  successful  is  to  merely  utter  a  phrase.  One 
must  visit  a  class  to  understand  the  thorough  preparation  by  the  teacher, 
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the  response  from  the  pupils  and  the  general  air  of  genuine  interest.  These 
people  leave  their  homes  three  evenings  a  week  to  learn  our  language  and 
what  our  nation,  with  its  opportunity,  means  to  them. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  and  your  office  force  for  the 
assistance  they  have  given  me.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  my  seventh  annual  report  as  Director  of  Americaniza¬ 
tion. 

The  work  during  the  past  year  has  grouped  itself  into  three  divisions; 
direction  of  the  work  in  the  evening  classes  for  adult  foreigners,  teaching 
foreign  mothers  in  the  homes  and  an  ever  growing  amount  of  social  service 
work. 

Our  evening  school  classes  have  been  eight  in  number,  conducted  at 
both  the  Balch  and  the  Junior  High  Schools.  The  aggregate  attendance 
has  been  one  hundred  and  fifty-five. 

Two  factors  which  have  influenced  the  people  to  come  to  the  evening 
classes  this  year  are  the  need  of  more  education  for  obtaining  citizenship 
in  order  to  hold  jobs  and  the  urge  of  many  non-citizens  to  become  citizens 
because  of  fear  of  deportation.  In  times  past  it  was  possible  for  a  large 
part  of  our  population  to  be  illiterate  and  unskilled  and  yet  lead  normal 
lives,  and  even  prosper,  but  today  these  people  who  represent  unskilled 
labor  are  the  first  to  be  released  and  the  last  to  be  employed.  Because  of 
these  conditions  many  illiterates,  some  past  middle  life,  are  entering  our 
beginner’s  classes. 

A  new  phase  of  the  director’s  work  during  the  spring  months  after  evening 
school  had  closed,  was  to  meet  the  more  ambitious  pupils  at  her  home  one 
evening  each  week.  This  time  spent  in  directing  their  study  and  helping 
them  in  choosing  wisely  the  use  of  their  leisure  time  was  decidedly  worth 
her  while. 

The  study  of  English  and  work  in  preparing  for  citizenship  is  being 
conducted  in  eight  home  classes  this  year.  These  classes  have  all  been 
recruited  by  the  pupils  themselves.  There  are  other  groups  now  who 
would  like  classes  if  there  were  enough  hours  in  the  day  for  the  director 
to  go  to  all  the  homes.  The  enrollment  in  these  classes  is  thirty-one.  In 
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ability  the  members  range  all  the  way  from  beginners  to  advanced.  The 
great  goal  of  all  is  citizenship.  The  organization  in  these  classes  has  been 
very  different  this  year  from  that  in  past  years.  Men,  because  of  unem¬ 
ployment,  have  been  at  home  and  have  joined  their  wives  at  the  kitchen 
table  in  this  opportunity  to  learn  the  English  language. 

It  is  a  recognized  fact  that  many  of  the  problems  of  discipline  in  w'hich 
children  from  foreign  homes  are  involved  arise  because  of  the  lack  of  the 
teacher’s  knowledge  of  home  conditions  on  the  one  hand  and  of  the  parent’s 
diffidence  in  coming  to  the  school  on  the  other.  The  director,  because  of 
her  acquaintance  in  so  many  foreign  homes,  has  been  able  to  help  both 
teachers  and  parents  in  many  cases  to  reach  a  better  understanding  of  the 
child’s  problems  and  needs. 

Because  of  the  unusual  conditions  of  unemployment  there  have  been 
many  needy  people.  At  Thanksgiving  eight  families  were  provided  with 
a  dinner.  This  was  made  possible  through  the  generosity  of  the  Junior 
High  School  teachers  and  some  of  their  friends.  At  Christmas  the  work 
was  on  a  much  larger  scale.  The  children  in  many  rooms  of  the  Junior 
High  School  provided  food,  clothing  and  toys.  The  director  wishes  to 
thank  all  who  contributed  in  any  way  to  this  work  and  especially  the 
Norwood  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Friday  Reading  Club  for  their 
generous  gifts  of  money. 

On  March  19,  1930,  the  evening  school  graduation  was  held  in  the 
Junior  High  School  auditorium  and  was  well  attended.  Miss  Mary  L. 
Guyton,  State  Supervisor  of  Adult  Alien  Education,  was  the  speaker. 
Pupils  of  the  school  contributed  original  essays  and  music. 

The  week  following  graduation  the  State  Department  of  Adult  Alien 
Education  in  conjunction  wdth  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  conducted  a 
pilgrimage  for  the  evening  school  pupils  to  Washington,  D.  C.  1740 
people  went  from  the  entire  state  of  Massachusetts.  In  the  group  Nor¬ 
wood  had  twenty-nine  representatives.  The  pleasure  and  benefit  derived 
from  such  a  trip  is  beyond  estimation  for  these  prospective  citizens  of  the 
United  States. 

In  October,  1930,  the  director  was  invited  to  tell  the  people  of  the  Win¬ 
slow  School  district  about  her  work.  This  led  to  invitations  to  speak  be¬ 
fore  the  Rotary  Club,  Norwood  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  Women’s  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  the  Congregational  Church.  These  opportunities  of  telling  the 
American  people  about  a  much  worth  while  work  are  always  greatly 
appreciated. 

The  director  wishes  to  again' thank  the  teachers  of  the  evening  classes 
for  their  interest  and  cooperation  in  making  possible  a  school  with  such  a 
fine  spirit  of  loyalty  and  work.  To  bring  about  a  spirit  of  tolerance  and 
mutual  give  and  take  as  between  immigrant  and  native  born,  is  and  al¬ 
ways  will  be,  our  most  important  immigration  problem.

All  of  the  requirements  of  the  Statutes  and  By-Laws  relating  to  Town 
Meetings  having  been  complied  with,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order 
by  the  Moderator,  James  A.  Halloran,  the  articles  contained  in  this 
Warrant  and  the  action  thereunder  being  as  follows:

Also  statement  of  the  funded  debt,  temporary  loans,  information 
relative  to  maturities  and  debt,  and  balance  sheet  showing  the  assets  and 
liabilities  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  together  with  statement  of  the 
treasurer’s  cash. 

Electric  Light  Department 

During  the  year  1931  a  situation  developed  wherein  it  appeared  certain 
payments  were  claimed  to  have  been  made  to  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Department  for  material  purchased.  This  claim  was  denied  by  the  Super¬ 
intendent  and  the  records  of  the  Department  did  not  disclose  the  receipt 
thereof.  The  incident  was  closed  within  a  short  time  after  its  develop¬ 
ment,  all  monies  due  the  Town  having  been  accounted  for  by  payment  to 
the  Town  Treasury. 

The  treasurer’s  cash  balance  as  of  December  31,  1931  has  been  verified 
by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  account  and  amounts  on  deposit  in  banks  as 
of  the  same  date,  and  a  statement  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  statutes  is  hereby  submitted.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of 
the  town  of  Norwood  for  the  period  from  September  4,  192S,  the  date  of 
the  previous  audit,  to  October  31,  1930,  and  submit  the  following  report 
thereon : 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town,  or  com¬ 
mitting  bills  for  collection,  were  checked  and  compared  with  the  records 
in  the  treasurer’s  and  the  accountant's  departments. 

The  surety  bonds  furnished  by  the  departmental  officials  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk  and  accountant 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with 
the  treasurer’s  books  and  with  the  records  of  the  several  departments  col¬ 
lecting  money  for  the  town,  and  the  payments  were  checked  by  a  com¬ 
parison  of  approved  bills  and  pay-rolls  with  the  warrants  and  the  treasurer’s 
books. 

The  appropriation  ledger  accounts  were  checked  and  analyzed  and  all 
appropriations,  transfers,  and  loan  orders  were  checked  with  the  amounts 
voted  by  the  town,  as  shown  by  the  town  clerk’s  records. 
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The  apportioned  sewer,  sidewalk,  street  and  park  assessments  were  listed 
and  checked  in  order  to  show  the  revenue  accounts  for  the  amounts  due  in 
each  year. 

As  no  general  ledger  accounts  had  been  kept,  it  was  necessary  to  make 
up  the  general  and  control  accounts  from  information  obtained  from  an 
examination  of  the  various  departmental  records;  and  a  balance  sheet, 
showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  as  of  October  31,  1930,  was 
prepared  and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

General  ledger  accounts  have  been  opened  which  will  provide  a  proper 
check  on  the  accounting  of  the  several  departments  and  which  will  facilitate 
the  work  of  the  office  and  the  verification  of  the  accounts. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  and  collector  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  cash  book  was  footed,  and  the  receipts  as  recorded  on 
the  cash  book  were  checked  with  the  records  of  the  accountant,  of  the 
several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town,  and  with  the  deposits 
entered  on  the  bank  statements,  the  necessary  correcting  entries  being 
made;  and  the  disbursements  were  checked  with  the  warrants  authorizing 
them  and  with  the  accountant’s  books.  The  cash  on  hand  was  verified 
by  an  actual  count,  and  a  revised  list  of  outstanding  checks  was  used  for  a 
reconciliation  of  the  bank  statement. 

It  was  found  that  the  daily  receipts  from  the  several  tax  levies,  as  re¬ 
corded  on  the  collector’s  cash  book,  were  entered  daily  in  totals  on  the 
treasurer’s  cash  book,  making  it  difficult  to  verify  the  entries.  In  checking 
the  entries  on  the  cash  book,  numerous  errors  were  disclosed  in  the  early 
part  of  the  audit  period,  which  materially  increased  the  work  of  the  audit. 

The  commitments  of  taxes  and  assessments  were  added  and  proved  to 
the  warrants,  as  well  as  proving  the  commitments  of  departmental  ac¬ 
counts,  licenses,  water  and  electric  light  charges.  It  was  necessary  to 
check  the  postings  of  the  collections  for  taxes,  asses  ments,  and  depart¬ 
mental  accounts  from  the  cash  books  to  the  commitment  book;  and  the 
receipts  for  water  and  electric  light  charges  were  verified  by  the  records  in 
the  billing  department  . 

The  abatements  were  checked  with  the  departmental  records  of  abate¬ 
ments  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 
Verification  notices  relative  to  unpaid  accounts  were  mailed  to  a  number 
of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town, 
and  from  the  replies  received  it  appears  that  the  outstanding  accounts,  as 
listed,  are  correct. 

The  collections  and  abatements,  from  November  1,  1930  to  January  24, 
1931,  on  taxes,  excise  taxes,  assessments,  departmental  accounts  receivable, 
as  well  as  electric  light  and  water  charges,  were  verified  and  checked  with 
the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  the  accountant’s  records.  The  out¬ 
standing  accounts  on  January  24,  1931,  were  proved  and  recommitted  to 
the  new  treasurer  and  collector. 

The  cash  on  hand  in  the  office  and  bank  was  transferred  to  the  new 
treasurer  and  collector  as  of  January  24,  1931. 
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The  procedure  of  recording  the  receipts  from  taxes  and  assessments  on 
the  treasurer’s  cash  book  has  now  been  changed  and  all  receipts  are  being 
reported  to  the  accountant  weekly. 

Determined  efforts  should  be  made  towards  the  collection  of  overdue 
water  and  departmental  accounts,  and  any  found  to  be  uncollectible  should 
be  abated. 

The  uncollectible  taxes  of  the  older  years  are  to  be  closed  by  abatements. 

The  tax  titles  were  listed  from  the  recorded  deeds,  and  the  taxes  were 
transferred  from  the  several  tax  levies,  as  well  as  the  subsequent  taxes  on 
the  tax  titles. 

The  reported  payments  of  debt  and  interest  were  compared  with  the 
amounts  falling  due,  the  loans  issued  during  the  audit  period  being  found 
to  be  proper'y  authorized;  and  the  outstanding  debt  was  listed  and  proved. 

The  investments  of  the  trust  funds  were  examined  and  listed,  and  the 
income  of  the  several  funds  were  proved.  The  securities  and  bank  books 
representing  the  investments  of  the  several  trust  funds  were  transferred  to 
the  new  treasurer  and  collector  as  of  January  24,  1931. 

The  recipts  of  cemetery  perpetual  care  bequests  and  of  electric  light 
deposits,  which  are  now  in  the  treasurer’s  general  cash,  should  be  invested 
in  securities  or  deposited  in  savings  banks,  in  order  that  the  town  money 
receive  the  required  income  on  them  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  were 
given. 

The  outstanding  electric  light  charges,  which  are  being  collected  by  the 
manager  of  the  electric  light  department,  were  listed  and  proved  to  the 
control  account  in  the  office  billing  the  electric  light  charges. 

The  reported  payments  to  the  treasurer  by  the  manager  of  the  electric 
light  department  were  checked  to  the  books  in  the  treasurer’s  office  and  to 
the  control  accounts  in  the  billing  office. 

These  old  electric  light  charges  are  considered  valueless  and  if  found  to 
be  uncollectible,  should  be  abated. 

It  was  claimed  that  several  payments,  amounting  to  $367.65,  had  been 
made  to  the  manager  of  the  electric  light  department  for  scrap  material  in 
1930  and  1931,  but  that  no  receipts  had  been  obtained  as  evidence  of  the 
payments.  These  amounts,  however,  were  not  entered  on  the  manager’s 
cash  book  nor  accounted  for.  The  manager  of  the  electric  light  depart¬ 
ment  denied  receiving  them  but  stated  that  the  account  would  be  collected 
shortly ;  and  it  appears  that  payments  are  now  being  made  to  the  treasurer. 

The  recorded  receipts  of  the  town  clerk  and  accountant,  as  town  clerk, 
for  marriage  intentions,  recording  fees,  and  for  fees  on  account  of  sporting 
and  dog  licenses  were  examined  and  checked  with  the  office  records,  as 
well  as  with  the  records  of  sporting  and  dog  licenses  issued. 

The  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  were  checked  to  the  treasurer’s 
books,  and  the  payments  by  the  treasurer  to  the  State  and  county,  re¬ 
spectively,  were  verified  by  receipts  on  file. 

The  records  of  receipts  from  licenses  granted  by  the  selectmen,  the  sealer 
of  weights  and  measures,  and  the  health  and  school  departments  were 
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examined,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked  to  the  treasurer’s 
books. 

It  was  noted  that  a  number  of  bills  have  been  carried  over  at  the  close  of 
each  year  and  paid  from  an  appropriation  voted  by  the  town  the  following 
year.  If  such  obligations  are  in  excess  of  the  appropriations  against  which 
they  are  chargeable,  they  are  as  much  overdrafts  as  though  the  bills  had 
been  charged  to  the  appropriations  in  the  year  in  which  they  were  con¬ 
tracted.  The  value  of  a  carefully  planned  budget  is  destroyed  if  liabilities 
in  excess  of  appropriations  of  a  given  year  are  taken  care  of  by  the  revenue 
of  the  following  year. 

Departmental  officials  should  not  incur  liabilities  in  excess  of  the  ap¬ 
propriations  made  for  their  departments.  Even  though  appropriations 
may  be  insufficient  to  permit  the  performance  of  work  which,  in  their  judg¬ 
ment,  should  be  done,  they  are  nevertheless  bound  by  the  amounts  ap¬ 
propriated  and  should  either  get  additional  appropriations  or  curtail  the 
work  so  as  to  bring  the  costs  within  the  sums  available. 

The  statute  covering  this  subject  is  contained  in  Section  31,  Chapter  44, 
General  Laws,  which  reads  as  follows: 

No  department  of  any  city  or  town,  except  Boston,  shall  incur  lia¬ 
bility  in  excess  of  the  appropriation  made  for  the  use  of  such  depart¬ 
ment,  except  in  cases  of  extreme  emergency  involving  the  health  or 
safety  of  persons  or  property,  and  then  only  by  a  vote  in  a  city  of  two 
thirds  of  the  members  of  the  city  council,  and  in  a  town  by  a  vote  of 
two  thirds  of  the  selectmen. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treas¬ 
urer’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  assessment,  and  departmental  accounts 
receivable,  together  with  tab’es  showing  the  transactions  of  the  trust  funds. 

During  the  process  of  the  audit,  uniform  courtesy  and  co-operation  were 
extended  by  the  several  officials,  and  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and 
for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1931 

The  Selectmen  submit  the  following  report  with  respect  to  their  activities 
for  the  year  1931. 

There  were  held  forty-seven  regular  meetings  and  three  special  meetings. 
At  the  annual  town  meeting  held  on  January  19,  1931,  Peter  J.  Feeney 
was  elected  Selectman,  for  the  ensuing  three  years’  term,  and  duly  qualified, 
in  succession  to  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill,  who  retired  as  Selectman  after  a 
continuous  service  for  twelve  years.  Mr.  Mulvehill  has  earned  the  deep 
gratitude  of  our  citizens  for  his  long  and  excellent  service  and  receives  our 
appreciation  of  his  fine  cooperation  and  association. 

The  organization  for  the  year  was  perfected  on  January  20,  1931,  by 
the  unanimous  election  of  Edmund  G.  Dalton  as  Chairman  and  James  E. 
Pendergast  as  Clerk. 

Mr.  Pendergast  was  re-appointed  State  Aid  and  Soldiers’  Benefit  and 
Soldiers’  Burial  Agent.  Clarence  A.  Bingham  continued  in  the  office  of 
General  Manager. 

Appointments  during  the  year  were  made  as  follows: 

January  6 — James  E.  Pendergast,  town  clerk  and  accountant  and  town 
bookkeeper,  for  term  of  three  years;  reappointment. 

January  6 — John  J.  Hannigan,  forest  fire  warden  for  the  year  1931. 
Approved  by  State  Forestry  Department  on  January  13,  1931;  reap¬ 
pointment. 

January  6 — Clarence  A.  Bingham,  local  moth  suppression  superintendent 
for  the  year  1931.  Approved  by  State  Forestry  Department  on  January 
13,  1931;  reappointment. 

January  13 — Walter  II.  Hobson,  town  fish  and  game  warden  for  one  year 
to  January  1,  1932;  reappointment.  Approved  by  Department  of 
Conservation,  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  on  January  9,  1931.

Kenneth  McKenzie,  assessor  for  three-year 
period  ending  April  1,  1934,  confirmation  by  Commissioner  of  Corpora¬ 
tions  and  Taxation  on  May  18,  1931;  reappointment.

April  28 — Thomas  C.  Lydon,  sergeant,  Norwood  Police  Department, 
effective  May  1,  1931  by  promotion,  being  fully  qualified  and  eligible 
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under  Civil  Service  Rules.  William  F.  Mullane,  permanent  patrolman 
of  Norwood  Police  Department,  effective  May  1,  1931. 

April  28 — Thomas  B.  Mulvehill,  constable  for  year  ending  May  1,  1932. 
April  28 — The  following  appointments  were  made  for  the  term  of  one  year 
beginning  May  1,  1931,  viz.:  Jennie  F.  Fales ,  MaryG.  Millett,  M.  Joseph 
Roadie,  board  of  public  welfare;  reappointments.  William  H.  Sullivan, 
pound-keeper  and  dog  officer;  reappointment.  William  J.  Barrett, 
J.  Irving  Reid,  and  Thomas  C.  Lydon,  field  drivers;  reappointments. 
Austin  L.  Maddox,  John  J.  Flaherty  and  Guido  A.  Stuntzner,  fence 
viewers;  reappointments.  Dr.  George  Klein,  town  physician;  reap¬ 
pointment.  James  A.  Halloran,  town  counsel;  reappointment.  Forrest 
M.  Douglass,  inspector  of  buildings;  reappointment.  Walter  S.  Bagley 
and  Thomas  C.  Lydon,  constables;  reappointments. 

May  12 — Herbert  A.  Baker,  Charles  E.  Houghton  and  John  J .  Hannigan, 
board  of  appeal  under  building  by-law;  reappointments. 

There  were  also  appointed  from  time  to  time  special  police  officers, 
election  officers  for  town  meetings,  sworn  weighers,  and  sworn  measurers. 

On  September  1st  approval  was  voted  of  the  appointment  by  the  Town 
Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  of  Joseph  M.  Lovell  of  Walpole  as  Deputy 
Collector  of  Taxes  in  execution  of  warrants  for  arrest  of  delinquent  tax¬ 
payers. 

Licenses  or  permits  as  the  particular  case  in  question  required,  in  many 
instances  being  renewals,  were  granted  from  time  to  time  after  due  con¬ 
sideration  and  in  the  manner  required  by  law  to  various  persons  for  the 
conduct  of  the  line  or  lines  of  business  specified  in  such  licenses  or  permits 
as  follows,  viz.: 

Common  victuallers;  inn-holders;  lodging  house  keepers;  intelligence 
offices;  junk  collectors;  pool  room;  public  amusement;  Sunday  sales; 
peddling  fruits  and  vegetables  in  Norwood;  various  taxicab  owners; 
various  taxicab  operators;  local  transient  vendors;  third  class  for  sale, 
purchase  and  exchange  of  second-hand  motor  vehicles;  garage  mainte¬ 
nance;  manholes,  conduits  and  wires  locations;  joint  and  identical  poles 
and  wares  locations;  Class  No.  1  license  to  purchase,  sell,  exchange  or  as¬ 
semble  second-hand  motor  vehicles;  storage  and  sale  of  fuel  oil;  storage 
of  gasoline. 

Third  class  license  to  sell  intoxicating  liquor  for  medicinal  purposes 
only  were  granted  to  druggists  as  follows,  viz.:  Jeremiah  Nash  (A.  F. 
Brown  Co.),  Gerard  C.  Hawkins  (Clark’s  Pharmacy,  Inc.),  and  William 
E.  Russell. 

Thomas  H.  Hayden,  James  M.  Folan,  Charles  J.  Weisul,  Anthony  J. 
Bruzga  and  J.  Alexander  Abdallah  were  licensed  to  act  as  public  auctioneers. 
Henry  H.  Herman  of  Brookline  was  given  permission  to  conduct  a  minia¬ 
ture  golf  course  and  archery  range  on  Cottage  Street  East  on  specified 
Sundays  in  May,  June  and  July  under  general  regulations  which  had  been 
adopted. 
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Riley  Hardware  Company  was  licensed  to  sell,  rent  or  lease  firearms 
under  provisions  of  law. 

George  A.  Giles  Company  (Norwood  Theatre)  were  granted  special 
permits  on  two  occasions  to  employ  and  exhibit  in  public  entertainments 
on  stage  of  Norwood  Theatre  minors,  under  fifteen  years  of  age. 

George  A.  Giles  Company  licensed  on  August  25th  to  conduct  and 
maintain  a  public  amusement  in  the  new  Guild  Theatre  for  period  ending 
May  1,  1932. 

Post  70  American  Region  Band  granted  permit  on  September  15th  to 
erect  and  maintain  an  appropriate  banner  for  temporary  period  in  Town 
Square. 

■  Sears,  Roebuck  Company  licensed  on  September  15th  to  sell,  rent  or 
lease  firearms  according  to  law,  sales  to  be  limited  to  shotguns  and  shells 
and  22-calibre  rifles  and  shells. 

All  local  transient  vendors  licenses  were  issued  subject  to  payment  of 
statutory  fees. 

On  April  28  the  junk  collectors  license  fee  was  fixed  at  850  a  year  with 
the  requirement  that  in  all  cases  the  fee  must  be  paid  when  license  issues. 

On  May  5  Norwood  Post  70,  American  Legion  Auxiliary  was  authorized 
to  sell  popcorn  at  band  concerts  during  the  1931  season. 

Action  by  way  of  recommendation  to  the  State  Director  of  Standards 
was  taken  with  respect  to  certain  applications  for  licenses  to  peddle  in  the 
State  which  were  referred  to  the  Selectmen  by  the  Director  for  considera¬ 
tion  and  report. 

Numerous  public  hearings  were  held  from  time  to  time  as  required  by 
law  upon  various  petitions  for  licenses,  permits,  lay-outs,  locations,  and 
the  like  and  upon  other  matters  also  where  not  so  required,  when  it  seemed 
to  be  desirable  and  proper  in  the  public  interest  that-  hearings  should  be 
given,  but  which  it  does  not  appear  to  be  necessary  to  detail  in  this  report. 

Many  conferences  were  held  during  the  year  with  other  departments, 
particularly  the  Finance  Commission  and  the  Planning  Board,  and  with 
various  officials  and  committees  and  careful  consideration  was  given  also 
to  budget  matters,  the  status  and  control  of  appropriations  and  department 
service  charges  and  other  financial  questions  relating  to  the  departments 
under  the  general  supervisory  direction  of  the  Selectmen  and  particular 
attention  was  given  to  unemployment  relief  conditions  and  action. 

Claims  for  personal  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  received  through 
defective  street  conditions  were  presented  from  time  to  time,  were  in¬ 
vestigated  and  reported  upon  and  referred  to  the  Town  Counsel  for  advice 
as  to  liability  or  disposition  or  both,  of  which  some  were  disposed  of  by 
compromise  settlement  for  reasonable  sums  where  it  appeared  that  such 
disposition  was  proper  and  fair  and  reasonable  to  the  Town  as  well  as  to 
the  claimants  and  in  each  such  instance  the  amount  paid  in  settlement 
was  not  large,  and  of  which  others  were  denied  where  it  appeared  that 
the  Town  was  not  liable  and  settlements  could  not  be  authorized.  A 
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claim  for  property  damage  was  also  settled  by  compromise  for  a  small  sum 
where  liability  appeared  to  be  established.  Other  claims  not  based  upon 
alleged  defective  street  conditions  were  presented  and  considered  and  were 
denied,  as  being  without  legal  justification  except  in  one  instance  where  a 
very  small  settlement  was  made.  There  is  now  pending  an  employee  com¬ 
pensation  claim  and  a  personal  injury  claim,  both  of  which  are  under  con¬ 
sideration  and  will  be  fairly  dealt  with  as  developments  may  warrant. 
The  foregoing  statement  regarding  claims  appears  to  answer  the  require¬ 
ments  of  this  report  which  is  presented  in  condensed  form  and  for  further 
detail  reference  is  made  to  anmial  report  of  the  Legal  Department. 

With  respect  to  public  ways,  making  report  by  general  statement  rather 
than  by  specifying  the  particular  streets  involved,  various  extensions  of 
existing  ways  and  alterations  by  widening  of  other  ways  were  laid-out  in 
the  manner  provided  by  law.  All  such  lay-outs  were  reported  to  and 
accepted  by  the  Town  at  town  meetings  as’  appears  in  the  record  in  the 
Town  Report  of  the  action  taken  at  such  meetings.  Thereafter  appropriate 
orders  of  taking  were  adopted  and  were  duly  recorded  and  filed  as  required 
by  law  and  where  such  street  improvements  were  made  under  the  provisions 
of  law  relating  to  the  assessment  of  betterments,  the  layouts  and  orders 
of  taking  followed  the  statutory  requirements  relative  to  matters  of  such 
character. 

Orders  of  assessment  of  betterments  were  also  adopted  and  the  assess¬ 
ments  made  were  committed  for  collection  where  the  improvements  had 
been  completed  and  the  time  had  arrived  for  the  imposition  of  such  assess¬ 
ment,  such  action  being  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  law  governing 
the  same.  Orders  were  adopted  also  for  the  imposition  of  assessments  for 
sidewalk  improvements  where  the  time  was  ripe  for  such  action. 

Lay-outs  were  made  and  other  necessary  acts  undertaken  by  the  Select¬ 
men  acting  as  sewer  commissioners  for  the  installation  of  common  sewers 
under  the  provisions  of  law  subject  to  betterments  to  be  assessed. 

With  respect  to  the  Federal  Building  (Post  Office)  site,  pursuant  to  the 
authority  voted  to  the  Selectmen  by  action  taken  under  Article  1  of  the 
warrant  for  the  special  town  meeting  held  on  April  13  a  proposal  was  made 
on  April  14  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America  to  sell  to 
the  United  States  of  America  for  the  sum  of  $21,900  the  land  hereafter 
described  for  such  site.  Thereafter  and  following  action  taken  on  October 
2,  under  Article  I  of  the  warrant  for  the  special  town  meeting  held  by 
adjournment  on  that  date,  through  written  ballot  expressing  the  prefer¬ 
ence  of  the  voters  for  the  site  of  the  proposed  Federal  Building,  the  result 
of  the  ballot  was,  in  accordance  with  the  direction  contained  in  the  ballot, 
officially  communicated  to  the  appropriate  Federal  authorities  in  Wash¬ 
ington.  By  formal  notice  under  date  of  November  24  from  the  Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  Government  the  Selectmen 
were  informed  that  their  proposal  of  April  14  above  mentioned  was  ac¬ 
cepted,  subject  to  conditions  governing  purchases  of  Federal  Building 
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sites  and  specification  for  vendor’s  survey  and  set  forth  in  accompanying 
papers.  The  land  to  be  conveyed  to  the  United  States  (clear  building 
space,  exclusive  of  all  sidewalks,  etc.)  is  as  stated  in  said  notice  as  follows: 

“Lying  and  being  in  Norwood,  Norfolk  County,  Massachusetts 
being  an  irregular  tract  of  land  located  at  the  southwesterly  corner  of 
Guild  Street  and  Central  Street,  extended,  and  containing  Twenty- 
nine  Thousand,  Two  Hundred  square  feet  (29,200s'),  with  a  frontage 
on  Guild  Street  of  approximately  One  Hundred  Thirty  and  Twenty- 
one  Hundredths  feet  (130.21'),  and  a  frontage  on  Central  Street, 
extended,  of  approximately  Two  Hundred  feet  (200'),  as  shown  on 
the  plat  submitted  with  your  proposal.” 

Said  formal  notice  required  an  unqualified  assent  to  all  of  the  terms  and 
conditions  which  was  given  through  action  taken  on  December  1  and 
thereafter  forwarded  to  the  United  States  Treasury  Department.  On 
December  15  notice  was  received  from  the  United  States  Attorney  for 
the  District  of  Massachusetts  acting  under  direction  of  the  Attorney  Gen¬ 
eral  of  the  United  States  that  your  Selectmen  wrnre  required  to  provide  a 
complete  abstract  of  title  writh  certificates  in  accordance  with  printed 
regulations  furnished  together  with  a  plan  of  the  engineer’s  survey  to  be 
made  of  the  proposed  site  under  specifications  of  the  treasury  department 
also  furnished. 

The  Engineering  Department  of  the  town  has  prepared  the  plan  re¬ 
quired  and  a  copy  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Supervising  Architect  of  the 
United  States  Treasury  Department.  The  abstract  of  title  with  certificates 
required  were  referred  on  December  22  to  the  Legal  Department  for  at¬ 
tention,  and  reports  of  progress  in  the  preparation  of  the  necessary  papers 
have  since  been  received  and  it  is  expected  that  the  report  on  the  title  of 
the  extensive  character  demanded  by  the  United  States  Government  will 
be  submitted  to  the  United  States  Attorney  within  the  time  given  for  the 
purpose. 

Activities  writh  respect  to  unemployment  relief  are  briefly  referred  to  as 
follows:  On  June  2  the  local  advisory  committee  on  unemployment  ap¬ 
pointed  in  1930  presented  its  resignation  which  was  accepted  with  an 
expression  of  appreciation  for  its  valuable  service.  It  should  be  stated 
that  this  committee  had  been  active  from  the  time  of  its  appointment  and 
particularly  during  the  last  winter  season  and  had  conferred  with  the 
Selectmen  and  made  reports  from  time  to  time  on  unemployment  condi¬ 
tions  and  its  activities. 

On  August  25  a  letter  was  received  from  Governor  Ely  relative  to  the 
unemployment  situation  and  requesting  action  looking  to  the  mobilization 
of  local  resources  to  meet  local  welfare  and  relief  needs  to  be  taken  between 
October  20  and  November  20.  On  October  27  a  new  local  committee  on 
unemployment  relief  was  appointed  in  line  with  the  request  of  Governor 
Ely  and  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Massa- 
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chusetts  Emergency  Committee  on  Unemployment  which  committee  has 
since  been  actively  engaged  in  the  performance  of  its  duties.  This  Com¬ 
mittee  has  conferred  with  the  Selectmen  and  has  presented  suggestions 
which  have  met  with  sympathetic  consideration  by  the  Tow n  Officials  and 
the  citizens  generally.  Independently  of  the  committee  the  Selectmen 
have  endeavored  to  aid  in  the  improvement  of  unemployment  conditions 
through  the  Departments  under  their  control  and  have  had  the  active 
cooperation  of  the  General  Manager  and  other  officials  including  depart¬ 
ment  superintendents.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  utilize  the  service 
of  men  who  needed  employment  to  the  greatest  possible  extent  permitted 
by  the  use  of  all  funds  available  for  the  purpose.  The  committee  on  un¬ 
employment  relief  is  as  follows:

Winter  Street  Widening  and  Re-Location 

Smith,  Jr.  and  O’Brien  (Smith  Construction  Company)  Contract 
On  July  15  Thomas  Smith,  Jr.  and  James  A.  O’Brien  co-partners,  both 
of  Fall  River,  doing  business  as  Smith  Construction  Company,  entered 
into  a  contract  with  the  Town  acting  through  the  Selectmen  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  widening  and  re-location  of  a  section  of  Winter  Street  at 
the  westerly  end  which  improvement  was  undertaken  and  carried  on  in 
accordance  with  specifications  and  plans  prepared  by  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works.  Said  Department  supervised  the  various  pre¬ 
liminary  details  including  the  proposal,  bids,  award,  preparation  and 
execution  of  the  contract  as  well  as  the  performance  of  the  work  by  said 
contractors.  The  value  of  the  work  called  for  by  the  contract  at  the  unit 
prices  bid  was  $15,860.30.  A  bond  to  secure  the  performance  of  the 
contract  was  required  of  and  furnished  by  the  contractors  in  favor  of  the 
Town  in  the  sum  of  $15,800.00  with  the  Standard  Accident  Insurance 
Company  of  Detroit,  Michigan,  authorized  to  do  business  and  with  an 
office  in  Massachusetts,  as  surety.  The  contract  required  the  entire  work 
to  be  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Engineer  of  said  Department  of 
Public  Works.  The  completion  of  the  work  was  delayed,  due  apparently 
to  financial  troubles,  and  the  surety  has  represented  to  the  Selectmen  that 
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it  has  furnished  funds  in  aid  of  the  performance  of  the  contract  by  said 
contractors. 

By  letter  received  on  December  1,  said  State  Department  of  Public 
Works  notified  the  Selectmen  that  it  had  approved,  by  action  taken  on 
November  24,  the  work  done  under  the  contract  and  the  value  of  the  work 
done  as  of  November  11,  the  date  covered  by  the  last  estimate  of  the  Chief 
Engineer,  and  received  by  the  Town,  including  extras,  was  816,972.38,  of 
which  sum  there  had  been  paid  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  said  contractors  from 
time  to  time  during  the  course  of  the  work  and  prior  to  October  31  various 
sums,  and  the  balance,  or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  found  to  be  due  to 
said  contractors  has  been  retained  by  the  Town  as  security  in  addition  to 
the  bond  to  satisfy  proper  claims.  Several  actions  at  law  have  been 
brought  against  the  contractors  by  alleged  creditors  in  which  the  Town  was 
summoned  and  appeared  and  answered  as  alleged  trustee  of  the  contrac¬ 
tors.  Numerous  claims,  totalling  in  amount  in  excess  of  $15,000.00, 
against  the  contractors  have  been  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  by  various 
parties  who  seek  to  establish  the  same  as  creditors  of  the  contractors  for 
labor  performed  or  furnished  or  for  materials  used  or  employed  Jay  said 
contractors  or  both  and  which  claims  may  in  whole  or  in  part  constitute 
statutory  liens  against  the  contract  funds  retained  by  the  Town  as  well  as 
against  the  security  held  by  the  Town  in  the  form  of  the  bond  above  men¬ 
tioned.  The  legal  status  of  an  alleged  assignment  by  the  contractors  of 
the  sum  of  $3,000  as  a  portion  of  the  amount  due  to  them  in  the  course  of 
the  work  is  involved  in  the  existing  situation  and  may  require  a  Court 
determination.  The  surety  also  claims  that  it  is  entitled  to  all  monies 
due  to  the  contractors  and  held  by  the  Town  pursuant  to  an  assignment 
made  by  the  contractors  to  it  at  or  about  the  time  that  the  bond  application 
was  accepted  of  which  claim  however  the  Town  was  not  notified  prior  to 
the  receipt  of  a  letter  of  its  Attorney  dated  October  8.  In  this  situation 
the  Metropolitan  Crushed  Stone  Company,  one  of  the  claimants  above 
referred  to,  with  claim  in  the  sum  of  $5,879.64,  being  the  largest  in  amount 
presented,  brought  a  suit  in  equity  through  a  bill  of  complaint  filed  with  the 
writ  which  issued  out  of  the  Superior  Court  for  Suffolk  County  on  Decem¬ 
ber  9  and  entered  in  said  Court  on  January  4,  1932,  in  which  suit  said 
contractors,  the  surety  company  and  the  Town  are  made  parties  respond¬ 
ent.  This  suit  is  undertaken  by  the  complainant  in  its  own  behalf  and  on 
behalf  of  all  others  who  performed  or  furnished  labor  or  materials  used  in 
the  construction  of  the  improvement  in  question.  Through  the  Town 
Counsel,  the  Town  has  appeared  and  is  answering  the  bill  of  complaint 
and  seeks  to  bring  in  all  other  claimants  whether  by  lien,  trustee  process, 
assignment  or  any  other  means  and  to  have  the  respective  rights  and  in¬ 
terests  of  all  parties  interested  established  and  satisfied  by  resort  solely 
to  the  funds  retained  and  the  bond  security,  if  necessary.  While  litigation 
more  or  less  prolonged  is  in  prospect  due  to  the  unfortunate  developments 
above  recited  and  as  to  which  the  Town  officials  are  in  no  way  responsible, 
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it  is  expected  that  no  added  financial  burden  will  result  to  the  Town  other 
than  expense  incident  to  its  necessary  part  in  the  litigation. 

Passenger  Motor  Bus  Transportation 

In  our  last  report  on  the  subject  of  passenger  motor  bus  transportation, 
which  covered  the  activities  of  the  year  1930,  we  endeavored  to  set  forth 
at  some  length  our  viewpoint  as  well  as  our  course  of  action  and  we  have 
sought  during  the  past  year  to  deal  with  the  matter  from  the  same  view¬ 
point  and  in  the  light  of  developments  which  affected  the  situation  as  it 
existed  when  our  last  report  was  presented. 

A  license  was  granted  on  August  12,  1930,  to  Fred  M.  Pierce  (Pierce 
Bus  Lines)  to  operate  motor  busses  in  Norwood  with  respect  to  a  proposed 
service  between  Park  Square  in  Boston  and  points  south  of  Norwood  on  his 
indication  that  he  would  be  able  to  secure  a  license  from  the  City  of  Boston 
as  well  as  a  certificate  of  public  conveyance  and  necessity  from  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Utilities.  Upon  inquiry  from  time  to  time  as  to 
the  status  of  the  license  application  in  Boston  it  was  learned  that  no  definite 
results  had  been  secured  and  on  September  15  last  Mr.  Pierce  reported  that 
he  had  been  unable  to  secure  the  desired  license  in  Boston  which  was  neces¬ 
sary  to  permit  the  proposed  service  to  be  undertaken  and  that  leave  to 
withdraw  had  been  voted  on  his  petition  by  the  Boston  City  Council.  It 
appeared  that  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  had  opposed  the 
grant  of  such  license.  While  Mr.  Pierce  notified  the  Selectmen  on  Septem¬ 
ber  29  that  he  had  filed  a  new  application  for  a  Boston  license,  yet  there 
has  been  no  indication  that  favorable  action  has  been  or  will  be  taken 
upon  it. 

With  respect  to  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company 
it  was  voted  on  February  4,  1930,  to  grant  to  it  a  license  upon  its  applica¬ 
tion  for  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  passengers  for  hire  in  motor 
vehicles  between  Guild  Street  in  Norwood  and  the  Forest  Hills  Terminal 
Station  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  in  Boston.  In  view  of 
developments  in  other  municipalities  this  license  was  not  sought  to  be 
issued  and  was  not  issued  until  December  1,  1931.  The  officials  of  this 
corporation  notified  the  Selectmen,  however,  on  November  3  that  an  appli¬ 
cation  for  the  necessary  license  in  Boston  had  been  filed  and  that  on 
November  24  it  had  been  granted  for  the  desired  operation  in  that  territory. 
It  also  notified  the  Selectmen  that  licenses  had  been  secured  previously 
in  the  Towns  of  Dedham  and  Westwood  and  that  following  the  grant  of 
the  Boston  license  application  had  been  made  promptly  to  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Department  of  Public  Utilities  for  a  certificate  of  public  convenience 
and  necessity  which  certificate  was  required  before  actual  operation  could 
be  undertaken.  A  public  hearing  was  held  by  the  Department  on  this 
application  on  December  10  at  which  the  Selectmen  were  represented  and 
requested  favorable  consideration  of  the  petition.  At  a  conference  held 
on  September  29  with  the  Selectmen  of  Walpole  and  Westwood  to  consider 
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the  situation,  it  was  stated  that  Westwood  had  granted  a  license  to  that 
company  for  express  motor  coach  service  and  that  there  was  no  demand 
for  motor  bus  service  such  as  proposed  to  be  furnished  by  the  New  England 
Transportation  Company  and  that  it  was  doubtful  if  the  people  of  West- 
wood  would  be  willing  to  give  \ip  street  car  service  and  it  was  reported 
that  as  to  Walpole,  it  was  solely  an  East  Walpole  problem,  and  that  its 
Selectmen  would  not  permit  East  Walpole  Square  to  be  used  as  a  parking 
space  for  motor  busses.  Later,  namely,  on  November  3,  the  Selectmen 
of  Walpole  reported  that  at  a  hearing  held  they  were  requested  by  Walpole 
citizens  to  favor  the  petition  of  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway 
Company.  At  the  conference  above  mentioned  a  report  was  received  also 
from  the  Selectmen  of  Dedham  to  the  effect  that  the  service  then  furnished 
by  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company  was  satisfactory. 

Several  conferences  were  held  during  the  year  with  representatives  of 
the  New  England  Transportation  Company,  a  subsidiary  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  during  which  it  was  urged 
by  them  that  the  request  made  in  1930  for  the  removal  of  existing  restric¬ 
tions  in  licenses  granted  some  six  years  ago  should  be  granted  and  the 
claim  was  made  that  the  proposed  service  through  Centre  Street  and 
Huntington  Avenue  in  Boston  to  and  from  the  Park  Square  Terminal 
would  be  beneficial  to  Norwood  patrons  and  that  such  service  would  not 
compete  with  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company  service. 
In  response  to  inquiries  made  by  the  Selectmen  in  the  course  of  these 
conferences  a  letter  was  received  from  the  New  England  Transportation 
Company  on  December  8  in  which  it  was  stated  that  the  suggested  use  of 
the  twelve-ride  rail  ticket  could  not  be  consistently  considered  on  the 
basis  of  such  ticket  being  treated  as  a  twelve  ride  combination  rail  and 
motor  bus  ticket.  Discussion  was  had  in  these  conferences  as  to  schedules 
of  fares  and  service  under  the  desired  un-restricted  license  status  as  pre¬ 
sented  and  as  to  the  train  ser  vice  situation  and  its  relationship  to  the  pro¬ 
posed  motor  bus  service.  No  action  has  been  taken  upon  the  request. 

It  should  be  stated  that  the  Transportation  Committee  of  the  Norwood 
Chamber  of  Commerce  as  well  as  the  Committee  known  as  the  Route  No.  1 
Transportation  Committee  held  several  conferences  with  the  Selectmen 
and  urged  that  action  be  held  in  abeyance  on  the  applications  of  the  New 
England  Transportation  Company  and  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street 
Railway  Company  that  full  opportunity  might  be  given  to  the  Pierce  Bus 
Lines  to  secure  the  necessary  licenses  and  certificate  to  permit  the  service 
to  be  furnished  which  it  proposed. 

On  June  9  the  application  through  its  Treasurer  of  the  Inter-State  Motor 
Coach  Corporation  of  Attleborough  for  license  to  operate  motor  coaches 
hourly  from  6  A.M.  to  11  P.M.  between  Norwood  and  Walpole  was  con¬ 
sidered  and  on  June  23  the  petitioner  was  given  leave  to  withdraw. 

On  October  27  notice  was  received  from  the  Johnson  Bus  Lines,  Inc., 
through  its  Treasurer  of  the  discontinuance  of  the  Norwood-Westwood 
service  effective  on  November  7. 
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In  the  light  of  the  views  expressed  by  Mr.  Philip  R.  Allen  in  letters 
received  from  him  it  was  voted  on  September  8  to  request  the  Eastern 
Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company  to  indicate  its  position  as  to 
applying  for  a  Boston  license  to  operate  and  the  Pierce  Bus  Lines  to  report 
its  progress  made  with  respect  to  securing  a  Boston  license. 

Constructive  suggestions  and  criticism  have  always  been  desired  in  aid 
of  the  solution  of  this  important  problem  and  the  course  taken,  in  the  light 
of  all  the  facts  and  information  obtained  and  in  the  knowledge  that  it  is 
upon  your  Selectmen  the  responsibility  rests,  appeared  to  them  to  be  the 
proper  one  and  will,  it  is  confidently  believed,  prove  to  have  been  wisely 
taken  in  safe -guarding  existing  and  dependable  methods  of  transportation 
while  opening  the  door  to  the  motor  bus  method. 

Kenneth  McKenzie 

We  record  with  great  sorrow  the  death  on  January  7,  1932,  of  Kenneth 
McKenzie  who  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  on 
March  14,  1922,  and  served  continuously  in  that  important  office  until  his 
demise  which  occurred  during  the  three  3rear  term  of  service  to  which  he 
was  unanimously  appointed  in  April,  1931.  He  was  a  faithful,  efficient 
and  conscientious  public  official  and  an  excellent  citizen  whose  departure 
while  in  years  of  active  and  useful  service  will  be  mourned  by  all  our 
citizens  and  whose  high  place  in  our  community  will  be  most  difficult  to 
fill,  while  his  splendid  service  will  be  long  remembered. 

Miscellaneous 

The  following  brief  references  are  made  with  respect  to  some  of  the 
matters  which  received  attention  during  the  year  and  which  indicate  in 
some  measure  the  varied  and  extensive  character  of  the  duties  which  have 
been  performed,  viz. : 

On  March  24  regulations  governing  the  conduct  of  miniature  golf  courses 
with  restrictions  with  respect  to  the  Lord’s  Day  (Sunday)  including  fees 
to  be  paid  for  the  licenses  required  were  adopted. 

On  February  3  warrant  issued  by  the  County  Commissioners  for  the 
County  of  Norfolk  covering  assessment  for  the  care,  maintenance,  repair 
and  improvement  of  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital  for  the  year  1930  in  the 
sum  of  $7,175.91  had  attention. 

On  February  9  it  was  voted  that  the  General  Manager  as  representing 
the  Selectmen  supervise  the  maintenance  of  all  public  playgrounds  and 
that  the  advisory  committee  to  the  Selectmen  on  public  playgrounds  be 
informed  that  it  should  act  in  cooperation  with  the  General  Manager. 

On  April  7  report  was  received  of  notice  from  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission  under  date  of  March  31  of  its  order  of  taking  for  the  purpose 
of  the  construction  of  a  main  trunk  sewer  of  two  parcels  of  land  owned  by 
the  Town  and  shown  on  plan,  one  with  an  area  of  S2,689  square  feet  and 
the  other  with  an  area  of  26,462  square  feet. 
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On  March  3  it  was  voted  to  inform  the  Planning  Board  of  the  desire  of 
the  Selectmen  that  the  Planning  Board  give  consideration  to  the  matter  of 
recommending  to  a  future  Town  meeting  the  adoption  of  an  amendment 
to  the  existing  zoning  by-law  by  striking  out  Item  I,  Clause  B,  Section  4, 
and  by  adding  a  new  item  to  be  designated  as  Item  9,  under  Clause  A, 
Section  4  which  would  read  as  follows: 

“9.  Business  garage,  business  stable,  public  garage,  public  stable, 
gasolene  selling  station,  service  station,  garage  repair  shop,  or  motor 
vehicle  repair  shop.” 

or  by  so  amending  the  existing  by-law  that  the  several  kinds  of  business 
now  appearing  under  Item  1  of  said  Clause  B  of  Section  4  may  be  conducted 
in  the  business  district  without  permission  of  the  Board  of  Appeal. 

On  June  30  an  order  was  adopted  for  the  restraint  of  dogs  from  running 
at  large  for  a  period  of  ninety  days  from  the  seventh  day  of  July,  1931,  as 
requested  by  the  Director  of  Animal  Industries,  State  Department  of 
Conservation.  On  September  22  it  was  voted  to  terminate  as  of  September 
26,  1931,  the  restraining  order,  due  to  improved  conditions. 

On  July  14  the  General  Manager  was  directed  to  prepare  a  lay-out  and 
takings  for  a  main  drain  to  be  known  as  Clark  Swamp  Main  Drain  taking 
and  easement  extending  from  Railroad  Avenue  to  Pleasant  Street. 

On  August  11  the  General  Manager  reported  that  a  permit  had  been 
received  from  the  State  authorities  for  the  permanent  retention  and  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  existing  overhead  traffic  signals  on  Washington  Street. 

On  October  13  it  was  voted  that  the  General  Manager  prepare  an  esti¬ 
mate  of  the  cost  including  land  damages  of  the  construction  of  a  trunk  line 
sewer  from  a  point  in  Short  Street  where  the  south  Metropolitan  Trunk 
Line  sewer  branch  exists  through  Short  Street  and  private  property  to  a 
point  in  the  Winslow  Plant  of  the  Winslow  Brothers  <fc  Smith  Company 
which  line  it  appeared  must  be  constructed  as  soon  as  the  trunk  line 
Metropolitan  sewer  is  completed  for  the  purpose  of  disposing  of  waste  from 
the  tannery  plant  and  of  such  size  as  to  care  for  future  requirements  of  the 
drainage  areas  in  the  Hawes  Brook  and  Germany  Brook  sections. 

On  February  9  the  General  Manager  was  directed  to  consider  and  report 
upon  a  program  for  the  erection  of  buildings  on  the  public  playground 
known  as  the  Civic  grounds,  being  the  property  purchased  from  the 
Norwood  Civic  Association.  On  November  9  the  General  Manager  sub¬ 
mitted  a  plan  of  development  with  drawings  and  reported  an  estimated 
cost  of  $120,000  and  involving  the  construction  of  four  units  each  requiring 
an  expenditure  of  $30,000  but  which  could  be  carried  out  over  a  series  of 
years. 

On  December  1  Walter  II.  Hobson,  town  fish  and  game  warden  gave 
notice  of  his  retirement  from  office  at  the  expiration  of  the  present  term, 
namely,  on  January  1,  1932,  after  twelve  years  of  continuous  service. 
The  Selectmen  wish  to  record  at  this  time  the  appreciation  of  the  officials 
and  the  citizens  of  the  town  generally  of  the  long  and  meritorius  service 
rendered  by  Mr.  Hobson  in  his  important  office. 
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On  December  1  the  following  regulation,  of  which  notice  was  given  to 
the  several  departments  under  the  control  of  the  Selectmen,  was  adopted, 
namely, 

“Motor  equipment  owned  by  the  Town  of  Norwood  shall  not  be 
driven  beyond  the  confines  of  Norwood  and  adjoining  towns  except 
on  Municipal  business  and  when  such  business  is  at  a  distance  of 
more  than  50  miles,  prior  approval  of  the  General  Manager  must  be 
secured.” 

On  December  1  John  Curran  a  permanent  member  of  the  fire  department 
was  retired  on  account  of  illness  and  placed  on  the  pension  roll  of  the 
department  at  half  pay  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  law. 

On  December  1  it  was  voted  to  notify  the  County  Commissioners  for 
the  County  of  Norfolk  that  the  Selectmen  desired  that  Everett  Street  be 
re-located  from  Washington  Street  to  the  Norwood- Westwood  line  and 
that  the  County  and  State  share  writh  the  Town  in  the  expense. 

As  requested  by  the  Director  of  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  for 
the  Commonwealth  by  action  taken  on  December  22,  there  was  submitted 
to  him  a  list  of  three  persons  for  use  by  him  in  connection  with  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  a  town  fish  and  game  warden  to  succeed  the  retiring  warden,  Mr. 
Hobson,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Conservation. 

On  May  12  it  was  voted  to  adopt  the  following  new  rate  for  electricity 
sold  through  the  Municipal  Light  Department  for  off-peak  water  heating, 
to  be  designated  as  rate  “W”  as  follows: 

“Off-Peak  Water  Heating  Rate” 

RATE: 

DEMAND  CHARGE:  $12.00  per  year  per  kilowatt  of  capacity 
connected  in  excess  of  5  kilowatts,  payable  monthly. 

ENERGY  CHARGE:  2§  cents  per  kilowatt  hour  for  the  first  40 
kilowatt  hours  per  month. 

1  cent  per  kilowatt  hour  for  the  excess. 

No  discount. 

MINIMUM  CHARGE:  $1.00  per  month. 

TERM  OF  CONTRACT:  No  term  contract  required;  customer 
may  terminate  service  at  any  time  by  giving  ten  days’  notice  in  writing 
provided  that  such  termination  is  not  made  for  the  purpose  of  ob¬ 
taining  the  advantage  of  this  rate  for  periods  of  less  than  one  year.” 

Said  rate  to  be  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  contained  in  a  form 
submitted  to  the  Selectmen  as  of  this  date. 

It  was  further  Voted,  that  this  rate  be  published  and  be  made  available 
to  consumers  at  the  earliest  date  consistent  with  controlling  regulations. 

The  alterations  by  widening  of  Central  Street  southerly  from  Cottage 
Street  east  involved,  among  others,  the  taking  of  property  in  two  parcels, 
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one  of  which  parcels  was  owned  by  Attilio  Balboni  and  the  other  by  Attilio 
and  Clorinda  Balboni.  The  awards  of  damages  made  as  to  the  respective 
properties  were  not  satisfactory  to  the  owners  and  negotiations  for  the 
compromise  settlement  of  their  claims  for  damages  were  followed  by  Court 
petitions  to  permit  such  settlements  to  be  properly  made  and  in  December 
such  compromise  settlements  were  reached  by  the  payment  of  increased 
awards  upon  releases  executed  and  delivered  and  the  dismissal  of  the  peti¬ 
tions. 

Various  matters  important  but  more  or  less  routine  in  character  which 
had  the  necessary  attention  include  the  following:  Soldiers’  relief;  State 
Aid;  Highlandview  Cemetery  deeds;  warrants  for  payment  of  Town 
charges;  annual  and  special  town  meeting  warrants;  anticipation  of 
revenue  notes  and  notes  for  various  loans,  approval  of  issue;  grand  and 
traverse  jurors  drawn;  list  of  persons  qualified  for  jury  service;  orders  for 
construction  of  various  sidewalks;  delinquent  accounts. 

Conclusion 

The  foregoing  report  is  intended  to  acquaint  the  citizens  in  a  general 
way  with  the  varied  activities  of  our  offices  and  the  performance  of  our 
duties. 

We  express  our  appreciation  for  the  confidence,  cooperation  and  assist¬ 
ance  which  have  been  extended  by  citizens  as  well  as  fellow  officials  and 
appointees  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  Town  under  the  direction 
of  the  Selectmen.

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MANAGER’S  ANNUAL  REPORT 

January  19,  1932. 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen : 

Along  the  lines  of  most  rigid  economy  we  have  requested  all  department 
heads  coming  under  our  jurisdiction  to  make  their  reports  for  the  past  year 
as  short  as  possible,  and  likewise  to  eliminate  all  cuts  and  charts  as  well  as 
intricate  tabulations;  to  the  end  that  the  cost  of  printing  the  annual  report 
be  reduced  as  much  as  possible  this  year. 

For  the  past  three  years  since  we  have  attempted  to  make  the  reports 
more  interesting,  the  supply,  even  after  greatly  increasing  the  number  of 
copies  printed,  has  been  exhausted  in  a  very  short  time.  Upon  analyzing 
the  requests  we  find  a  large  number  are  from  other  cities  and  towns  as  well 
as  from  other  states  and  from  colleges  and  universities  interested  in  mu¬ 
nicipal  government.  This  leads  us  to  the  thought  that  after  all  possibly 
our  own  citizens  are  not  so  deeply  interested  in  the  data  as  we  have  hoped. 
If  this  be  true,  the  elimination  this  one  year  cannot  do  much  harm,  and 
will  of  course  save  considerable  money.  The  reaction  locally  will  be  an 
excellent  guide  for  future  reports  in  any  event. 

The  history  in  Norwood  has  been  as  it  is  elsewhere  that-  citizens  are  every 
year  demanding  extended  and  increased  services  from  their  municipal 
servants,  and  yet  have  a  feeling  that  expenses  can  be  reduced.  If,  as  in 
some  states,  the  local  taxes  were  collected  at  a  separate  time  and  not  added 
in  with  county  and  state  taxes,  these  citizens  would  see  that  taxes  and 
assessments  beyond  local  control  are  constantly  on  the  increase  while 
revenues  from  the  same  sources  are  constantly  decreasing.  Fortunately 
more  citizens  are  becoming  aware  of  the  numerous  services  performed  by 
their  local  government,  such  as  the  broader  field  of  education,  the  extension 
of  health  and  welfare  clinics,  recreational  programs,  improved  streets  and 
sidewalks,  sewer  and  water  extensions,  additional  and  larger  street  lights, 
better  building,  electrical  and  plumbing  inspections;  more  efficient  fire 
and  police  protection,  increased  care  and  improvement  of  shade  trees, 
parks  and  cemeteries;  and  so  on  through  the  multitude  of  benefits  con¬ 
stantly  accruing  to  the  residents  of  Norwood. 
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Naturally,  no  municipal  official  or  employee  can  please  everyone  in  every 
act;  and  it  is  only  human  nature  for  many  people  to  feel  that  they  could  do 
so  much  better  if  they  were  in  charge  of  affairs  for  one  or  more  of  our  town 
departments.  The  Manager  can  truthfully  state  that  in  his  experience  he 
has  never  seen  a  group  of  officials  more  anxious  to  give  the  most  efficient, 
courteous  and  economical  service  to  a  community  than  right  here  in 
Norwood. 

The  reports,  abbreviated  as  before  mentioned,  from  those  officials  are 
herewith  presented  as  a  summary  of  their  stewardship  for  the  past  year. 
As  so  frequently  stated,  we  all  are  ready  and  anxious  to  receive  suggestions 
from  anyone  for  the  constructive  improvement  of  our  departments.  In 
closing  we  wish  to  convev  our  appreciation  to  the  Selectmen  and  other 
boards  as  well  as  to  all  other  officials  who  have  cooperated  with  us  during 
such  a  trying  year.

Sir: — 

The  annual  report  of  the  Norwood  Fire  Department,  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1931,  is  submitted  hereon;  the  number  of  alarms  responded 
to,  amount  of  water  pumped,  number  of  feet  of  hose  used,  value  of  property 
at  risk  and  the  paid  fire  loss  is  shown. 

Alarms  were  responded  to  as  follows: — 


From  Street  Fire  Alarm  Boxes  79 

Sent  out  from  Headquarters  20 

Still  alarms;  no  signal  sounded  146

Total  280 


A  new  car  for  the  Chief,  three  Burrell  All  Service  Gas  Masks,  3000  feet 
of  2 C.  R.  L.  hose  and  300  feet  of  Chemical  hose  was  purchased  and 
placed  in  service;  thus  giving  a  complete  change  of  dry  hose  at  all  times 
except  under  adverse  conditions. 

During  the  year  the  paid  force  was  increased  by  the  addition  of  one  man, 
John  F.  Lydon;  one  man,  John  J.  Curran  was  retired  on  half  pay  on 
Doctor’s  certificate  of  disability,  effective  December  1st;  Louis  F.  Parker 
was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Deputy  Chief  of  Department  on  December  1 , 
1931. 

The  number  of  False  Alarms  (26)  showed  an  increase  of  one  over  last 
year;  responding  to  these  alarms  causes  unnecessary  wear  and  tear  on 
Department  apparatus  and  men.  Every  effort  should  be  made  to  put  a 
stop  to  this  malicious  habit. 

Numerous  inspections  of  Buildings,  Cellars,  Stores,  Tenements,  rear 
yards,  etc.,  were  made  and  hazards  removed.  A  marked  decrease  in 
chimney  fires  was  noted;  this  is  due  partly  to  the  installation  of  the  Range 
Oil  Burner,  hundreds  of  which  have  been  installed  during  the  year.  The 
storage  of  Range  and  Fuel  oil  has  become  quite  an  item  and  same  is  stored 
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only  after  inspection  by  a  member  of  the  Department  and  a  permit  granted 
for  the  amount  of  oil  stored.  Oil  storage  installations  not  in  accordance 
with  Oil  Burner  Regulations  are  being  sought  and  corrected  when  found. 

Approximately  655,000  gallons  of  water  were  used  in  fighting  fires  during 
the  year,  and  61,850  feet  of  hose  was  used  to  get  the  water  on  the  fires. 

The  value  of  the  property  at  risk  from  fire  amounted  to  $2,000,000.00 
and  the  fire  loss  paid  amounted  to  $75,502.32;  these  figures  are  given  as 
approximate  and  a  slight  variance  either  way  might  be  found. 

The  thanks  of  the  members  of  the  Department  and  myself,  to  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Town  Government,  the  heads  of  each  department,  the  press 
and  the  citizens  of  the  Town,  is  gratefully  extended  for  the  assistance 
rendered  during  the  year.  The  members  of  the  Department  are  to  be 
commended  for  their  attention  to  duty,  which  in  a  great  measure  helped 
to  keep  the  fire  loss  down.

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  De¬ 
partment  for  the  year  1931  as  follows: 

Applications  for  work  with  the  Public  Works  Department  during  the 
past  year  were  greater  than  ever  before.  Work  was  provided  for  two 
hundred  of  these  applicants,  during  the  months  of  January,  February  and 
March  on  Sewer  and  Water  Construction,  and  the  clearance  and  moving 
of  trees  and  stone  walls  on  the  Winter  Street  and  Nichols  Street  Highway 
Extension  jobs. 

After  the  March  Town  Meeting  when  the  Department  Budgets  were 
approved,  the  daily  average  of  men  employed  was  approximately  one 
hundred  seventy-five  up  to  the  first  of  October,  then  a  gradual  reduction 
to  a  minimum  maintenance  force  by  the  first  of  December. 

There  was  some  criticism  reflected  against  the  department  relative  to 
some  of  the  men  employed,  for  which  the  writer  must  assume  the  entire  re¬ 
sponsibility.  Early  in  the  year  it  was  seen  that  the  best  interests  of  the 
town  could  be  served,  by  having  one  man  responsible  for  the  employment 
of  workman  and  the  duty  was  placed  in  my  care.  I  was  governed  in  this 
matter  by  Chapter  one  forty  nine,  Section  twenty  six  of  the  General  Laws 
and  admendments  of  the  Department  of  Labor  and  Industries,  which 
reads  as  follows:  “In  the  employment  of  mechanics,  teamsters  and  laborers 
in  the  construction  of  public  works  by  the  Commonwealth  or  by  a  county, 
town  or  district,  or  by  persons  contracting  therewith  for  such  construction, 
preference  shall  first  be  given  to  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  who  have 
served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  in  time  of  war  and  have 
been  honorably  discharged  therefrom  or  released  from  active  duty  therein 
and  who  are  qualified  to  perform  the  work  to  which  the  employment  re¬ 
lates;  and  secondly,  to  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  generally,  and,  if 
they  cannot  be  obtained  in  sufficient  numbers,  then  to  citizens  of  the 
United  States.”  Relative  to  maintenance,  there  is  no  law  giving  preference, 
so  the  department  retained  the  service  of  six  men  who  have  worked  for 
the  town  twelve  to  twenty-six  years.  These  men  are  taxpayers  and  are 
very  proficient  in  their  work. 

The  list  of  town  employees  was  inspected  several  times  during  the  year 
by  an  agent  from  the  Department  of  Labor  and  on  each  occasion  met  with 
his  approval. 

FORESTRY 

The  work  of  the  Forestry  Department  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  in  March.  A  summary  of  work  done  follows:  eleven 
hundred  trees  were  examined,  old  limbs  cut  and  painted;  one  hundred 
thirty-three  trees  were  pruned,  including  the  cutting  of  limbs  hanging  low 
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over  sidewalks  and  streets  and  many  which  were  dangerous  to  private 
property;  thirty-eight  trees  required  surgical  treatment,  seventeen  of 
which  were  decayed  cavities,  eighteen  were  badly  bruised  by  automobiles 
and  three  required  rod  braces  to  prevent  splitting.  Eight  large  trees  were 
taken  down  and  stump  removed.  These  trees  were  either  dead  or  beyond 
the  possibility  of  bringing  back  to  normal  condition.  One  hundred  forty- 
seven  young  Norway  Maple  trees  were  planted.  Trees  in  all  sections  of 
the  town  were  sprayed  and  gypsy  moth  eggs  painted  with  creosote. 

HIGHWAYS 

Considerable  attention  was  given  to  sidewalks.  Most  of  the  old  tar 
walks  were  treated  with  asphalt  or  amiesite  with  excellent  results.  Many 
streets  were  widened  and  resurfaced  to  the  proper  width,  adding  much  to 
the  appearance  and  safety  of  these  highways.  Several  streets  were  re¬ 
surfaced  and  the  maintenance  carried  out  as  usual.  Following  is  a  list  of 
streets  that  work  was  done  on:

PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS 

The  remaining  unfinished  sections  of  Winslow  Park  were  graded,  loamed 
and  seeded.  At  the  rear  of  the  Bandstand  the  plot  extending  to  Central 
Street  was  also  graded,  loamed  and  seeded,  and  planted  with  shrubbery. 
All  other  Parks  and  Playgrounds  were  properly  cared  for. 

SEWER  AND  DRAINS 

Drain  and  Sewer  maintenance  was  conducted  as  usual.  The  filter  beds 
and  pumping  station  are  in  good  condition.  Thirty-seven  new  sewer 
services  were  added  to  the  system.  Pipe  drains  were  installed  in  the  town 
to  the  extent  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifteen  feet,  and  twenty- 
five  catch  basins  were  added  to  the  drainage  system.  The  number  of 
catch  basins  and  drain  manholes  now  number  four  hundred  ninety-one. 
All  the  open  drains  throughout  the  town  were  cleaned.

WATER  DEPARTMENT 

The  water  department  had  a  very  busy  year.  A  Pitometer  Survey 
was  made  and  the  Standpipe  was  painted.  Two  thousand  two  hundred 
fifty-nine  feet  of  6"  and  nine  thousand  one  hundred  forty-nine  of  8"  C.  I. 
water  pipe  was  laid  and  seventeen  new  Hydrants  were  installed.  The 
report  of  the  Pitometer  Engineer  shows  that  the  water  system  is  in  a  very 
good  condition.  The  only  leak  of  any  size  found  was  a  split  pipe  on  a  6" 
line  on  Elliott  Street. 

New  Treatment  Used  in  Painting  Standpipe 

The  standpipe  was  sandblasted  on  the  inside  of  the  tank  and  treated 
with  Bitumastic  Enamel,  which  is  a  coal  tar  base  product  to  which  a 
filler  has  been  added  to  give  body  and  stability.  To  the  clean  surface  is 
applied  a  coat  of  Bitumastic  Solution  which  serves  as  the  bonding  medium 
between  the  clean  steel  and  the  hot  enamel.  Then  a  coating  of  Bitumastic 
Enamel  is  brushed  on  and  results  in  a  coating  approximately  1  /16"  thick. 
The  hot  coat  sets  immediately  and  imparts  no  taste  or  discoloration  to 
the  water  in  the  standpipe.  Heretofore  it  has  been  necessary  to  paint 
our  standpipe  about  every  five  years,  with  the  Bitumastic  Enamel  treat¬ 
ment  we  feel  reasonably  sure  from  information  received  from  cities  that 
have  used  this  product  that  it  will  last  from  ten  to  twelve  years.  The 
outside  of  the  tank  was  painted  with  aluminum.

Light  Department,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1931. 

During  these  unsettled  business  periods,  we  have  been  able  to  continue 
a  steady  growth,  our  increase  in  output  has  gained  6£%  over  1930,  which 
is  about  12%  above  the  average  of  the  country.  We  had  a  considerable 
gain  in  cooking  and  other  household  appliances  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  we  continued  the  w'ork  of  increasing,  and  rearranging 
of  our  commercial  and  street  lighting  lines.  We  replaced  199  old  poles 
and  added  59  additional  poles  to  our  lines,  thus  insuring  better  and  safer 
service  to  our  customers.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  C.  A.  Bingham, 

General  Manager. 

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Cemetery  Department  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1931. 

As  in  previous  years  the  department  has  done  the  usual  kind  of  work, 
namely:  interments,  maintenance,  construction,  foundations,  and  private 
work. 

154  interments  and  5  removals  were  made  during  the  year. 

26  lots  and  39  single  graves  were  sold  during  the  year  1931. 

A  section  containing  267  square  yards  which  had  been  dug  over  was 
graded  and  seeded. 

Due  to  the  unemployment  situation  an  additional  appropriation  of 
$2,000.00  was  made.  This  money  was  spent  in  digging  over  a  section 
containing  213  square  yards  in  the  Protestant  section  and  1,217  square 
yards  in  the  Catholic  section.  As  the  original  appropriation  of  1930  was 
reduced  part  of  this  $2,000.00  was  used  to  keep  the  regular  cemetery 
workers  employed  during  the  last  month  of  the  year. 

In  the  coming  year  the  department  will  need  considerable  loam  to  grade 
the  sections  which  have  been  dug  over.  However,  we  were  able  to  secure 
some  40  loads,  at  a  cost  of  about  $1.10  a  load,  from  the  excavation  work 
on  the  Garfield  Avenue  job,  which  aids  materially  in  reducing  our  request 
for  material  in  1932. 

No  recommendations  are  being  made  in  1932  for  work  on  the  avenues 
as  they  all  appear  to  be  in  good  condition. 

I  would  like  to  make  mention  here  that  due  to  the  exceptionally  wet 
season  considerably  more  mowing  and  trimming  was  necessary  to  keep 
the  grounds  in  first  class  condition  thus  cutting  down  the  amount  of  work 
done  on  improvements. 

For  the  Old  Parish  Cemetery  would  recommend  that  the  front  and 
back  avenues  be  dressed  over.  Owing  to  the  fire  the  tool  house  had  to 
be  repaired  and  painted  which  now  makes  a  great  improvement  to  the 
grounds. 

Would  recommend  the  same  appropriation  be  made  as  in  1930. 

As  the  men  are  entitled  to  two  weeks’  vacation  each  year  I  believe  there 
ought  to  be  extra  money  appropriated  to  take  care  of  this  instead  of 
having  it  taken  out  of  the  regular  appropriation.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
MORRILL  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 


To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  year  1931  was  one  of  unprecedented  service  to  the  citizens  of  Nor¬ 
wood  by  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library.  Each  month,  even  during  the 
summer,  the  circulation  showed  a  notable  increase  over  the  circulation  the 
same  month  in  1930.  The  total  circulation  for  the  year  was  12lX.ll  +■ 
volumes — an  excess  of  15,932  or  a  15  per  cent  gain  over  the  1930  figure. 

This  gi’eat  activity  in  the  use  of  books  was  only  the  local  reflection  of  a 
national  situation.  It  was  caused  by  unemployment  and  forced  idleness. 
Our  public  library  has  proved  itself  a  haven  of  refuge  and  solace  to  hundreds 
of  our  citizens  who  have  been  out  of  work.  The  number  of  non-fiction 
and  reference  books  withdrawn  during  the  year  shows  that  these  readers 
have  put  their  time  to  good  advantage. 

In  the  schools  also  a  circulation  of  15,287  shows  a  gain  of  250  over  1930 
figures. 

All  this  increased  circulation  has  naturally  made  more  work  for  the 
librarian’s  staff.  But  it  has  carried  on  cheerfully  and  with  unusual  success, 
covering  much  extra  work  in  addition  to  the  regular  routine. 

A  new  department,  called  the  “Teen  Age  Shelves”  has  been  introduced 
in  order  to  make  some  of  the  adult  books  familiar  to  the  youngsters  who 
are  just  beginning  to  use  the  adult  library.  It  consists  at  present  of  180 
books,  which  will  be  added  to. 

During  the  year  a  large  replacement  of  books  was  made  and  at  its  close 
the  library  was  as  nearly  up-to-date  in  replacements  as  in  new  books. 
Nine  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  were  spent  for  rebinding,  bringing  that 
work  quite  up-to-date. 

It  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Trustees  that  Miss  Jane 
Ilewett  is  the  chairman  of  the  Book  Review  Club  of  Greater  Boston,  a 
local  organization  of  20  librarians,  meeting  once  a  week  to  review  the 
fiction  of  the  day.  As  the  work  of  this  group  is  being  watched  by  libraries 
all  over  the  country,  this  is  an  honor  for  Miss  Hewett  and  Norwood  which 
should  be  recorded  in  this  report. 

A  column  of  book  reviews  and  book  gossip  has  been  started  in  the  Nor¬ 
wood  Messenger  by  the  trustees  in  order  to  stimulate  additional  interest 
in  the  library  and  reading  in  general. 

During  1931  the  library  has  received  many  gifts  which  have  been  duly 
acknowledged.  The  trustees  wish  however  again  to  tender  their  sincere 
appreciation  to  the  donors  at  this  time.  A  list  of  the  names  of  these 
donors  is  given  in  the  statistical  report  of  the  librarian. 

A  valuable  gift  received  early  in  1931  is  a  Collection  of  music  belonging 
to  the  late  Lucius  B.  White  and  presented  to  the  library  by  Mrs.  White. 
The  collection  includes  orchestra,  piano,  violin  music,  chamber  music, 
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songs  and  books  about  music,  some  valuable  as  early  and  rare  editions. 
The  collection  is  a  large  and  interesting  one.  A  small  beginning  has  been 
made  in  classifying  and  preparing  it  for  use.  It  is  a  worthy  addition  to  the 
library. 

By  the  will  of  the  late  Rev.  George  W.  Nead,  his  library  is  given  to  the 
town.  There  are  363  volumes  of  religious  and  standard  works.  These 
have  not  yet  been  classified.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  TOWN  COUNSEL 


Selectmen, 

H.  A.  Baker,  Chairman, 

Norwood,  Massachusetts. 

Dear  Sirs: 

The  report  of  the  Legal  Department  for  the  year  1931,  being  the  twenty- 
third  annual  report,  is  submitted  in  the  form  of  the  following  abbreviated 
statement.  It  is  supplemented  however  by  a  detailed  account  in  chronolog¬ 
ical  order  of  the  service  rendered  which  is  submitted  for  the  files. 

Advice  was  furnished  through  written  opinions  and  conferences  and 
assistance  was  given  in  appropriate  manner  as  required  during  the  course 
of  the  year  to  the  Selectmen  acting  as  such  and  as  the  Board  of  Survey, 
School  Committee,  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes,  Board  of 
Health,  Board  of  Assessors,  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  Registrars  of  Voters, 
General  Manager,  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant,  Building  Inspector, 
Building  By-Law  Committee,  Senior  High  School  Building  Addition 
Committee,  East  Side  School  Building  Committee  and  Junior  High  School 
Building  Committee  and  involved  extensive  consideration  and  action  with 
respect  to  municipal  problems  of  a  widely  diversified  character. 

Claims 

Claims  based  principally  upon  personal  injuries  alleged  to  have  been 
received  through  defective  street  conditions  were  investigated,  views  were 
taken,  reports  were  obtained  and  opinions  were  rendered  as  to  liability 
to  the  respective  claimants  and  as  to  disposition.  The  following  were 
adjusted  upon  recognition  of  probable  liability  by  reasonable  compromise 
settlements  for  small  sums  and  upon  releases  delivered,  namely, — Brownell, 
Hand  and  McLeon  and  Dean,  the  latter  being  for  property  damage  only, 
and  the  following  were  denied  on  the  ground  that  no  liability  existed, 
namely, — Flaherty,  King,  Costello,  Dowd  and  Hadley.  Other  claims 
involving  alleged  property  damage  respectively  were  refused  recognition 
as  liability  on  the  part  of  the  Town  was  not  shown.  The  Florence  Moro 
accident  claim  reported  upon  last  year  and  as  to  which  direct  Town  lia¬ 
bility  was  denied,  was  settled  by  compromise  agreement  without  litigation 
for  a  small  sum  taken  from  available  special  funds  not  a  part  of  the  Town 
Treasury.  Several  small  claims  for  sums  due  to  the  Town  had  attention. 

A  claim  based  on  personal  injuries  sustained  by  Catherine  Collins  while 
crossing  Washington  Street,  in  the  South  Norwood  section  so-called,  due 
to  an  alleged  defective  condition  existing  in  said  way  was  after  investigation 
referred  to  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company  for  at¬ 
tention  on  the  ground  that  responsibility  for  such  condition  as  existed  at 
the  time  rested  on  that  Company  and  that  the  Town  should  be  relieved  of 
liability  to  respond  in  damages  to  this  claimant.  The  officials  of  the  Street 
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Railway  Company  have  reported  that  this  claim  has  been  adjusted  by 
negotiation  between  the  claimant  and  that  Corporation. 

The  claim  of  Attilio  Balboni,  as  to  one  parcel,  and  of  Attilio  and  Clorinda 
Balboni,  as  to  another  parcel,  for  damages  resulting  from  takings  by 
eminent  domain  in  the  widening  of  Central  Street  where  the  awards  made 
were  not  acceptable  were  for  the  purpose  of  making  mutually  satisfactory 
compromise  settlements  put  in  suit  through  petitions  filed  in  the  Superior 
Court  and  thereafter  such  settlements  were  effected  and  the  petitions  were 
dismissed. 

Litigation 

The  City  of  Worcester  brought  suit  against  the  Town  by  writ  issuing  out 
of  the  Superior  Court  for  Worcester  County  under  date  of  December  31, 
1930,  and  returnable  on  March  2,  1931,  to  enforce  a  claim  for  relief  in  the 
form  of  hospital  care  furnished  to  a  Norwood  charge  and  as  to  which 
liability  on  the  part  of  the  Town  was  denied,  although  settlement  was  ad¬ 
mitted.  The  suit  was  settled  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Welfare  by  agreement  through  Counsel  without  entry  of  writ  by  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  sum  of  $91.00  and  a  proper  release  was  secured. 

The  Metropolitan  Crushed  Stone  Company  of  Boston,  as  an  alleged 
creditor  of  Thomas  Smith,  Jr.  and  James  A.  O’Brien  of  Fall  River,  doing 
business  as  the  Smith  Construction  Company,  brought  a  suit  in  equity 
against  them  through  a  bill  in  equity  filed  with  a  writ  which  issued  out 
of  the  Superior  Court  for  Suffolk  County  on  December  9,  1931,  and  which 
was  entered  in  that  Court  on  January  4,  1932,  in  which  suit  the  Town  of 
Norwood  was  joined  as  a  party  respondent  together  with  the  Standard 
Accident  Insurance  Company.  Smith  and  O’Brien  are  the  parties  with 
whom  as  the  Smith  Construction  Company  the  Town  entered  into  a 
contract  on  July  15,  1931,  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Works,  for  the  construction  of  a  widening  and  relocation  of  a 
section  of  Winter  Street  and  the  Standard  Accident  Insurance  Company 
is  the  surety  on  the  bond  in  the  sum  of  $15,800.00  required  by  and  given 
to  the  Town  as  security  for  the  proper  performance  of  the  contract. 

The  purpose  of  the  suit  as  stated  in  the  Bill  of  Complaint  is  to  establish 
the  petitioner’s  claim  for  the  sum  of  $5,879.64  due  to  it  for  materials  and 
labor  furnished  to  said  contractors  for  the  construction  of  the  work  with 
interest  and  costs  and  to  be  subrogated  to  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the 
Smith  Construction  Company  in  and  to  monies  due  or  to  become  due  to 
said  Smith  Construction  Company  from  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  the 
right,  title  and  interest  of  the  Town  in  and  to  the  bond  of  the  Standard 
Accident  Insurance  Company  with  the  further  purpose  that  all  other 
claimants  to  the  funds  be  brought  into  the  suit  as  parties. 

The  petitioner  as  well  as  many  other  persons  had  prior  to  this  suit  filed 
claims  with  the  Town  Clerk  for  monies  alleged  to  be  due  to  them  by  the 
contractors  for  labor  or  materials  or  both  and  to  establish  liens.  An 
alleged  assignment  of  funds  by  the  contractors  had  been  presented  by 
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another  person  and  four  parties  had  brought  actions  at  law  against  the 
contractors  in  which  the  Town  has  been  summoned  as  alleged  trustee.  In 
the  suits  at  law  and  the  proceeding  in  equity  above  described  the  Town 
has  appeared  and  answered  and  in  the  latter  case  has  named  and  is  seeking 
to  make  parties  all  persons  known  to  have  any  interest  in  the  funds  retained 
or  the  bond  security. 

While  the  extent  and  length  of  this  litigation  cannot  at  present  be  deter¬ 
mined,  yet  it  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  brought  to  a  conclusion  during  the 
year  1932  and  it  is  expected  that  the  expense  to  the  Town,  other  than  that 
for  which  it  is  liable  under  the  contract  in  any  event,  will  be  limited  to  the 
amount  required  to  meet  a  situation  which  is  not  of  its  making  but  in 
which  it  is  compelled  to  be  a  party  litigant  and  to  protect  its  position. 

On  May  14,  1931,  Howland  Twombly  and  others,  Trustees  under  will 
of  Charles  Sumner  Bird,  filed  a  petition  against  the  Board  of  Assessors  of 
Norwood  with  the  State  Board  of  Tax  Appeals,  through  which,  as  owners 
on  April  1,  1930,  of  certain  real  estate  located  in  Norwood  and  assessed 
to  them  and  for  which  they  paid  taxes  under  protest  on  October  1,  1930, 
they  sought  to  secure  a  reduction  of  the  amounts  assessed  and  for  a  refund 
to  the  extent  of  any  abatement  ordered  following  the  refusal  on  the  part 
of  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  abate  any  of  the  taxes  on  said  properties 
except  as  to  certain  buildings  situated  on  one  of  the  parcels  involved. 
Through  Answer  prepared  and  filed  through  this  Department  on  June  9, 
1931,  the  Board  of  Assessors  denied  that  the  assessments  upon  the  several 
parcels  of  real  estate  except  as  modified  by  the  abatement  above  referred 
to,  were  in  excess  of  the  fair  cash  values  of  the  properties  and  affirmed  that 
they  were  based  upon  the  fair  cash  values  of  the  properties  on  April  1, 
1930.  After  preparation  for  hearing  but  before  the  case  was  reached  for 
hearing  by  Agreement  of  Parties  filed  on  September  24,  1931,  the  petition 
was  dismissed  without  costs,  it  being  agreed  as  the  basis  of  dismissal  that 
no  list  of  the  real  estate  described  in  the  petition  had  been  filed  as  required 
by  the  statutory  notice  given  by  the  Assessors  for  the  year  1930  and  that 
no  abatement  as  of  right  could  be  claimed  as  to  the  taxes  assessed  for  that 
year. 

General 

Attention  was  given  by  way  of  advice  and  other  appropriate  action  as 
appeared  to  be  required  to  the  officials  and  upon  the  subject  matters 
briefly  stated  as  follows: —

Service  Station  license  and  zoning  by-law  application  questions. 
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Proposed  state  highway  section  construction  control  and  action  ques¬ 
tions. 

Course  of  action  as  to  articles  for  special  town  meeting  warrant. 
Payment  of  fireman’s  wages  while  on  sick  leave  also  as  to  illness  com¬ 
pensation. 

Course  of  action  as  to  Tannyhill  land  damages  claim. 

Smith  Construction  Company  contract  situation  and  course  of  action 
involving  various  questions.

A  controversy  between  interested  parties  over  location  rights  with 
respect  to  the  Evans  lot  in  Highland  Cemetery  which  threatened  litigation 
wherein  the  Town  would  be  a  party  was  abandoned  so  far  as  the  Town  was 
concerned  as  it  was  established  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  moving  party 
that  the  Cemetery  Commissioners  did  not  exceed  their  authority  and  the 
Town  was  not  concerned  with  the  dispute. 

The  matter  of  the  discontinuance  of  the  old  Town  drain  easement  in

abandoned  under  vote  of  the  Town  when  the  new  drain  was  constructed.

The  various  activities  of  the  Board  have  been  carried  on  in  the  usual 
way,  and  reports  from  Dr.  Curtin  at  the  Dental  Clinic,  Dr.  Mulvehill,  Milk 
Inspector  and  Agent,  Mr.  John  A.  Shannon,  Inspector  of  Plumbing,  and 
Miss  Katherine  Kingman,  Public  Health  nurse  are  as  follows: 

The  annual  report  of  the  Dental  Clinic  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1931  is  hereb}  submitted: 

The  Clinic  follows  the  same  rules  as  are  in  force  at  the  Forsythe  Dental 
Clinic,  governing  the  treatment  and  extraction  of  permanent  teeth.  The 
work  of  the  clinic  is  concentrated  on  the  first  three  grades,  so  that  by  taking 
care  of  the  teeth  at  the  earliest  possible  time,  the  greatest  number  is  realized. 
Examinations  are  held  of  the  three  upper  grades,  and  notices  of  any  defects 
found  are  sent  home. 
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The  clinic  is  available  for  emergency  cases,  Board  of  Relief  and  several 


patients  have  been  treated  this  year.

Dr.  Mulvehill,  Inspector  of  Milk  submits  the  following  report: 

During  the  year  1931,  one  hundred  thirty  samples  of  milk  were  examined 
for  fat  and  solid  content  and  for  number  of  bacteria  per  cc.,  cleanliness  and 
keeping  quality  alone. 

Ninety-one  dairies  supplying  milk  to  Norwood  were  inspected  and  in 
most  of  these  places  results  of  the  examination  of  the  premises  and  cattle 
housed  therein  were  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

In  a  few  instances  corrections  were  suggested  and  dairy  owners  readily 
complied  with  suggestions. 

The  Public  Health  Nurse,  Miss  Katherine  Kingman,  submits  the  follow¬ 
ing  report : 

38  clinic  days  were  held  during  the  year. 

195  patients  attended  the  clinic. 

90  new  patients. 

550  follow-up  visits  were  made  by  the  nurse  to  clinic  patients. 

9  patients  were  sent  to  a  sanitorium. 

7  patients  were  found  having  tuberculosis. 

1  Tuberculosis  of  the  Eye  patient  was  sent  to  Lakeville  Sanitorium. 

1  lung  abscess,  tubercular  origin  patient  was  sent  to  Braintree  Sanitorium . 
12  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  report  to  the  clinic  regularly  during 
the  year.  These  cases  are  arrested. 

24  Hilum  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  found  in  children  dtiring  the  year. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  attendance  to  the  clinic  and  fewer  ca/ses 
of  Tuberculosis  were  reported  this  past  year  owing  to  the  establishing  of 
two  other  clinics  in  the  surrounding  towns.  These  clinics  were  formed 
from  the  out-growth  of  our  Tuberculosis  Clinic.  Dr.  Griffin  is  in  charge 
of  the  clinic,  also,  and  does  a  fine  work. 

The  Inspector  of  Plumbing,  Mr.  John  Shannon,  reports  that  he  has  made 
136  inspections  for  the  year  1931.

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
1931: 

The  year  of  1931  was  one  of  increased  work  for  this  Board,  the  Board 
having  many  added  burdens  and  responsibilities  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties.  Welfare  officers  have  been  called  upon  to  work  increasingly 
in  an  effort  to  relieve  and  meet  the  problems  arising  from  the  general  un¬ 
employment  situation,  yet  realizing  that  Norwood  is  fortunate  in  having 
so  many  various  industries  that  the  calls  for  help  have  not  increased  as 
much  as  they  have  in  many  other  communities. 

In  some  cases  the  Board  have  been  called  upon  for  Temporary  assistance 
and  have  adjusted  matters  speedily.  The  first  time  applicants  have  often 
been  referred  to  the  local  well  equipped  agencies  and  charitable  organiza¬ 
tions  and  the  latter  have  co-operated  splendidly,  and  have  aid  the  Board 
in  this  respect  many  times.

The  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance  submits  the  following  report  for  1931 : 

The  Old  Age  Assistance  Law  went  into  effect  the  year  of  1931  to  provide 
aid  for  deserving  citizens  seventy  years  of  age  or  older  of  this  Common¬ 
wealth. 

Applications  are  made  at  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  office  and  after 
proper  investigation  cases  are  approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance 
at  the  State  House. 

In  the  Town  of  Norwood  there  were  42  applications  filed.  Of  this  num¬ 
ber  27  were  accepted  and  15  rejected.  Those  rejected  were  for  the  follow¬ 
ing  reasons:  5  had  too  large  an  equity  in  their  property,  2  were  non-citizens, 
6  had  children  who  were  able  to  contribute  towards  the  support,  1  did  not 
have  proper  residence,  and  1  for  other  reasons.

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REPORT  OF  PLAYGROUND  DEPARTMENT 

C.  A.  Bingham,  Town  Manager, 

Norwood,  Massachusetts. 

Dear  Mr.  Bingham: 

The  Playgrounds  were  operated  from  July  6  to  August  29,  1931.  The 
attendance  for  the  season  was  larger  than  in  previous  years.  This  increase 
was  seen  on  each  playground,  the  total  registration  this  year  being  over 
1400. 

The  supervision  of  the  Morse  Pond  Swimming  Pool  was  a  new  project 
for  this  department.  Not  only  were  the  swimming  and  diving  under  the 
direction  of  a  life  saver,  but  the  adjoining  land  was  turned  into  a  play¬ 
ground.  This  feature  added  to  the  attractiveness  and  attendance  at  the 
pool.  Regular  leagues  were  entered  by  the  boys  throughout  the  season. 
This  opportunity  for  play  also  relieved  the  congestion  of  the  Balch  Play¬ 
ground.  The  attendance  was  chiefly  made  up  of  boys,  over  two  hundred 
of  them  being  regular  playground  boys. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Public  Works  Department,  it  was  possible 
to  improve  the  sanitary  conditions  at  Morse  Pond.  It  is  sincerely  hoped 
that  further  work  along  this  line  will  be  provided  so  that  the  larger  numbers 
using  the  pond  may  be  benefited. 

As  in  former  years,  the  inter-playground  leagues  in  baseball  and  volley 
ball  for  boys  and  girls  were  carried  on.  These  leagues  were  formed  to  give 
as  many  children  as  possible  the  opportunity  to  enter  into  competition 
under  guidance.  An  addition  to  the  program  was  made  in  having  leagues 
within  each  playground.  This  increased  the  league  enrollments  to  over 
three  hundred  children. 

The  tennis  tournaments  reached  larger  numbers  than  ever  before. 
Seventy-two  names  were  entered  in  the  three  classes.  This  activity  was 
particularly  noteworthy  as  it  brought  into  the  work  a  greater  interest  in 
adult  recreation. 

The  Norwood  Lodge  of  Elks  gave  the  Playground  children  a  Field  Day. 
Sports  were  entered  into  by  children  of  all  ages.  Over  twelve  hundred  at¬ 
tended  accompanied  by  interested  parents,  friends  and  the  ever  generous 
Elks.  Ice  cream  was  given  to  each  child  at  the  close  of  the  games  program. 

Parents’  night,  an  annual  feature  of  our  season  found  twelve  hundred 
children  doing  their  best  to  entertain.  Plays,  dances,  games  and  tourna¬ 
ments  told  the  visiting  adults  of  the  activities  enjoyed  in  the  regular  Play¬ 
ground  day.  This  event  has  steadily  increased  in  popularity  since  its  first 
introduction  several  years  ago.  It  is  a  real  neighborhood  party  and  par¬ 
ticularly  at  the  Balch  and  Pleasant  Playgrounds  when  it  is  attended  by 
hundreds  of  adults. 

The  Board  of  Health  felt  it  necessary  for  us  to  postpone  our  final  demon¬ 
stration,  which  was  a  genuine  disappointment  to  the  children;  and  in  view 
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of  the  possible  danger  each  playground  ran  its  demonstration  on  the  local 
ground.  Hundreds  of  parents  and  friends  visited  the  grounds.  Although 
inclement  weather  necessitated  shortening  the  programs,  every  child 
participated. 

The  American  Legion  offered  their  excellent  band  to  help  make  the 
festival  a  real  treat  for  the  children;  and  although  we  could  not  accept 
their  offer,  they  assured  us  it  was  good  for  another  year,  so  we  wait  for  a 
bigger  play  night  to  come. 

The  cooperation  of  a  splendid  staff  of  directors  was  the  keynote  to  the 
success  of  the  playgrounds.  The  never  failing  assistance  of  the  various 
branches  of  the  municipal  offices  made  it  possible  to  carry  it  through. 

Another  year  Norwood’s  Playgrounds  will  probably  be  able  to  increase 
their  scope  to  embrace  further  evening  activities.  At  the  present  time, 
they  exceed  most  towns  of  their  size;  but  as  Norwood  is  a  leader  in  many 
phases,  greater  recreational  opportunity  for  all  will  be  seen  there  first. 

I  wish  to  add  publicly  my  thanks  to  you  for  the  confidence  and  help  you 
have  given  the  entire  staff.

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  Board  of  Assessors  herewith  submit  their  annual  report  together 
with  the  statement  of  valuations  as  determining  the  tax  levy  for  the  year 
1931. 


Organization  April  1,  1931 

Kenneth  McKenzie  was  reappointed  by  the  Selectmen  as  Assessor  for 
the  term  of  three  years  beginning  April  1,  1931. 

The  Board  organized  as  follows:  Patrick  J.  Lydon  was  elected  Chairman 
and  Agnes  M.  Coughlin,  Clerk. 

Assistant  Assessors 

On  March  25,  1931  George  L.  Banks,  Robert  B.  Oldham,  John  H.  Car- 
berry,  John  P.  Crowley,  Leslie  J.  Latham  and  James  E.  Roache  were 
appointed  assistant  assessors  by  the  Board  under  the  authority  of  Town 
Meeting  to  serve  for  the  period  of  thirty  days  or  such  shorter  period  as  the 
Board  of  Assessors  may  determine. 

Tax  Rate  for  the  Year  1931 

On  July  29,  1931  it  was  voted  that  the  tax  rate  for  the  year  1931  be 
determined  as  $29.00  per  thousand. 

The  table  of  tax  requirements  submitted  herewith  exhibit  a  comparison 
of  the  year  1930  to  1931. 

It  was  voted  that  no  Special  Assessments  be  levied  against  individual 
parcels  of  land  in  the  Neponset  Valley  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  ex¬ 
pense  which  the  Town  has  been  called  upon  to  pay  because  no  agricultural 
benefit  can  be  found  to  exist. 

Filing  of  Statements 

The  Board  of  Assessors  wish  to  call  to  the  attention  of  all  taxpayers  the 
responsibility  placed  upon  each  taxpayer,  under  the  Law,  the  necessity  of 
filing  of  statements  of  property  taxable  in  each  year. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  are  permitted  to  abate  only  as  the  Law  directs. 

January  12,  1932  the  following  Resolution  was  passed: 

Voted,  that  the  following  resolution  relative  to  our  late  fellow  member, 
Kenneth  McKenzie,  be  embodied  in  the  records  and  in  the  annual  report 
to  the  Town, 

Whereas,  Kenneth  McKenzie,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  by 
continuous  service  from  the  date  of  his  first  appointment  on  March  14, 
1922,  died  on  January  7,  1932  during  the  fourth  term  of  office  to  expire  on 
April  1,  1934. 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  we  his  associates,  the  surviving  members  of  the 
Board,  express  our  deep  sorrow  and  our  keen  sense  of  personal  loss  on  his 
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departure  from  this  life  and  our  appreciation  of  his  efficient  and  conscien¬ 
tious  service  to  the  citizens  of  Norwood. 

He  brought  to  the  deliberations  of  the  Board  a  splendid  judgment,  ripe 
business  experience  and  a  strong  sense  of  values  and  of  justice. 

He  was  always  faithful  and  painstaking  in  the  performance  of  the  im¬ 
portant  duties  of  his  office.  He  was  an  intensely  loyal  official,  firm  in  his 
friendships,  and  certain  in  constant  cooperation  with  his  associates.  His 
worth  to  the  Town  cannot  be  measured  by  ordinary  standards  and  his  loss 
is  correspondingly  great.  His  exemplary  private  and  official  life  has,  we 
trust,  brought  its  reward.

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REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMISSION 

The  Finance  Commission  for  the  year  1931,  organized  as  follows:  Francis 
J.  Foley,  Chairman,  Herbert  G.  Johnson,  Clerk,  and  Francis  W.  Smith, 
member  of  the  Finance  Commission. 

During  the  3^ear  1931  revenue  was  reduced  to  some  degree  by  the  de¬ 
pression,  making  it  necessary  to  curtail  expenses  and  maintain  a  well 
balanced  budget.  This  was  accomplished,  resulting  in  a  continuation  of 
the  $29.00  tax  rate  which  had  prevailed  the  year  before. 

A  number  of  the  Town  Departments  exceeded  their  original  budget 
appropriations  from  available  revenue.  Such  items  included:

While  funds  were  available  for  these  purposes,  either  by  transfer  or 
borrowing,  it  is  a  practice  which  should  not  prevail,  as  it  leaves  so  much 
less  revenue  for  the  following  year. 

The  Commission  carries  on  the  principle  of  avoiding  borrowing  insofar 
as  practicable,  but  on  account  of  the  unusual  conditions  prevailing  this 
year,  borrowing  has  been  resorted  to  as  follows: 

Schools  $48,000.00 

Highway  purposes  27,900.00 

Sewer  2,600.00 

Water  3,000.00 

During  the  year,  however,  debts  have  been  retired  to  the  amount  of 
$150,200.00  leaving  a  net  reduction  of  $68,700  in  the  total  indebtedness. 

Norwood’s  financial  condition  is  by  no  means  unsound,  but  the  Finance 
Commission  believes  in  policies  which  will  preserve  the  condition  of  sound¬ 
ness  rather  than  let  it  weaken.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
Senior  High  School  Addition 

Once  more  the  School  Committee  finds  pleasure  in  expressing  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  prompt  work  done  by  the  Senior  High  School  Addition  Building 
Committee,  in  providing  plans  and  having  ready  the  rooms  so  much  needed 
to  take  care  of  the  growth  in  this  division  of  the  system,  as  deserving  of 
much  credit.  Particular  mention  should  be  made  of  the  Music  Room 
which  seats  ninety-seven  pupils  and  takes  care  of  a  much  needed  re¬ 
quirement.  In  addition  to  making  possible  classes  in  music,  and  sup¬ 
plying  a  place  for  the  orchestra  to  rehearse  in,  the  room  is  in  constant  use 
as  a  study  hall  or  for  group  meetings.  Posture  chairs  are  provided  for 
the  room,  equipped  with  tablet  arms  which  may  be  used  for  study  pur¬ 
poses. 

Repairs  and  Replacements 

A  great  deal  of  the  expenditure  under  this  heading  was  brought  about  by 
necessary  repairs  to  the  boilers  at  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools,  the 
total  cost  for  such  work  amounting  to  $1500.  The  boilers  at  the  Winslow 
and  Balch  Schools  also  required  some  attention.  A  coppus  blower,  in¬ 
stalled  at  the  Junior  High  School  was  moved  to  the  Beacon  School  to  take 
the  place  of  the  inadequate  blower  which  had  been  in  use  there. 

Interior  refinishing  was  carried  on  to  quite  an  extent  in  the  Shattuck  and 
Winslow  Schools.  Much  of  this  work  was  done  by  the  janitors,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  John  P.  Oldham. 

At  the  Balch  School,  a  number  of  bulletin  boards  were  installed  by 
janitors,  and  desks  in  two  rooms  refinished. 

As  in  other  years,  there  has  been  a  considerable  loss  through  the  break¬ 
ing  of  windows  in  various  buildings.  In  most  cases,  this  breakage  has 
been  caused  by  throwing  of  stones  through  windows  and  reports  have  been 
made  to  the  Police  Department  of  all  such  damages. 

The  major  improvement  of  the  year  under  this  heading  came  with  the 
installation  of  Ballard  oil  burners  at  the  Junior  High  School.  The  ex¬ 
pense  of  this  installation  was  $2,550.  As  a  result  of  burning  oil  in  the 
Junior  High  School,  it  is  believed  that  the  smoke  nuisance  against  which 
petitioners  in  the  neighborhood  of  this  building  have  appeared  before  the 
School  Committee,  has  been  entirely  eliminated.  While  the  oil  burners 
have  been  in  use  but  one  month  it  has  already  been  shown  through  the 
janitor’s  reports  that  a  financial  saving  will  come  to  the  Town  through  the 
use  of  oil  as  compared  to  the  use  of  soft  coal. 

Enrollment 

The  enrollment  in  Table  I  shows  the  estimates  for  increase  in  the  Senior 
High  School  were  not  excessive.  The  gain  in  that  building  is  117  pupils.

To  take  care  of  this  increase  in  numbers,  only  two  additional  teachers  were 
added  to  the  High  School  force.  An  additional  position  was  created  when 
Mr.  Lincoln  D.  Lynch  was  elected  to  the  faculty  as  Submaster.  Half  of 
his  time  is  taken  up  by  classroom  teaching.

The  grade  enrollment  figures  for  1931  show  a  twelfth  grade  of  175  and 
the  ninth  grade  of  the  Junior  High  School  shows  285  enrolled.  It  is  again 
necessary  to  estimate  that  the  High  School  will  have  to  provide  next  year 
for  at  least  100  additional  pupils.  This  may  make  necessary  one  or  two 
more  teachers  for  the  Senior  High  School  faculty.  Instead  of  a  growth  in 
the  Junior  High  School,  the  anticipated  shrinkage  in  enrollment  is  oc¬ 
curring.  This  was  indicated  in  the  report  of  1930.  With  this  smaller  en¬ 
rollment  in  the  Junior  High  School,  it  will  be  possible  to  eliminate  two 
teaching  positions,  and  to  relieve  some  of  the  congestion  in  all  grades  where 
overcrowding  of  classrooms  has  been  prevalent.

The  enrollment  in  the  elementary  grades  and  special  classes  is  ninety 
lower  than  that  of  1930.  It  will  be  possible  in  this  division  of  the  system 
to  eliminate  two  more  teaching  positions,  making  a  total  of  nine  teaching 
positions  eliminated  in  all  in  the  elementary  schools  in  the  past  five  years. 

Crippled  Children 

The  State  law  passed  during  last  year’s  legislative  session  makes  it 
compulsory  for  towns  and  cities  to  provide  for  the  education  of  crippled 
children  who  are  unable  to  attend  school,  through  private  instruction  at 
their  homes.  Certain  conditions  govern  this  legislation  but  a  definite  al¬ 
lowance  of  teacher  time  must  be  given  all  cases.  The  school  census  shows 
that  there  are  three  children  in  Norwood  who  come  under  this  classification 
and  steps  have  already  been  taken  to  provide  for  them,  in  compliance  with 
the  law.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Norwood: 

School  Department  Aid  Fund 

All  employees  of  the  School  Department  voted  in  December  to  donate 
two  per  cent  of  their  total  salary  over  a  period  of  six  months  to  a  fund  to 
be  known  as  the  School  Department  Aid  Fund.  Seventy  per  cent  of  this 
contribution  is  to  be  used  for  assisting  to  supply  work  for  the  unemployed; 
the  remaining  thirty  per  cent  to  be  used  through  the  Health  Department 
and  Americanization  Department  for  the  welfare  and  comfort  of  school 
children  apparently  in  need.  Money  thus  made  available  by  School  De¬ 
partment  employees  totals  nearly  $600  per  month.  The  stipulation  was 
made  on  the  money  to  be  used  for  unemployment  that  it  be  expended  for 
services  in  improving  school  buildings  and  grounds.  This  will  make 
possible  a  deduction  from  the  school  budget  item  specified  under  the  head¬ 
ing  “Maintenance  of  Buildings.” 

Textbooks 

The  members  of  the  Committee  on  Arithmetic  have  been  reviewing 
courses  of  study  and  textbooks  over  a  period  of  a  year.  Decision  was 
finally  made  to  adopt  for  grades  three  to  six  the  Modern  School  Arith¬ 
metic,  of  the  World  Book  Company,  a  book  printed  and  bound  in  Norwood. 
This  nearly  completes  for  the  first  six  grades  uniformity  in  all  courses  in 
the  matter  of  textbooks.  The  arithmetic  textbook  which  has  been  chosen 
supplants  five  other  arithmetics  which  were  in  use  throughout  the  Town. 
As  in  other  studies,  it  is  intended  to  keep  all  fourth  grades,  for  example, 
on  practically  the  same  assignment,  following  a  definite  course  of  study, 
so  that  a  pupil  changing  from  one  district  to  another  is  not  handicapped  by 
receiving  a  different  book  and  possibly  starting  in  at  a  different  point  in 
that  study. 

There  has  been  a  growing  practice  among  schools  to  have  books  re¬ 
bound.  During  the  summer,  nearly  400  volumes  were  rebound  and  these 
books  will  probably  give  about  two  more  years  of  use. 


Working  Certificates 

The  request  for  working  certificates  has  been  far  below  the  number 
filed  for  the  past  three  years.  Very  few  school  children  have  left  school 
for  the  purpose  of  going  to  work.  In  fact  all  of  the  certificates  issued  to 
children  who  were  in  school  in  1930  have  been  for  the  purpose  of  some 
summer  work  which  they  may  have  obtained.

Hard  Times 

It  should  be  of  interest  to  many  citizens  to  know  the  part  which  schools 
play  in  hard  times.  Norwood  is  fortunate  in  being  equipped  with  a  fully 
manned  Health  Department  and  in  employing  a  Director  of  Americaniza¬ 
tion.  It  is  only  right  that  these  departments  should  be  the  chief  agencies 
for  social  work  for  the  School  Department. 

Individual  scrutiny  of  pupils  is  being  made  to  a  greater  extent  than  ever 
to  observe  any  signs  of  undernourishment  which  may  appear  and  to  ob¬ 
tain  indications  of  lack  of  clothing  and  bodily  comfort,  if  such  exists.  The 
contributions  of  teachers  as  shown  in  the  two  per  cent  donations,  is  but  a 
small  part  of  the  help  being  given  through  this  group  of  Town  employees. 
Teachers  are  almost  contantly  doing  some  good  and  helpful  act  for  pupils 
who  are  in  dire  need,  and  in  many  instances  it  is  probable  that  only  through 
classroom  teachers  that  these  needs  are  recognized.  In  hundreds  of  cases 
teachers  come  in  closer  contact  with  children  than  do  their  own  parents 
and  in  many  instances  see  the  effects  of  hardships  sooner  through  lagging 
of  interest  in  work,  inattention,  nervousness  and  other  symptoms  of  an 
upset  child  program. 

Many  studies  have  been  made  of  conditions  pertaining  to  school  children 
in  Norwood  and  much  assistance  has  been  given  as  a  result  of  such  studies. 
As  near  as  can  be  determined  it  is  probable  that  there  are  over  200  children 
enrolled  in  the  schools  out  of  3,000  who  are  not  getting  sufficient  to  eat. 
These  cases  are  all  known  and  something  is  being  done  for  them.  Most 
of  them  are  receiving  free  milk  through  the  fund  obtained  by  the  Norwood 
Woman’s  Club.  Into  many  of  the  homes  go  baskets  of  food  contributed 
by  teachers.  While  the  Public  Welfare  Board  no  doubt  is  assisting  most 
of  these  cases,  there  are  many  who  are  discovered  by  teachers  who  have 
never  been  to  this  Board  for  aid. 
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Donations  of  clothing  have  been  most  satisfactory  and  I  believe  that 
it  can  be  safely  said  that  we  have  few,  if  any,  children  suffering  in  this 
respect.  The  problem  of  shoes  is  a  constant  one  and  probably  there  would 
be  a  smaller  percentage  of  colds  if  more  children  could  be  supplied  with 
rubbers.  I  treat  this  subject  at  length  because  I  wish  it  known  that 
members  of  the  teaching  force  are  well  aware  of  the  stress  of  the  times  and 
the  help  which  is  needed  and  I  believe  that  they  are  carrying  on  well. 

The  boys  of  the  football  squad  voted  unanimously  to  engage  in  a  post¬ 
season  football  game  with  the  Milford  High  School  football  team,  the 
proceeds  to  be  donated  to  the  unemployment  fund.  The  total  receipts 
of  this  game  were  $675.75.  One-half  of  this  was  Norwood’s  share  and  a 
check  for  $337.87  was  turned  over  to  the  Unemployment  Relief  Fund. 

Administration 

Sixteen  teachers  resigned  from  the  teaching  force  at  the  close  of  the 
school  year  and  besides  filling  these  vacancies  it  was  necessary  to  engage 
two  additional  teachers  for  the  Senior  High  School.  The  largest  number 
of  changes  occurred  in  the  Senior  High  School  unit,  where  seven  teachers 
left  their  positions,  a  faculty  turnover  of  twenty-five  per  cent. 

During  the  past  five  years  there  has  been  a  consistently  large  loss  of  High 
School  teachers  and  most  of  them  have  been  engaged  by  metropolitan 
towns  and  cities  nearby  where  salary  schedules  are  higher.  While  this 
same  effect  has  been  felt  somewhat  in  the  Junior  High  School,  it  has  not 
been  as  evident  in  grades  one  to  six,  as  there  has  been  an  ample  supply  of 
teachers  for  such  positions. 

A  great  many  cities  and  towns  within  a  fifteen  mile  radius  are  paying 
higher  salaries  for  all  divisions  of  their  school  systems  than  Norwood  is, 
making  it  possible  for  them  to  engage  successful  teachers  here. 

Among  the  teachers  engaged  to  fill  vacancies  this  year,  were  four  Nor¬ 
wood  High  School  graduates,  two  of  them  being  assigned  to  the  Senior 
High  School,  one  to  the  elementary  grades  and  one  to  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment. 

Administration  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  has  been  more 
adequately  taken  care  of  by  the  employment  of  submasters  for  these 
buildings.  In  almost  every  school  report  since  1925  this  need  has  been 
outlined. 

The  first  grade  showed  a  greater  enrollment  than  was  anticipated, 
making  it  necessary  to  make  two  first  grades  at  the  Callahan  School.  In 
the  Winslow  and  West  districts,  more  children  appeared  for  the  first  grade 
than  had  been  discovered  through  the  school  census,  making  it  necessary 
to  transfer  all  second  grade  children  to  the  West  School  from  these  two 
districts,  so  that  the  large  room  used  as  a  first  or  second  grade  at  the 
Winslow  School  could  be  used  entirely  as  a  first  grade  room.  The  small 
room  seating  twenty  pupils  and  formerly  used  for  a  second  grade  at  the 
Winslow  School  has  been  closed  up. 
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A  part  time  janitor  has  been  engaged  for  the  Balch  School  to  replace 
the  system  of  hiring  sweepers  to  assist  the  janitor  assigned  there.  The 
cost  is  somewhat  greater,  but  to  properly  care  for  the  school,  there  was  a 
genuine  requirement  for  more  janitor  time.  There  are  twenty-one  home 
rooms  at  the  Balch  School  and  three  fires  to  take  care  of  and  in  order  to 
procure  a  sufficient  amount  of  sweeping  and  cleaning  more  janitor  time 
was  needed. 


Relation  of  Curricula  to  Enrollment 

During  the  early  part  of  the  present  school  year,  several  studies  were 
made  of  nationality  groups  and  their  comparative  scholastic  standings  in 
school.  The  results  of  some  of  these  studies  are  presented  in  order  that 
proof  may  be  given  in  part  not  only  of  the  need  of  our  present  curricula 
in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools,  but  the  demand  and  need  for  an 
extension  of  some  divisions  of  these  curricula  is  shown  in  the  reports  of 
principals. 

It  was  discovered  that  throughout  the  school  system  a  total  of  over 
sixty-five  per  cent  of  the  children  registered  have  both  parents  foreign 
born  and  that  over  eighty  per  cent  have  either  the  father  or  mother  of 
foreign  birth.  The  studies  show  that  thirty-one  countries  are  represented 
in  the  questionnaires,  the  largest  in  numerical  order  being:  1.  Lithuania, 
2.  Italy,  3.  Ireland,  4.  Poland,  5.  Finland  and  6.  Syria. 

A  specific  study  of  the  scholastic  standing  of  groups  in  the  Senior  High 
School  has  been  made  and  the  results  of  this  are  shown  in  the  table  on 
the  following  page: 

A  few  conclusions  which  may  be  taken  from  these  studies  are: 

1.  Boys  and  girls  cannot  possibly  be  given  a  single  academic  course  of 
study  in  the  upper  grades  and  told  this  is  all  we  can  give  you.  By  upper 
grades  is  meant  the  last  six  grades  of  the  school  system,  which  includes 
all  the  work  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools. 

2.  Certain  pre-vocational  courses,  which  are  very  elementary  in  their 
outlines,  are  offered  in  these  schools  as  well  as  the  long  established  courses 
in  all  secondary  schools,  such  as  commercial  work,  freehand  drawing  and 
mechanical  drawing.  These  vocational  courses,  so-called,  allow  pupils 
to  have  two  or  three  years  of  elementary  training  in  shop  work  for  boys 
and  home  economics  for  girls. 

3.  More  than  half  of  the  pupils  in  the  High  School  are  enrolled  in  the 
business  course  and  over  twenty-five  per  cent  more  in  the  vocational  work. 
These  studies  are  elected  by  pupils  not  because  they  believe  them  to  be 
the  easier,  but  because  they  genuinely  desire  to  take  them  with  the  idea 
of  at  least  laying  the  foundation  for  the  accomplishment  of  a  gainful 
occupation  in  the  future.  The  number  of  Norwood  pupils  who  desire  to 
enter  academic  colleges  is  less  than  five  per  cent  of  the  enrollment  and 
probably  it  would  be  discovered,  if  information  could  be  obtained,  that 
not  more  than  five  per  cent  can  afford  to  go  to  such  colleges.  This  alone

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should  be  strong  enough  argument  that  a  return  to  the  old  system  of  one 
academic  course  with  the  “take  it  or  leave  it”  idea  would  be  a  highly 
undemocratic  as  well  as  unfair  and  really  un-American  means  of  treating 
those  who  seek  secondary  education.  Those  who  look  upon  the  schools  as 
costly  have  a  tendency  to  point  to  our  vocational  courses  and  other  parts 
of  the  curriculum  which  have  been  adopted  during  the  past  fifteen  years 
as  frills  which  could  be  eliminated  with  a  resulting  saving  of  money  to 
the  towns  and  cities  where  such  courses  have  been  instituted.  Such  eli¬ 
mination  would  only  lead  to  extreme  educational  unrest  among  the  boys  and 
girls  who  are  entitled  to  this  training  and  who  would  be  handicapped  in 
this  day  and  age  in  competition  with  their  contemporaries.  It  would  also 
bring  about  social  disorders  among  this  generation  of  youth  as  hundreds 
of  them  could  not  possibly  accomplish  the  work  outlined  in  college  prepara¬ 
tory  courses  and  other  academic  branches  of  the  curriculum  and  they  would 
necessarily  have  to  leave  school.  Many  of  them  would  eventually  become 
community  problems. 

4.  The  scholastic  ratings  in  both  the  English  and  the  general  averages 
show  good  work  and  it  should  be  noted  that  in  no  case  has  the  rank  gone 
below  seventy  per  cent  for  the  groups  having  a  registration  of  fifteen  or 
over.  The  general  average  of  77.44  for  the  larger  groups  is  most  pleasingly 
high  and  would  probably  show'  above  a  general  average  if  one  could  be 
taken  for  communities  like  ours.  This  is  probably  largely  due  to  the  fact 
that  we  do  differentiate  our  work  in  High  School  and  that  pupils  are  able 
to  elect  studies  which  they  enjoy  and  obtain  benefit  from. 

Conclusion 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  some  citizens  believe  that  one  of  the  easiest 
ways  of  cutting  down  municipal  expenditures  is  to  begin  with  the  schools 
and  the  program  of  the  schools.  Educators  realize  that  the  depression 
causes  them  to  face  the  most  difficult  problems  in  their  work  that  they 
have  ever  been  called  upon  to  meet.  Every  possible  retrenchment 
should  be  made  in  all  budgets  and  school  departments  are  generally 
agreed  upon  this,  but  equally  do  they  feel  that  sacrifices  should  not  be 
made  which  are  to  affect  the  chances  of  the  children  of  the  present  school 
day  and  the  establishment  of  handicaps  which  will  make  them  less  able 
to  take  their  places  in  competition  later  on.  The  advice  recommended 
in  a  recent  bulletin  of  the  National  Education  Association  is:  “Instead 
of  bonding  the  community  for  buildings,  roads  and  other  enterprises, 
the  costs  to  be  met  by  the  next  generation,  better  bond  it  for  the  chil¬ 
dren,  who,  with  their  more  adequate  education,  would  find  a  way  of  pro¬ 
viding  improvements  to  meet  the  needs  of  their  own  day.”

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting,  herewith,  my  fifth  annual  report  as  Prin¬ 
cipal  of  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School. 

Enrollment

This  enrollment  of  695  indicates  an  increased  student  body  of  103  pupils 
over  the  592  enrolled  as  of  September  10,  1930,  and  clearly  justifies  the 
increased  room  accommodations  and  instruction  of  the  present  school  year. 
The  figures,  as  given  by  the  Junior  High  School  enrollment  for  this  year, 
offer  another  indication  that  in  September,  1932,  we  shall  face  an  enroll¬ 
ment  of  approximately  800  students.  Graduating,  as  we  shall  in  June, 
1932,  in  the  vicinity  of  175  pupils,  with  the  maximum  possibility  of  re¬ 
ceiving  from  the  present  ninth  grade  293  as  next  year’s  entering  class,  we 
shall  have  a  gross  increase  possibility  of  118  more  students  than  we  had  in 
September,  1931.  Making  all  allowances  for  shrinkage,  which  is  almost 
negligible  in  these  days  of  depression  and  scarcity  of  work,  a  conservative 
estimate  would  be  a  net  increase  of  approximately  100  students,  showing 
that  our  enrollment  likelihood  in  September,  1932,  will  be  close  to  800 
pupils.  From  these  figures  it  will  be  very  evident  that  additional  in¬ 
struction  shall  be  needed  to  take  care  of  the  increased  enrollment,  it  being 
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felt  at  present  that  two  additional  teachers  will  suffice  to  handle  the  extra 
load,  and  that  our  splendid  addition  of  eight  extra  class  rooms  last  summer 
will  adequately  take  care  of  housing  a  school  of  800  pupils. 

Faculty 

The  faculty  of  the  Norwood  High  School  has  been  augmented  this  year 
by  the  following  replacements  and  additional  teachers: 

Mr.  Lincoln  D.  Lynch  has  been  added  to  our  group  in  the  dual  capacity 
of  sub-master  and  teacher.  Coming  to  Norwood  High  School  after  several 
years  of  administrative  experience,  his  services  are  answering  a  long-felt 
need  and  are  highly  valued.  He  is  exerting  a  very  helpful  influence  toward 
the  proper  development  of  the  student  body  and  the  general  growth  of  the 
school,  giving  the  same  guidance  and  assistance  to  the  boys  as  has  been  the 
privilege  of  the  girls  to  receive  from  our  Dean,  Miss  Ruth  M.  Gow.  Mr. 
Lynch  comes  to  us  from  Bridgewater,  Massachusetts,  where  he  was  Prin¬ 
cipal  of  the  Senior  High  School.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Boston  College  in 
June,  1921,  with  a  year  of  resident  study  at  Harvard.  He  has  an  A.B. 
degree  and  has  had  eight  years  of  practical  experience  in  public  secondary 
schools  of  the  state  and  three  years  experience  as  a  high  school  principal. 
Besides  four  periods  of  administrative  work,  he  is  teaching  two  periods 
of  United  States  History  each  day.  As  faculty  manager  of  high  school 
athletics,  he  very  generously  gives  of  his  time  in  assisting  the  sports  pro¬ 
gram,  coaching  wherever  Mr.  Murray  can  use  him  in  the  handling  of  our 
very  large  number  of  athletes  in  the  various  sports. 

English  Department 

One  additional  teacher  was  engaged  to  carry  on  the  increased  work  in 
this  department,  Miss  Elizabeth  O’Sullivan.  Miss  O’Sullivan  received  her 
training  at  Boston  University  and  has  had,  previous  to  coming  to  Norwood, 
four  years  of  teaching  experience  at  Biddeford,  Maine. 

Miss  Miriam  McMichael  has  been  engaged  to  take  the  place  of  Miss 
Dorothy  Pollard  who  left  teaching  work  to  be  married.  Miss  McMichael 
received  her  training  at  Bates  College,  and  has  had,  previous  to  coming  to 
Norwood,  one  year  of  teaching  experience  at  Georgetown,  Massachusetts, 
and  one  year  at  Houlton,  Maine. 

Miss  Cora  Hopkins  comes  to  us  from  Wheaton  College  with  six  jears 
teaching  experience  in  Connecticut  to  take  the  place  of  Miss  Edith  Knowl- 
ton  who  resigned  in  June. 

Commercial  Department 

Two  additional  teachers  have  been  engaged  for  this  unit  of  the  school. 
This  department  has  upwards  of  60%  of  our  students  taking  some  com¬ 
mercial  work,  and  nine  new  divisions  were  scheduled  for  the  master  program. 

Miss  Vena  M.  Garvin  and  Miss  Dorothy  R.  Guptill  are  the  two  recent 
additions  to  the  instruction  staff  in  this  department. 
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Miss  Garvin  graduated  from  the  Gorham  Normal  School  and  the 
Chandler  Secretarial  School.  Her  teaching  experience  was  received  at 
Sanford,  Maine,  and  Burdett  College,  1908  to  1917.  She  has  also  had 
thirteen  years  of  business  experience. 

Miss  Guptill  graduated  from  the  Nashua  Business  College  in  1924.  She 
has  taught  in  Maine  from  1924  to  1931. 

Miss  Loretta  J.  Burke,  substituting  for  Miss  Doris  Blanchard,  is  a 
Simmons  College  graduate.  She  taught  at  the  Chandler  Secretarial  School 
from  1923  to  1931. 

History  Department 

The  personnel  of  this  department  has  two  changes:  Miss  Avis  Cottrell, 
who  is  replacing  Mr.  Louis  McBay,  and  Mr.  James  Butler,  taking  the 
place  of  Miss  Lucy  Nordon.  Mr.  Lynch  also  teaches  in  this  department. 
The  training  and  experience  of  these  additional  teachers  is  as  follows: 

Miss  Cottrell  is  a  graduate  of  Boston  University  with  A.B.  and  A.M. 
degrees.  Since  1927  she  has  taught  in  the  Sterling,  and  Walpole,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  High  Schools. 

Mr.  James  H.  Butler,  a  graduate  of  the  Norwood  High  School,  attended 
Holy  Cross  for  one  year  and  received  his  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Education 
degree  in  1923  at  Bridgewater  Normal  School.  He  now  holds  the  Master 
of  Arts  degree  from  New  York  University,  received  in  1929.  He  has 
taught  since  1923,  coming  here  this  year  from  Mt.  Vernon,  New  York,  to 
handle  work  in  the  History  department. 

Language  Department 

The  language  department  did  not  show  a  very  material  increase  in  en¬ 
rollment.  Consequently  it  has  the  same  faculty  as  the  previous  year  with 
the  exception  of  Miss  Mary  R.  Mackedon  who  returned,  after  a  year’s 
leave  of  absence  for  study  in  France,  to  resume  her  duties  as  department 
head. 

Mathematics  and  Science  Departments 

The  mathematics  and  science  departments  show  the  following  changes: 

Miss  Harriet  M.  Cay,  who  handles  three  division  of  mathematics  and 
two  divisions  of  science,  comes  to  us  from  Spelman  College,  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  having  graduated  from  Mt.  Holyoke  College  in  1928  with  the 
B.A.  degree.  She  is  a  Norwood  High  School  graduate. 

Mr.  Stanley  C.  Fisher  of  Waloole,  Massachusetts  takes  the  place  of  Mr. 
Wallace  Sawyer  who  resigned  to  accept  the  position  of  sub-master  of  the 
Weston  High  School.  Mr.  Fisher  is  a  graduate  of  Bates  College,  class  of 
1930,  and  has  had  one  year’s  teaching  experience  at  Bath,  Maine. 

Miss  M.  Elaine  Fulton,  another  new  teacher  in  the  Home  Economics 
department,  has  one  division  of  science  and  the  balance  of  her  time  is  put 
into  the  home  economics  division.  She  is  a  graduate  of  the  Framingham 
Normal  School,  receiving  a  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Education  degree  in  1930. 
She  taught  at  South  Itovalston,  Massachusetts. 
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The  balance  of  the  faculty  remains  the  same  as  it  was  in  the  year  1930- 
1931. 


Graduation,  1931

It  is  evident  from  this  list  that  only  a  comparatively  small  proportion  of 
our  graduates  wish  to  enter  colleges  which  give  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts  or  Bachelor  of  Science  in  college  wTork.  When  one  considers  that 
60.8%  of  our  student  body  have  both  parents  of  foreign  birth,  most  of 
whom  are  not  college  trained  men  and  women,  it  is  little  to  be  wondered 
that  the  home  influence  toward  encouraging  academic  pursuit  beyond

high  school  is  not  greater  than  we  find  it.  We  feel  that,  roughly  speaking, 
slightly  less  than  10%  of  our  students  make  use  of  our  college  preparatory 
department  and  its  work.  To  be  sure,  many  students  feel  a  desire  and 
urge  to  carry  on  beyond  high  school  in  their  studies  and  training.  This 
largely  takes  the  form  of  vocational  training,  however.  The  entrance  into 
such  schools  as  offer  this  vocational  training  requires  merely  a  diploma 
from  an  accredited  high  school.  It  is,  therefore,  clear  that  the  major 
work  of  our  modern  secondary  school  cannot  be  moulded  too  closely  to 
college  preparatory  lines. 

A  report  of  the  work  being  done  now  by  our  graduates  in  college  is  wholly 
satisfactory  and  complimentary  to  the  preparatory  work  of  our  school. 
We  have  the  record  now  that  in  the  past  five  years  no  failure  marks  have 
been  recorded  against  the  names  of  any  of  our  graduates  in  any  of  the  New 
England  colleges  on  the  New  England  College  Certificate  Board  list. 
Eleven  colleges  are  included  in  the  list.  This  enables  us  to  continue 
certificating  graduates  of  our  school  who  are  honor  grade  pupils,  and  who 
have  secured  the  certificate  grade  of  85%  or  above,  into  colleges  accepting 
certificates  from  high  schools. 

Departmental  Reorganization  and  Work 

The  addition  of  seven  new  recitation  rooms  and  a  music  room  made  it 
possible,  not  only  for  us  to  adequately  house  our  695  students  in  September, 
but  also  to  rearrange  our  English,  Modern  Language,  and  Commercial 
Departments  so  that  work  within  these  departments  is  now  conducted 
in  rooms  immediately  adjoining  or  near  one  another.  This  is  of  a  far 
greater  convenience  and  has  made  for  unification  of  work  in  all  depart¬ 
ments.  A  room  formerly  given  over  to  the  clerical  practice  room,  belong¬ 
ing  originally  to  the  Home  Economics  Department,  has  been  returned  to 
that  department  for  use  in  the  Home  Economics  divisions.  This  has  been 
splendidly  fitted  up  so  that  it  now  adequately  takes  care  of  the  needs  of 
this  work,  and  some  mighty  valuable  instruction  is  now  being  given  to  the 
219  girls  in  this  department,  instruction  which  is  bound  to  make  better 
home-makers  of  our  girls. 

The  Commercial  Department  has  made  over  its  arrangement  of  rooms 
so  that  it  now  includes  the  clerical  practice  and  office  appliance  room  and 
has  adjoining  typewriting  and  stenography  rooms.  This  greatly  facilitates 
the  work  of  this  department. 

Costs  of  Operation 

The  work  of  the  school,  in  spite  of  the  existing  economic  depression,  has 
carried  on  quite  as  usual  without  experiencing  any  detrimental  hazzards 
such  as  serious  limitations  in  instruction,  supplies,  and  equipment.  For 
this  we  are  extremely  thankful  to  the  town.  Teachers  throughout  all  de¬ 
partments  are  endeavoring  to  practice  strict  economy  and  are  helping  in 
every  way  to  make  the  costs  of  operating  this  comprehensive  High  School 
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of  ours  as  low  as  possible  with  all  due  regard  for  maintaining  its  high 
standard  of  work  and  the  necessarily  highly  diversified  curricula. 

Much  has  been  said  recently  of  the  possibility  of  doing  away  with  some 
of  the  more  practical  and  vocational  subjects  as  a  means  of  reducing  the 
costs  of  running  our  High  School.  Included  in  these  subjects  would  come 
all  commercial  studies,  practical  arts  for  boys,  home  economics  for  girls, 
freehand  drawing,  mechanical  drawing,  and  music.  Following  is  a  list  of 
these  studies  with  their  enrollment  for  this  present  school  year:

It  seems  absurd  that  any  could  advocate  the  doing  away  with  this  type 
of  instruction  and  a  reverting  back  to  the  academic  curriculum  of  the  high 
school  of  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago.  About  80%  of  our  students  are  en¬ 
rolled  in  the  vocational  and  more  practical  courses.  Let  us  not  take  steps 
backward.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  about  twenty-five  boys  were  deprived  last 
September  of  an  opportunity  to  take  practical  arts  for  this  year.  Our 
equipment  and  facilities  do  not  permit  any  more  than  144,  or  six  divisions 
of  twenty-four  each,  taking  this  subject.  More  and  more  boys,  coming 
to  our  High  School,  need  this  type  of  training.  They  have  been  tried  in 
an  academic  curriculum  and  have  discovered  that  the  mechanical  work, 
the  practical  courses,  and  the  vocational  training,  are  best  suited  to  them 
and  their  needs.  If  anything,  we  should  have  more,  rather  than  less,  of 
this  type  of  instruction.  It  is  not  a  good  year  to  recommend  the  pur¬ 
chasing  of  additional  equipment  or  room  for  instruction  in  this  practical 
arts  division.  Neither  is  it  advisable  to  ask  for  increased  teaching  ac¬ 
commodations.  Sooner  or  later,  however,  it  will  be  necessary  to  make 
provisions  for  expansion  in  this  department. 

The  school  needs,  probably  more  than  any  other  one  thing,  the  acquiring 
of  an  assembly  hall;  yet  it  is  full  well  realized  that  a  return  to  normal  times 
industrially  and  economically  will  be  necessary  before  any  consideration 
can  be  given  such  a  project.  We  are  greatly  handicapped  in  carrying  out 
our  assembly  programs,  and  constantly  feel  the  limitations  in  assembly 
work  which  should,  but  cannot,  include  student  productions  such  as 
dramatics,  debating,  musical  operettas,  and  pageants,  not  to  say  anything 
of  the  very  valuable  stereopticon,  motion  picture,  and  illustrative  lectures 
requiring  a  darkened  room. 
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High  Spots  of  1931 

During  the  year  1931  certain  academic  and  non-academic  achievements 
of  note  have  been  accomplished,  some  of  which  are  here  enumerated: 

1.  The  successful  entrance  into  college  of  all  students  qualified  to  at¬ 
tempt  examinations. 

2.  The  receiving  of  college  scholarship  awards  by  four  of  our  graduates 
in  their  second  or  third  year  at  college. 

3.  Favorable  reports  on  scholastic  attainment  by  our  college  freshmen. 

4.  The  splendid  concert  given  by  our  orchestra  at  Framingham  in  the 
form  of  an  assembly  to  the  Framingham  Normal  School  student  body. 

5.  The  high  grade  performance  of  our  Debating  Society  against  the 
team  from  Boston  Latin  High  School. 

6.  Our  annual  Glee  Club  concert,  unusually  well  given. 

7.  The  successful  Senior  Play  and  Promenades  given  by  both  senior  and 
junior  classes. 

8.  General  development  and  progress  in  higher  scholarship  endeavors. 

a.  Seniors  attained  as  high  as  25%  on  the  Honor  Roll. 

b.  An  increase  for  the  school  of  1.7%  over  the  previous  year  in  Honor 
Roll  percentage. 

9.  A  definite  start  in  organized  and  well-directed  instruction  leading  to 
the  character  building  of  all  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  school  by  our  Sub¬ 
master  and  Dean. 

10.  A  very  successful  athletic  year  in  terms  of  mass-participation  in 
sports,  seasons’  results,  building  of  school  and  team  morale,  if  not  wholly 
successful  from  a  financial  point  of  view. 

11.  Notable  achievement  of  many  of  our  17  extra-curricula  and  ac¬ 
tivities  groups,  outstanding  of  which  are : 

a.  Quest  Club  Christmas  Party. 

b.  Arguenot  publications. 

c.  Home  Economics  Thanksgiving  basket  work. 

d.  Rifle  Club  organization  and  accomplishment. 

Summary 

All  in  all,  the  year  1931  has  been  all  that  one  could  reasonably  expect. 
We  have  received  your  continued  support  and  that  of  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee,  for  which  we  are  sincerely  thankful.  It  has  been  a  year  char¬ 
acterized  by  more  or  less  unrest  as  regards  the  school  program  and  finances, 
and  yet  I  earnestly  hope  that  we  shall  be  permitted  to  carry  on,  in  an  un¬ 
hampered  way,  the  work  of  the  school  through  the  coming  fiscal  year. 
Certainly  I  can  see  no  good  coming  from  the  curtailment  of  courses  of 
study  offered.  Teacher  time  would  not  be  saved  as  groups  of  pupils 
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dropped  from  one  course  of  studies  would  only  have  to  enroll  in  another. 
Then  too,  we  surely  would  not  want  to  drive  pupils  out  of  school  through 
failure  to  meet  present  day  demands.  Let  us  keep  the  school  doors  open 
to  all  the  children.

The  Junior  High  School  has  this  year  registered  928  pupils,  January  1, 
1932,  distributed  as  follow's:  seventh  grade,  302;  eighth  grade,  333;  ninth 
grade,  293.  Last  year  there  were  933.  This  is  a  decrease  of  65  pupils 
from  last  year’s  enrollment.  Most  of  this  decrease  has  been  in  the  ninth 
grade,  which  has  fallen  off  52  pupils.  Another  year  the  seventh  grade  will 
be  the  smallest  in  the  school,  the  total  enrollment  of  the  sixth  grade  being 
260,  while  the  ninth  grade  will  be  the  largest.  The  present  eighth  grade 
is  333.  » 

The  decrease  has  worked  to  the  advantage  of  the  school  in  several  di¬ 
rections.  It  has  enabled  us  to  organize  smaller  classes.  We  are  getting 
nearer  to  the  ideal  for  a  junior  high  school  than  we  have  been  since  our 
organization  several  years  ago.  When  the  addition  was  built,  Professor 
Jesse  B.  Davis  recommended  that  a  class  consist  of  thirty-five  pupils  only, 
and  built  the  new  rooms  to  accommodate  that  number.  Next  year  we 
will  approach  that  ideal  in  the  school  organization.  Another  thing  the 
smaller  number  enables  us  to  do  is  being  able  for  the  first  time,  to  seat  the 
entire  school,  without  crowding,  in  the  gymnasium.  In  previous  years  we 
have  had  to  leave  two  divisions  out,  whenever  we  had  an  assembly. 

As  usual  in  the  ninth  grade,  the  largest  registration  is  in  the  Com¬ 
mercial  and  Practical  Arts  divisions.  The  day  is  not  long  enough  to  ac¬ 
commodate  all  the  Manual  Arts  boys  and  Home  Economics  girls  divisions 
without  curtailing  the  time.  This  should  receive  the  attention  of  ad¬ 
ministrative  authority  with  the  idea  of  expanding  these  opportunities  so 
that  all  who  wish  to  may  share  them. 

The  curricula  in  the  Junior  High  School  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  last 
several  years — a  general  course  throughout  the  seventh  grade;  and  in  the 
eighth  grade  a  “try-out”  course  in  which  each  pupil  during  the  year,  spends 
one  term  in  Language  “try-out,”  where  he  tests  his  ability  to  carry  on  more 
advanced  foreign  language  work  in  preparation  for  the  ninth  grade.  The 
second  term  is  spent  in  Woodworking  “try-out”  for  the  boys,  and  Cooking 
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for  the  girls.  The  third  term  is  given  over  to  Commercial  work,  and  the 
fourth  and  last  term  of  the  year,  Mechanical  Drawing  is  given  to  the  boys 
and  Sewing  to  the  girls. 

After  having  successfully  passed  the  required  work  of  eighth  grade,  the 
pupils  are  offered  a  curriculum  based  upon  electives — that  is,  the  ninth 
grade  curriculum  is  made  up  of  four  courses;  the  College  Course,  the 
Practical  Arts  Course,  the  College  Technical  Course,  and  the  Commercial 
Course.  The  pupils’  choice  of  courses  is  guided  by  the  aptitudes  he  has 
shown  in  his  “try-out”  courses  in  the  eighth  grade. 

Extra  Curricula 

All  of  the  extra  curricula  activities  of  the  school  are  carried  on  under  the 
supervision  of  the  teachers  as  club  leaders.  These  activities  are  so  varied 
in  character  that  they  are  certain  to  appeal  to  the  individual  interests  of 
the  individual  pupils.  We  have  thirty-three  organized  clubs  which  range 
from  a  Camera  Club  to  a  Cooking  Club  for  boys.  One  of  the  most  inter¬ 
esting  and  educational  of  these  clubs  is  the  “School  Activities  Club,”  in 
which  the  pupils  take  charge  of  the  publication  of  the  school  paper,  the 
name  of  which  has  been  changed  this  year  from  the  “Arguelot”  to  “School 
Activities.”  All  of  the  work  from  the  gathering  of  news  items  and  stories 
to  the  setting  up  of  the  type  in  the  school  print  shop  is  performed  by  the 
pupils  of  the  Junior  High  School. 

Milk  Period 

This  year  for  the  first  time,  a  mid-morning  luncheon  period  has  been  in¬ 
serted  in  the  regular  school  program  in  order  that  all  pupils  who  so  desire, 
may  procure  a  light  luncheon  of  milk  and  crackers  provided  by  the  school 
at  a  minimum  cost.  The  results  obtained  by  this  mid-morning  luncheon 
seem  to  justify  to  my  mind,  the  few  minutes  that  have  been  taken  from 
the  classroom  work  by  the  increased  gain  in  the  physical  well  being  of  the 
pupils  under  my  charge.  As  proof  of  this  fact,  several  parents  have  per¬ 
sonally  told  me  of  the  gain  in  vigor  and  physical  stamina  noted  by  them 
since  their  sons  and  daughters  have  taken  advantage  of  this  luncheon 
period  instituted  by  the  school. 

Corrective  Exercises 

This  year  a  corrective  exercise  class  has  been  started.  This  class  is  con¬ 
ducted  by  Mr.  Connor  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday,  the  object  being  to 
correct  faulty  and  poor  posture  of  the  children  of  the  Junior  High  School. 
Individual  attention  is  given  to  each  boy  in  the  class,  and  the  proper 
exercise  to  develop  muscles  which  are  weak  causing  the  faulty  posture. 

Faculty  Changes 

There  have  been  many  changes  in  the  faculty  this  past  year.  John  T. 
Connor,  formerly  at  the  Brookline  High  School,  has  succeeded  Clair  H. 
Lewis  as  boys  Physical  Education  instructor,  with  considerable  success. 
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Margaret  Nicholson  succeeds  Emma  W.  Elliott,  who  went  to  Brookline. 
Mr.  Frank  J.  Corliss  has  been  appointed  Sub-master  in  the  Junior  High 
School  and  his  place  in  the  Foreign  Language  Department  has  been  taken 
by  Miss  Eleanor  Drew.  The  establishment  of  a  Submaster’s  position  in 
the  Junior  High  School  is  a  step  forward  and  means  a  long  felt  want. 
Doris  M.  Gwynn  succeeds  Marie  K.  Treanor  in  the  Household  Economics 
Department.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  Practical  Arts  Department 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1931. 

Senior  High  School 

Education  in  Practical  Arts  at  this  school  has  attracted  the  pupils  as  a 
subject,  where  it  is  possible  for  them  to  come  to  the  shop  for  relaxation, 
joy  of  achievement,  and  individual  expression.  This  is  shown  very  forcibly 
by  the  enrollment  in  the  Composite  Shop  (a  unit  form),  where  there  are 
one  hundred  and  forty-six  boys.  This  is  an  increase  of  nineteen  over  last 
year’s  figures,  and  makes  a  tremendous  teacher  load.  In  some  classes 
there  are  twenty-six  to  twenty-eight  boys  assigned  to  a  shop  originally 
planned  for  twenty-four. 

It  became  necessary  again  this  j^ear  to  give  boys  of  the  10th  and  11th 
grade  only  four  periods  of  shop,  while  the  12th  grade  continued  with  five. 
Next  year  it  seems  that  we  shall  have  to  omit  the  12th  grade  in  order  to 
take  care  of  the  increased  enrollment  in  the  10th  and  11th  grades,  as  was 
originally  intended  when  the  shop  was  first  established. 

The  past  year  has  shown  evidence  of  development  and  growth.  The 
woodwork  unit  has  accomplished  some  very  fine  projects  and  has  shown 
skill  in  craftsmanship.  The  machine  shop  unit  has  credited  itself  with 
some  worthwhile  small  tools,  using  the  bench  and  the  machines  for  their 
completion.  These  included  cold  chisels,  screw  drivers,  paper  weights, 
drift  and  center  punches. 

Our  electrical  unit  has  not  functioned  to  any  great  extent,  as  the  shop 
space  is  limited.  An  attempt  was  made  to  wire  a  frame  made  the  size  of  a 
room,  but  it  interfered  greatly  with  the  other  units  and  was  finally  dis¬ 
carded,  although  the  instruction  was  completely  carried  out. 
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Once  again  I  would  like  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  our  shop  space 
is  limited  and  must  in  the  future  be  increased,  if  every  boy  is  to  receive 
some  real  benefit  from  the  work. 

A  new  procedure  in  mechanical  drawing  was  tried  out  this  year,  and  has 
been  successful.  A  system  was  inaugurated  in  which  every  boy  and  girl 
commenced  together  on  a  lettering  plate,  and  each  day  a  period  of  ten 
minutes  was  devoted  to  practice  of  letters,  following  this  each  group  shifted 
to  its  respective  course  of  study  for  the  remainder  of  the  period,  each  pupil 
receiving  detailed  instruction  before  a  plate  was  started.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  the  close  proximity  of  each  student  in  his  work,  very  few  having 
lagged  behind. 

Junior  High  School 

Our  General  Shop  in  Junior  High  School  has  brought  to  the  boys  of  the 
seventh  grade  activities  which  have  attracted  their  attention  and  interest. 
We  teach  as  many  as  five  or  six  different  activities  in  this  one  shop,  and 
each  boy  has  equal  opportunity  for  the  expression  of  his  aptitudes  and  de¬ 
sires  for  mechanical  activity. 

This  year  projects  made  in  the  shop  have  included  a  small  electric  table 
lamp,  a  very  popular  project;  several  electric  grills,  made  of  aluminum; 
waste  baskets;  small  containers  for  flower  pots,  and  a  bridge  lamp,  all  of 
which  were  made  of  metal.  The  work  of  this  shop  has  been  so  interesting 
that  boys  come  in  after  school  to  put  in  extra  time  on  their  projects. 

Our  press  room  has  turned  out  a  great  volume  of  printed  matter  this 
past  year,  and  the  presses  are  continually  in  motion.  The  rotation  plan 
of  shop  work  in  the  eighth  grade  brings  every  boy  to  this  shop,  and  when 
the  ten  weeks  are  completed,  and  he  has  progressed  as  far  as  the  running 
of  the  presses,  he  leaves  the  shop  with  regret. 

The  great  amount  of  printing  that  is  required  of  the  shop,  such  as  school 
forms,  used  throughout  the  system,  the  Junior  High  School  paper,  and 
work  requested  for  various  school  activities,  places  a  tremendous  burden 
on  the  instructor  who  has  charge  of  the  General  Shop  as  well.  I  would 
recommend  that  a  full  time  instructor  be  had  for  this  shop  who  could 
devote  his  time  to  instruction  only,  which  is  seriously  handicapped  at 
present. 

Six  new  manual  training  benches  were  purchased  to  replace  those  unfit 
for  further  use,  although  the  vises  of  these  discarded  benches  were  placed 
on  the  new  ones.  This  year  the  instructor  and  his  boys  constructed  a  new 
tool  room  that  is  entirely  enclosed,  with  a  systematic  layout  for  their 
tools.  Each  week  a  boy  is  placed  in  charge  of  this  tool  room  and  is  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  return  of  every  tool  taken  during  the  period  of  which  he 
has  charge.  Many  properties  for  the  stage  were  made  by  the  boys  of  the 
ninth  grade,  which  were  used  at  assemblies  held  for  dramatic  purposes. 

Elementary  Schools 

Our  program  of  shop  work  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  is  a  compre¬ 
hensive  course  in  elementary  woodwork,  for  boys  who  are  coming  in  con- 
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tact  with  the  various  hand  tools  for  the  first  time.  Our  projects  have  con¬ 
sisted  of  tie  racks,  tooth  brush  holders,  and  flower  stands. 

Finished  models  of  these  projects  have  been  made  by  the  instructor  and 
placed  in  the  office  of  each  principal,  to  show  visitors  what  the  classes  are 
doing  in  this  work. 

Due  to  large  classes  at  the  Balch  School,  several  benches  were  transferred 
from  the  Beacon  School  to  meet  the  situation,  and  by  using  some  discarded 
vises  we  were  aide  to  double  up  on  some  of  the  benches,  so  that  every  boy 
was  given  a  place  to  work. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  extending 
my  sincere  appreciation  to  all  who  have  cooperated  with  the  department 
during  the  year.

Report  of  the  Dean  of  Girls,  Norwood  High  School,  1930-1931 

I.  Attendance 

As  in  former  years  absent,  tardy  and  dismissal  cards  were  used  which 
had  to  be  signed  by  girl’s  parents. 

The  home  of  every  girl  who  had  a  telephone  and  whose  name  was  on  the 
absent  list  was  called  each  morning. 

There  were  six  known  cases  of  truancy.  (Three  of  them  were  for  two 
hours  only.) 

Girls  were  encouraged  to  come  to  school  tardy  rather  than  be  absent,  if 
they  were  unable  to  report  at  the  opening  of  school. 

The  number  of  absences  this  year  shows  an  increase.  This  is  partly  due 
to  the  fact  that  an  unuaually  large  number  of  girls  have  had  prolonged 
illnesses.  Another  factor  which  has  influenced  our  attendance  record  is 
the  economic  depression.  One  girl  was  permitted  to  work  one  school  day  a 
week  for  a  period  of  three  months.  Several  others  were  allowed  to  be 
absent  occasionally  for  a  day  or  two.  The  employment  of  a  mother  in  a 
family  has,  on  occasion,  made  it  necessary  for  a  girl  to  take  her  place  at 
home. 

II.  Withdrawals  from  School 

No  girl  was  permitted  to  leave  school  without  a  thorough  investigation 
being  made.  Assistance  given  by  the  school  prevented  five  girls  from 
leaving.

III.  Scholarship 

The  importance  of  high  scholarship  has  been  kept  constantly  before  the 
girls. 

The  same  methods  of  obtaining  high  scholarship  that  have  been  em¬ 
ployed  in  former  years  were  used;  such  as,  personal  interviews,  adjust¬ 
ments  in  programs,  and  investigation  of  home  conditions  for  study. 

A  group  of  twenty-five  senior  girls,  called  Senior  Student  Advisers,  have 
again  this  year  assisted  Sophomore  girls  in  becoming  adjusted  to  High 
School.  The  interest  and  influence  of  these  Seniors  has  in  many  cases 
been  very  beneficial. 

The  “Opportunity  Study  Hall”  was  again  held  this  year  during  terms 
three  and  four.  Girls  who  received  notice  of  failure  at  the  mid-term  mark¬ 
ing  period  were  asked  to  remain  for  fifty  minutes  every  day,  and  study  the 
subjects  in  which  they  were  failing.  Girls  were  not  required  to  remain  if 
their  parents  did  not  wish  them  to  do  so.  This  study  hall  was  under  my 
personal  supervision. 

124  girls  were  invited  to  attend  the  study  hall. 

3S  were  excused  at  their  parent’s  request. 

86  girls  attended  the  study  period. 

t 

The  86  girls  who  attended  the  study  hall  had  a  total  of  106  failure  marks. 
Of  these  64  were  passing  at  the  end  of  the  term;  44  were  failing  at  the  end 
of  the  term. 

A  letter  of  congratulation  was  sent  to  the  home  of  each  Sophomore  girl 
whose  name  appeared  on  the  honor  roll  for  the  first  time.  Letters  of  con¬ 
gratulation  were  sent  to  the  parents  of  eighteen  Junior  girls  whose  work 
had  been  outstandingly  good.  In  all,  sixty-two  letters  of  approval  were 
sent  out. 

On  March  23  a  survey  was  made  as  to  the  amount  of  studying  Sophomore 
girls  were  doing  outside  of  school.  The  following  statistics  were  compiled: 

Average  number  of  hours  spent  for  study  outside  of  school  by  Sophomore 


girls: 

In  the  College  Course .  2  hr.  35  m. 

In  the  General  Course .  1  hr.  35  m. 

In  the  Commercial  Course .  1  hr.  30  m. 

In  the  Whole  Class .  1  hr.  45  m. 


The  percent  of  girls  on  the  honor  roll  varied  between  15.65%  (the  first 
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term)  and  22.72%  (the  third  term).  The  percent  of  girls  on  the  year’s 
honor  roll  was  19.56%. 

IV.  Home  Visits 

Home  visits  were  made  only  when  absolutely  necessary.  Whenever 
possible  matters  were  discussed  with  parents  over  the  telephone  or  by 
correspondence.  The  parents  of  twenty-eight  girls  visited  the  school. 
Reasons  for  home  visits:

V.  Employment 

Thirty  girls  have  secured  part  time  work  through  the  Dean’s  office  this 
year. 

On  March  23,  1931  a  survey  was  made  as  to  the  number  of  girls  attending 
the  High  School  who  worked  part  time.  The  following  statistics  were 
compiled:

Girls  earned  from  fifty  cents  to  seven  dollars  a  week. 

The  total  amount  earned  by  girls  in  the  High  School  in  one  week  was 
$195.75. 

VI.  Private  Interviews 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  private  interviews  has  been  marked  from 
year  to  year. 

Girls  come  to  the  Dean’s  office  frequently  for  various  unimportant 
reasons,  such  as  to  read,  to  borrow  books,  to  pay  a  call,  to  assist  in  office 
work,  to  be  dismissed,  because  of  illness,  or  to  ask  a  simple  question.  No 
record  is  kept  of  such  visits. 

A  record  has  been  kept  of  girls  who  have  come  to  the  Dean  for  con¬ 
ference,  or  who  have  been  sent  for  by  the  Dean.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Physical  Education  Depart¬ 
ment. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  program  carried  on  is  according  to  that  out¬ 
lined  by  the  State  Department  of  Physical  Education. 

The  Physical  Education  work  which  is  carried  on  in  the  Elementary 
Schools  is  divided  into  two  divisions.  In  the  first  three  years,  the  work  is 
made  up  of  singing  games,  folk  dances,  story  plays  and  games.  The  three 
upper  grades  have  marching,  exercises,  relays  and  organized  games. 

The  work  in  posture  is  of  utmost  importance  and  each  child  is  given  a 
thorough  understanding  of  this  most  important  work,  and  works  hard  to 
obtain  the  honor  that  goes  with  a  perfect  physique.  Individual  work  in 
posture  is  given  any  girl  or  boy  needing  it,  the  work  being  carried  on  after 
school. 

Last  June  a  neighborhood  affair  was  carried  on  in  each  district.  The 
various  classes  gave  an  exhibition  of  their  regular  class  work  and  the 
parents  attended  in  large  numbers. 

Each  spring  a  Baseball  League  is  formed  among  the  Elementary  Schools 
and  a  banner  awarded  to  the  winning  team. 

Class  work  for  girls  and  boys  in  Junior  High  School  consists  of  apparatus, 
marching,  games  and  gymnastics. 

After  school  activities  are  held  the  entire  year  with  organized  games 
suitable  for  the  particular  time  of  the  year — fall,  winter,  or  spring.  Our 
big  aim  is  to  have  as  many  children  as  possible  participate.  If  a  girl  or 
boy  is  down  in  more  than  one  subject,  he  cannot  play. 

The  activities  for  the  boys  in  the  Junior  High  School  consisted  of  an 
inter-class  series  of  forty-eight  games  of  basketball,  which  were  played 
during  the  winter  term.  A  school  team  was  selected  from  the  inter-class 
players  and  seven  games  were  played  with  outside  schools. 

Baseball  in  the  Junior  High  School  was  carried  on  along  the  same  lines  as 
basketball.  Inter-class  games  were  played  in  the  seventh,  eighth,  and 
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ninth  grades.  A  school  team  played  a  schedule  of  ten  games  with  outside 
schools. 

All  pupils  were  given  a  physical  examination  by  the  school  physician 
and  a  corrective  class  for  boys  with  poor  and  faulty  posture  is  being  held 
twice  weekly,  with  very  good  results. 

A  Tag  Football  League  was  started,  the  game  being  played  wTith  the 
same  rules  as  regular  football,  with  the  exception  that  no  tackling  was 
allowed.  Each  room  had  a  team,  and  each  grade  had  a  league.  Over  two 
hundred  boys  participated  in  this  outdoor  activity. 

Eighty-five  boys  already  are  playing  in  inter-class  basketball  in  the 
Junior  High  School.  From  this  number  a  team  will  be  selected  to  play  a 
schedule  of  ten  games  with  outside  schools. 

After  school  activities  at  the  Senior  High  School  were  carried  on  through¬ 
out  the  year,  with  sports  suitable  for  the  season.  We  stress  mass  partici¬ 
pation  in  all  sports  and  we  have  a  large  number  of  girls  out  for  sports,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  many  High  School  girls  have  to  work  in  their  own 
homes  or  as  mothers’  helpers.  Also  in  High  School,  there  are  many  other 
activities  for  pupils  to  participate  in. 

In  the  fall  we  have  about  thirty-five  girls  out  for  inter-class  field  hockey, 
and  an  inter-class  tennis  tournament  was  also  held.  The  tennis  courts  are 
used  to  capacity  both  in  spring  and  fall  and  in  the  spring,  besides  indi¬ 
vidual  and  class  instruction  in  tennis,  we  also  had  a  tennis  team  which 
played  four  games  with  outside  teams.  This  spring  we  hops  to  play  five 
or  six  varsity  games.  About  sixty-five  girls  have  reported  for  basketball 
this  year  and  after  inter-class  games  are  played,  five  or  six  varsity  games 
will  be  played. 

Athletics  for  boys  in  the  Senior  High  School  consisted  of  football,  basket¬ 
ball,  baseball,  hockey,  track,  tennis,  and  golf. 

Forty  two  boys  reported  for  basketball.  Of  this  number  nine  were  con¬ 
sidered  members  of  the  school  team.  Ten  others  made  up  the  school  team 
of  the  second  squad.  The  remaining  candidates  formed  class  teams  and 
played  a  series  for  the  championship  of  the  Senior  High  School. 

Thirty  boys  reported  for  hockey  to  Mr.  McBay,  and  a  schedule  of  twelve 
games  was  played.  Most  of  the  games  were  played  away  from  home, 
owing  to  the  lack  of  rink  on  our  school  grounds. 

In  April,  sixty-five  boys  presented  themselves  as  candidates  for  the 
Senior  High  School  baseball  team.  Fifteen  players  were  considered  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  first  team  and  fifteen  others  played  on  the  second  team.  The 
school  team  played  a  schedule  of  eighteen  games,  while  the  second  team, 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Sawyer,  played  seven  games. 

Forty-five  boys  reported  as  candidates  for  track  to  Mr.  Eastwood.  The 
team  took  part  in  eight  dual  meets  with  outside  schools,  two  inter-scholastic 
meets,  and  one  inter-class  meet. 

Twenty-four  candidates  presented  themselves  to  Mr.  Archibald  for 
places  on  the  golf  team.  Eight  were  selected  to  represent  the  school  in 
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outside,  matches.  The  Norfolk  Golf  Club  of  Dedham  granted  the  use  of 
their  links  to  this  team  free  of  charge,  for  their  matches. 

In  September  one  hundred  and  thirteen  boys  reported  for  football  and  a 
schedule  of  nine  games  was  played  with  outside  teams.  A  post-season 
game  was  played  with  Milford  High  School  for  the  Unemployment  Fund 
of  Milford  and  Norwood.  The  sum  of  $675.75  was  the  net  amount  realized 
from  this  game  for  charity. 

The  second  team  played  three  games  with  outside  teams.  The  Sopho¬ 
more  team  played  two  games  with  other  opponents. 

A  boy’s  tennis  team  was  formed  and  a  schedule  of  eight  games  was 
played  with  outside  schools. 

Basketball  practice  for  boys  started  in  December,  and  so  far,  fifty-four 
candidates  have  signified  their  intention  of  playing  during  the  winter 
season.  A  schedule  of  twelve  games  has  been  arranged  with  other  schools, 
and  also  a  second  team  schedule.  A  series  of  class  games  will  be  played 
during  the  season. 

About  forty  boys  have  reported  to  Mr.  Learnard  for  hockey  and  a  suit¬ 
able  schedule  will  be  arranged.

For  four  years  now  the  dental  clinic  has  been  concentrating  on  the  care 
of  the  teeth  of  the  children  in  grades  one,  two,  and  three.  As  a  result  there 
is  a  decided  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  mouths  of  children  in  all 
grades. 

The  results  of  the  dental  campaign  for  the  school  year  ending  in  June  are 
most  gratifying  especially  since  Norwood  heads  the  lists  of  communities 
in  its  own  group.  Eighty-one  per  cent  of  the  1554  children  in  grades  one 
to  six  received  from  the  school  clinic  or  family  dentist,  dental  certificates 
for  having  had  necessary  dental  corrections  completed.  This  is  11% 
higher  than  in  1929  and  1930,  and  29%  higher  than  in  1928  when  the  cam¬ 
paign  was  first  started.  Thirteen  rooms  had  100%  for  dental  corrections, 
the  100%  Shattuck  School  being  included  in  this. 

We  are  still  seeking  to  attain  our  goal:  “Every  Child  Physically  Fit.” 
The  progress  may  be  slow,  but  that  is  to  be  expected  since  so  many  factors 
must  be  considered.  The  Health  Day  awards  show  that  we  have  covered 
more  ground  than  in  previous  years.  Credit  for  this  improvement  must 
not  go  to  the  doctors,  dentist,  nurses,  and  teachers  alone,  but  to  the  parents 
and  the  children  themselves  who  have  cooperated  with  us  in  this  work. 

The  competition  for  health  awards  was  intramural  this  year.  The 
awards  given  were  as  follows:

The  serving  of  a  mid-morning  lunch  of  milk  and  crackers  has  been  a 
special  activity  in  the  grade  schools  for  many  years.  The  Senior  High 
School  had  such  satisfactory  results  from  their  experiment  along  this  line 
last  year  that  they  are  continuing.  Since  September,  the  pupils  of  the 
Junior  High  School  have  had  the  opportunity  of  this  lunch,  and  a  goodly 
number  are  taking  advantage  of  it. 

Approximately  972,316  bottles  of  milk  were  served  in  the  schools  during 
the  mid-morning  lunch  period  in  the  past  year.  Some  16,499  of  these  were 
paid  for  by  the  Milk  Fund.  Many  weeks  as  many  as  150  children  were 
supplied  with  free  milk.  Due  to  Mr.  Bateman’s  kindness  in  icing  the  milk 
during  the  warm  weather,  we  were  able  to  continue  the  lunches  until  the 
close  of  school  in  June.

The  examinations  of  ninety-one  retarded  have  been  recently  completed 
by  Dr.  Schorer.  Recommendations  have  been  made  which  will  enable  the 
children  to  carry  on  their  school  work  to  the  best  advantage. 

The  Child  Guidance  Clinic  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Cottrell  of  the 
State  Department  of  Mental  Hygiene  has  had  a  good  attendance  all  year. 
Fifty-six  children  are  being  seen  and  followed  up  by  this  clinic. 

The  services  of  the  Health  Department  have  probably  never  been  as 
much  in  demand  as  in  this  past  year  of  economic  unrest.  Fortunately  the 
children  have  been  fairly  free  from  contagious  diseases. 

The  greatest  problem  we  have  had  to  solve  was  a  means  of  supplying 
sufficient  food  and  clothing  to  those  families  having  no  source  of  income. 
Miss  Vose  has  been  exceedingly  helpful  to  us  in  carrying  on  this  work.  The 
townspeople  responded  generously  to  our  appeal  for  clothing  and  food. 
Since  we  have  had  the  School  Department  Aid  Fund  at  our  disposal,  we 
have  been  able  to  care  for  many  needs  which  would  otherwise  have  gone 
unaided. 
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Miss  Ann  L.  Russell,  formerly  Orthopedic  Supervisor  in  the  Children’s 
Hospital,  Boston,  has  been  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  on  the  nursing 
staff. 

We  thank  the  Norwood  High  School  Quest  Club,  the  Norwood  Woman’s 
Club,  and  other  anonymous  contributors  for  their  combined  generous  sup¬ 
port  of  the  health  work. 

The  members  of  this  department  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  for 
the  loyal  support  and  helpful  advice  received  from  you,  from  the  super¬ 
visors,  principals,  and  teachers.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Music  Department  for  the 
year  1931. 

Following  the  rendition  of  a  cantata  by  the  five  Elementary  Glee  Clubs 
at  the  General  Parent  Teachers  Meeting  last  spring,  a  greater  interest  has 
been  manifested  in  this  Activity.  This  interest  may  be  summarized  by 
stating  the  fact  that  the  membership  has  increased  from  160  to  230  young 
singers  all  looking  forward  to  their  next  public  appearance.  These  Glee 
Clubs  are  composed  of  fifth  and  sixth  grade  children  who  are  chosen  through 
an  elective-selective  plan;  voice,  musicianship,  and  scholarship  being  taken 
into  consideration. 

A  new  reader  more  in  keeping  with  the  work  at  hand,  has  been  intro¬ 
duced  in  all  sixth  grades.  In  the  Junior  High*School,  the  course  of  Written 
Work  given  to  the  7th,  8th,  and  9th  grades  has  been  altered  so  that  it  now 
begins  in  the  sixth  grade.  This  change  was  made  in  order  to  enlarge  the 
Appreciation  Course  in  the  9th  grade.  We  might  mention  that  the  sixth 
grade  took  the  new  work  over  with  great  success. 

The  class  instruction  in  wind  instruments  for  beginners  inaugurated  last 
year  in  the  Junior  High  School,  had  only  a  small  attendance;  however, 
good  progress  has  been  made  and  several  pupils  who  had  never  played  an 
instrument  before,  have  been  able  to  enter  the  second  Junior  Orchestra. 

In  the  Senior  High  School,  while  all  music  is  elective,  a  certain  number  of 
students  have  been  unable  to  enter  harmony  classes  and  choruses  owing  to 
conflict  with  other  subjects.  The  opening  of  the  new  music  room  and  the 
opportunity  for  the  pupils  to  elect  their  subject  in  the  spring,  should 
remedy  this  condition. 
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The  students  will  then  be  able  to  choose  first  year  harmony,  second  year 
harmony,  mixed  chorus,  girls  chorus,  boys  chorus,  glee  club,  or  orchestra; 
thus,  the  pupils  may  further  their  musical  education. 

The  harmony  classes  have  grown  from  a  weekly  attendance  of  twelve  to 
seventy  students.  The  Glee  Club  has  ninety-seven  singers;  the  orchestra, 
thirty-eight  players;  and  the  choruses  average  from  tjhirty-five  to  fifty 
voices. 

Last  spring,  Norwood  was  represented  at  the  Eastern  Conference  Or¬ 
chestra  at  Syracuse,  New  York,  by  three  members  of  our  orchestra,  and  at 
the  All  New  England  Chorus  at  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  by  three  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Glee  Club.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  Home  Economics  Department  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1931. 

Our  Challenge 

In  looking  back  over  the  past  year  and  attempting  to  determine  and 
evaluate  the  measure  of  progress  which  we  hope  each  year  brings,  one  is 
directly  confronted  with  the  tremendous  responsibilities  ensuing  as  an 
outcome  of  what  probably  seems  to  Home  Economics  educators  the  most 
outstanding,  significant,  encouraging  and  recent  development  in  the  field  of 
Homemaking,  viz.:  the  White  House  Conference  on  Child  Health  and  Pro¬ 
tection.  “The  Children’s  Charter,”  a  development  following  this  con¬ 
ference,  was  prepared  by  a  sub-committee  of  experts,  men  and  women  of 
authority  in  their  various  fields,  and  outlines  completely  the  rights  of  the 
children  of  America.  Particularly  do  we,  in  public  school  Home  Economics, 
feel  the  challenge  in  Articles  II  and  XI  of  this  Children’s  Charter,  viz.: 
“For  every  child  such  teaching  and  training  as  will  prepare  him  for  suc¬ 
cessful  home-making  and  the  rights  of  citizenship,” — also  “For  every  child 
understanding  and  the  guarding  of  his  personality  is  his  most  precious 
right.” 

Another  direct  challenge  comes  from  the  most  recent  conference  of  the 
Department  of  Teachers  and  Supervisors  of  Home  Economics,  a  branch 
of  the  National  Education  Association,  viz.:  “It  is  the  business  of  the 
Home  Economists  to  stress  those  phases  of  homemaking  education  which 
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will  help  the  pupil  to  cope  with  present  day  problems  and  those  which  may 
arise  in  the  future.” 

Our  Responsibility,  Aims  and  Objectives 

Our  responsibility  is  to  teach  and  develop  homemaking  education. 
Analysis  of  the  term  shows  us  that  homemakmg  is  not  housekeeping  alone, 
but  a  full-time  profession.  A  homemaker  coordinates  all  the  activities  in 
the  home.  Society  holds  the  homemaker  responsible  for  children’s  man¬ 
ners  and  morals.  80%  of  all  spending  is  now  done  by  women  who  must 
have  knowledge  to  be  intelligent  spenders.  The  homemaker  finds  herself 
involved  in  a  full  time  position,  where  decisions  based  upon  sound  knowl¬ 
edge  and  skill  must  be  constantly  made.  She  needs  training,  practise  and 
education  for  her  very  responsible  position  and  it  will  be  seen  that  real 
brains  and  more  than  routine  skill  are  required  to  make  the  homemaker’s 
position  successful.  If  the  profession  of  homemaking  is  to  be  granted  its 
full  measure  of  dignity,  our  instruction  must  be  carried  toward  all  the 
highest  and  best  ideals  for  home  life.  To  these  ends  our  courses  are  being 
constantly  adjusted  and  modified  to  place  less  emphasis  on  activities  of 
smaller  importance  and  to  stress  those  values  which  bring  greater  satis¬ 
faction  in  living  and  are  in  accord  with  present  day  sociological  ideas. 

Our  Problems 

We  therefore  ask  ourselves  (1)  What  are  our  immediate  problems? 
(2)  What  have  we,  through  Home  Economics  education  here  in  Norwood, 
been  able  to  accomplish  toward  the  fulfillment  of  the  aims  and  ideals  set 
forth  in  the  Children’s  Charter  and  by  leaders  in  authority  in  education 
and  (3)  to  what  extent  can  these  ideals  be  met  locally? 

Our  specific  problems  seem  to  be  (1)  to  try  to  determine  what  contri¬ 
butions  a  department  of  Home  Economics  is  prepared  to  offer  to  the  whole 
field  of  child  development?  (2)  How  much  understanding,  sympathy, 
kindness  and  sound  scholarship  as  well  as  personality  can  be  extended 
through  our  personnel?  (3)  How  can  we  make  the  best  use  of  our  facilities 
and  equipment  in  order  to  give  our  girls  100%  instruction  and  assistance 
in  matters  of  better  living?  (4)  To  what  extent  are  we  overcoming  our 
greatest  obstacle — general  misunderstanding  of  our  content  and  aims  and 
objectives  as  a  department?  (5)  How  and  where  shall  we  place  emphasis 
in  our  courses  in  order  that  the  material  shall  not  outweigh  the  idealistic 
and  spiritual  in  life?  and  (6)  How  shall  we  lead  our  pupils  to  see  the  real 
values  in  life? 

We  feel  that  our  development  can  be  no  greater  than  the  measure  of 
understanding  which  we  can  create  and  the  consequent  amount  of  sym¬ 
pathy  aroused  toward  the  actual  values  and  importance  of  this  branch  of 
education.  With  our  pupils  our  present  problem  seems  no  more  to  teach 
our  subject  matter  and  try  to  create  worthwhile  ambitions  and  ideals  than 
to  bring  about  a  desire  for  knowledge  which  will  raise  the  standards  of 
home  life. 
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Are  We  Progressing? 

We  realize  and  understand  our  responsibilities  and  we  are  endeavoring 
to  give  of  our  best  to  our  pupils  and  the  town.  We  are  glad  to  report 
progress  as  follows: 

At  High  School  we  have  added  facilities  and  teacher  time  to  help  us 
meet  the  rapid  growth  in  this  department.  Two  lunch  periods  were  made 
necessary  in  September  because  of  the  increased  enrollment  in  the  school. 
This  situation  is  being  met  without  additional  expense  through  the  de¬ 
partment.  The  need  and  popularity  of  the  mid -morning  lunch  continues. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  however  that  so  many  pupils  needing  additional  nour¬ 
ishment  at  school  cannot  meet  the  expense.  Through  the  generous  con¬ 
tributions  of  pupils  and  teachers  we  were  able  to  pack  and  distribute 
eighteen  large  baskets  containing  Thanksgiving  dinners  and  additional 
groceries.  Contributions  of  renovated  garments  have  been  made  by  our 
Home  Economics  Club  members  and  we  plan  to  do  more  as  time  goes  on 
in  the  way  of  responding  to  community  welfare  through  our  regular  classes. 

At  Junior  High  School  a  newly  equipped  laboratory  proves  an  inspira¬ 
tion  to  both  teachers  and  pupils  and  greatly  adds  to  the  interest  in  our 
courses.  Pupils  are  now  working  with  modern,  convenient  and  attractive 
equipment  which  adds  pleasure  to  work  and  proves  an  incentive  to  effort. 

Texts  are  gradually  being  made  available  for  our  courses,  both  for  pupil 
use  and  general  reference,  thus  keeping  the  most  modern  ideas  and  recent 
information  within  our  reach. 

Recommendations 

Because  such  small  classes  are  registering  for  major  work  in  the  ninth 
grade,  Junior  High,  and  such  a  small  percentage  of  the  girls  who  desire 
Home  Economics  training  are  able  to  schedule  it  in  their  programs  because 
of  administrative  difficulties  in  this  grade  it  seems  practical  if  not  essential 
to  repeat  my  recommendation  that  some  solution  be  worked  out  for  this 
problem.  Ninth  grade  courses  as  scheduled  at  present  offer  a  very  un¬ 
steady  foundation  for  later  work,  remove  a  much  needed  opportunity 
from  girls  who  do  not  plan  to  go  to  High  School  and  greatly  confuse  the 
grouping  of  pupils  in  High  School  Home  Economics  classes. 

Through  the  medium  of  our  required  classes  we  are  reaching  all  girls  in 
matters  vital  to  them.  A  goal  to  be  desired  is  to  make  much  of  our  subject 
matter  accessible  to  boys,  who  need,  just  as  much  as  the  girls,  training  in 
certain  phases  of  home  life  and  personal  living  matters.  Many  communities 
are  successfully  presenting  vital  problems  to  boys  through  Home  Economics 
classes  and  this  might  be  a  desirable  undertaking  in  Norwood  for  the  near 
future. 

Since  the  need  for  special  attention  to  nutrition  problems  might  well  be 
considered  as  especially  urgent  at  this  time,  may  we  suggest  that  Home 
Economics  teachers  are  thoroughly  trained  to  do  effective  work  in  this 
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direction  and  would  be  interested  to  develop  this  branch  of  their  field  given 
time  and  opportunity  to  include  this  most  important  work  in  their  routine.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of  Adult  Alien 
Education  in  Norwood. 

My  work  during  the  past  year  has  been  divided  into  three  main  divisions: 
supervising  the  evening  school  classes,  teaching  foreign  mothers  in  the 
homes,  and  cooperating,  as  far  as  possible,  with  all  other  agencies  in  the 
town  to  assist  in  relieving  the  hardships  brought  about  by  the  present  un¬ 
employment  situation. 

The  Americanization  classes  in  the  evening  school  have  been  well  at¬ 
tended.  The  one  hundred  and  fifty  people  attending  represent  thirteen 
nationalities.  Thirty-one  per  cent  of  the  entire  school  is  Italian.  Then 
follow  in  point  of  numbers  Finnish,  Lithuanian,  Polish,  Syrian,  Irish, 
Swedish,  German,  Jewish,  American,  Ukaranian,  Greek  and  Russian. 

The  employment  of  an  extra  teacher  in  the  e  vening  school  classes  this 
year  has  helped  greatly  in  the  matter  of  grading.  We  now  have  seven 
classes  in  the  Balch  School  and  two  in  the  Junior  High  School. 

The  distressful  economic  situation  has  sent  into  our  school  this  year 
men  and  women  who  seem  to  realize  the  vital  relation  between  education 
and  their  struggle  to  get  a  li  ving.  The  times  are  emphasizing  the  necessity 
for  clear  thinking. 

The  advanced  class  at  the  Balch  School  is  making  good  progress  in  the 
study  of  Arithmetic  in  addition  to  the  work  in  English.  Simple  problems 
in  economics  are  also  being  discussed.  Ci  vics  and  economics  mean  more 
to  a  person  of  thirty  or  thirty-five  who  has  grappled  for  years  with  the 
problem  of  earning  a  living  for  himself  and  others,  than  to  a  student  of 
sixteen  or  eighteen. 

The  citizenship  classes  attract  many.  At  present  it  is  impossible  to 
hold  a  job  in  some  of  the  industries  unless  the  worker  is  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States.  On  the  other  hand,  many  people  are  held  back  from  be¬ 
coming  citizens  on  account  of  the  economic  conditions.  At  the  present 
time  it  costs  over  $20  to  become  a  citizen. 

About  eighteen  women  in  the  Balch  district  meet  twice  each  month  with 
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Miss  Ruth  Gurney  of  the  Norfolk  Agricultural  School  to  study  sewing. 
They  are  learning  to  remodel  coats  and  dresses  as  well  as  to  cut  and  fit 
clothing  made  from  new  material. 

The  director  teaches  five  groups  of  foreign  women  in  homes.  This  is 
the  first  year  that  the  Syrian  women  have  ever  shown  an  interest  to  have  a 
class.  These  women  were  all  illiterate  in  September.  It  is  an  interesting 
experience  to  see  the  thrill  that  comes  to  these  women  when  they  first 
learn  to  read  and  write.  Can  you  imagine  what  it  means  to  be  able  to 
sign  one’s  name  instead  of  making  the  conventional  cross;  to  have  the 
daily  newspaper  become  a  source  of  information  and  pleasure  instead  of  a 
mysterious  mass  of  paper  and  type? 

In  March  the  evening  school  held  its  graduating  exercises  in  the  audi¬ 
torium  of  the  Junior  High  School.  About  forty  people  received  diplomas 
after  completing  three  years  of  work.  An  interesting  program  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  different  members  of  the  school.  Mr.  E.  Everett  Clark,  State 
Supervisor  of  Adult  Alien  Education,  was  our  guest  and  the  speaker  of  the 
evening.  About  700  people  attended  the  exercises. 

In  the  early  part  of  December,  the  ladies  of  the  Congregational  Church 
entertained  a  group  of  twenty  women  from  our  evening  classes.  The 
church  gave  a  play,  “Why  the  Chimes  Rang”.  The  music  for  the  evening 
was  provided  by  the  foreign  women.  During  the  games  that  followed  these 
women  from  many  different  walks  in  life  became  better  acquainted  with 
each  other.  Later  in  the  same  month,  at  the  Balch  School  Christmas 
Party,  a  group  of  ladies  from  the  Baptist  Church  entertained  with  vocal 
and  instrumental  music. 

In  my  eight  years  of  work  with  foreign  people  it  has  been  interesting  to 
note  the  advance  made  by  the  foreign  women.  In  1924,  our  evening  school, 
larger  than  at  present,  had  but  27%  of  its  membership  made  up  of  women. 
This  year  43%  of  our  enrollment  is  women.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Art  Department  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1931. 

We  have  followed  the  same  general  course  of  study,  which  has  been  re¬ 
arranged  and  added  to  for  several  years,  so  that  at  the  present  time  it 
seems  to  be  fairly  well  adapted  to  conditions  in  our  town  and  schools. 
Each  year  an  attempt  is  made  to  more  closely  correlate  our  Drawing  with

the  other  school  subjects,  especially  the  new  course  in  Geography  and 
Social  Studies  in  the  elementary  schools. 

We  have  two  clubs,  one  in  Junior  High  School  of  eighteen  members  and 
twenty-five  members  in  Senior  High  School,  each  one  the  seating  capacity 
of  the  Art  room.  The  former  club  has  made  a  study  of  Modern  Design, 
trying  to  recognize  good  from  bad  design  and  to  know  its  appropriate  use 
in  advertising,  etc.  The  High  School  club  has  combined  sketching  of 
various  kinds,  including  pose-drawing  of  each  other,  with  the  decoration 
of  various  articles  for  Christmas  gifts. 

Under  the  direction  of  a  new  assistant  in  Grade  IX  elective  Art,  we  are 
calling  our  course  there  “Art  Appreciation.”  While  the  same  general 
principles  are  being  taught  as  before,  an  attempt  is  being  made  to  develop 
an  appreciation  of  beauty  in  the  pupil’s  immediate  surroundings,  (home, 
school,  community,  etc.)  and  to  cultivate  good  taste.  The  opening  para¬ 
graph  in  some  Art  Appreciation  notebooks  recently  made  sums  up  our  aim 
in  all  our  Art  course,  from  first  grade  through  high  school — “This  course  in 
Art  Appreciation  gives  me  an  opportunity  to  analyze,  compare  and  select 
the  good  from  the  bad,  which  will  cultivate  refined  taste  and  raise  my 
standard  of  living.”

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

In  my  first  report  as  principal  of  the  Norwood  Evening  School  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1931,  I  submit  the  following: 

The  Norwood  Evening  School  opened  on  Tuesday  night,  October  13, 
1931.  Organization  of  the  classes  at  the  Junior  High  School  was  as  follows: 
Decorative  Arts,  including  Millinery;  Cooking;  Dressmaking;  Com¬ 
mercial;  Junior  High  Subjects;  Mechanical  Drawing;  Harmony,  Physical 
Training  and  Americanization.  At  the  Balch  School  classes  were  or¬ 
ganized  in  Americanization  and  English. 

This  year  several  new  classes  have  been  formed  in  response  to  the  many 
requests  for  them,  a  class  in  Shorthand,  two  systems,  and  one  in  Harmony. 
By  adding  these  new  classes  we  have  been  able  to  reach  a  great  many  more 
pupils  than  have  ever  been  reached  in  previous  years. 

Practical  Arts  for  Women 

The  enrollment  in  Cooking  and  Dressmaking  was  too  large  to  be  handled 
as  one  division,  therefore  the  same  arrangement  was  resorted  to  as  last 


334 


year,  dividing  the  classes  into  three  sections,  and  the  teachers  reporting 
three  evenings  a  week. 

Decorative  Arts  and  Millinery  classes  make  new  and  useful  articles  for 
the  attractiveness  of  the  home,  while  old  hats  are  remodeled  to  fit  the  head 
and  remade  into  modern  styles. 

Dressmaking  as  usual  has  a  large  enrollment,  and  a  waiting  list  had  to  be 
established  in  order  to  accommodate  all  those  interested.  At  present  the 
enrollment  has  dropped  considerably,  chiefly  because  the  students  are 
unable  to  purchase  their  materials. 

Commercial 

The  Commercial  classes  are  the  largest  that  have  been  registered  for 
some  years,  a  total  of  eighty-eight  being  enrolled.  A  majority  of  these 
expressed  their  desire  to  take  Typewriting  and  Shorthand.  With  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  additional  typewriters  and  new  textbooks  this  was  made  possible. 

Junior  High  School  Subjects 

This  class  teaches  students  the  academic  subjects  that  will  help  them  in 
their  vocations.  Concentration  in  one  or  two  studies  is  given  those  who 
feel  they  need  special  attention.  This  class  is  conducted  entirely  by  indi¬ 
vidual  instruction. 


Mechanical  Drawing 

The  young  men  attending  this  class  find  that  a  study  of  mechanical 
drafting  plays  an  important  part  in  most  any  trade,  and  each  student 
seems  desirous  of  getting  the  most  out  of  it.  Architectural  drafting  is 
being  specialized  in  by  four  pupils,  and  some  excellent  plates  have  been 
completed  in  elevations  and  construction  details,  some  applying  to  actual 
jobs  under  construction. 


Harmony 

With  the  introduction  of  this  class  many  pupils  have  taken  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  enroll,  some  transferring  from  other  classes,  and  a  class  of  fifteen 
interested  students  meets  two  nights  each  week. 

Physical  Education 

The  classes  in  this  work  have  a  large  enrollment  in  both  the  men’s  and 
women’s  groups.  Each  evening’s  work  is  divided  into  two  sections.  The 
first  part  of  the  evening  is  devoted  to  body  building  and  corrective  exer¬ 
cises,  the  other  part  being  devoted  to  games  of  a  constructive  nature,  and 
wholesome  healthy  play.

I  wish  to  submit  herewith  my  report  as  attendance  officer  for  the  period 
from  September  9th,  1931  to  December  31st,  1931  inclusive. 

I  investigated  162  cases.  Of  this  number  I  found  45  children  absent 
from  school  because  of  illness;  there  were  70  cases  of  truancy;  8  children 
were  absent  because  they  were  compelled  to  assist  at  home;  6  children 
were  absent  because  of  the  lack  of  shoes  or  clothing;  1  child  was  absent 
because  of  neglect  of  the  home  by  the  parents;  6  were  absent  from  evening 
school;  there  were  26  miscellaneous  cases;  and  I  returned  25  children  to 
school.

As  Chairman  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  construct  an  addition  to 
the  Senior  High  School  building,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report: 

At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  April  1,  1931,  the  sum  of  $55,000  was 
appropriated  to  construct  an  addition  to  the  Senior  High  School  building 
and  a  Committee  of  five  to  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  was  authorized 
to  expend  said  sum  for  said  purpose.  On  April  2,  1931,  the  following 
Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Town  Moderator:  Gladwin  M.  Nead, 
Chairman,  Edward  H.  Allen,  John  J.  Conley,  Thomas  H.  Hayden,  John 
Victor  Carlson.  The  Committee  organized  promptly  as  it  was  apparent 
that  if  the  addition  to  the  High  School  was  to  be  ready  for  occupancy  at 
the  opening  of  school  in  September,  there  was  no  time  to  be  lost.  William 
G.  Upham  wras  employed  as  architect  and  plans  previously  prepared  and 
approved  by  the  School  Committee  were  adopted.  In  response  to  appro¬ 
priate  advertisements,  21  bids  were  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  May 
8,  1931,  and  after  consideration  the  contract  was  awarded  to  John  Bowen 
Company  of  Boston  in  the  amount  of  $43,669.  Work  was  commenced 
at  once  and  was  pushed  as  rapidly  as  possible  consistent  with  satisfactory 
results,  and  the  addition  was  ready  for  occupance  September  15. 

The  Committee  is  glad  to  go  on  record  to  the  effect  that  the  John  Bowen 
Company  has  fulfilled  its  contract  in  an  entirely  satisfactory  manner  and 
has  at  all  times  displayed  a  spirit  of  willingness  to  cooperate  to  the  best  of 
its  ability,  and  it  is  the  belief  of  the  Committee  that  the  addition  compares 
favorably  with  the  original  building. 

At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  at  which  the  appropriation  was  made, 
I  appeared  as  Chairman  of  the  School  Committee  and  stated  the  opinion 
of  that  Committee  after  thorough  investigation  that  the  addition  could  be 
erected  and  equipped  for  the  sum  of  $55,000.  The  financial  statement  of 
the  Committee  is  as  follows:

TOWN  OF  NORWOOD

To  e'ither  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Greetings: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  you  are  hereby  required  to  notify 
and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  qualified  to  vote  in 
elections  and  town  affairs  to  assemble  in  the  State  Armory  in  said  Town 
on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  November,  A.  D.  1932,  at  six  o’clock  in  the 
forenoon,  then  and  there  to  give  in  their  votes  for: 

Electors  of  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States;  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  the  Commonwealth;  Lieutenant-Governor;  Secretary;  Tieas- 
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urer;  Auditor;  Attorney-General;  Congressman  for  the  Thirteenth 
Congressional  District;  Councillor  for  the  Second  Councillor  District; 
Senator  for  Norfolk  and  Middlesex  District;  Representative  in  General 
Court  for  the  Eighth  Norfolk  District;  Two  County  Commissioners  for  the 
County  of  Norfolk;  Sheriff  for  the  County  of  Norfolk;  County  Treasurer 
for  the  County  of  Norfolk  to  fill  vacancy,  and  to  vote  on  the  acceptance  of 
the  following  questions: 

Question  No.  1 

Law  Proposed  by  Initiative  Petition 

Shall  the  proposed  law  which  defines  and  legalizes  the  practice  of  chiro- 
practics;  establishes  a  board  of  registration  of  chiropractors  and  defines 
the  number,  mode  of  appointment,  tenure,  qualification  and  compensation 
of  its  members,  and  its  powers  and  duties;  provides  for  the  preliminary 
qualifications,  examination,  certification,  original  registration  and  annual 
license  of  chiropractors  and  regulation  of  their  practice,  and  defines  the 
mode,  subjects  of  and  fees  for  examination,  the  mode  of  practice  and 
penalties;  and  other  matters  related  thereto,  which  are  chiefly  as  follows: 

That  chiropractic  be  “the  science  of  practice  of  locating  and  adjusting 
by  hand  the  malpositions  of  the  articulations  of  the  human  spine.” 

That  any  person,  with  one  preceding  year’s  residence  in  this  Common¬ 
wealth  and  with  degree  from  a  qualified  chiropractic  school  received  at 
least  one  year  prior  to  the  date  when  this  law  takes  effect,  may,  within 
ninety  days  after  such  date,  be  certified  by  the  board  at  its  discretion 
without  examination. 

That  otherwise  no  person,  except  a  member  of  the  board  or  registration 
shall  practice  chiropractic  unless,  being  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  of 
good  moral  character  and  graduated  from  a  reputable  chiropractic  school 
after  personally  attending  courses  of  at  least  twenty-two  hundred  sixty- 
minute  daylight  hours  given  to  persons  qualified  to  graduate  from  a  public 
high  school,  he  shall  qualify  by  examination,  pay  a  fee  of  twenty-five 
dollars  and  be  registered  and  certified;  except  that  any  person  licensed  in 
another  State  maintaining  standards  equal  to  those  of  this  Commonwealth 
may  be  registered  without  examination. 

That  the  examination  be  scientific  and  practical  in  character,  in  subjects 
including  anatomy,  physiology,  symptomatology,  hygiene,  sanitation, 
chemistry,  histology,  pathology,  chiropractic  analysis,  and  the  principles 
of  chiropractic. 

That  the  board  may,  after  hearing,  revoke  a  certificate  for  cause. 

That  the  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  and  shall  keep  public 
records  of  its  proceedings  and  of  the  names  of  persons  examined  or  regis¬ 
tered  by  it  and  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  registered  chiropractors, 
who  shall  pay  an  annual  license  fee,  promptly  notify  the  board  of  any 
change  in  address  and  furnish  such  other  information  as  the  board  may 
require. 
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That  the  board  consist  of  three  members,  residents  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  for  three  years,  graduates  of  a  chartered  chiropractic  school  having 
power  to  confer  degrees  in  chiropractic,  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

That  the  board  have  authority  to  administer  oaths,  summon  witnesses 
and  take  testimony  and  adopt  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  pertaining 
to  their  duties,  and  that  they  pay  into  the  state  treasury  fees  received  by 
them,  and  that  they  receive  compensation  and  reimbursement  for  expenses 
in  such  amounts  as  may  be  annually  appropriated  therefor  not  exceeding 
the  amount  of  such  fees. 

Penalties  are  provided  for  practicing  chiropractic  without  holding  a 
certificate  or  for  using  the  words  “Chiropractic  Practitioner,”  the  letters 
“D.  C.”,  or  any  title  or  letters  indicating  engagement  in  such  practice 
or  for  buying,  selling  or  fradulently  obtaining  any  diploma  or  record  of 
registration. 

It  is  further  provided  that  the  present  law  relating  to  the  registration 
of  physicians  and  surgeons  and  providing  penalties  for  the  unauthorized 
practice  of  medicine  shall  not  be  held  to  discriminate  against  registered 
chiropractors;  but  no  chiropractor,  unless  registered  as  a  physician  or 
surgeon,  may  practice  obstetrics,  or  administer  drugs,  or  perform  surgical 
operations  by  the  use  of  instruments,  or  hold  himself  out  as  and  for  other 
than  a  chiropractor,  which  was  disapproved  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
by  a  vote  of  50  in  the  affirmative  and  151  in  the  negative  and  in  the  Senate 
by  a  vote  of  13  in  the  affirmative  and  21  in  the  negative,  be  approved? 

Question  No.  2 

Law  Proposed  by  Initiative  Petition 

Shall  the  proposed  law  which  provides  for  an  additional  method  of 
nominating  candidates  for  nomination,  at  the  state  primaries  in  September, 
by  members  of  political  parties,  for  those  offices  to  be  filled  by  all  the 
voters  of  the  Commonwealth  at  a  state  election. 

It  provides  that  the  state  conventions  of  the  political  parties,  in  each 
state  election  year,  shall  be  held  before  and  not  after  the  state  primaries, 
as  now,  namely,  not  later  than  June  15.  In  order  to  elect  delegates  to 
such  party  conventions,  party  primaries  are  established  to  be  held  on  the 
last  Tuesday  in  April.  Among  other  things,  these  state  conventions  may 
endorse  candidates  for  offices  to  be  filled  by  all  the  voters  and  to  be  voted 
upon  at  the  state  primaries.  Such  endorsement  places  a  candidate  in 
nomination,  at  such  state  primaries,  without  the  necessity  of  filing  nomina¬ 
tion  papers.  The  name  of  the  endorsed  candidate  is  to  be  placed  first 
on  the  ballot  and  against  his  name  is  to  be  placed  the  words  “Endorsed 
by  (the  name  of  political  party)  convention”  in  addition  to  the  eight-word 
statement  now  authorized  by  law.  Candidates  endorsed  by  a  party  con¬ 
vention  may  accept  said  endorsement  within  ten  days,  and  having  so 
accepted  may  not  withdraw. 
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It  also  provides  for  the  election  of  district  members  of  state  committees 
and  members  of  ward  and  town  committees  at  the  proposed  party  primaries 
in  April,  as  well  as  delegates  to  the  state  party  conventions,  instead  of  at 
the  state  primaries  in  September,  as  now. 

It  also  provides  for  the  election  of  delegates  to  national  conventions  (to 
nominate  candidates  for  President)  at  the  proposed  party  primaries  in¬ 
stead  of  at  the  primaries,  now  specially  held  for  that  purpose,  and  which 
existing  law  required  to  be  held  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  April  (the  same  day 
proposed  for  the  proposed  party  primaries). 

It  also  provides  for  certain  other  new  provisions  of  law  and  certain 
changes  in  existing  laws,  relating  to  holding  state  conventions  and  party 
primaries,  the  number  and  election  of  delegates  to  state  conventions, 
the  number  of  members  at  large  of  a  state  committee,  and  other  mattefs, 
which  in  more  detail  chiefly  are  as  follows: 

State  conventions  are  to  be  composed  solely  of  delegates  elected  at 
the  party  primaries  and  the  number  is  to  be  one  from  each  ward  and  town 
and  one  additional  for  every  fifteen  hundred  votes  or  major  fraction 
thereof  above  the  first  fifteen  hundred  votes  cast  at  the  preceding  state 
election  in  such  ward  or  town  for  the  political  party  candidate  for  Governor, 
instead  of  a  number  now  fixed  by  the  state  committee  of  each  party  (not 
less  than  one  from  each  ward  or  town)  and  certain  members  designated 
by  existing  law. 

The  time,  for  notice  to  the  State  Secretary  by  aldermen  or  selectmen  of 
their  determination  to  hold  primaries  by  wards,  precincts  or  groups  of 
precincts,  to  be  March  1,  instead  of  August  1,  as  now. 

The  names  of  candidates  for  election  for  delegates  to  a  state  convention 
and  for  district  members  of  a  state  committee  to  be  arranged  individually 
by  alphabet  instead  of  in  groups  arranged  by  lot,  as  now. 

Vacancies  in  the  office  of  delegate  to  a  state  or  national  convention  not 
to  be  filled  except  in  case  of  a  tie  vote,  and  then  by  delegates  from  the 
same  district  within  ten  days,  and  if  no  other  delegate  or  if  not  so  filled, 
then  by  a  state  committee,  rather  than  solely  by  the  remaining  members 
of  the  delegation;  and  statement  of  filling  of  such  vacancy  to  be  filed  with 
the  State  Secretary. 

Seating  of  delegates  at  state  conventions  to  be  in  groups  by  senatorial 
districts,  and  order  of  business  at  said  conventions  defined.

The  existing  provisions  as  to  preparation  and  filing  of  nomination  papers, 
objections  to  nominations,  preparation,  number,  substance,  arrangement 
and  form  of  ballots,  hours  during  which  polls  shall  be  open,  opening  of 
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ballot  boxes,  canvass  and  return  of  votes,  return  and  certification  of  votes, 
now  applicable  to  state  primaries  to  be  applicable  to  the  proposed  party 
primaries. 

The  power  of  a  state  committee  to  fix  the  number  of  district  delegates 
to  a  national  convention  to  be  continued,  but  the  date,  of  giving  notice  to 
the  State  Secretary,  of  such  fixation  to  be  March  1,  instead  of  on  or  before 
the  third  Wednesday  in  March,  as  now. 

The  power  of  city  and  town  committees  to  fix  the  number  of  members 
of  ward  and  town  committees  to  be  continued,  but  the  date,  of  giving 
notice  to  the  State  Secretary,  of  such  fixation  to  be  March  1,  instead  of 
August  1,  as  now,  which  was  approved  in  the  Senate  by  a  vote  of  21  in  the 
affirmative  and  17  in  the  negative  and  was  disapproved  in  the  House  of 
Representatives  by  a  vote  of  62  in  the  affirmative  and  138  in  the  negative, 
be  approved?

Proposed  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 


Is  it  desirable  that  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States, — 


4  4  Article — 


“Section  1.  The  terms  of  the  President  and  Vice-President  shall  end 
at  noon  on  the  20th  day  of  January,  and  the  terms  of  Senators  and  Repre¬ 
sentatives  at  noon  on  the  3d  day  of  January,  of  the  years  in  which  such 
terms  would  have  ended  if  this  article  had  not  been  ratified;  and  the  terms 
of  their  successors  shall  then  begin. 

“Section  2.  The  congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every  year, 
and  such  meeting  shall  begin  at  noon  on  the  3d  day  of  January,  unless 
they  shall  by  law  appoint  a  different  day. 

“Section  3.  If,  at  the  time  fixed  for  the  beginning  of  the  term  of  the 
President,  the  President  elect  shall  have  died,  the  Vice-President  elect 
shall  become  President.  If  a  President  shall  not  have  been  chosen  before 
the  time  fixed  for  the  beginning  of  his  term,  or  if  the  President  elect  shall 
have  failed  to  qualify,  then  the  Vice-President  elect  shall  act  as  President 
until  a  President  shall  have  qualified  and  the  Congress  may  by  law  provide 
for  the  case  wherein  neither  a  President  elect  nor  a  Vice-President  elect 
shall  have  qualified,  declaring  who  shall  then  act  as  President,  or  the 
manner  in  which  one  who  is  to  act  shall  be  selected,  and  such  person 
shall  act  accordingly  until  a  President  or  Vice-President  shall  have 
qualified. 

“Section  4.  The  congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case  of  the  death 
of  any  of  the  persons  from  whom  the  House  of  Representatives  may 
choose  a  President  whenever  the  right  of  choice  shall  have  devolved  upon 
them,  and  for  the  case  of  the  death  of  any  of  the  persons  from  whom  the 
Senate  may  choose  a  Vice-President  whenever  the  right  of  choice  shall 
have  devolved  upon  them. 
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“Section  5.  Sections  1  and  2  shall  take  effect  on  the  15th  day  of  Octo¬ 
ber  following  the  ratification  of  this  article. 

“Section  6.  This  article  shall  be  inoperative  unless  it  shall  have  been 
ratified  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  by  the  legislatures  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  several  States  within  seven  years  from  the  date  of  its  sub¬ 
mission*’ — be  ratified  by  the  General  Court?

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1932 

The  Selectmen  submit  the  following  report  on  their  activities  for  the 
>ear 1932. 

There  were  held  forty-nine  regular  meetings  and  three  special  meetings. 
At  the  annual  town  meeting  held  on  January  18,  1932,  John  M.  Mutch 
and  Eugene  L.  Murphy  were  elected  Selectmen  for  the  ensuing  three 
years’  term,  and  duly  qualified,  in  succession  to  Edmund  G.  Dalton,  who 
completed  terms  totaling  twelve  years,  and  Arthur  J.  Forrest,  who  com¬ 
pleted  terms  covering  six  years. 

The  organization  for  the  year  was  perfected  on  January  19,  1932,  by  the 
unanimous  election  of  Herbert  A.  Baker  as  Chairman,  and  James  E. 
Pendergast  as  Clerk. 

Mr.  Pendergast  was  re-appointed  State  Aid  Agent,  Soldiers’  Relief 
Agent  and  Soldiers’  Burial  Agent.  Clarence  A.  Bingham  continued  in  the 
office  of  General  Manager. 

Appointments  during  the  year  were  made  as  follows: 

January  5 — Clarence  A .  Bingham,  local  gypsy  and  brown  tail  moth  super¬ 
intendent.  Approved  by  State  Forestry  Department  on  January  19, 
1932;  re-appointment. 

January  5 — John  J.  Hannigan,  forest  fire  warden  for  the  year  1932.  Ap¬ 
proved  by  State  Forestry  Department  on  January  13,  1932;  re-appoint¬ 
ment. 

January  12 — William  J.  Dalton,  assessor  to  fill  vacancy  for  unexpired  term, 
caused  by  death  of  Kenneth  McKenzie.  Approved  by  Commissioner 
of  Corporations  and  Taxation  on  February  5,  1932. 

January  15 — Evelyn  M.  Prescott,  member  of  board  of  public  welfare,  to 
act  during  the  absence  of  Jennie  F.  Fales  until  April  2,  1932. 

March  1 — Albert  Fales,  inspector  of  animals  for  year  ending  March  31, 
1933.  Approved  by  Director  of  Animal  Industry  on  March  17,  1932; 
reappointment. 

March  15 — Clarence  A.  Bingham,  General  manager,  appointed  as  agent 
to  be  responsible  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  Chapter  152  General 
Laws  relative  to  furnishing  all  benefits  due  under  Sections  69  to  75 
inclusive,  with  notification  to  the  Industrial  Accident  Board. 

March  22 — Patrick  J.  Lydon,  assessor  for  term  of  three  years  from  April  1, 
1932.  Approved  by  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxation, 
March  25,  1932;  re-appointment. 

April  25 — Appointments  for  term  of  one  year  beginning  May  1,  1932  as 
follows,  namely:  William  H.  Sullivan,  pound  keeper  and  dog  officer; 
re-appointment.  William  J .  Barrett,  J.  Irving  Reid  and  Thomas  C. 
Lydon,  field  drivers;  re-appointments.  Austin  L.  Maddox,  John  J. 
Flaherty  and  Guido  A.  Stuntzner,  fence  viewers;  re-appointments.  Dr. 
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George  L.  Klein,  town  physician;  re-appointment.  James  A.  Halloran, 
town  counsel;  re-appointment.  Forrest  M.  Douglass,  inspector  of 
buildings;  re-appointment.  Walter  S.  Bagley,  constable;  re-appoint¬ 
ment.  Charles  E.  Houghton,  John  J.  Hannigan,  and  Herbert  A.  Baker, 
board  of  appeal  under  building  by-law;  re-appointments.  J.  Alexander 
Abdallah,  Anthony  J.  Bru^ga,  James  M.  Folan,  Thomas  H.  Hayden, 
Charles  J .  Weisul  and  Carroll  H.  Woods,  licensed  to  act  as  public  auc¬ 
tioneers. 

May  17 — Jennie  F.  Fales,  M.  Joseph  Roache,  and  Arthur  B.  Rodgers, 
board  of  public  welfare;  Mrs.  Fales  and  Mr.  Roache  being  re-appoint- 
ments.  On  April  18,  1932,  Mary  G.  Millett  tendered  her  resignation 
as  a  member  of  the  board  of  public  welfare  which  was  accepted  with 
regret  and  with  appreciation  of  conscientious  service  rendered  to  the 
Town  in  such  office  for  the  past  eleven  years.  On  November  15,  1932, 
the  resignation  of  Arthur  B.  Rodgers  effective  as  of  December  1,  1932, 
was  received  and  accepted  with  appreciation  of  services  rendered  by 
him  as  member  of  board.  On  November  29,  1932,  Paul  l.  Bernier  was 
appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Arthur  B. 
Rodgers,  effective  as  of  December  1,  1932.  John  J.  Bennett  and  Charles 
E.  McGlashan,  licensed  to  act  as  public  auctioneers. 

August  10 — John  P.  Crowley,  temporary  registrar  of  voters,  during  the 
absence  of  John  P.  Curran,  Registrar  of  Voters. 

October  4 — Joseph  M.  Lovell,  re-appointment  by  Town  Treasurer  and 
Collector  of  Taxes,  Edmund  F.  Sullivan,  as  Deputy  Collector  of  Taxes, 
approved. 

October  25 — Louis  F.  Parker,  acting  chief  of  fire  department  for  period  of 
thirty  days  with  notice  to  Civil  Service  Commission,  following  resigna¬ 
tion  of  John  J.  Hannigan  as  chief  of  fire  department,  effective  on  Septem¬ 
ber  30,  1932.  Appointment  renewed  for  further  periods  to  and  including 
January  9,  1933;  resignation  on  request  accepted  effective  December  31, 
1932. 

December  13 — Alonzo  N.  Earle  chief  of  fire  department,  effective  January 
10,  1933,  but  by  action  taken  December  27,  1932,  made  effective  as  of 
January  1,  1933. 

Albert  L.  Murray  one  of  the  nominees  of  the  Selectmen  was  appointed 
on  January  14,  1932,  as  town  fish  and  game  warden  for  the  year  ending 
January  1,  1933,  by  the  Department  of  Conservation,  Division  of  Fisheries 
and  Game. 

There  were  also  appointed  from  time  to  time  special  police  officers; 
election  officers  for  presidential  primary,  state  primary,  state  election 
meetings  and  town  meetings;  also  sworn  weighers;  sworn  measurers  of 
leather  and  bark,  and  surveyors  of  lumber. 

Licenses  or  permits  were  granted  from  time  to  time  after  due  considera¬ 
tion  and  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  to  various  persons  applying  therefor 
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for  the  conduct  of  the  business  specified  in  such  licenses  or  permits  respec¬ 
tively,  as  follows,  namely: 

Common  victuallers;  inn-holders;  transient  vendors;  lodging  house 
keepers;  intelligence  offices;  junk  collectors;  public  amusement;  pool 
room;  bowling  alley;  Sunday  entertainment;  Sunday  sales;  taxi-cab 
owners;  taxi-cab  operators;  sale  of  gasoline  and  motor  oil  on  premises; 
public  garage;  children’s  musical  exhibition  (Norwood  Theatre);  operation 
of  motor  coaches  for  transportation  of  passengers  for  hire  between  Nor¬ 
wood  and  Walpole  to  Pierce  Bus  Lines,  Inc.,  as  successor  to  Fred.  W. 
Pierce;  purchase,  sale,  exchange  and  assemblance  of  second-hand  motor 
vehicles  or  parts;  and  conduct  of  open  air  meeting. 

Joint  and  identical  pole  locations  granted. 

On  May  17  a  license  was  granted  to  Sears,  Roebuck  Company  to  sell, 
rent  or  lease  firearms. 

Favorable  recommendation  given  to  application  for  a  state  license  to 
peddle  fish. 

Permits  granted  as  follows:  To  Norwood  Lodge  of  Elks,  B.  P.  O.  E.  to 
conduct  a  carnival  on  June  17  and  18,  1932;  To  American  Legion  Post  to 
sell  ice  cream  and  other  refreshments  on  July  8,  1932,  being  occasion  of 
opening  of  band  concert  season;  To  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  Norwood 
Post  No.  2452,  to  conduct  a  Mardi  Gras  Festival,  also  a  Poppy  Drive;  To 
American  Legion  Auxiliary  Unit  Norwood  Post  No.  70  to  sell  popcorn  at 
band  concerts  during  July  and  August. 

Numerous  public  hearings  were  held  from  time  to  time  as  required  by 
law  upon  various  petitions  for  licenses,  permits,  lay  outs  and  the  like, 
which  it  does  not  appear  to  be  necessary  to  detail  in  this  report. 

Conferences  were  held  during  the  year  with  other  departments  particu¬ 
larly  with  the  Finance  Commission,  Planning  Board  and  the  Board  of 
Public  Welfare,  also  with  various  officials  and  committees,  and  especial 
attention  was  given  to  budget  matters,  and  to  the  relief  of  unemployment. 

Claims  and  Litigation 

Claims  for  personal  injuries  and  actions  brought  against  the  Town 
whether  for  damages  for  takings  of  easements  in  land  or  for  other  causes 
had  due  consideration,  were  referred  to  the  legal  department  for  advice 
and  other  appropriate  action  and  received  such  further  attention  as  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  required.  A  brief  statement  of  such  claims  and  actions 
follows.  Reference  is  hereby  made  to  the  report  of  the  Town  Counsel  for 
further  details  of  action  taken  and  the  status  of  these  matters. 

Rose  G.  O’Brien,  claim  for  personal  injuries,  sidewalk  accident,  Nahatan 
Street,  settled;  amount  paid  $65.00. 

Louis  Severance,  claim  for  personal  injuries,  sidewalk  accident,  Nahatan 
Street;  settlement  pending. 

James  Curran,  workmen’s  compensation  claim,  lump  sum  settlement; 
amount  paid  $500.00. 
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Samuel  Thompson,  workmen’s  compensation  claim,  lump  sum  settle¬ 
ment;  amount  paid  $350.00. 

Catherine  Dillon,  action  of  tort  for  personal  injuries  brought  in  Superior 
Court  for  Norfolk  County,  sidewalk  accident,  Nahatan  Street,  compromise 
settlement;  amount  paid  $500.00. 

Charles  P.  Pond,  et  al,  petition  in  Superior  Court  for  Norfolk  County 
for  assessment  of  damages  for  taking  of  lan  or  extension  of  Nichols  Street 
where  no  damages  were  awarded;  action  pending. 

James  J.  Drummey,  action  of  contract  brought  in  Superior  Court  for 
Norfolk  County  based  on  claim  for  labor  and  material  in  connection  with 
grading  of  Senior  High  School  building  lot;  action  pending. 

Eva  Braverman,  petition  for  assessment  of  damages  brought  in  Superior 
Court  for  Norfolk  County  for  taking  of  easement  in  land  for  widening  of 
Winter  Street;  action  pending. 

Certain  other  claims  were  presented  through  written  notices  or  other¬ 
wise  as  to  which  either  liability  has  been  denied  or  no  action  has  been  in¬ 
dicated  as  yet  to  the  claimants. 

The  suit  in  equity  of  the  Metropolitan  Crushed  Stone  Company  against 
Smith,  Jr.  and  O’Brien  (Smith  Construction  Company)  as  the  contractors 
for  the  construction  of  the  widening  and  re-location  of  a  section  of  Winter 
Street,  brought  on  December  9,  1931,  and  entered  in  the  Superior  Court 
for  Suffolk  County  on  January  4,  1932,  is  pending.  The  Town  and  the 
Surety  Company  of  the  Contractors,  are  Respondents  also.  With  respect 
to  the  contract,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  under  which  the  im¬ 
provement  was  carried  on,  reported  through  final  estimate  under  date  of 
January  28,  1932,  that  the  work  had  been  completed  at  a  value  of  $17,062.73 
The  Selectmen  thereupon  voted  to  declare  the  work  under  the  contract 
completed  and  approved.  By  notice  on  February  2,  1932,  the  County 
Commissioners  for  the  County  of  Norfolk  decreased  the  amount  awarded 
as  a  contribution  to  the  Town  for  the  improvement  from  $10,000.00  to 
$6,696.67.

through  the  use  of  a  form  of  assent  provided  for  the  purpose.  Accordingly 
the  Selectmen  on  February  2  signed  and  caused  to  be  forwarded  such 
assent. 

The  abstract  of  title  to  the  parcel  of  land  with  certificates  required  and  a 
plan  of  the  Engineer’s  Survey  of  the  proposed  site  were  prepared  and  de¬ 
livered  to  the  appropriate  authorities  of  the  United  States  government 
together  with  evidence  of  the  removal  of  encumbrances  in  the  nature 
of  fencing  covenants  as  to  which  releases  were  secured  and  recorded,  also 
the  draft  of  the  warranty  deed  conveying  the  title  which  were  found  to  be 
in  acceptable  form. 

On  May  12  the  deed,  which  had  been  executed  by  the  Selectmen  and 
the  Town  Treasurer,  was  delivered  to  the  United  States  government 
through  the  Special  Assistant  of  the  United  States  Attorney  in  Boston  and 
the  sale  of  the  land  completed  by  the  payment  by  the  United  States 
through  the  Treasury  Department  by  check  to  Town  Treasurer  Sullivan 
of  the  sum  of  $21,800.25. 

Motor  Bus  Transportation 

Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company 

On  April  4  a  hearing  was  held  on  the  application  of  the  Eastern  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Street  Railway  Company  for  a  license  to  operate  motor  busses  in 
the  carriage  of  passengers  for  hire  on  Washington  Street  between  Guild 
Street  and  the  Nor  wood- Walpole  boundary  line,  being  an  extension  of  the 
licensed  privileges  granted  in  1931.  The  Public  Trustees  of  the  Company 
indicated  that  they  were  ready  to  give  favorable  consideration  to  discon¬ 
tinuing  the  electric  street  car  service  and  substituting  motor  vehicle  service 
on  the  entire  route  from  the  Boston  line  to  East  Walpole  with  half  hourly 
service  on  a  thirty  minute  schedule  between  Forest  Hills  and  Guild  Street 
and  forty-five  minute  schedule  between  Forest  Hills  and  East  Walpole 
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and  with  the  then  present  rates  of  fare  to  be  continued.  Following  the 
hearing  the  license  was  granted  and  the  company  was  informed  that  the 
Selectmen  would  give  favorable  consideration  to  a  modification  of  the  con¬ 
tract  conditions  requested  by  the  Trustees  with  respect  to  the  purchase  of 
electric  energy  requiring  a  six  months’  notice  on  the  part  of  the  company 
of  its  intention  to  abandon  the  contract.  On  June  12  the  Company  sub¬ 
stituted  motor  bus  operation  for  electric  street  railway  operation  in  Nor¬ 
wood  as  previously  notified  to  the  Selectmen  with  request  for  the  cancella¬ 
tion  of  the  power  contract  as  of  said  June  12.  The  Selectmen  thereupon 
voted  to  cancel  the  contract  as  requested,  waiving  the  required  notice. 

New  England  Transportation  Company 

On  June  7  upon  the  application  of  the  New  England  Transportation 
Company  it  was  voted  to  modify  its  existing  license  to  transport  passengers 
for  hire  by  the  operation  of  motor  coaches  in  the  town  on  the  route  between 
Boston  and  the  Rhode  Island-Massachusetts  state  line  to  the  extent  that 
will  permit  transportation  from  the  Norwood  Central  Station  of  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  through  Broadway, 
East  Hoyle  and  Washington  Streets  to  the  Walpole-Norwood  line  on 
tickets  of  said  Railroad  Company  with  respect  to  two  round  trips  daily, 
as  specifically  indicated  in  the  petition  for  such  modification,  except  on 
Sundays  and  holidays,  with  the  definite  understanding,  however,  the 
passengers  carried  to  East  Walpole  shall  be  discharged  at  or  near  the  East 
Walpole  Railroad  Station  on  the  Wrentham  branch  of  said  Railroad  Com¬ 
pany  and  that  no  passengers  shall  be  taken  in  Norwood  except  at  the  said 
Station  and  that  all  motor  busses  operating  over  East  Hoyle  Street  shall 
come  to  a  stop  before  entering  Washington  Street  at  its  intersection  with 
said  East  Hoyle  Street. 

South  Metropolitan  Sewerage  System 
Neponset  Valley  Branch 

On  June  28  a  notice  was  received  from  the  Metropolitan  District  Com¬ 
mission  under  date  of  June  21  certifying  that  the  construction  of  the  main 
trunk  sewer  line  of  the  Neponset  Valley  Branch  of  the  South  Metropolitan 
Sewerage  System  had  been  so  far  completed  as  to  furnish  an  outlet  to 
receive  the  sewage  from  Norwood  and  Walpole  on  or  before  July  1,  1932, 
and  that  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  384,  Acts  of  1928, 
all  assessments  to  meet  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  sys¬ 
tem  to  be  paid  by  these  towns  would  be  included  in  the  taxes  levied  for  the 
current  year  as  required  by  law. 

On  November  1  following  a  report  received  from  a  committee  appointed 
for  the  purpose,  consisting  of  the  General  Manager,  the  Town  Clerk  and 
Accountant  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Assessors,  which  committee  consulted 
with  the  X.  H.  Goodnough,  Inc.,  sanitary  engineers,  through  Engineer 
Goodnough,  and  conferred  with  representatives  of  Winslow  Bros.  & 
Smith  Co.,  it  was  voted  that  the  basis  upon  which  the  property  of  said 
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Winslow  Bros.  &  Smith  Co.  should  be  connected  with  the  new  Neponset 
Valley  Branch  of  the  South  Metropolitan  Sewerage  System,  as  recom¬ 
mended  by  Engineer  Goodnough,  be  established  as  follows,  namely,  the 
sum  of  $2,688.00  be  the  fee  charged  to  be  paid  by  said  Company  for  the 
use  of  the  common  sewer  for  the  disposal  of  sewage,  said  sum  being  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  Selectmen  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  83,  General 
Laws  and  that  in  consideration  of  such  payment  no  further  assessment 
in  the  future  shall  be  laid  or  imposed  on  the  area  shown  on  a  plan  entitled 
“Plan  Showing  Area  Covered  by  Payment  of  Fee  for  Use  of  Common 
Sewers  in  Town  of  Norwood  in  the  Disposal  of  Industrial  Sewage  in  the 
Winslow  Plant  of  Winslow  Bros.  &  Smith  Co.  Norwood,  Mass.  A.  W. 
Thompson,  Engr.”  dated  November  1,  1932,  such  industrial  sewage  re¬ 
sulting  from  manufacturing  processes  now  located  or  which  in  the  future 
may  be  located  within  the  area  as  shown  on  said  plan.  The  basis  thus 
fixed  was  accepted  by  Winslow  Bros.  &  Smith  Co. 

Electric  Service  Rates 

On  June  28,  1932,  the  following  action  was  taken  with  respect  to  electric 
service  rates  effective  as  of  July  1,  1932,  namely: 

“In  amendment  of  the  existing  rates,  a  further  discount  of  three 
per  centum  on  the  net  amount  of  each  bill  due  for  electric  energy 
furnished  each  domestic  and  commercial  consumer  after  June  21, 
1932,  and  not  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  the  Federal  Revenue  Act, 
is  to  be  allowed,  said  discount,  however,  to  be  retained  by  the  Treas¬ 
urer  as  Collector  of  Electric  Service  Rates  as  the  tax  due  to  the  United 
States  and  to  be  paid  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  said 
Revenue  Act  of  1932.” 

Rules  and  Orders  in  Amendment  to  Existing  Rules  and  Orders  for  the 
Regulation  of  Carriages  and  Vehicles  Used  on  Public  Ways 

On  March  1,  1932,  action  was  taken  as  follows,  namely,  “Voted  that  the 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  regulation  of  carriages  and  vehicles  used  on 
public  ways  in  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts,  adopted  on  July 
12,  1927,  as  amended  on  April  8,  1930,  be  and  hereby  are  further  amended 
by  the  adoption  of  the  following  section,  viz.: 

Section  25.  Every  driver  of  a  vehicle,  street  car  or  other  conveyance, 
approaching  an  intersecting  way  at  which  there  exists,  facing  him, 
an  official  sign,  authorized  by  this  rule  and  order,  said  sign  having 
apart  from  this  regulation,  the  written  approval  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  bearing 
the  word  “stop,”  shall  before  entering  and  proceeding  through  the 
intersection,  bring  such  vehicle,  street  car  or  other  conveyance  to  a 
complete  stop  at  such  line  as  may  be  clearly  marked,  or,  if  there  is  no 
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line  so  marked,  at  a  place  between  the  said  sign  and  the  line  of  the 
street  intersection.  In  the  case  of  a  line  of  two  or  more  vehicles  ap¬ 
proaching  such  “stop”  sign,  the  drivers  of  the  second  and  third  vehicles 
in  any  group  shall  not  be  required  to  stop  more  than  once  at  said  desig¬ 
nated  line  or  place  or  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  This  rule  and  order 
shall  not  apply  when  the  traffic  is  otherwise  directed  by  a  police  officer 
or  by  any  other  lawful  traffic  regulating  sign,  signal  or  device. 

And  be  it  further  Voted  that  said  amendment  be  published  in  the  Norwood 
Messenger  in  the  issue  of  Friday,  March  4,  1932,  and  be  effective  upon 
such  publication  and  upon  its  approval  in  writing  by  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Works.” 

The  amendment  was  published  as  required  and  the  approval  in  writing 
of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  was  obtained  on  March  22,  1932. 

Unemployment  Relief 

As  was  stated  in  the  report  of  the  activities  of  this  department  for  the 
year  1931,  there  was  appointed  on  October  27  of  that  year  a  local  com¬ 
mittee  on  unemployment  relief,  in  line  with  an  earlier  request  of  Governor 
Ely.  This  committee  continued  to  act  in  the  year  1932.  Keenly  appre¬ 
ciative  of  the  effect  of  unemployment  conditions  existing  in  Norwood  as 
well  as  in  municipalities  generally  throughout  the  state  and  nation,  the 
Selectmen,  independently  of  the  committee,  endeavored  to  aid  in  the 
improvement  of  such  conditions  through  the  departments  under  their 
control  and  had  the  active  cooperation  and  assistance  to  that  end  of  the 
General  Manager  and  other  officials  including  department  superintendents. 
As  was  the  case  in  the  year  1931  every  effort  has  been  made  during  the 
past  year  to  utilize  the  services  of  those  who  needed  employment  to  the 
greatest  possible  extent  permitted  by  the  use  of  all  funds  available  for  the 
purpose.  In  recognition  of  the  work  of  the  Committee  above  mentioned, 
the  Selectmen  took  action  on  June  7,  in  the  form  of  an  expression  of  appre¬ 
ciation  to  the  Committee  for  its  cooperation  and  to  the  donors  of  funds 
contributed  and  made  available  to  relieve  unemployment  which  had  re¬ 
sulted  in  material  benefit  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  particularly  as  it 
appeared  that  two  thirds  of  the  cost  of  the  improvement  made  in  Highland 
View  Cemetery  was  met  from  such  funds. 

Conferences  were  held  with  the  Committee  from  time  to  time  at  which 
it  reported  as  to  its  activities.  Conferences  were  held  also  with  the  Nor¬ 
wood  Council  of  the  Central  Labor  Union  and  with  others,  particularly 
with  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  with  respect  to  the  employment  situa¬ 
tion  and  relief  measures. 

On  November  9,  the  Committee  reported  suggesting  its  discharge  in 
view  of  the  performance  of  the  work  which  had  been  assigned  to  it  and  it 
was  voted  that  gratitude  and  appreciation  for  the  services  rendered  by  it 
during  the  years  1931  and  1932  be  extended  to  the  Committee. 

Changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  Committee  were  as  follows,  namely: 
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January  19,  resignation  of  Spencer  B.  Montgomery  received  and  ac¬ 
cepted.  January  26,  Selectman  John  M.  Mutch  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy.  February  9,  resignation  of  Francis  W.  Smith  received  and  ac¬ 
cepted.  February  16,  resignation  of  Hollis  W.  Plimpton  received  and 
accepted.  March  29,  resignation  of  Nora  A.  Walsh  received  and  accepted. 
As  to  each  of  said  former  members  appreciation  for  services  rendered  was 
expressed. 

Following  report  on  October  4  from  a  group  conference  which  recom¬ 
mended  the  appointment  of  an  advisory  committee  on  emergency  relief 
to  cooperate  with  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  thereafter  in  1932  and  in 
1933  and  on  request  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  a  committee  to  be 
known  as  an  Emergency  Relief  Committee  was  appointed  on  October  18 
as  follows,  namely,  Henry  J.  Cronan,  Evelyn  M.  Prescott,  Amy  E.  Wald¬ 
heim,  Paul  I.  Bernier,  Michael  Shergals,  Maude  A.  Shattuck  and  Anna  M. 
Flaherty.  On  November  1,  Helen  E.  Buell  was  appointed  to  membership 
in  place  of  Mrs.  Prescott,  who  was  unable  to  serve.  On  November  22, 
S.  Maude  Bernier  was  appointed  to  membership  in  place  of  Mr.  Shergals, 
who  was  unable  to  serve.  On  November  9,  the  new  committee  submitted 
recommendations  and  plans  of  action  which  received  consideration  and 
which  was  followed  by  a  further  report  from  such  committee  through  its 
Chairman  on  November  15,  with  respect  to  the  unemployment  situation. 


Salary  and  Wages  Reduction 

On  May  3  a  request  was  received  from  the  Finance  Commission  that  a 
general  reduction,  to  continue  until  further  notice,  be  made  in  all  salaries, 
wages,  fees  and  other  payments  for  personal  services  rendered  to  the  Town 
This  action  by  the  Finance  Commission  was  due  apparently  to  the  unsatis¬ 
factory  results  obtained  from  the  attempt  to  secure  voluntary  contribu¬ 
tions  from  municipal  employees,  particularly  such  large  groups  as  the 
school  teachers,  police  officers  and  permanent  members  of  the  fire  depart¬ 
ment  classified  under  the  Civil  Service  Rules.  Before  acting  upon  the 
request  conferences  were  held  with  representatives  of  the  police  officers 
and  the  permanent  members  of  the  fire  department  with  a  view  to  ob¬ 
taining  voluntary  contributions  from  them  of  5%  of  their  respective 
salaries  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  to  be  received  by  the  Town  Treasurer 
and  used  in  accordance  with  the  action  taken  at  the  town  meeting  held  on 
March  10.  Thereafter,  namely  on  May  24,  the  Selectmen  were  notified 
by  said  police  officers  and  permanent  firemen  that  such  voluntary  contribu¬ 
tion  would  not  be  made  by  them.  Consideration  was  given  on  June  28 
to  a  schedule  of  salaries  and  compensation  to  be  paid  to  officials  and  others 
respectively  holding  appointive  positions  or  being  employed  under  the 
Selectmen  which  showed  the  effect  on  such  salaries  and  compensation  of 
a  reduction  for  the  period  from  July  15  to  December  31,  1932,  on  the 
following  basis,  namely,  salary  and  compensation  less  than  $1201.00 — 5% 
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reduction,  on  $1201.00  to  $3001.00 — 7j%  reduction  and  on  $3001.00  and 
above,  10%  reduction. 

On  advice  from  the  Town  Counsel  that  action  with  respect  to  police 
officers  and  permanent  members  of  the  fire  department  looking  to  a  lower¬ 
ing  in  their  compensation  required  preliminary  action  by  the  town  meeting 
in  reduction  of  the  appropriations  previously  voted  for  the  salaries  in  the 
police  and  fire  departments,  a  special  town  meeting  was  called  to  be  held 
on  July  7  to  permit  of  appropriate  action  to  be  taken  in  the  matter.  On 
July  5  action  was  taken  establishing  the  reductions  shown  by  the  schedule 
above  referred  to  as  of  July  15  effective  however  only  if  the  town  meeting 
took  affirmative  action  by  way  of  reducing  the  appropriations  for  salaries 
in  the  police  and  fire  departments  under  Article  9  of  the  warrant  for  that 
meeting  and  that  with  respect  to  such  established  reductions,  the  heads 
of  departments  under  the  Selectmen  be  requested  to  take  similar  action. 
At  said  special  town  meeting  it  was  voted  not  to  reduce  the  above  men¬ 
tioned  appropriations. 

On  November  29  the  Selectmen  received  notification  from  the  Finance 
Commission  of  a  vote  adopted  by  it  in  which  it  indicated  its  opinion  that 
a  wage  and  salary  reduction  should  be  put  into  effect  on  January  1,  1933, 
in  all  departments  of  the  town,  namely,  as  to  all  salaries  and  wages  under 
$1500.00  a  10%  reduction,  from  $1500.00  to  $3000.00  a  12f  %  reduction, 
and  as  to  $3000.00  and  above,  a  15%  reduction,  and  that  the  wages  of 
employees  of  the  town  on  an  hourly  rate  be  adjusted  commensurate  with 
the  rate  paid  in  industry  for  the  same  class  of  work  and  that  automatic 
increases  should  be  put  into  effect  as  usual  and  reductions  made  from  such 
increased  rates  and  that  budgets  should  be  revised  on  such  basis. 

On  said  date  the  Selectmen  unanimously  voted  approval  of  the  principle 
set  forth  in  the  notification  and  further  voted  that  with  respect  to  regular 
men  employed  by  the  town  the  hourly  rate  of  compensation  be  reduced 
on  the  same  basis  as  the  salary  reductions,  and  that  as  to  all  employees  in 
departments  under  the  control  of  the  Selectmen,  except  as  to  officers  and 
employees  classified  under  the  Civil  Service  Rules  such  reductions  in  com¬ 
pensation  be  effective  as  of  January  1,  1933,  and  that  as  to  the  permanent 
members  of  the  fire  department  classified  under  the  Civil  Service  Rules 
the  Acting  Chief  of  the  Department  be  requested  to  take  appropriate  action 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  seasonably  to  lower  in  compensation 
such  permanent  members  effective  as  of  January  1,  1933,  for  service  to  be 
rendered  on  and  after  that  date  to  875%  of  the  existing  rate. 

With  respect  to  the  police  officers  the  following  action  was  taken: 

“Voted,  that  the  Clerk  issue  notices  to  every  police  officer  classified 
under  Civil  Service  Rules  that  Selectmen  contemplate  the  lowering  of 
compensation  of  each  for  services  to  be  rendered  on  and  after  January  1, 
1933,  to  87  5%  thereof  at  the  existing  rate,  specifically  stating  the  rate  and 
percentage,  for  the  following  reasons: 


1 .  The  necessity  for  economy  in  town  expenditures  for  the  general  welfare 
of  the  town  in  view  of  general  conditions  of  business. 

2.  The  necessity  in  view  of  general  conditions  of  reducing  the  existing 
tax  burdens  on  the  tax  payers  of  the  town. 

3.  The  necessity  of  reducing  the  cost  of  town  government  in  part  by  the 
reduction  in  compensation  of  town  officers  and  employees  to  avoid 
the  probable  increase  of  the  tax  burden  on  the  tax  payers  of  the  town 
resulting  from  known  and  prospective  losses  of  revenue  to  the  Town 
from  state  income  tax  and  state  corporation  tax  and  other  receipts, 
and  from  known  and  prospective  increased  appropriation  requirements. 

4.  In  view  of  a  contemplated  general  and  graduated  reduction  of  all 
salaries  and  wages  (of  compensation)  of  officers  and  employees  of  the 
town  in  all  departments  under  the  control  of  the  Selectmen  on  the 
grounds  of  economy. 

5.  The  necessity,  in  view  of  existing  economic  conditions,  of  reducing  the 
cost  of  government  of  the  town  by  the  contemplated  action  and  other 
appropriate  action. 

and  that  the  Selectmen  will  hold  a  full  hearing  on  the  subject  matter  of 
such  notice  in  Memorial  Hall,  Municipal  Building,  Thursday,  December  8, 
1932,  at  7.30  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  and  that  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  law  such  hearing  shall,  if  the  officer  so  requests  in  writing, 
be  public.” 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  above  set  forth  notices  were  given  to  the 
several  police  officers  and  thereafter  replies  were  received  from  them  in 
which  they  requested  that  the  hearings  should  be  public  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Civil  Service  laws  and  in  which  they  stated  that  they  objected 
to  the  lowering  of  compensation  and  wished  to  contest  the  same  and 
designated  an  attorney  to  represent  them. 

The  hearings  were  consolidated  and  held  on  December  8  and  by  con¬ 
tinuance  on  December  16,  17  and  20.  An  agreement  was  reached  with  the 
several  police  officers  affected  that  the  proceedings  be  discontinued  and  that 
contributions  from  their  respective  salaries  would  be  made  for  the  year 
1933  of  sums  representing  10%  of  their  respective  salaries  in  lieu  of  salary 
reductions.  On  December  21,  appropriate  written  instruments  signed  by 
the  police  officers  affected  and  signed  for  approval  and  acceptance  by  the 
Selectmen  and  containing  other  provisions  agreed  upon  were  exchanged 
and  the  hearings  discontinued.  With  respect  to  the  permanent  members 
of  the  fire  department,  acting  Chief  Parker  took  the  appropriate  prelimi¬ 
nary  action  requested  by  the  Selectmen  to  lower  in  compensation  such 
members,  but  the  members  affected  entered  into  contribution  agreements 
similar  to  those  made  with  the  police  officers  as  above  set  forth  and  the 
proceedings  with  respect  to  them  were  also  discontinued.  With  respect 
to  other  officials  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  and  all  employees  in  de- 


partments  under  control  of  the  Selectmen,  the  action  taken  on  November 
29  as  to  reduction  in  compensation  was  reconsidered  on  December  20,  and 
it  was  voted  that  such  reduction  should  not  be  put  into  effect,  on  the  under¬ 
standing  and  agreement,  however,  as  consideration  therefor,  that  contribu¬ 
tions  be  made  from  the  respective  salaries  or  wages  of  such  officials  and 
employees  on  the  following  basis,  namely,  as  to  annual  salaries  and  wages 
not  exceeding  $3,000  ten  percent,  and  as  to  salaries  over  $3,000  fifteen  per 
cent,  and  as  to  regular  men  employed  at  hourly  rates  in  such  departments 
the  contribution  be  made  on  the  same  basis. 

Miscellaneous 

Brief  reference  is  made  in  the  following  form  to  matters  which  received 
attention  during  the  year  and  which  indicate  to  some  extent  the  varied 
and  extensive  character  of  the  duties  which  have  been  performed,  namely: 

Bond  of  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  with  the  Century 
Indemnity  Co.  of  Hartford,  Connecticut,  as  surety,  in  statutory  form  and 
in  the  amount  of  $72,000.00,  approved.  On  December  20,  notice  received 
from  Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation  that  the  amount  of  the 
bond  required  from  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  for  the 
coming  year  would  be  $58,000.00.  Due  to  the  record  established  by  the 
Collector  of  Taxes  with  respect  to  the  prompt  collection  of  taxes,  this 
amount  is  substantially  less  than  the  amount  required  for  the  past  year. 

Order  adopted  and  signed  on  December  27  for  assessment  of  betterments 
for  the  improving  constituting  the  extension  of  Nichols  Street,  involving 
lands  of  Norwood  Estates,  Inc.,  S.  M.  Winslow  and  Charles  P.  Pond,  et  al, 
assumed  owners,  and  same  to  be  filed. 

On  March  22,  it  was  voted  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Chapter  94,  Acts 
of  1932,  entitled  “An  Act  Providing  for  Advance  Payments  on  Account 
of  Taxes  for  the  Current  Year  in  Certain  Cities  and  Towns”  and  that 
notice  of  action  taken  be  given  to  the  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and 
Taxation  and  to  local  officials  involved  and  to  the  general  public. 

On  April  25,  it  was  voted  that  roller  skating  be  permitted  between  the 
hours  of  sunrise  and  sunset  in  the  following  designated  area,  viz.:  that 
portion  of  Nichols  Street  between  Shattuck  Road  and  the  southerly 
boundary  of  the  Senior  High  School  premises. 

On  report  from  Advisory  Committee  on  Unemployment  that  through 
expenditure  of  funds  in  its  possession  by  public  contribution  certain  stand¬ 
ing  wood  on  town  property  had  been  converted  into  cord  wood  with  about 
two  hundred  cords  on  hand,  it  was  voted,  on  February  11,  that  if  the  Com¬ 
mittee  made  available  to  the  town  through  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare, 
without  cost,  forty  cords  of  such  wood,  the  Committee  might  dispose  of 
the  remaining  portion  at  such  price  and  upon  such  terms  as  it  determined, 
with  the  understanding  that  all  monies  received  from  the  sale  be  used  by 
the  Committee  for  further  relief  of  unemployment. 
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Approved  recommendation  of  General  Manager  that  no  motor  vehicle 
indemnity  insurance  be  authorized. 

Quarterly  allotments  established  for  expected  expenditures  from  the 
various  appropriations  under  control  of  Selectmen. 

Favorable  report  made  to  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  on  petition 
for  incorporation  of  The  Norfolk  County  League  of  Sportsmen’s  Clubs, 
Inc. 

On  June  28  the  list  of  persons  qualified  for  jury  service  voted  and  an¬ 
nounced. 

On  April  12  order  adopted  that  sewer  mains  be  installed  in  St.  John 
Avenue,  Morse  Street  and  Short  Street. 

On  July  5  voted  that  band  concerts  for  season  be  held  as  follows,  three 
at  Elks  Park,  two  at  Municipal  Building  grounds  and  one  each  at  Balch 
School  grounds,  Senior  High  School  grounds  and  Callahan  School  grounds, 
respectively. 

On  September  13  order  adopted  for  construction  of  sewer  mains  in  Upton 
Avenue,  Morse  Street,  Highland  Street,  Washington  Street  from  Short 
Street  to  Mylod  Street  and  in  Prospect  Street  for  a  distance  of  one  hundred 
and  fifteen  feet  from  Casey  Street. 

On  September  21  voted,  after  conferences  held  to  lease  for  a  period  of 
one  year  to  the  Norwood  Post,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  the  premises 
owned  by  the  Town  on  Railroad  Avenue  formerly  used  for  school  purposes 
and  known  as  the  East  School,  for  headquarters  for  said  Post. 

On  September  27,  arrangements  made  with  Dr.  Charles  L.  Lynch  to  act 
as  town  physician  during  the  illness  of  Dr.  George  Klein. 

On  June  28,  Honorable  Clifford  B.  Sanborn  appointed  special  and 
additional  Town  Counsel  during  the  leave  of  absence  granted  to  Town 
Counsel  Halloran. 

On  October  4,  approved  the  purchase  of  a  new  plough  for  the  Mack 
Truck  owned  by  the  Town  as  snow  removal  equipment. 

On  October  18,  authorized  payment  to  Mr.  Edward  O’Toole  of  $150.00 
as  rental  for  premises  used  as  a  Rifle  Range  for  the  year  ending  October  1 
1932. 

Report  received  from  General  Manager  that  in  the  last  official  list  of 
cities  and  towns  participating  in  the  National  Safety  Contest,  Norwood 
stood  second  in  the  class  of  communities  having  a  population  between 
10,000  and  25,000. 

On  December  20,  notice  received  from  State  Forester,  Department  of 
Conservation,  that  the  maximum  amount  required  to  be  expended  by  the 
Town  for  gypsy  and  brown  tail  moth  work  for  the  year  1933  would  be 
$5,000. 

On  December  20,  it  was  voted  that  all  places  of  business  operated  under 
common  victuallers’  licenses  be  required  to  close  by  1.15  a.  m. 

Notice  reported  on  January  5  from  State  Department  of  Public  Works, 
dated  December  28,  1931,  of  an  order  of  taking  of  land  of  the  Town  for 
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state  highway  purposes  (the  new  Boston- Providence  Turnpike)  identified 
as  parcel  14  with  area  ot  33,550  square  feet  and  a  nominal  award  of  damages, 
and  on  September  21  another  notice  received,  dated  September  15,  that 
this  Department  had  taken  certain  further  land  owned  by  the  Town  for 
like  purposes,  and  identified  as  parcels  11  and  12  with  areas  of  69,920  square 
feet,  and  of  4,450  square  feet,  respectively,  and  with  a  nominal  award  of 
damages. 

On  March  1,  lay-out  plans  with  plans  showing  areas  benefitted  signed 
and  ordered  filed  with  Town  Clerk  as  to  following  streets,  viz.:  Hill  Street, 
Highland  Street,  Mountain  Avenue  and  Cedar  Street. 

On  March  22,  by  unanimous  vote,  appreciation  extended  to  Superin¬ 
tendent  Joseph  E.  Conley  for  services  in  the  conduct  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  and  an  expression  of  confidence  also  in  his  judgment  in  the 
execution  of  the  work  of  his  Department  with  respect  to  the  employment 
of  labor. 

On  April  4,  appropriate  resolution  voted  expressing  appreciation  of  the 
community  through  the  Selectmen  to  Sergeant  Walter  A.  Readel  for  his 
faithful  services  for  the  twenty-five  years’  period,  ending  April  4,  1932,  as 
police  officer  in  Norwood. 

On  August  2,  voted  that  notice  be  given  to  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Works  with  respect  to  the  new  state  highway  (Boston-Providence 
Turnpike)  of  the  concern  of  the  Selectmen  as  to  traffic  safety  and  of  the 
hazards  and  dangers  arising  upon  the  opening  of  the  same  in  Norwood, 
particularly  as  to  the  East  Cross  Street  intersection,  and  expressing  the 
opinion  of  the  Selectmen  that  no  form  of  control  by  signal  system  would 
furnish  proper  and  adequate  protection  to  the  travelling  public  at  that 
intersection,  and  that  the  Department  should  provide  an  overpass  at  that 
point  and  take  immediate  steps  to  that  end,  and  that,  responsibility  for  the 
protection  of  traffic  devolves  on  the  State  rather  than  on  the  local  com¬ 
munity  and  that  the  State  should  install  for  protection  at  all  intersections 
“stop”  and  “go”  traffic  signals. 

On  August  16,  Selectmen  as  Board  of  Survey,  after  hearing  held  on 
petition  of  Norwood  Estates,  Inc.  and  others,  for  approval  of  plans  locating 
proposed  private  ways  for  public  use,  namely,  Fairbanks  Ave.,  running 
westerly  from  Prospect  Street  and  an  extension  of  Prospect  Avenue  running 
westerly  from  Prospect  Street,  approved  said  plans.  On  December  6,  as 
Board  of  Survey,  approved  after  public  hearing  plan  of  certain  proposed 
private  ways  for  public  use  in  area  easterly  of  Washington  Street  and 
northerly  of  Ellis  Avenue,  viz. :  Margaret  Street,  Willard  Street  and  Royal 
Street,  on  petition  of  David  I.  Ellis,  with  understanding  that  when  sub¬ 
division  plan  of  proposed  development  is  prepared  it  be  submitted  for 
consideration  and  approval  before  filing  in  Registry  of  Deeds. 

On  December  27,  voted  that  acting  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  Parker 
be  paid  the  sum  of  S100.00  in  addition  to  his  regular  salary  as  Deputy 
Chief,  as  compensation  for  services  as  acting  Chief.  It  was  also  voted

that  the  new  Fire  Chief,  Alonzo  N.  Earle,  be  paid  for  the  year  1933  a 
salary  of  $2500.00  subject  to  the  requirement  that  he  should  contribute 
to  the  Town,  10%  of  such  salary,  in  keeping  with  like  contributions  from 
members  of  that  department,  to  which  salary  basis  Chief  Earle  agreed. 

In  view  of  the  action  taken  by  the  voters  at  the  special  town  meeting 
held  on  July  7  with  respect  to  the  purchase  of  a  parcel  of  land  from  the 
Norwood  Estates,  Inc.,  described  in  the  vote  under  Article  10  and  after 
report  on  the  title  when  found  to  be  merchantable  the  parcel  was  purchased 
for  the  purposes  authorized  through  appropriate  deed  delivered  and 
recorded. 

On  November  15,  notice  received  from  State  Department  of  Public 
Works,  under  date  of  November  8,  that  the  Department  was  authorized 
to  cooperate  and  share  equally  with  the  Town  in  the  expense  of  removal 
of  snow  on  Route  1,  Neponset  Street  and  Washington  Street,  during  period 
from  December  1,  1932,  to  December  1,  1933. 

Various  matters  important,  but  more  or  less  routine  in  character  had  the 
necessary  attention,  including  the  following:  warrants  for  annual  and 
special  town  meetings  and  for  presidential  and  state  primaries  and  state 
election;  military  aid  and  soldier’s  relief;  warrants  for  payment  of  Town 
charges;  anticipation  of  revenue  notes  and  other  notes  for  various  loans, 
approval  of  issue;  jurors  drawn;  Highland  View  Cemetery  deeds;  de¬ 
linquent  accounts;  yearly  report  to  Department  of  Public  Utilities  covering 
operation  of  municipal  lighting  plant;  abatements  of  sidewalk  assessments, 
also  action  as  to  abatement  of  street  betterment  and  sewer  assessments; 
issue  of  warrants  from  time  to  time  permitting  special  assessments,  viz.: 
sidewalk,  sewer  and  street  betterments  to  Collector  of  Taxes. 

Conclusion 

It  is  intended  through  the  foregoing  report  to  acquaint  the  citizens  in  a 
somewhat  general  way  with  the  manner  of  our  performance  of  the  varied 
duties  committed  to  us. 

Sincere  appreciation  is  extended  to  our  fellow  officials  and  appointees 
in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  Town,  for  their  cooperation  and 
assistance.

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MANAGER’S  ANNUAL  REPORT 

To  the  Selectmen  of  Norwood: 

Gentlemen : 


FOREWORD 

A  leading  municipal  expert  has  written  “The  public  administrator  must 
not  overlook  the  fact  that  the  taxpayers  should  be  constantly  informed  in 
a  clear  and  simple  manner  about  the  financial  condition  of  the  city.” 

In  many  communities  this,  sometimes  called  “Report  of  Stewardship” 
may  only  be  a  weekly  column  in  the  local  Press  or  a  single  statement  en¬ 
closed  with  water,  light  or  tax  bills.  Oftentimes  it  is  a  municipal  bulletin 
mailed  quarterly  to  each  taxpayer  as  a  report  from  the  Board  of  Directors 
would  be  in  a  business  corporation.  Again  the  schools  and  libraries,  in 
many  places,  have  been  used  as  community  centers  in  which  the  officials 
would  answer  questions  on  municipal  matters  at  open  meetings.  It  is 
unfortunate  that  none  of  these  plans  have  been  approved  for  Norwood, 
because  in  a  time  of  nervous  unrest,  the  weirdest  stories  are  so  quickly 
spread  and  often  actually  believed. 

It.  is  gratifying  however,  to  witness  the  increasing  requests  the  Manager’s 
office  receives  for  municipal  information.  Upwards  of  a  hundred  inquiries 
have  been  taken  care  of  this  year.  While  most  are  from  officials  of  other 
communities  or  from  the  State  House,  yet  several  this  year  have  come 
from  local  citizens.  In  order  to  give  a  better  picture  of  the  type  of  wrork 
done  in  the  Manager’s  office,  which  does  not  showr  in  the  physical  proper¬ 
ties  of  the  town,  a  radically  different  form  of  report  is  being  submitted  this 
year  by  the  Manager. 

The  1928  and  1929  reports  contained  many  tables  and  charts  of  financial 
and  other  data  pertaining  to  several  of  our  departments.  Many  of  these 
tables  carried  on  the  data  originally  charted  in  the  report  of  1917.  In 
addition,  numerous  photographs  of  departmental  work  and  improvements 
were  included.  The  demand,  both  in  Norwood  and  from  outside,  was  so 
great  that  in  each  year  the  entire  edition  was  exhausted  in  a  few  weeks. 
Last  year  that  style  of  report  was  discontinued  in  the  effort  to  economize. 
The  result  was  that  the  demand  for  copies  was  much  less  and  we  still  have 
a  couple  of  hundred  on  hand.  This  year,  while  we  continue  the  elimina¬ 
tion  of  charts  and  photographs,  we  are  giving  more  detail  to  the  description 
of  work  accomplished. 


Municipal  Information 

After  the  preparation  in  this  office  of  the  chart  of  “Municipal  Statistics 
of  All  Cities  and  Towns  in  Massachusetts  Between  12,000  and  22,000 
Population,”  many  cities  and  towns,  as  well  as  several  State  Departments, 
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have  regularly  asked  for  copies  of  later  compilations  of  similar  data. 
Among  the  tables  and  charts  thus  prepared  have  been  the  following: 
Salaries  and  Wages,  Welfare  Expenditures,  Waterworks  Electric  Pumping 
Rates,  Sewer  Assessments,  Public  Works  Organizations,  Police  Statistics, 
and  Voluntary  Contributions  by  Employees. 

Investigations  for  Selectmen 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  many  matters  considered  during  the  past 
few  years  by  the  Selectmen  which  required  surveys  by  the  Manager  in 
addition  to  the  foregoing  subjects.  Among  these  reports  have  been  a 
Three-Year  Plan  of  Public  Improvements  for  Norwood,  Insurance  Rates 
and  Fire  Department  Improvements,  Welfare  Workers  on  Public  Works, 
Board  of  Survey  Regulations,  Golf  Courses,  Electric  Appliance  Sales,  Oil 
Burners,  Snow  Removal  Costs,  Taxi  Regulations,  Cemetery  Charges, 
Traffic  Counts,  Parking  Surveys,  Automotive  Operating  Costs,  and 
Cemetery  Regulations. 

Manuals  of  Procedure 

The  Code  of  Practice  for  all  departments  operating  through  the  Mana¬ 
ger’s  office  is  nearing  completion.  This  manual  will  not  only  set  up  duties 
and  methods  in  the  various  departments  in  arrangement  similar  to  manuals 
used  by  private  corporations,  but  will  also  contain  samples  of  all  forms 
used  and  a  description  of  their  use.  The  chronological  arrangement  of 
departmental  duties  cannot  help  but  assure  a  better  and  surer  compliance 
with  all  details  of  operation.  A  separate  manual  of  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  Fire  Department  is  being  finally  revised  and  will  soon  be  issued  in 
similar  form  to  those  previously  written  for  the  Police  and  Electric  De¬ 
partments. 

Cost  Data 

The  detailed  cost  records  of  every  job  performed  by  the  Public  Works 
Department  have  been  kept  regularly  since  1928  and  are  most  interesting 
in  comparison  with  similar  records  kept  from  1915  to  1918.  We  do  not 
know  of  any  city  or  town  in  which  such  data  is  kept  as  thoroughly  as  it 
is  in  Norwood.  The  requests  for  this  data,  not  only  from  within  Massa¬ 
chusetts  but  from  other  States  and  from  technical  journals  and  Bureaus  of 
Municipal  Research,  evidently  prove  this  statement.  The  value  of  such 
records  locally  is  very  definite.  Not  only  does  this  data  act  as  an  actual 
gauge  for  the  preparation  of  a  true  and  detailed  budget,  instead  of  the  old 
guess  method,  but  it  serves  as  a  check  at  the  end  of  each  year  on  the 
efficiency  and  economy  with  which  the  work  of  the  past  year  has  been 
performed.  The  fact  that  during  the  past  three  years  one  hundred  fifty- 
two  (152)  jobs,  totalling  $333,989  of  budgeted  public  works,  were  accom¬ 
plished  in  Norwood  for  $325,956,  or  2.4%  under  the  estimates,  is  surely  the 
best  proof  that  we  have  an  exceptional  set-up  for  public  works. 
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It  should  be  thoroughly  understood  that  these  are  not  the  usual  “top- 
figure”  estimates,  but  are  based  on  actual  previous  costs  and  purposely 
kept  as  low  as  possible  to  reduce  budget  requests.  Thus  it  can  be  seen 
that  the  2.4%  reduction  truly  means  a  reduction  below  former  records. 

Public  Works  Organization 

In  order  to  have  actual  proof  that  the  Norwood  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment  is  at  the  highest  possible  point  of  efficiency,  a  survey  has  just  been 
completed  of  departments  covering  similar  functions  in  other  cities  and 
towns  of  the  same  size  in  Massachusetts.  The  results  show  that  no  other 
community  our  size  secures  all  the  services  given  by  our  department.  In 
one  town  there  is  no  water  filter  plant  or  pumping  stations  to  operate, — 
they  have  Metropolitan  water;  neither  does  that  town  have  any  sewer 
pumping  plant  because  of  the  fact  that  the  Metropolitan  sewer  also  serves 
that  town  by  gravity.  In  one  town  all  sewers  and  connections  are  laid 
by  contract  and  no  sewer  foremen  or  skilled  men  are  carried.  In  the 
town  showing  the  smallest  percentage  for  permanent  men,  we  find  that  the 
town  does  not  have  any  sewer  system  whatever,  and  neither  has  that  town 
employed  a  single  laborer  from  public  works  funds  since  1931,  but  all  from 
unemployment  funds.  If  these  items  were  included,  its  percentage  would 
be  nearly  40%.*  In  none  of  the  other  towns  is  the  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment  required  to  carry  men  to  repair  schools,  libraries  and  other  public 
property,  f  (In  Norwood  twenty-seven  (27)  public  buildings  receive 
minor  repairs  by  Public  Works  employees).  Furthermore,  it  is  found  that 
most  of  the  towns  buy  all  their  crushed  stone  rather  than  crushing  base 
stone  as  Norwood  does.  tWhile  this  naturally  increases  the  cost  of  their 
streets,  it  diminishes  the  number  of  permanent  men  carried.  All  these 
situations  require  that  the  Norwood  Public  Works  Department  carry 
more  men  than  would  be  the  case  if  its  operations  were  as  simple  as  in 
these  other  towns:  but  even  under  these  handicaps  the  following  tables 
show  how  efficiently  the  Norwood  department  operates.

These  figures  show  that  salaries  for  superintendence  alone  in  Norwood 
since  1915  (the  date  the  Public  Works  system  was  inaugurated  by  the 
Manager)  has  shown  a  saving  of  over  $100,000  under  salaries  if  operated 
with  the  average  number  of  superintendents  and  assistants  as  paid  in  the 
other  towns  in  this  list.  In  addition  to  this  saving,  there  is  of  course,  an 
even  larger  amount  saved  by  the  centralization  of  all  departments  in  one 
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yard  instead  of  several  yards  as  would  be  the  case  of  separate  departments 
as  in  many  towns;  and  also  a  saving  is  realized  by  the  shifting  of  equipment 
and  men  skilled  in  the  work  of  all  departments  rather  than  having  to  em¬ 
ploy  a  separate  crew  of  men  continually  in  each  department. 

Centralized  Purchasing 

The  Municipal  Administration  Service  in  New  York  published  a  booklet 
this  year  by  the  former  President  of  the  National  Purchasing  Agents’ 
Association  and  the  Professor  of  Government  of  New  York  University. 
In  this  booklet  on  Municipal  Purchasing  three  pages  were  devoted  to  a 
description  of  the  methods  used  in  Norwood  and  five  of  our  forms  were 
reproduced. 

As  one  definite  benefit  due  to  centralized  purchasing,  a  recent  check-up 
was  made  on  the  price  paid  by  several  other  towns  for  gasoline.  This 
showed  an  average  of  five  cents  a  gallon  more  than  the  price  Norwood  was 
paying  for  the  exact  same  gasoline.  On  the  30,000  gallons  used  by  town 
departments  in  Norwood,  this  item  alone  shows  an  annual  saving  of  $1500. 
This  is  the  fifth  year  that  this  saving  has  been  made  for  our  taxpayers. 
There  is  absolutely  no  gasoline  given  out  without  a  signed  receipt,  whereas, 
before  the  10,000  gallon  tank  was  installed,  it  was  found  that  the  dis¬ 
bursements  from  the  individual  tank  at  the  Fire  Department  could  not  be 
checked  within  twenty  per  cent  (20%) — another  saving  of  many  hundreds 
of  dollars  annually.  A  representative  of  a  large  refinery  stated  recently 
that  Norwood  has  been  the  only  town  purchasing  gasoline  wholesale  until 
recently  when  one  of  the  largest  towns  in  Massachusetts  copied  this 
system . 

Arrangements  for  also  purchasing  fuel  oil  by  carload  are  now  being  made. 
A  saving  will  even  result  the  first  year  over  the  cost  of  equipment  for 
handling  it  and  thereafter  a  saving  of  approximated  $1000  a  year  can  be 
secured.  Norwood  is  one  of  the  few  municipalities  to  have  secured  a  re¬ 
fund  from  the  State  gasoline  tax  continually  since  its  enactment.  This 
year  we  have  received  $272.00.  A  careful  listing  of  all  savings  made  for 
our  taxpayers  by  centralized  purchasing  this  past  year  shows  $5941  by 
special  trade  discounts  and  $1462  by  discounting  invoices  in  ten  days  (a 
feature  seldom  in  vogue  in  many  communities).  A  total  saving  of  $7403. 
Every  purchase  of  over  $500  must  be  advertised  in  advance  and  even  items 
of  $100  and  less  are  often  advertised.  Practically  no  items,  however 
small,  are  bought  without  securing  competitive  prices  and  the  award  is 
invariably  made  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder.  Every  quotation,  order 
and  invoice  is  open  to  public  inspection  at  all  times.  On  all  supplies  in 
which  specifications  are  practical,  the  materials  are  tested  by  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Institute  of  Technology  or  other  approved  laboratories  before 
payment. 
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Overdue  Water  and  Electric  Accounts 

On  May  16,  1929,  an  accumulation  of  unpaid  water  and  light  bills  more 
than  sixty  days  overdue  (and  in  many  instances  from  two  to  five  years 
overdue)  were  turned  over  to  the  Town  Manager  for  collection.  The 
electric  accounts  totalled  $36,552.42  and  the  Water  accounts  $6617.81, 
making  a  total  of  $43,170.23.  On  December  31,  1932,  the  uncollected 
accounts  more  than  sixty  days  overdue  totalled  in  the  Electric  Department 
$1,004.65  and  in  the  Water  Department  $1,663.08,  a  total  of  $2,667.73. 
During  the  years  1928  to  1931  the  total  annual  sales  have  increased  from 
$302,955  to  $372,576  or  23%.  The  accumulated  uncollected  accounts 
diminished  from  14%  of  the  annual  sales  to  7  / 10  of  1%  at  the  present 
time.  The  unfortunate  financial  condition  of  such  a  large  percentage  of 
our  consumers  at  the  present  time  as  compared  with  conditions  three  years 
ago,  emphasizes  all  the  more  the  thoroughness  with  which  collections  have 
been  enforced;  and  yet  on  the  other  side,  every  consideration  has  been 
given  to  persons  out  of  work,  sickness,  or  other  unfortunate  circumstances. 
From  what  check-up  we  have  been  able  to  make  with  other  Water  and 
Light  Departments,  and  private  companies  in  Massachusetts,  we  feel 
there  can  be  no  refuting  the  statement  that  the  business  of  collecting 
Norwood’s  accounts  is  far  beyond  that  of  other  public  service  enterprises. 

Retrenchment 

The  major  activity  of  the  Manager’s  office  this  past  year  as  in  1931 
has  been  assistance  to  the  Selectmen  in  the  reduction  of  municipal  expendi¬ 
tures.  As  one  example  of  many  can  be  given  a  week’s  payroll  in  just  one 
department,  namely  the  Electric  Light,  where,  for  the  identical  week  in 
1930  the  payroll  was  $975.05,  in  1931  $808.88  and  in  1932  $577.38.  These 
figures  show  for  the  same  week  that  1932  was  28%  under  1931  and  40% 
under  1930.  The  1933  weekly  payroll  is  now  running  about  45%  under 
1930.  The  efficiency  of  the  department  has  not  been  lowered.  The  reason 
for  this  reduction  of  personnel  was  that  in  1930  much  of  the  outside  system 
had  tc  be  rebuilt  and  has  gradually  been  completed.  The  practice  of  hiring 
temporary  additional  help  has  thus  been  unnecessary. 

In  the  Public  Works  department,  pursuant  with  your  instructions,  the 
work  done  was  as  far  as  possible,  that  type  which  required  a  minimum  of 
materials;  this  fact,  combined  with  the  drop  in  material  costs,  allowed  a 
larger  percentage  of  expenditures  to  go  directly  to  payrolls  than  had 
formerly  been  the  case.  While  the  Cemetery  Department  shows  larger 
payrolls  than  in  some  previous  years,  it  was  because  of  your  desire  to  furnish 
work  for  as  many  men  as  possible.  The  town  has  received  the  benefit 
however,  of  securing  over  2500  additional  graves. 

These,  and  reductions  in  other  departments,  have  been  the  cause  of 
being  able  to  reduce  the  Manager’s  budget  requests  for  1933  to  $52S,000 
as  against  $636,000  in  1931,  and  $687,000  in  1930,  a  reduction  for  1933  of 
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$75,000  (16%)  under  1932  and  $217,000  (32%)  under  the  budget  of  1930 
for  the  same  departments. 

In  General 

In  the  endeavor  to  minimize  the  Manager’s  report,  only  a  few  of  the 
high  spots  have  been  reviewed  in  this  brief  summary.  It  can  readily  be 
seen  that  to  cover  every  phase  of  the  work  of  the  Town  Manager’s  office 
in  every  one  of  the  municipal  departments  for  an  entire  year  could  be 
drawn  out  until  it  made  a  volume  by  itself.  No  mention  has  been  made 
of  the  amount  of  time  and  endeavor  which  has  been  given  to  unlimited 
details  affecting  the  operation  and  efficiency  of  these  departments  and  the 
equipment  and  property  within  their  jurisdiction.  Neither  has  mention 
been  made  of  the  numerous  cases  of  matters  pertaining  to  personnel.  A 
chapter  could  be  written  on  the  complaints,  inquiries,  and  suggestions 
which  are  constantly  received  and  which  are  given  individual  attention, 
recording  and  answers.  These  innumerable  problems,  both  large  and 
small,  in  addition  to  the  continual  efforts  for  reduction  of  financial  burdens 
to  our  citizens,  have  only  been  accomplished  through  the  ever-willing 
cooperation  and  attention  to  details  given  by  the  Superintendents  of  all 
departments,  as  well  as  with  the  aid  of  their  co-workers.  Above  and  be¬ 
yond  all  our  individual  efforts  has  been  the  faith  and  confidence  extended 
to  the  Manager  and  all  his  subordinates  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen — -to 
whom  this  brief  report  is  most  respectfully  submitted.  The  writer  would 
be  unappreciative  indeed,  if  he  failed  to  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  kind 
words  of  commendation  he  has  received  from  many  citizens  on  the  prompt¬ 
ness  and  thoroughness  with  which  all  complaints  have  been  courteously 
investigated  and  corrected.  Naturally,  no  public  official  ever  expects  to 
receive  as  many  compliments  as  criticisms,  because  in  the  minds  of  many, 
no  municipal  employee  ever  knows  his  work  or  is  credited  with  sincerity 
or  ability  regardless  of  whether  he  annually  saves  the  town  five  times  his 
salary  or  not.  Oftentimes  Managers’  reports  from  other  cities  will  be  found 
to  contain  remarks  as  to  the  necessity  of  having  the  “wisdom  of  Solomon 
and  the  patience  of  Job.”  This  truly  is  no  idle  remark  and  while  it  has 
frequently  been  said  that  an  official  should  be  paid  double  to  compensate 
him  for  the  abuse  he  has  to  take,  yet  we  feel  there  are  enough  fair  minded 
citizens  in  Norwood  whose  sympathy  with  us  makes  life  worth  living,  and 
who  encourage  us  to  show  the  incentive  and  desire  to  perform  our  tasks 
to  the  end  that  we  might  occasionally  at  least,  earn  the  remark  of  “Well 
done,  good  and  faithful  servant.” 

The  Selectmen  realize  for  themselves  as  well  as  for  their  subordinates  the 
great  number  of  people  constantly  pulling  wires  for  their  own  personal 
gain.  Likewise  we  of  the  municipal  family  thank  the  members  of  the 
Board  for  their  recognition  of  the  fact  that  we  cannot  be  “All  things  to  all 
men”  and  that  our  job  as  sworn  officials  calls  for  the  saying  of  “No”  when 
such  means  the  greatest  good  for  the  greate-t  number. 

In  closing  we  would  repeat  the  last  paragraph  of  our  1929  report  in 
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which  we  stated  that  the  longer  the  writer  serves  municipalities,  the  more 
he  agrees  with  the  Director  of  Public  Works  at  Philadelphia  when  he  ended 
his  annual  report  some  twenty-five  years  ago  by  quoting  Abraham  Lincoln 
where  he  said  “If  what  I  do  turns  out  all  right,  what  they  have  said  against 
me  will  not  count;  but  if  what  I  do  turns  out  wrong,  ten  angels  swearing 
I  was  right  will  make  no  difference.”

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  C.  A.  Bingham, 

Town  Manager, 

Norwood,  Massachusetts 

Sir: — 

The  annual  report  of  the  Norwood  Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1932,  as  taken  from  the  records  is  submitted  hereon;  the 
number  of  alarms  responded  to,  amount  of  water  pumped,  number  of  feet 
of  hose  used,  the  value  of  property  at  risk,  and  the  paid  fire  loss  is  shown. 
Alarms  were  responded  to  as  follows: — 


From  Street  Fire  Alarm  Boxes  59 

Sent  out  from  Headquarters  15 

Still  Alarms;  No  Signal  Sounded  159 

Squad  Calls  36 

Total  269 


There  has  been  a  noticeable  decrease  in  the  number  of  False  Alarms  over 
last  years  number  of  (26)  in  comparison  with  this  years  number  (6). 

No  new  equipment  of  any  consequential  value  has  been  added  to  the 
Department  although  a  new  Brush  Fire  Truck  should  be  purchased  in  the 
near  future,  as  the  present  truck  lacks  the  needed  power  to  do  the  work 
required  and  to  haul  the  equipment  and  tools  that  are  needed  to  fight 
properly  and  efficiently  whenever  called  upon  to  do  so. 

The  Department  Mechanic  in  his  report  states  that  at  the  present  date 
all  apparatus  of  the  department  is  in  first  class  condition  mechanically. 
This  investment  by  the  Town  of  a  Mechanic  in  this  department  has  proven 
its  worth  in  the  past  year  by  the  saving  of  many  dollars  on  repair  bills  of 
the  apparatus. 

Another  item  that  has  been  increased  this  year  over  that  of  last  is  in 
the  issuance  of  Permits  for  the  Storage  of  Range  Oil,  a  great  many  of  these 
have  been  issued.  Before  these  permits  are  issued  a  member  of  the  de¬ 
partment  must  inspect  the  tanks  wherein  the  oil  is  to  be  stored,  to  see  that 
the  Regulations  as  set  down  by  the  State  Fire  Marshal’s  office  are  adhered 
to,  through  these  inspections  many  hazards  that  otherwise  would  have 
been  unnoticed,  have  been  noticed  and  those  responsible  have  been  told 
to  remedy  the  situation.  Second  notices  have  not  been  needed  in  any  of 
these  cases. 

The  Personnel  of  the  Department  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of 
one  man,  Henry  O.  Millin,  appointed  April  1,  1932. 

The  inspection  of  Buildings,  Cellars.  Tenement  Houses,  Stores,  and  yards 
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was  continued  regularly  throughout  the  year  and  due  to  the  wonderful 
cooperation  by  the  tenants  and  owners  the  loss  by  fire  has  been  kept  at  a 
minimum  this  year. 

In  the  extinguishment  of  the  various  fires  there  was  used  approximately 
628,940  gallons  of  water,  and  to  reach  the  fires  there  was  used  approximately 
62,750  feet  of  hose. 

The  value  of  the  property  that  was  being  risked  by  fire  during  the  year 
was  approximately  $625,975.00  and  the  paid  fire  loss  was  $32,302.23;  a 
large  reduction  over  last  years  figures.  These  figures  are  approximate 
and  a  small  variation  either  way  may  be  found. 

The  position  of  Chief  of  Department,  was  temporarily  vacant  from 
September  7,  1932,  until  December  31,  1932  owing  to  the  resignation  of 
John  J.  Hannigan.  During  this  time  Deputy  Chief  Louis  F.  Parker  was 
acting  in  the  capacity  of  Chief  of  Department. 

The  thanks  of  the  members  of  the  department  and  myself,  to  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Town  Government,  the  heads  of  each  department,  the  press 
and  the  citizens  of  the  Town,  is  greatfully  extended  for  the  assistance  ren¬ 
dered  during  the  year.  The  members  of  the  department  are  to  be  com¬ 
mended  for  their  attention  to  duty,  which  in  a  great  measure  helped  to 
keep  the  fire  loss  down.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  for  the  year  1932.  With  a  reduced  budget  the  Department 
was  able  with  the  men  furnished  by  the  Welfare  Board,  the  Unemployment 
Committee  and  the  Soldiers’  Relief,  to  make  many  improvements  through¬ 
out  the  town.  Some  of  these  improvements  were  as  follows: 

The  widening  of  Winter  Street  from  Prospect  Street  to  the  Westwood 
Line. 

Pleasant  Street,  west  side,  from  Railroad  Avenue  to  Neponset  Street. 

The  widening  of  road  leading  to  the  Town  Dump  from  Winter  Street. 

Surfacing  with  gravel,  the  street  car  bed  on  Washington  Street,  between 
the  bridges  after  the  rails  and  ties  were  removed  by  the  railroad  company. 

Many  sidewalks  were  improved  and  sewer  laterals  were  constructed  on 
Morse  Street,  Highview  Street  and  a  section  of  Washington  Street. 

A  culvert  of  paving  blocks  was  built  through  the  Corcoran  Estate,  from 
Rock  Street  south. 

These  men  were  also  used  on  the  maintenance  of  Parks,  Drains,  Streets 
and  the  cleaning  of  the  filter  beds  at  Westwood  Station,  and  in  many 
other  ways  that  aided  in  repaying  the  town  for  the  expenditure. 

Highway  Maintenance 

The  usual  methods  of  maintaining  the  work  coming  under  this  heading 
was  continued  throughout  the  year.  In  addition,  Neponset  Street  was 
widened  and  a  sidewalk  built  on  the  north  side  from  Pleasant  Street  to 
Washington  Street.  On  Water  Street  an  added  clearance  of  three  feet 
was  made  under  the  Railroad  Bridge  and  150  feet  of  the  road  at  this  point 
was  surfaced  with  asphalt.

The  above  sidewalks  were  surfaced  with  a  Colprovia  Compound  an 
asphalt  product.  This  type  of  sidewalk  apparently  makes  a  very  sub¬ 
stantial  walk  at  a  minimum  cost. 

At  the  intersection  of  Dean  and  Pleasant  Streets  the  four  corners  were 
widened  at  a  cost  of  $927.98,  against  an  estimate  of  $1200. 

Central  Street  was  resurfaced  with  a  Colprovia  Asphalt  Top,  from 
Washington  Street  to  East  Vernon  Street  at  a  cost  of  $1,199.22  or  $.287 
per  square  yard,  against  an  estimate  of  $1,800. 

Nichols  Street  Extension  was  treated  with  an  application  of  road  oil 
and  pea  stone  at  a  cost  of  $1,212.31  or  $.0842  per  square  yard. 

Short  Street  from  Morse  to  Washington  Streets  and  Morse  Street  from 
Short  Street  to  Neponset  River  Bridge  were  reconstructed  with  six  inch 
crushed  stone  penetration. 
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Parks 

The  various  parks  and  playgrounds  throughout  the  town  were  kept  in 
very  fine  condition  during  the  season. 


Sewer  Maintenance 

Nothing  of  unusual  character  occurred  in  the  sewer  system  during  the 
past  year.  The  entire  system  is  functioning  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 
Twenty-four  particular  sewers,  1349  ft.,  were  laid  at  a  cost  of  $1,611.13.

*  Hawes  Brook :  This  was  heavy  construction  and  it  was  necessary  to 
hire  a  large  size  pump,  also  150'  of  30-inch  flume.  A  dam  was  built  on 
the  tannery  side  of  the  brook  to  take  care  of  the  water  through  tunnel 
under  the  railroad  in  order  to  change  the  course  of  water,  so  as  to  make 
construction  possible. 

t  Metropolitan  Connection:  This  connection  was  made  at  a  point 
approximately  900'  east  from  Pleasant  Street  on  the  sewer  line  leading 
to  the  Filter  Beds.  The  construction  consisted  of  58'  of  24"  pipe  and  a 
22'  manhole.  Considerable  water  and  silt  was  encountered  during  the 
process  of  construction.  At  the  completion  of  this  work,  it  made  it  pos¬ 
sible  for  the  department  to  abandon  the  filter  beds.  All  sewerage  is  now 
entering  the  Metropolitan  Sewerage  System. 

Sewerage  System  now  totals  28.68  miles.

From  the  culvert  at  the  Corcoran  Property  on  Rock  Street  two  lines  of 
42"  concrete  pipe  (96  ft.)  were  laid  across  the  street,  where  two  lines  of 
36"  concrete  pipe  were  continued  through  Clark  Swamp  for  a  distance  of 
1660'.  Here  two  manholes  were  constructed  and  from  there  to  the  railroad 
1 566'  of  pipe  was  laid.  It  was  planned  to  tunnel  under  the  railroad  tracks 
to  Broadway,  but  after  the  tunnel  had  proceeded  through  solid  ground  for 
a  distance  of  twenty-eight  feet  we  ran  into  a  fill  of  loose  ashes  and  gravel. 
As  there  was  no  way  to  control  this  material  from  settling  ahead  of  the 
tunnel  and  the  vibration  from  passing  trains  caused  settlements,  the 
Railroad  Company  insisted  that  work  be  stopped  until  they  could  put 
proper  shoring  under  the  tracks. 

Water  Division 

Eight,  hydrants  were  replaced.  Five  of  these  were  on  account  of  being 
struck  by  automobiles  *  the  other  three  were  old  type  hydrants  that  were 
leaking  badly.  There  were  forty-three  service  leaks  repaired  and  three 
leaks  in  the  mains. 

Pumping  Stations,  Pumping  Machinery  and  buildings  are  in  very  good 
condition.

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Forestry 

The  following  is  a  list  of  work  done  by  the  Forestry  Department: 

One  hundred  eighty-four  trees  were  pruned. 

Twenty-eight  young  American  Lindens  were  pruned  for  future  shape. 

Eleven  trees,  where  limbs  extended  over  private  houses  were  pruned 
to  permit  sunlight  and  to  prevent  damage  to  houses. 

Fourteen  trees  were  removed,  including  the  stumps.  Nine  of  these 
trees  were  killed  by  illuminating  gas,  one  by  drought,  caused  by  ledge 
under  soil,  three  decayed  and  in  dangerous  condition  and  one  tree  was 
obstructing  a  driveway. 

Fifteen  young  Norway  Maples  were  purchased  and  planted. 

Five  trees  were  transplanted  on  account  of  street  widening. 

Two  trees  required  rod  bracing  to  prevent  splitting. 

All  town  trees  were  sprayed,  including  Parks  and  Schools. 

All  private  property  trees  that  could  be  reached  from  the  street  were 
sprayed. 

Under  brush  along  side  of  roads  was  also  sprayed. 

A  survey  of  the  town  was  made  and  all  gypsy  and  satin  moth  eggs  were 
painted.  Brown  Tail  Moths  were  gathered  and  burned.

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REPORT  OF  LIGHT  DEPARTMENT

Dear  Sir: 

After  going  through  another  year  of  dull  business,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  say 
that  we  had  a  small  gain  in  our  output.  This  makes  the  Light  Depart¬ 
ment’s  1932  out-put  largest  in  our  history. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  lost  the  Street  Railway  business,  starting 
June  12,  when  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  discontinued  its 
trolley  car  service. 

We  have  continued  the  rearranging  of  our  commercial  and  street  lighting 
circuits,  which  results  in  much  better  service  given  to  our  people. 

The  Department  has  replaced  ninety-four  poles,  added  thirty-four  new 
poles  and  four  and  one-half  miles  of  commercial  and  street  lighting  wires.

Electric  Inspection  and  Meter  Division 

Inspection  was  made  of  all  new  work  and  changes  of  wiring,  approved 
all  meter  locations  and  changing  of  customers’  services  when  necessary. 
Testing,  checking,  numbering  and  filing  all  records  of  meters. 
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Cutting  out  and  reconnecting  of  meters  for  vacancies  and  nonpayment. 

Removing  and  installing  of  meters. 

Investigated  all  complaints  for  the  Billing  Department. 

Issued  three  hundred  and  fifty  wiring  permits  during  the  year.  It  was 
necessary  to  rewire  several  old  jobs  of  wiring  during  the  year. 

Fire,  Police  and  Traffic  Signal  Division 

No  additions  or  changes  have  been  made  during  the  year.  The  systems 
are  all  in  good  working  order  and  we  have  had  little  trouble  during  the 
year. 

Review  of  Twenty-Five  Years 

In  1907  the  Municipal  Lighting  Plant  installed  its  lighting  system.  On 
August  15,  1907,  the  first  electric  street  lights  were  turned  on  with  10  arc 
and  211  incandescent  lamps. 

On  September  1,  1907,  the  commercial  lighting  service  was  turned  on 
with  1  meter  installed  at  the  house  of  the  late  William  F.  Baker,  80  Vernon 
Street.  This  was  followed  later  with  Perley  Thompson’s  drug  store  and 
then  James  Folan’s  shoe  store.  From  then  on  they  gradually  increased 
until  January  31,  1908,  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  at  that  time.  We  had, 
in  five  months,  brought  our  connected  load  up  to  71  meters  and  68  H.  P. 
of  motors  and  had  a  profit  and  loss  surplus  of  $254.49  from  the  first  five 
months  of  operation. 

On  January  31,  1910,  two  years  later,  our  growth  was  more  rapid;  we 
had  increased  our  meters  to  271  and  horse  power  of  motors  to  247.  Street 
lights  were  10  arc  and  incandescent  lights  426  and  we  had  a  profit  and  loss 
surplus  of  $3,125.14. 

Three  years  later,  January  31,  1913,  the  business  had  grown  to  738 
meters  and  1,088  H.  P.  of  motors  and  a  profit  and  loss  surplus  of 
$16,859.65. 

The  growth  has  continued  from  1913  until  1932.  We  have  4,864  meters 
and  4,484  H.  P.  of  motors  and  1,030  street  lights  with  a  profit  and  loss 
surplus  of  $222,306.61. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  the  citizens  to  know  that  in  the  past  eleven 
years  cash  appropriated  from  the  department  has  amounted  to  $300,878.93 
which  has  been  used  toward  the  tax  rate.  Also  in  lieu  of  taxes  the  depart¬ 
ment  has  paid  into  the  treasury  $97,692.26. 

For  the  first  eleven  years  the  town  paid  the  department  no  money  for 
its  street  lighting;  this  and  the  difference  paid  the  department  the  past 
fourteen  years,  if  purchased  from  outside  as  in  the  towns  surrounding 
Norwood,  means  a  saving  to  the  town  of  over  $250,000.00  Another  saving 
which  our  people  have  enjoyed  is  that  our  rates  for  light  and  power  have 
been  lower  with  about  another  $200,000.00  saved. 

An  important  item  is  that  the  plant  cost  nearly  $555,000.00  and  could 
no  doubt  have  been  sold  in  1928  for  nearly  three  times  its  cost  and  not  one 
dollar  of  it  came  from  the  tax  payer — every  dollar  has  been  earned  by  the 
department. 
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During  this  period  the  net  gain  above  mentioned  totals  $1,398,571.19, 
this  figure  including  the  plant  cost  plus  savings. 

Today  the  plant  is  one  of  the  most  up-to-date,  is  in  the  best  operating 
condition  of  any  in  this  section  and  is  giving  the  people  good  service. 

The  department  has  no  debts.  All  debts,  depreciation,  improvements 
and  extensions  have  been  made  from  past  earnings.

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REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Cemetery  Department  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1932. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  department  has  done  the  usual  kind  of  work, 
namely,  interments,  maintenance,  construction,  foundations,  and  private 
work. 

The  department,  with  the  help  of  the  unemployed,  has  turned  over  more 
land  than  was  turned  over  in  one  year  since  1  have  been  in  charge.  We 
have  dug  over  5243  square  yards  of  earth  at  a  depth  from  three  to  five 
feet,  graded  and  seed  the  same;  built  1955  square  yards  of  avenues  with 
four  inches  of  macadam  surface;  gravel  walks  (4'  and  6')  covering  690 
square  yards;  laid  767  feet  of  two-inch  water  pipe  and  320  feet  of  twelve- 
inch  drain  pipe,  and  built  eight  catch  basins.  Shrubs  were  also  set  out  and 
a  large  tract  of  land  was  plowed  and  harrowed  and  this  will  be  seeded  in 
the  spring, — all  this  work  being  done  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  in  sections  43,  44  and  55. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-five  interments  and  three  removals  were  made 
during  the  year. 

Twenty-one  lots  and  forty-one  single  graves  were  sold  during  the  year 
1932. 

For  the  Old  Parish  Cemetery,  we  would  recommend  that  the  front  and 
back  avenues  be  dressed  over. 

We  will  need  loam  for  grading  the  single  grave  section  in  the  Protestant 
division. 

As  the  men  are  entitled  to  two  weeks’  vacation  each  year,  I  believe  there 
ought  to  be  extra  money  appropriated  to  take  care  of  this,  instead  of  having 
it  taken  out  of  the  regular  appropriation.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
MORRILL  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

During  the  past  year  the  same  high  standard  of  service,  which  has 
characterized  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  for  many  years,  has  been 
rendered  to  the  citizens  of  Norwood. 

In  these  days  of  continued  economic  stress,  the  Library  has  furnished 
great  comfort  and  mental  stimulus  to  those  who,  through  no  fault  of  their 
own,  have  found  time  hanging  heavily  on  their  hands.  It  is  most  gratify¬ 
ing  to  the  Trustees,  to  learn  that  the  Library  has  taken  so  important  a 
place  in  the  lives  of  our  townspeople. 

A  very  noticeable  increase  in  circulation  is  shown  in  the  records.  The 
total  circulation  for  the  year  1932  is  133,893  volumes — an  excess  of  12,482, 
or  a  ten  per  cent  gain  over  the  1931  figures. 

In  January,  Mr.  Arthur  Allen  was  elected  to  the  Finance  Commission, 
thus  making  a  vacancy  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Library.  Mr. 
Richard  D.  Northrop  was  elected  the  sixth  member  of  the  Board.  In  the 
reorganization  of  the  Board  Mr.  Willard  W.  Everett  was  chosen  Chairman 
and  Miss  Mary  E.  Williams,  Secretary. 

The  presentation  to  the  Library,  of  fine  historical  maps  and  pictures 
by  Mr.  Charles  E.  Houghton  was  greatly  appreciated  and  duly  acknowl¬ 
edged  by  the  Trustees.  These  are  to  be  called  The  Charles  E.  Houghton 
Collection  of  Historical  Data.  It  is  Mr.  Houghton’s  intention  to  add  to 
this  collection,  from  time  to  time,  both  by  his  own  contributions  and  those 
of  his  friends. 

Through  the  kindly  cooperation  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Congregational 
Church  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Library,  the  error  made  in  surveying  the 
land  for  the  Plimpton  Wing  was  rectified  by  the  purchase  of  a  small  strip 
of  land  for  the  sum  of  $200.00. 

At  the  request  of  the  Sons  of  Veterans,  property  consisting  of  books, 
records,  flags,  relics,  etc.,  of  the  George  K.  Bird  Post  of  the  G.  A.  R.  of 
Norwood,  is  stored  temporarily  in  the  Library  until  such  time  as  the  Sons 
of  Veterans  may  wish  to  preserve  this  valuable  collection  elsewhere. 

In  spite  of  extra  work  incurred  by  the  heavier  circulation  in  the  library, 
and  no  automatic  increases  in  salaries  as  customary,  the  Library  staff 
willingly  contributed  2%  of  its  salary  to  the  Unemployment  Fund,  for  six 
months  of  the  year. 
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During  the  year  the  library  has  received  many  gifts  which  have  been 
duly  acknowledged.  The  Trustees  wish  however  again  to  tender  their 
sincere  appreciation  to  the  donors  at  this  time.  A  list  of  the  names  of 
these  donors  is  given  in  the  statistical  report  of  the  librarian.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  TOWN  COUNSEL 

Selectmen, 

Peter  J.  Feeney,  Chairman, 

Norwood,  Massachusetts. 

Dear  Sirs: 

The  report  of  the  Legal  Department  for  the  year  1932,  being  the  twenty  - 
fourth  annual  report,  is  submitted  in  the  following  abbreviated  form, 
supplemented  however,  by  a  detailed  account  of  the  service  rendered 
arranged  in  departmental  order  and  placed  in  the  files  and  available  for 
reference  purposes. 

Advice  was  furnished  through  written  opinions  and  conferences  and 
assistance  was  rendered  in  such  form  as  was  required  or  found  desirable 
during  the  course  of  the  year  to  the  Selectmen,  Finance  Commission, 
School  Committee,  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes,  Board  of 
Health,  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  Board  of  Assessors,  Trustees  of  the 
Morrill  Memorial  Library,  General  Manager,  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant, 
Public  Works  Department,  Fence  Viewers  and  Building  By-Law  Com¬ 
mittee.  Independent  attention  was  given  to  claims  and  litigation.  The 
activities  of  the  department  covered  a  wide  range  of  matters  of  varied 
character,  with  action  taken  deemed  appropriate  and  found  to  be  necessary 
or  desirable.  During  the  absence  of  the  Town  Counsel  on  leave,  on  account 
of  illness,  Honorable  Clifford  B.  Sanborn  was  appointed  and  acted  as 
Special  Town  Counsel,  with  respect  to  matters  referred  to  him  for  advice 
and  other  action  by  several  of  the  departments.

Litigation  and  Claims 

On  December  9,  1931,  a  suit  in  equity  was  brought  in  the  Superior  Court 
for  Suffolk  County  by  the  Metropolitan  Crushed  Stone  Company  against 
Thomas  Smith,  Jr.,  and  James  A.  O’Brien,  of  Fall  River,  doing  business 
as  the  Smith  Construction  Company,  the  parties  with  whom  the  Town 
entered  into  a  contract  on  July  15,  1931,  for  the  construction  of  a  widening 
and  relocation  of  Winter  Street  with  the  Standard  Accident  Insurance 
Company  as  surety  on  their  bond  as  security  for  the  proper  performance 
of  the  contract.  The  purpose  of  the  suit  as  stated  in  the  Bill  of  Complaint 
was  to  establish  the  petitioner’s  claim  as  a  lienor  creditor  of  Smith  and 
O’Brien  for  materials  and  labor  furnished  in  connection  with  the  work 
with  right  for  other  lienor  creditors  to  join  in  the  case.  The  Town  of 
Norwood  and  the  Insurance  Company  were  joined  as  parties  respondent 
to  reach  monies  due  from  the  Town  to  Smith  and  O’Brien  under  the  con¬ 
tract  and  the  interest  of  the  Town  in  the  bond  of  the  Insurance  Company. 
Various  other  claimants  have  joined  in  the  suit,  more  complete  details 
of  which  were  set  forth  in  the  annual  report  for  1931.  This  suit  is  pending 
for  hearing. 
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On  February  23,  1932,  a  petition  was  brought  in  the  Superior  Court  for 
Norfolk  County  by  Charles  P.  Pond  and  others  against  the  Town  for  the 
assessment  of  damages  for  the  taking  of  an  easement  in  land  by  right  of 
eminent  domain  for  the  extension  of  Nichols  Street,  as  a  public  way,  and 
as  to  which  taking  no  damages  were  awarded.  An  answer  was  filed  in 
behalf  of  the  Town  and  the  case  is  pending  for  trial. 

On  March  28,  1932,  Catherine  Dillon  brought  an  action  of  tort  in  the 
Superior  Court  for  Norfolk  County  for  personal  injuries  alleged  to  have 
been  sustained  in  consequence  of  a  defective  condition  claimed  to  have 
existed  in  Nahatan  Street.  After  investigation  the  case  was  settled  by 
compromise  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  following  negotiations 
and  a  release  was  taken. 

Alfred  W.  Tanneyhill,  being  dissatisfied  with  the  award  of  damages 
made,  prepared  for  filing  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Norfolk  County  a 
petition  against  the  Town  for  the  assessment  of  damages  for  the  taking  by 
right  of  eminent  domain  of  an  easement  in  land  owned  by  him  for  the 
purpose  of  an  alteration  by  widening  of  a  portion  of  Central  Street,  but  a 
compromise  settlement,  approved  by  the  Selectmen,  was  made  with  Mr. 
Tanneyhill  and  the  interested  mortgagee  and  the  petition  was  not  filed 
and  a  release  was  taken  upon  the  agreed  payment  being  made  on  March  22, 
1932. 

On  May  24,  1932,  an  action  at  law  in  contract  was  brought  against  the 
Town  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Norfolk  County  by  James  J.  Drummey 
for  a  balance  alleged  to  be  due  for  labor  and  materials  performed  and 
furnished,  with  extras  in  the  way  of  additional  work  and  material,  in  con¬ 
nection  with  a  grading  contract,  so-called,  at  the  new  high  school  in  the 
sum  of  $8,976.00  and  interest  thereon  from  July  20,  1927.  The  Town  has 
answered  denying  liability  and  the  case  is  pending  for  trial. 

James  Curran  made  claim  in  1931  for  workmen’s  compensation  because 
of  personal  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  received  while  working  for  the 
Town  in  1930  and  arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  his  employment. 
The  claim  was  heard  in  1932  by  the  State  Industrial  Accident  Board  and 
by  agreement  a  final  settlement  of  the  claim  was  made  for  a  lump  sum 
compensation,  with  the  approval  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Board,  after 
careful  medical  examination  and  report  as  to  character  and  extent  of  the 
injuries,  and  payment  made  under  appropriate  papers  filed  and  by  order 
of  said  Board,  dated  April  8,  1932. 

In  January,  1932,  Samuel  Thompson  made  claim  for  workmen’s  com¬ 
pensation  because  of  personal  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  received  while 
working  for  the  Town  in  1931  as  arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  his 
employment.  After  investigation  and  medical  examination  and  report 
and  conferences  with  Counsel  and  Industrial  Accident  Department  an 
agreement  was  reached  for  a  lump  sum  final  settlement  which  upon  hearing 
by  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  was  approved  under  proper  papers  filed 
and  payment  was  made  on  order  of  said  Board.

All  rights  of  redemption  of  Aleck  Hershenson  from  the  tax  title  held 
by  the  Town  on  the  parcel  of  land  situated  on  Tremont  Street  and  assessed 
to  him  were  foreclosed  through  Land  Court  proceedings  brought  on  the 
petition  of  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  Sullivan  and  under  a 
decree  of  said  Court,  dated  June  27,  1932,  the  title  became  absolute  in 
the  Town. 

The  personal  injury  claim  made  by  Rose  G.  O’Brien  resulting  from  a 
street  accident  as  to  which  liability  was,  upon  investigation,  admitted, 
was  settled  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  by  a  small  compromise 
payment  and  a  release  was  obtained. 

A  claim  made  by  Philip  J.  Keating  for  a  substantial  amount  in  excess 
of  a  balance  of  $57.69  admitted  to  be  due  on  account  of  his  contract  for 
the  construction  work  required  in  widening  Washington  Street  northerly 
from  Railroad  Avenue  was  denied  and  a  settlement  made  by  the  payment 
of  the  acknowledged  balance. 

The  following  claims  for  personal  injuries  or  property  damage  alleged 
to  have  resulted  from  street  conditions  were  investigated  and,  on  the 
advice  given,  liability  therefor  was  denied,  viz.:  Abele;  Donovan;  Zim¬ 
mer,  Johnson,  p.  p.  a.;  Durfee;  Morrissey;  Chamberlain  and  Seery. 
As  to  some  of  these  claims  no  formal  notices  as  required  by  law  were  re¬ 
ceived.  Certain  other  claims  were  also  investigated  but  no  action  became 
necessary  as  no  formal  notices  or  demands  were  made,  no  liability  was 
found  to  exist,  however,  as  to  such  claimants. 

One  claim  for  personal  injuries  for  an  alleged  sidewalk  defect  is  pending 
for  compromise  settlement  which  should  be  effected  early  in  the  year  1933.

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REPORT  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 


The  Board  of  Health  submits  the  following  report  for  the  year  1932: 

At  the  annual  Board  Meeting  the  following  officers  were  chosen:  Harold 
L.  Alden,  Chairman  of  Board;  John  A.  Shannon,  Inspector  of  Plumbing; 
Dr.  James  J.  Mulvehill,  Inspector  of  Milk,  and  Agent;  Dorothy  L.  Bemis, 
Clerk. 

The  various  activities  of  the  Board  were  carried  on  in  the  usual  way 
during  the  past  year.  In  September  of  this  year  the  Board  lost  by  death, 
one  of  their  co-workers,  Dr.  J.  J.  Mulvehill,  who  had  been  with  them  for 
a  good  many  years  in  the  capacity  of  Inspector  of  Milk  and  Agent.  His 
friendly  and  kindly  presence  will  be  missed  by  all.  John  A.  Shannon  was 
appointed  Agent  of  the  Board,  and  Willis  H.  Hoyt,  Milk  Inspector,  be¬ 
cause  of  the  death  of  Dr.  James  J.  Mulvehill.

Report  of  Katherine  E.  Kingman,  Public  Health  Nurse: 

During  the  year  1932,  there  were  forty-five  clinic  days.  Two  hundred 
and  sixty-four  patients  visited  the  clinic,  one  hundred  of  these  were  new 
cases  and  twelve  of  these  were  found  positive,  eight  were  sent  to  the 
Sanitarium,  five  to  Norfolk  County  Sanitarium,  and  three  to  Westfield. 
The  cases  that  went  to  Westfield  were  children,  two  with  a  hilum  tubercular 
condition,  one  with  adult  pulmonary.  One  of  the  Sanitarium  patients 
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has  returned  home  as  an  arrested  case.  Two  cases  of  1931;  one  with  a 
tubercular  lung  abcess  and  one  with  a  tubercular  eye  also  returned  home  as 
cured. 

There  have  been  fewer  cases  of  hilum  T.  B.  among  children  this  year, 
this,  it  is  felt  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  children  who  are  under  weight  and 
contacts,  are  followed  very  closely  by  (the)  Dr.  Griffin’s  clinic.  These 
children  are  recommended  by  school  nurses  and  doctors. 

The  clinic  has  increased  in  number  this  year  owing  to  the  fact  that 
people  are  taking  more  advantage  of  this  excellent  work  which  is  being 
done  by  Dr.  Griffin.  Nearly  two-thirds  of  these  patients  are  recommended 
by  our  doctors,  the  remainder  by  nurses  and  friends. 

One  of  the  out-of-town  clinics  established  a  year  ago  has  been  discon¬ 
tinued,  therefore  these  patients  have  the  privilege  of  returning  to  our 
clinic. 

Report  of  T.  J.  Curtin,  Dental  Clinic: 

The  close  of  the  school  year  in  June,  1932,  saw  the  close  of  the  Dental 
Clinic  in  its  old  quarters  at  the  Beacon  School.  New'  quarters  were  ob¬ 
tained  at  the  Junior  High  School,  thereby  placing  the  clinic  in  a  more 
central  location  to  the  advantage  of  the  greater  number  of  children:

The  Milk  Inspector,  Willis  Hoyt,  reports  the  following: 

Upon  taking  over  the  duties  of  Milk  Inspector  in  November,  an  exami¬ 
nation  of  the  records  kept  at  the  Board  of  Health  office  by  Dr.  Mulvehill 
revealed  that  43  samples  of  Milk  and  Cream  had  been  analysed  for  per 
cent  of  butter  fat,  total  in  solids,  and  in  some  instances  bacteria  count  and 
keeping  quality.  In  all  22  samples  of  pasteurized  milk  were  examined  for 
bacteria  count  and  eight  samples  of  raw  milk.  None  of  these  samples 
showed  a  count  of  over  10,000  per  c.  c.  the  average  being  3700  per  c.  c. 
which  is  exceptionally  low. 

Since  taking  office  43  samples  have  been  analysed  for  per  cent  of  butter 
fat,  total  solids,  and  in  many  instances  keeping  quality  and  sediment. 

Twelve  dairies  maintained  in  a  limited  way  where  one,  two,  or  three 
cows  are  kept  and  less  than  twenty  quarts  daily  sold  wrere  inspected  after 
applications  wrere  filed  as  a  result  of  a  questionnaire  sent  to  all  owning  cattle 
known  to  have  no  permit  or  license  to  sell.  As  a  result  of  this  check,  two 
owners  were  required  to  file  applications  to  have  their  animals  tested  for 
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tuberculosis  and  one  was  forbidden  to  sell  milk  until  such  time  as  sanitary 
requirements  of  the  Board  of  Health  were  met.  The  remainder  will  be 
granted  permits. 

Attention  of  owners  of  Stores  was  also  called  to  our  regulations  con¬ 
cerning  handling  of  milk  and  cream  in  stores. 


The  Inspector  of  Plumbing,  Mr.  John  A.  Shannon,  reports  that  he  has 
made  77  inspections  for  the  year  1932. 

In  closing  the  Board  wishes  to  state  that  during  the  year  of  1932  they 
kept  within  their  Budget  as  set  up,  and  had  a  balance  December  31,  1932, 
of  $1,784.71.

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BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

The  Norwood  Board  of  Public  Welfare  submits  the  following  report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1932. 

Owing  to  the  economic  situation,  there  has  been  a  decided  increase  in 
the  number  needing  aid  during  the  year.  Many  families  have  been 
obliged  to  seek  assistance,  some  to  supplant  a  week’s  wage,  others  tem¬ 
porarily  till  employment  was  resumed.  The  family  groups  varied  in  num¬ 
bers  from  two  to  ten. 

Under  a  “Work  for  Your  Aid”  policy  which  was  put  into  effect  by  the 
Board  on  March  5,  all  able-bodied  men  were  required  to  work  for  a  certain 
number  of  days  each  week  governed  by  the  amount  of  aid  received. 

Commencing  September  3,  through  the  generosity  and  cooperation  of 
public-spirited  citizens  a  group  of  men  from  the  Welfare  Department  was 
allowed  to  cut  wood  on  private  property.  This  wood  was  delivered  to 
recipients  of  aid,  thereby  saving  the  Town  the  expense  of  this  type  of 
fuel. 

In  cutting  this  wood,  the  land  was  cleared  and  the  brush  burned,  thereby 
improving  property  and  reducing  the  hazard  of  forest  fires.

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REPORT  OF  RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  C.  A.  Bingham, 

Town  Manager, 

Norwood,  Massachusetts. 

Dear  Mr.  Bingham : 

The  1932  playground  season  for  children  was  operated  from  July  5th 
to  August  27th  inclusive.  The  grounds  open  for  supervised  play  were: 
Callahan,  Civic,  Elks,  Balch,  Shattuck  and  Morse  Pond. 

The  last  named  was  this  year  maintained  as  a  playground  as  well  as  a 
swimming  pool  which  necessitated  using  another  director.  This  plan  re¬ 
lieved  the  congestion  at  the  Balch  playground  to  a  great  extent. 

The  program  carried  on  wyas  based  on  the  general  plan  of  the  National  Rec¬ 
reation  Association  with  special  provisions  for  local  needs.  Athletics  were 
run  which  were  instructive  and  recreational  for  boys  and  girls  of  all  ages. 
This  year  a  greater  number  than  at  any  previous  time  participated.  Base¬ 
ball,  track,  tennikoit,  swimming,  fist  ball,  horseshoe  pitching  and  tumbling 
were  included.  Dancing,  handwork,  costume  making  and  a  number  of 
children’s  activities  were  seen  daily  on  the  grounds.  The  idea  that  a 
playground  is  only  for  the  athletically  minded  is  certainly  a  fallacy. 
Through  the  efforts  of  the  Advisory  Board  directors  were  obtained  who 
were  fitted  to  “put  over”  a  program  of  educational  recreation,  and  as  our 
close  followers  will  agree,  they  did  it. 

The  cost  of  operation  of  the  grounds  was  $3307.29.  Although  a  greater 
amount  was  provided  in  the  budget  the  maintenance  account  for  neces¬ 
sary  care  and  repairs  cut  the  proposed  budget  to  the  above  figure.  The 
approximate  number  of  people  served  by  this  appropriation  was  2000. 

A  feature  of  this  seasons  work  was  the  beginning  of  a  twi-light  baseball 
league  for  young  men.  Over  100  different  entries  were  made  and  40  games 
played.  These  teams  were  organized  and  games  run  off  by  the  men 
directors  of  the  playgrounds.  The  season  was  divided  into  halves  and  the 
winners  of  each  half  played  off  for  the  championship.  Each  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  evenings  the  Balch,  High  School,  Civic,  Elks  and  Morse  dia¬ 
monds  were  scenes  of  the  new  endeavor.  No  game  was  forfeited,  a  lively 
interest  being  maintained.  It  certainly  behooves  a  forward  looking 
movement  in  Norwood’s  recreation  to  look  to  opening  the  grounds  for 
adults  as  well  as  children’s  work  during  the  summer  at  least.  With  this 
year  twi-league  as  a  nucleus  the  foundation  is  well  laid  for  a  more  com¬ 
prehensive  system. 

Tennis  has  advanced  in  Norwood  steadily  during  the  past  few  years. 
This  year  62  men  entered  the  men’s  singles  tournament,  32  the  ladies  and 
15  the  childrens.  The  courts  are  operated  previous  to  and  following  the 
regular  season.  It  is  also  to  be  noted  that  the  speed  of  the  game  has  greatly 
improved. 
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The  playgrounds  closed  by  a  demonstration  and  parade.  A  year  ago 
the  children  were  disappointed  in  this  promised  treat  of  marching  with  the 
Legion  Band.  (At  the  time  the  prevalence  of  infantile  paralysis  in  this 
section  prompted  our  Board  of  Health  to  advise  no  gatherings  for  children.) 
This  wait  was  not  in  vain  for  the  good  friends  of  the  Legion  appeared  in 
full  regalia  and  a  colorful  array  of  floats,  costumes  and  happy  children 
paraded  through  Norwood  to  the  Civic  field,  there  to  dance  and  play  for 
the  hundreds  of  parents  and  friends  assembled. 

This  year  we  have  had  more  visitors  to  our  grounds  and  we  feel  a  keener 
interest  in  the  work  has  been  taken.  This  is  perhaps  most  noticeable  at 
the  Callahan  School  playground.  The  evening  program  there  is  already 
headed  for  an  ideal  and  if  the  diligence  of  the  leaders  is  maintained,  it  will 
surely  be  realized. 

In  the  face  of  existing  circumstances  some  may  have  thought  a  play¬ 
ground  appropriation  a  burden  but  the  parents  and  close  observers  will 
agree  the  amount  expended  far  more  than  pays.  The  children,  the  parents, 
the  twi-leaguers  all  bear  witness  to  the  fact  that  wholesome  recreation  is 
worth  while. 

The  work  could  not  have  been  done  without  the  untiring  work  of  the 
Advisory  Board  and  the  assistance  given  by  the  Manager,  the  Superintend¬ 
ent  of  Public  Works  and  many  other  town  employees  who  volunteered  to 
assist  in  every  way  possible.  It  certainly  is  gratifying  to  work  where  the 
spirit  is  undeniably  sincere.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMISSION  FOR  THE  YEAR  1932 

Continuance  of  the  depression  made  it  apparent  early  in  1932  that  there 
woidd  be  a  drastic  shrinkage  in  income  other  than  from  taxation,  which 
woidd  result  in  an  increase  in  taxes  unless  appropriations  were  curtailed. 

Public  hearings  were  held,  as  well  as  a  great  many  meetings  with  the 
various  boards.  Reductions  were  agreed  upon  wherever  possible  and  a 
budget  was  finally  presented  at  the  March  town  meeting  which  contem¬ 
plated  no  increase  in  tax  burden  over  the  previous  year  provided  a  5% 
contribution  of  salaries  and  wages  was  received  from  all  employees  of  the 
Town.  The  contribution  idea  was  not  accepted  by  enough  employees 
to  make  it  operative  and  the  tax  burden  was  therefore  increased.  It  is 
gratifying  that  finally,  at  the  end  of  1932  contributions  have  been  definitely 
pledged  from  all  employees  for  the  year  1933,  even  though  the  amount  of 
such  contributions  is  somewhat  less  than  recommended  by  the  Finance 
Commission. 

At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  in  July  a  small  group  of  voters  appro¬ 
priated  money  to  purchase  another  Town  Yard  against  the  recommendation 
of  the  Selectmen  and  Finance  Commission.  This,  together  with  the 
necessity  of  additional  funds  for  Welfare  purposes  and  further  reduction 
in  outside  revenue  led  to  a  higher  tax  burden  for  1932. 

During  the  year  $157,800  of  funded  debt  was  retired,  making  a  net 
reduction  of  $100,100.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Finance  Commission 
is  opposed  to  borrowing,  on  account  of  the  emergency  situation,  it  was 
decided  to  do  so  for  permanent  public  works  to  the  extent  of  $50,700  and 
the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  July  increased  this  amount  by  $7,000. 

The  present  time  emphasizes  the  danger  of  heavy  borrowings  in  good 
times  for  permanent  improvements,  such  as  has  been  indulged  in  from 
time  to  time  in  the  past.  While  we  have  splendid  Municipal  and  School 
Buildings,  the  fact  remains  that  in  1932  approximately  16%  of  the  1932 
tax  burden  was  required  to  meet  debt  and  interest  charges.  This  is  a 
heavy  burden  and  in  times  like  these  makes  the  problem  of  reducing  our 
tax  burden  a  difficult  one  for  any  Finance  Commission.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  FOR  1932 

We  believe  that  our  report  and  that  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
should  this  year  more  than  ever  before  place  before  the  citizens  readable 
statistics  relating  to  school  enrollment  and  school  costs. 

The  tabulations  which  appear  in  this  report  are  intended  to  offer  a 
check  up  on  all  of  the  generally  discussed  matters  relating  to  educational 
costs.  It  is  only  to  be  expected  that  in  these  days  when  the  operation  of 
government  should  come  under  closer  scrutiny  than  in  those  years  when 
it  was  easier  for  business  and  taxpayers  to  raise  the  tax  levies  and  to  meet 
other  community  requirements.

Comment  on  Tables  la  and  lb 

A  study  of  these  tables  reveals  that  Norwood  is  no  exception  to  the 
situation  which  prevails  country-wide  in  the  growth  of  high  school  enroll¬ 
ment.  For  the  ten-year  period  beginning  September,  1931  and  ending 
June,  1932,  while  the  elementary  schools  have  shown  an  enrollment  de¬ 
crease  of  18%  the  Senior  High  School  enrollment  has  increased  155%  and 
the  Junior  High  School  grades  62%.  This  story  alone  can  almost  account 
for  the  increased  school  costs  in  Norwood.  For  several  years  there  has 
been  the  need  of  adding  one  or  more  teachers  to  the  staff  of  both  of  these 
school  divisions.  The  per  capita  cost  of  education  in  Junior  High  School 
and  Senior  High  School  has  run  from  $10  to  $65  more  than  for  an  elementary 
school  pupil. 

While  the  gain  in  secondary  school  enrollment  in  Norwood  has  been 
greater  during  the  past  two  years  which  are  labeled  depression  years,  than 
in  the  preceding  ones,  the  increased  enrollment  has  nevertheless  been 
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steady  over  a  period  of  fifteen  years,  proving  the  demand  for  higher  educa¬ 
tion  and  the  recognition  of  its  merits.  The  desire  of  foreign  born  parents 
to  have  their  children  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities  offered  in  public 

education  has  displaced 

in  large  measure  the  desire  to  take  their  children 

out  of  school  at  the  end  of  the  eighth  grade  year  and  place  them  in  positions 

bringing  small  financial  returns.

Table  lb  shows  an  anticipated  increase  of  more  than  150  pupils  in  the 
Senior  High  School  for  registration  in  September,  1933.  This  will  mean 
that  the  facilities  of  that  building  will  be  cramped  to  the  utmost  capacity 
in  spite  of  the  addition  built  two  years  ago.  It  will  also  mean  the  proba¬ 
bility  of  engaging  additional  teachers  if  the  enrollment  holds  up  to  these 
anticipated  figures. 

The  anticipated  enrollment  in  the  Junior  High  School  is  smaller  by 
seventy-five  than  that  of  this  year.  This  will  allow  the  elimination  of 
one  and  possibly  two  teaching  positions.  Indications  are  that  the  ele¬ 
mentary  enrollment  situation  will  remain  about  the  same  as  that  of  Sep¬ 
tember,  1932.

The  total  reductions  in  the  school  budget  since  1931  on  account  of  the 
eliminations  described  in  the  foregoing  tables  amount  to  $50,366.37. 
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School  Department  Contributions 

Every  School  Department  employee  has  agreed  to  contribute  to  the 
Town  for  the  fiscal  year  1933  at  least  10%  of  his  salary  and  in  four  in¬ 
stances  the  contributions  are  15%.  The  total  of  these  contributions  based 
on  the  1933  budget  request  for  salaries  as  approved  by  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  will  be  $29,579.10. 

The  conclusion  to  be  gained  from  this  tabulation  and  the  comment 
preceding  it  is  that  the  budget  if  approved  in  town  meeting  will  actually 
allow  the  School  Committee  an  expenditure  for  all  school  purposes  of  an 
amount  less  by  $50,366.37  than  for  the  year  1931  and  $41,174.44  less  than 
for  the  year  1932. 

The  total  anticipated  expenditure  for  schools  for  1933  will  be  $312,156.60 
which  amount  represents  the  appropriation  of  $341,735.70  less  contribu¬ 
tions  of  $29,579.10.  The  lunch  counter  allowance  is  included  in  the  ap¬ 
propriation  and  is  balanced  by  receipts  as  shown  in  the  following  table. 

Receipts 

While  receipts  accruing  on  account  of  schools  are  not  credited  to  the 
school  budget,  the  attention  of  taxpayers  should  be  drawn  to  the  fact 
that  substantial  amounts  are  received  on  account  of  education.  The  list 
follows:

This  amount  subtracted  from  the  total  of  $312,156.60  leaves  $267,571.60 
as  the  net  amount  which  the  town  is  actually  called  upon  to  spend  for 
schools  during  1933. 

Conclusion 

We  have  attempted  through  use  of  the  foregoing  tables  and  those  you 
will  find  in  the  Superintendent’s  report,  which  immediately  follows  this, 
to  show  our  recognition  of  our  need  of  economy  and  the  steps  taken  to 
affect  it  wherever  possible. 
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The  problems  of  operating  the  schools  are  many  and  diversified.  Through 
the  more  than  3,000  pupils  enrolled  and  their  parents,  over  two-thirds  of 
the  population  of  the  town  come  in  direct  contact  with  this  all-important 
branch  of  municipal  government.  We  believe  it  our  duty  to  disseminate 
as  far  as  possible  information  relative  to  the  program  and  methods  in 
use,  for  giving  these  pupils  educational  opportunities  which  will  allow 
them  to  successfully  compete  with  their  contemporaries  in  other  com¬ 
munities.  Our  committee  has  regretfully  discontinued  several  teaching 
positions  and  temporarily  suspended  many  educational  activities.  The 
program  in  the  Norwood  schools  as  it  now  exists  is  not  an  over-enriched 
one  nor  one  which  supports  a  set-up  of  so-called  "fads  and  frills.”  We 
believe  that  the  fairminded  and  unprejudiced  citizen  will  agree  that  the 
curriculum  offerings  are  not  more  than  are  ordinarily  to  be  found  in  all 
communities  comparable  to  Norwood  and  that  in  some  instances  an  ex¬ 
pansion  of  our  program  is  highly  desirable  and  much  needed. 

We  do  not  want  our  girls  and  boys  to  undergo  attendance  under  poor 
school  conditions  and  be  submitted  to  the  disadvantages  in  1933  of  a 
limited  program  of  the  1900  type.  We  believe  that  our  educational 
program  should  not  be  further  impoverished.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Norwood: 

I  submit  herewith  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  School  Budget 

The  report  of  the  School  Committee  shows  several  tables  relating  to 
the  cost  of  schools  and  the.  ways  in  which  these  costs  have  been  reduced 
during  the  past  three  years.  As  a  major  portion  of  my  report  I  wish  to 
deal  with  the  further  explanation  of  Norwood  school  costs,  bringing  the 
considerations  down  to  sub-items  of  the  school  budget,  distribution  of 
costs  by  subjects,  and  the  expense  to  the  town  for  education  of  the  indi¬ 
vidual  pupil.

The  following  conclusions  are  important  in  considering  Table  I : 

a.  The  total  for  salaries  is  practically  87%  of  the  total  budget. 

b.  All  functions  of  the  school  department  outside  of  salaries  have  to  be 
conducted  on  a  total  of  $43,161. 

c.  The  allowance  for  textbooks  and  supplies  total  but  3.7%  of  the  entire 
budget,  or  2%  under  the  recognized  index  for  these  items. 

d.  The  maintenance  for  all  buildings  (repairs  and  replacements)  is  but 
$6,400 — four  years  ago  $12,000  was  used  for  this  item.  The  total  money 
called  for  to  purchase  new  equipment  and  to  use  on  school  grounds  is  less 
than  1%  of  the  total  amount  requested. 
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It  is  true  that  this  is  the  budget  approved  by  the  School  Committee  for 
1933  but  a  study  of  the  1932  figures  shows  a  similar  analysis.  The  total 
budget  for  1932,  however,  was  higher  by  about  $10,000  as  shown  in  the 
School  Committee’s  report.  The  definite  economies  by  which  this  amount 
was  taken  from  the  1932  budget  are  also  listed  there.

Comments : 

a.  The  most  important  observation  to  note  in  Table  II  is  the  drop  in 
per  pupil  cost  of  education  from  the  1932  figures  as  estimated  for  1933. 
There  have  been  contributing  causes  making  this  possible  other  than  the 
salary  assignments  by  school  employees  and  the  economies  effected  by 
the  School  Committee.  Chief  among  these  other  factors  has  been  the 
enlargement  of  class  groups  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  and  the 
accommodation  of  increased  enrollment  without  the  addition  of  teacher 
time  commensurate  with  common  practice.  It  is  believed  that  with  the 
ending  of  the  year  when  the  net  average  membership  becomes  known, 
that  there  is  good  possibility  of  bringing  the  average  cost  per  pupil  down 
to  lower  than  $100. 

b.  The  cost  by  month,  week,  day,  and  even  hour  has  been  computed  for 
1932  and  estimated  for  1933.  A  grade  school  child  is  given  five  hours  of 
excellent  training  under  the  best  of  conditions  for  less  than  45c  a  day; 
an  amount  smaller  than  that  expended  for  the  care  of  a  child  during  an 
afternoon  or  evening.

Comments: 

a.  This  table  shows  the  way  in  which  the  costs  per  pupil  are  distributed 
in  respect  to  the  chief  items  of  the  budget.  These  figures  check  with  those 
in  Table  II  in  respect  to  per  capita  costs  for  the  year. 

b.  The  lowering  effect  by  salary  contributions  is  shown  as  for  example 
under  the  Senior  High  School  group,  where  through  salary  contributions 
the  cost  per  pupil  under  this  heading  is  reduced  by  $12.42.

Special  subjects  such  as  tabulated  in  Table  IV  seem  to  be  the  ones  which 
draw  the  most  attention  from  critics  of  school  curricula.  People  seem  to 
think  that  these  studies  are  a  luxury  that  have  found  a  place  in  the  educa¬ 
tional  program  through  fanciful  and  extravagant  ideas  of  experimenters 
in  this  line  of  work.  This  is  in  no  sense  true  and  it  may  be  proven  to  the 
most  sceptical,  if  he  is  willing  to  give  his  time  to  be  shown,  that  these 
subjects  are  and  should  be  as  much  a  part  of  the  school  curriculum  as  any 
of  the  so-called  “three  R’s”  or  the  academic  studies  found  in  the  high  school. 
Many  of  the  advanced  academic  studies  required  for  college  entrance  cost 
more  money  than  any  of  the  subjects  listed  in  Table  IV,  for  the  mortality 
is  greater  and  the  number  choosing  such  academic  studies  is  smaller. 
Further  economy  in  the  high  school  curriculum  could  be  effected  by 
dropping  several  academic  and  college  preparatory  subjects,  making  it 
necessary  for  those  seeking  preparation  for  College  Board  examinations 
to  attend  private  preparatory  schools.  I  believe  such  a  move  would  not 
be  favored  by  many  since  it  would  directly  affect  the  standing  of  the  Nor¬ 
wood  High  School. 

Those  who  clamor  for  the  elimination  of  any  of  the  work  coming  under 
special  departments,  so-called,  should  bear  in  mind  that  the  pupils,  if 
barred  from  taking  such  work,  would  have  to  elect  other  work  in  place  of  it. 
There  would  be  no  saving  in  the  end  in  the  matter  of  teacher  time  and  only 
a  negligible  one  in  the  matter  of  equipment  and  supplies.  Pupils  turned 
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away  from  work  they  like  and  desire  would  be  driven  into  academic  studies 
or  other  subjects  offered  wThich  they  could  not  appreciate,  in  which  they 
would  lack  interest,  and  from  which  they  would  eventually,  in  many  cases, 
be  dropped  as  failures.  Program  eliminations  have  gone  so  far  enough 
now  that  I  believe  I  am  safe  in  declaring  that  the  closing  up  of  any  other 
sections  of  the  school  program  would  mean  absolutely  no  saving  to  the 
Town  and  that  the  only  result  would  be  discontent  among  large  groups  of 
pupils  who  would  otherwise  be  satisfied  in  pursuing  the  program  of  work 
they  had  chosen. 

Please  observe  the  very  small  percentage  of  cost  coming  from  the  school 
budget  for  1932  for  any  one  of  these  subjects.  While  the  entire  cost  of 
Americanization  is  carried  in  the  school  budget,  one-half  of  this  amount  is 
refunded  by  the  State  to  the  Town,  going  directly  <o  the  Town  Treasurer 


and  not  being  credited  to  the  school  budget. 

The  total  cost  of  all  these 

subjects  is  less  than  one-sixth  of  the  entire  school  budget  for  1932.

This  table  is  planned  to  show  the  very  small  per  pupil  allowance  for  the 
common  tools  of  teaching,  textbooks  and  instruction  supplies.  It  is 
normal  to  expect  that  the  high  school  costs  under  these  headings  will  run 
higher  than  those  of  any  other  divisions  of  the  system  since  scientific 
equipment  and  textbooks  for  high  school  subjects  are  of  greater  cost. 
Every  effort  has  been  made  to  withstand  cutting  the  allowance  for  text¬ 
books.  In  most  school  budgets  this  has  been  the  first  sub-heading  to 
suffer,  as  a  result  of  which  children  are  using  ancient  textbooks,  germ¬ 
laden  and  ragged.  It  is  to  the  interest  of  several  of  the  chief  industries  of 
Norwood  that  as  much  money  should  be  used  for  textbooks  as  may  be 
justified.

Through  elimination  of  ten  teaching  positions  the  number  of  teachers 
has  been  reduced  to  132.  In  the  elementary  branch  of  the  system  a  list 
of  all  classrooms  shows  enrollment  varying  all  the  way  from  14  to  41.  In 
the  three  elementary  special  classes  the  enrollment  is  limited  to  15 — this 
of  course  tends  to  lower  the  average.  The  most  desirable  enrollment  for 
the  first  three  grades  is  32;  for  grades  four,  five  and  six  not  over  35;  for 
Junior  High  School  not  over  32;  and  for  Senior  High  School  groups  not 
more  than  30. 

Centralizing  any  division  of  a  school  system  always  makes  possible 
larger  divisions — an  example  of  that  was  shown  in  our  own  system  when 
combining  the  Beacon  School  with  the  Shattuck  School,  it  was  required 
to  fill  all  the  rooms  in  that  building  to  a  normal  capacity. 

Winslow-West  Schools 

While  considering  matters  of  enrollment  it  should  be  again  reported  that 
the  unusually  large  lower  grade  enrollment  in  this  school  district  makes  it 
appear  imminent  that  an  extension  of  classroom  facilities  must  be  provided 
within  two  years.  Should  the  first  grades  continue  to  be  as  large  as  the 
one  received  this  year,  at  least  two  more  rooms  than  are  now  available 
will  be  needed  by  September,  1935,  and  all  other  grades  would  be  left  in  a 
crowtled  condition  unless  more  room  became  available.  The  Beacon 
School  could  be  opened  in  this  event. 

Vocational  Education 

Under  State  laws  pertaining  to  education  a  town  which  does  not  provide 
trade  school  courses  is  required  to  pay  the  tuition  for  such  courses  for 
pupils  desiring  them  at  trade  schools  located  elsewhere.  Nine  Norwood 
pupils  attend  Boston  Trade  Schools  where  the  tuition  is  $220  for  boys  end 
$160  for  girls.  One-half  of  this  expense  is  returned  to  the  Town  by  the  State. 
Appropriations  for  this  expenditure  have  always  been  made  through  the 
school  budget,  but  under  a  recent  ruling  by  the  Town  Counsel  appropria¬ 
tion  must  be  made  by  the  Town  for  this  expense  under  a  separate  article. 

Extra  Activities 

Some  important  occurrences  during  the  past  year  outside  of  the  regular 
school  routine  have  been  the  following: 

1.  Temporary  closing  of  the  Beacon  School. 
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2.  Holding  of  the  State  Music  Festival  in  Norwood — more  than  forty 
schools  competing  for  prizes. 

3.  The  George  Washington  Bicentennial  celebration  and  pageant. 

4.  The  Athletic  Carnival  including  all  school  children  from  grade  1 
through  grade  12. 

5.  Establishment  of  a  Marksman’s  Club.  High  School  boys  make  up 
this  club  and  all  guns  and  ammunition  is  furnished  by  the  United  States 
government  through  the  War  Department.  The  entire  program  is  at  no 
expense  to  the  Town  other  than  furnishing  a  bond  to  guarantee  protection 
of  the  equipment. 

6.  Establishment  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  of  a  School 
Health  Council  in  the  Senior  High  School.  This  topic  is  enlarged  upon 
in  the  High  School  Principal’s  report. 

7.  Examinations  by  the  Chadwick  Clinic  for  detecting  Tuberculosis 
under  direction  of  the  State  Department  of  Health. 

8.  Voluntary  contribution  by  School  Department  employees  of  $3,499.24 
— 30%  of  this  amount  was  used.for  assisting  needy  pupils  and  the  remainder 
for  the  improvement  of  school  buildings  and  grounds.

Junior  High  School  Special  Class 

The  School  Committee  has  voted  to  make  possible  the  formation  of  a 
special  class  for  Junior  High  School  grades.  This  will  in  reality  be  an 
opportunity  class  and  a  chance  for  those  who  are  unable  to  accomplish 
work  in  the  regular  program  to  take  up  special  work  better  adapted  to 
their  ability.  The  group  will  be  a  small  one  as  compared  with  other 
Junior  High  School  groups  and  enrollment  in  it  will  not  number  more  than 
twenty.  It  is  possible  that  this  class  will  be  formed  before  the  present 
school  year  comes  to  a  close. 

Psychiatric  Examinations 

Dr.  C.  B.  J.  Schorer  of  the  State  Department  of  Mental  Diseases,  has 
completed  examination  of  retarded  pupils  in  the  Norwood  school  system. 
Under  State  requirements  pupils  who  are  three  or  more  years  retarded 
must  be  given  special  assistance  and  work  better  suited  to  their  ability 
than  that  contained  in  the  regular  program  of  studies.  Dr.  Schorer’s 
recommendations  as  a  result  of  her  examinations  show  that  the  School 
Committee  will  be  required  to  place  15  in  special  classes  in  addition  to 
those  already  so  assigned. 

Use  of  Fuel  Oil 

It  has  been  possible  to  keep  a  close  record  on  the  use  of  fuel  oil  through 
the  installation  in  the  Junior  High  School  of  two  oil  burners.  The  saving 
for  the  fiscal  year  1932,  as  compared  with  the  fiscal  year  1931  when  bitu¬ 
minous  coal  was  used,  is  $788.  This  saving  has  permitted  a  reduction  in 
the  estimates  for  fuel  for  the  budget  of  1933.  While  the  winter  of  1932 
was  generally  considered  a  mild  one,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  custodian 
that  regardless  of  the  severity  of  the  weather  an  annual  saving  of  not  less 
than  $600  will  be  made  as  compared  with  the  cost  of  coal.  This  will 
enable  payment  for  the  oil  burner  equipment  out  of  the  savings  in  a  little 
over  three  years. 

It  is  probable  that  a  substantial  saving  may  be  possible  in  other  Norwood 
school  buildings  through  the  use  of  fuel  oil  or  other  means  of  use  of  fuel 
than  is  now  in  practice.  The  Town  Manager  will  have  definite  recom¬ 
mendations  to  make  in  this  matter  during  the  present  year. 

Condition  of  School  Buildings 

During  the  summer  of  1932  it  was  possible  to  do  more  renovating  and 
make  more  repairs  on  school  buildings  than  ever  before.  ^  This  was  due  in 
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large  measure  to  the  use  of  $2,449.46  contributed  at  the  rate  of  2%  each 
from  the  pay  checks  of  School  Department  employees  to  the  Unemploy¬ 
ment  Fund. 

The  school  buildings  are  in  excellent  condition  and  the  money  requested 
in  the  budget  for  the  current  year  for  maintenance  is  chiefly  for  large 
projects  such  as  painting  the  Senior  High  School  tower  and  pillars.  The 
rooms  of  the  West  School  are  badly  in  need  of  renovating,  work  which 
will  probably  be  done  during  the  February  vacation. 

Conclusion 

I  believe  that  educators  want  to  be  entirely  fair  in  their  demands  and 
that  they  recognize  that  insisting  on  extension  of  the  educational  program 
or  refusing  to  cut  out  all  needless  expenditures  will  only  assist  in  holding 
up  the  return  to  normal  times;  but  they  also  recognize  that  many  demands 
made  for  retrenchment  in  this  branch  of  municipal  government  are  made 
without  proper  study  and  without  gaining  an  insight  into  the  results  to 
the  school  girl  and  boy.  We  wish  to  show  the  need  of  the  school  children 
for  all  the  facilities  that  we  offer  and  will  spare  no  effort  to  do  so.  I  be¬ 
lieve  that  Norwood  with  her  good  schools,  with  her  thousands  of  happy 
school  children,  and  I  trust,  that  I  may  say  school-satisfied  parents,  wants 
efficient  school  administration  at  low  costs;  and  I  also  believe  Norwood 
does  not  want  to  see  her  educational  program  placed  in  jeopardy  through 
false  economies.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting,  herewith,  my  sixth  annual  report  as 
Principal  of  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School. 


Enrollment 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  in  September,  1932,  the  registration 
of  our  school  showed  a  total  enrollment  of  725  pupils,  divided  as  follows:

This  enrollment  of  725  indicates  an  increased  student  body  of  eighty-one 
pupils  over  644  enrolled  as  of  June  1,  1932.  This  increase  is  not  as  great 
as  was  experienced  a  year  ago  September,  103,  over  the  student  body  of 
the  previous  year,  but  the  enrollment  figures  of  the  ninth  grade  show  that 
in  all  probability  the  enrollment  this  coming  September  will  be  approxi¬ 
mately  S59  students,  divided  as  follows:

Grade  XI .  266 

Grade  XII .  269

This  probable  enrollment  of  859  students  should  be  the  peak  of  our 
enrollment,  or  very  nearly  the  peak,  for  a  few  years  to  come,  unless  un¬ 
foreseen  conditions  arise.  Yearly  enrollments,  steadily  rising  through 
the  past  decade,  have  naturally  necessitated  increased  costs  of  education. 
These  have  not  been  excessive  or  out  of  proportion  to  the  advance  in 
number  of  students  coming  to  High  School. 

The  increase  of  approximately  one  hundred  and  fifty  over  this  present 
school  year  will  necessitate  additional  teaching  time,  and  I  believe  the 
building  with  its  present  rooming  facilities  will  be  just  about  able  to  take 
care  of  our  enlarged  student  body,  but  no  more.  Our  classrooms  will  be 
obliged  to  accommodate  recitation  divisions  with  an  average  of  thirty-two 
pupils.  The  average  now  is  twenty-six  pupils  per  division. 

I  realize  that  in  these  difficult  times  it  is  out  of  the  question  to  suggest 
the  securing  of  additional  teachers  for  this  work,  anti  I  am  willing  to  make 
arrangements  whereby  the  present  teaching  force  can  handle  the  increased 
load.  I  do  feel,  however,  that  it  is  unwise  and  not  sound  economy  to 
reduce  our  teaching  force  for  another  year  in  view  of  this  very  large  in¬ 
crease  in  student  body. 

Faculty 

There  were  only  two  changes  in  the  Norwood  High  School  faculty  for 
the  present  school  year: 

Miss  Avis  Cottrell  resigned  to  marry,  creating  a  vacancy  in  the  depart¬ 
ment  of  Social  Science;  and  a  vacancy  in  the  Modern  Language  depart¬ 
ment  was  occasioned  by  Miss  Gilmore’s  resignation  to  accept  a  position 
in  Cranston,  Rhode  Island. 
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The  social  science  position  has  been  taken  by  Mr.  James  Gormley,  a 
graduate  of  Gonzaga  University,  Spokane,  Washington,  holder  of  a  Master’s 
degree,  and  a  teacher  of  three  years’  experience  at  St.  Charles’  College 
Normal  School,  Grand  Coteau,  Louisiana,  and  at  Springhill  College, 
Mobile,  Alabama. 

The  Foreign  Language  vacancy  has  been  filled  by  securing  the  services 
of  Miss  Mildred  Metcalf,  a  graduate  of  the  Liberal  Arts  Department  of 
Boston  University.  Miss  Metcalf  comes  to  us  with  a  wealth  of  teaching 
experience  and  a  splendid  background  for  the  teaching  of  French  and 
German.  Her  positions  previous  to  the  present  one  show  teaching  ex¬ 
perience  gained  at  Marshfield  and  Walpole,  Mass.,  also  at  North  Gros- 
venordale  and  New  Haven,  Conn. 

Graduation,  1932 

On  June  8,  1932,  the  graduation  exercises  were  held  for  the  senior  class 
at  the  Norwood  Junior  High  School  gymnasium.  The  exercises  were 
conducted  in  very  simple,  but  effective  style  and  were  marked  by  im¬ 
pressive  and  dignified  performances  on  the  part  of  those  on  the  program.

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Of  the  157  graduates  in  the  Class  of  1931,  forty-two  went  on  with  their 
training,  representing  about  27%  continuing  their  education.  Twenty 
per  cent  of  the  graduates  of  1932  are  now  enrolled  in  schools  beyond  High 
School. 

As  will  be  seen  from  this  comparison,  our  students  are  finding  it  in¬ 
creasingly  difficult  to  finance  a  training  beyond  High  School.  Many 
students  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  college  preparatory  courses 
are  obliged  to  forsake  their  plans  of  further  education  because  of  the  in¬ 
ability  to  successfully  finance  the  project,  while  others  are  changing  their 
plans  from  the  colleges  requiring  a  tuition  fee  to  the  State  supported 
Teachers’  Colleges,  Normal  Schools,  and  other  institutions  less  costly. 

This  situation  makes  it  necessary  for  our  secondary  school  program  to 
give  our  children  a  broad  training  which  will  fit  them  for  some  useful 
occupation  and  make  them  better  citizens  of  the  community  in  which 
they  are  to  live.  The  straight,  out-and-out,  college  preparatory  program 
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of  studies  which  offers  a  very  fine  cultural  training  is  just  as  valuable  as 
it,  has  been,  and  is  particularly  necessary  for  those  who  are  to  use  this 
training  as  a  means  of  entrance  into  collegiate  work.  Certainly  we  must 
consider  them.  On  the  other  hand,  the  majority  of  our  students,  nearly 
80%  of  them,  are  not  going  beyond  High  School,  and  the  courses  which 
they  are  now  taking,  those  of  a  vocational  nature,  such  as  commercial 
studies,  practical  arts  work,  home  economics  for  girls,  courses  in  music, 
art,  and  science,  are  of  inestimable  value  to  them. 

Much  has  been  said,  in  these  days  of  strict  economy,  concerning  curtail¬ 
ment  in  our  courses  of  instruction  and  cutting  down  the  teaching  of  many 
of  these  practical  subjects.  Educators  throughout  the  country  are  of  one 
opinion  and  mind  on  this  matter.  With  retrenchments  necessary  as 
they  are,  they  must  not  come  in  this  direction.  There  wrould  be  abso¬ 
lutely  no  saving  to  take  students  from  courses  in  art,  music,  practical 
arts,  gymnasium,  or  home  economics,  as  far  as  the  cost  of  education  is 
concerned,  for  it  would  merely  throw  them  into  divisions  of  other  studies, 
mostly  academic,  where  additional  teachers  would  be  obliged  to  handle 
them.  A  room  nearly  filled  to  capacity  can  hardly  assimilate  many 
additional  pupils.  Furthermore,  to  follow  the  advice  of  some  vrho  have 
not  made  a  study  of  education  and  wTho  believe  that  all  students  should 
be  required  to  study  “the  three  It’s”  as  t  he  only  useful  subjects,  wmuld  be 
a  step  back  over  the  years  by  at  least  three  or  four  decades. 

I  firmly  believe  that  our  course  of  study  is  a  suitable  one  for  the  needs 
of  our  pupils,  one  that  comprehensively  covers  the  existing  situation, 
giving  what  is  necessary  to  so  heterogeneous  a  group  as  wre  have  here  in 
Nonvood  High  School.  Diversified  aims,  objectives,  and  plans  for  the 
future  cannot  be  met  by  the  rigid  and  narrowdng  curriculum  such  as  was 
offered  twenty-five  years  ago.  Present  day  civilization  must  carry  on, 
and  its  high  school  training  must  offer  diversified  opportunity  for  various 
kinds  of  education.  This  can  be  provided  for  only  under  our  present 
curriculum,  and  if  “education  for  all  the  children  of  all  the  people”  is  to 
be  the  continued  desire  of  our  taxpayers,  we  cannot  get  very  far  awrav 
from  teaching  the  subjects  now  being  taught. 

Secondary  school  educators  have  been  accused  of  “jumping  at  fads  and 
frills”  and  “plunging  into  educational  experiments”  all  along  the  wray. 
I  doubt  the  correctness  of  this  accusation  and  challenge  the  statement 
with  the  following  illustration:  In  1916  Dr.  Clarence  Kingsley,  at  the  time 
Deputy  Commissioner  of  Secondary  Education  in  the  State  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  issued,  with  the  help  of  a  commission,  a  pamphlet  setting  forth 
what  seemed  to  that  group  of  leaders  in  the  educational  field,  the  main 
objectives  of  our  secondary  school  training.  At  the  top  of  a  list  of  “Seven 
Cardinal  Principles  of  Secondary  Education”  came  “Health,”  indicating 
that,  beyond  all  academic  book  learning,  beyond  all  training  in  the  duties 
of  citizenship,  beyond  all  else  worth  teaching  in  the  curriculum  wras  the 
necessity  of  teaching  health  so  that  our  country,  were  it  to  face  such  a 
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rigid  physical  inspection  as  it  experienced  at  the  beginning  of  our  participa¬ 
tion  in  the  World  War,  would  never  again  be  put  to  shame  and  chagrined 
in  the  admission  that  many — a  very  large  percentage — of  our  young  men 
in  the  country  were  found  physically  unfit.  All  that  took  place  sixteen 
years  ago, — and  now,  only  last  year,  have  we,  the  schools  of  Massachusetts, 
attempted  an  organized  formal  course  of  instruction  in  health  education. 

Norwood  High  School  was  one  of  four  schools  in  the  State,  under  the 
direction  of  the  State  Supervisor  of  Physical  Education,  to  begin  with  this 
course  of  health  instruction.  Space  does  not  permit  me  to  give  a  full 
description  of  the  wrork  done  by  our  Health  Council  and  the  beginnings 
of  the  health  instruction  which  now  is  given  to  every  Nonvood  High  School 
student  before  he  graduates.  A  very  complete  report  of  this  is  on  file, 
however,  and  we  are  going  forward  enthusiastically  with  the  development 
of  this  work  through  its  second  year.  Can  it  be  that  some  would,  in  their 
retrenchment  program,  have  us  do  away  with  such  a  valuable  and  necessary 
piece  of  work,  or  can  it  be  said  of  the  above  mentioned  venture  that  we 
are  hasty  in  accepting  unimportant  additions  to  our  program  of  education? 

The  detailed  reports  as  given  by  the  supervisors  of  manual  arts,  home 
economics,  freehand  drawdng,  music,  and  physical  education,  very  thor¬ 
oughly  cover  the  splendid  work  being  done  in  their  respective  departments. 
It  is  my  candid  opinion  that  cur  High  School  students  derive  a  great  deal 
of  valuable  and  useful  instruction  in  these  divisions.  I  believe,  also,  that 
they  would  protest,  and  their  parents  would  vigorously  protest,  the  removal 
from  our  curriculum  of  the  advantages  and  pleasures  offered  through  these 
branches  of  study. 


Achievements  of  1932 

During  the  year  1932  certain  academic  and  non-academic  achievements 
of  note  have  been  accomplished,  some  of  which  are  here  enumerated: 

1.  The  successful  entrance  into  college  of  all  students  qualified  to  be 
certificated  or  to  take  examinations. 

2.  The  receiving  of  college  scholarship  awards  by  many  of  our  graduates. 

3.  Excellent  reports  of  scholastic  attainment  by  our  college  freshmen. 

4.  Participation  in,  and  assistance  with,  the  management  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Music  Festival  of  May  21,  1932,  here  in  Norwood.  This  was 
one  of  the  finest  things  of  its  kind  ever  produced  in  the  history  of  music 
festivals. 

5.  The  outstanding  performance  of  our  Debating  Society  in  its  debate 
with  the  Boston  Latin  High  School,  resulting  in  a  Nonvood  victory. 

6.  Participation  of  the  school  in  the  Washington  Bicentennial  Pageant. 

7.  Successful  social  activities  and  commencement  programs  by  the 
senior  class. 

8.  Marked  growth  and  progress  in  higher  scholarship  attainment, 
with  fewer  failures  than  in  the  previous  year. 

9.  An  extremely  valuable  second  year  in  well  directed  instruction 
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leading  to  character  building  of  all  students  by  our  Dean  of  Girls  and 
Submaster. 

10.  The  bringing  together,  through  a  Health  Council,  of  the  several 
isolated  and  disjointed  agencies  existing  in  the  interest  of  health,  so  that 
a  definite  and  well  organized  course  of  health  instruction  was  given  to  the 
sophomore  class. 

11.  A  very  successful  year,  in  terms  of  mass  participation,  in  sports, 
seasons’  results,  and  building  of  school  and  team  morale.  Our  chief 
difficulty  here  lies  in  our  inability  to  secure  financial  support  for  our 
athletics,  and  it  is  only  a  question  of  a  short  time  now  when  some  of  our 
interscholastic  athletic  competitions  must  be  curtailed  in  the  absence 
of  some  source  of  income  to  maintain  them. 

12.  Notable  achievement  in  many  of  our  extra-curricula  and  activity 
groups. 

13.  Awards  and  prizes  given  our  students  for  outstanding  work  in  the 
Game  Plan  project  of  Town  Planning,  completed  in  December,  1932. 

Summary 

In  the  closing  days  of  his  administration  at  Washington,  President 
Hoover,  speaking  of  education,  has  said:  “Our  nation  faces  the  acute 
responsibility  of  providing  the  right  of  way  for  the  American  child.  In 
spite  of  our  economic,  social,  and  governmental  difficulties,  our  future 
citizens  must  be  built  up  now.”  From  these  remarks  we  can  all  agree 
that  at  all  costs  the  children  must  not  suffer.  They  are  to  be  the  citizens 
of  the  future,  and  as  such  we  shall  look  to  them,  in  part,  at  least,  to  set 
up  a  social  order  capable  of  averting  a  repetition  of  the  present  world-wide 
catastrophe.  Thinking  men  and  women  are  not  asking  for  drastic  re¬ 
trenchments  in  education,  for  they  well  know  that  through  education 
alone  can  we  find  an  answer  to  our  existing  evils. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  the  faculty  of  the  Senior  Pligh  School  appreciates 
greatly  the  steady  and  unfaltering  support  it  has  received  from  you  and 
the  School  Committee  to  the  end  that  progress  has  not  been  hampered, 
subjects  have  not  been  dropped,  and  necessary  supplies,  materials,  and 
textbooks  have  continued  to  be  ours  in  spite  of  what  appears  to  be  un¬ 
paralleled  and  most  distressing  times.  We  can  stand  ready,  as  a  faculty, 
to  co-operate  in  any  way  possible,  to  share  to  the  utmost,  and  to  give  our 
very  best  in  the  interest  of  the  boys  and  girls  so  that  the  high  standards 
of  work  now  enjoyed  may  be  maintained  through  the  coming  year.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

In  1931-1932  the  Junior  High  School  enrolled  911  pupils  as  against  an 
enrollment  of  928  pupils  in  1930-1931,  a  decrease  of  17  pupils.  Two 
teaching  positions  were  eliminated  because  of  the  smaller  enrollment. 
The  enrollment  is  distributed  as  follows:  Grade  seven,  276,  an  increase 
of  15  pupils  over  the  estimated  number  of  260.  in  June,  1932.  There  is  an 
average  of  thirty-five  pupils  per  class  in  grade  seven,  only  two  classes 
numbering  less  than  thirty-five  pupils.  Grade  eight  has  an  enrollment 
of  291,  and  grade  nine,  334,  giving  the  ninth  grade  the  largest  enrollment 
in  the  school. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  school  should  be  reorganized  as  to  the  number 
of  classes  in  each  course,  especially  in  the  ninth  grade.  At  present  we  have 
two  College,  one  Technical,  four  Commercial  and  three  Practical  Arts 
divisions.  A  great  many  pupils  have  found  the  College  and  Technical 
courses  too  difficult  for  them,  and  have  come  to  us  and  want  to  change  to 
either  the  Practical  Arts  or  Commercial  Courses  as  they  imagine  that  these 
would  be  easier  for  them.  This  year  we  have  had  fewer  of  these  changes 
than  formerly,  only  seven  pupils  having  made  the  change,  some  of  them  as 
late  as  the  middle  of  the  second  term,  although  we  have  made  a  rule  that 
no  changes  may  be  made  after  the  end  of  the  first  term.  It  has  been 
almost  impossible  to  make  the  changes,  as  the  Commercial  classes  are 
already  too  large,  numbering  as  high  as  thirty-eight  pupils  to  a  class.  In 
some  cases,  these  changes  have  made  for  an  improvement  in  scholarship. 

The  curriculum  distribution  in  the  ninth  grade  shows  ninety-three 
pupils  in  the  Practical  Arts  division,  one  hundred  forty-five  in  the  Com¬ 
mercial  division,  sixty-seven  in  the  College  division  and  thirty  in  the 
Technical  division.  The  large  enrollment,  21%  of  the  grade,  in  the 
Practical  Arts  division  shows  how  unfounded  all  this  talk  is  about  doing 
away  with  courses  offered  in  this  work.  Rather  I  should  say,  we  ought  to 
be  buying  more  equipment  and  hiring  more  instructors  for  these  divisions, 
for  every  pupil  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  is  engaged  in  this  work  to 
some  extent  and  wants  more  of  it. 

Extra  Curricula  Activities 

The  extra  curricula  activities  in  the  Junior  High  School  consist  of  thirty- 
one  clubs.  One  of  the  outstanding  clubs  is  a  boys’  cooking  club,  numbering 
twenty-four  members  in  which  the  boys  are  given  a  regular  course  in  cook¬ 
ing.  There  is  always  a  great  deal  of  enthusiasm  in  this  club. 

The  school  paper  “School  Activities”  issued  monthly  is  being  mimeo¬ 
graphed  this  year  to  save  expense.  It  is  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Eleanor  Drew,  and  the  paper  has  thus  far  been  very  successful. 
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Welfare  Aid 

Since  September  30,  1932,  the  Junior  High  School  teachers  have  made 
monthly  contributions  of  one  dollar  each  for  welfare  work  among  needy 
pupils  of  the  school.  We  have  bought  for  pupils  such  things  as  rubbers, 
shoes,  clothes,  sneakers  and  gym  suits.  About  seventy-five  pupils  have 
benefited,  not  including  eleven  pupils  each  week  who  receive  free  milk 
from  this  fund. 

At  Thanksgiving  the  Home  Economics  Department  prepared  and  sent 
four  baskets  to  needy  families  in  Norwood.  The  teachers  in  the  Junior 
High  School  contributed  to  help  fill  the  baskets. 

Athletics 

The  “Special  Exercise”  group  contains  about  twenty  to  twenty-five 
boys.  They  are  in  charge  of  Mr.  Connor,  the  gymnasium  instructor,  and 
are  held  each  Tuesday  and  Thursday  afternoon  during  the  home  room 
period.  The  boys  receive  instruction  in  exercise  to  develop  weak  muscles 
which  tend  to  make  a  faulty  posture. 

After  school  activities  are  held  the  entire  year  with  suitable  games  being 
played  for  the  particular  season.  Every  pupil  may  take  part  in  the  games 
with  these  two  requirements:  they  must  not  receive  a  low  mark  in  more 
than  one  subject;  and  activity  dues,  which  are  five  cents  a  month,  must 
be  paid.  This  five  cents  also  entitles  a  pupil  to  the  school  paper. 

After  school  activities  for  girls  include  basket  ball,  volley  ball,  hit  pin 
baseball  and  liberty  bat  ball.  A  cup  is  awarded  to  the  winning  team  in 
basket  ball. 

After  school  activities  for  boys  are  tag  football,  baseball  and  basket 
ball.  The  members  of  the  winning  teams  receive  numerals. 

Milk  Service 

The  school  is  at  present  serving  milk  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
pupils.  The  milk  period  is  held  in  the  middle  of  the  morning,  when  every 
pupil  in  the  school  who  wishes  milk  goes  to  the  lunch  room  where  it  is 
served.  Thirty-one  pupils  prescribed  for  by  the  nurses  receive  free  milk; 
twenty  of  these  are  paid  for  by  the  School  Department  Milk  Fund  and 
eleven  by  the  Junior  High  School  fund  for  needy  children. 

English 

A  committee  headed  by  Miss  Manchester  and  having  all  the  ninth 
grade  English  teachers  on  its  roster  is  engaged  in  revising  the  ninth  grade 
English  course.  The  new  course  will  be  completed  for  September,  1933. 

The  seventh  grade  English  teachers  this  year  are  teaching  the  library 
work  that  was  formerly  taught  by  Miss  Elvera  Bianchi.  One  period  each 
week  is  taken  out  of  the  seventh  grade  English  classes  for  this  work. 
Teachers  in  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  grades  take  care  of  the  reference 
work  in  the  library  for  pupils  who  wish  to  use  the  library  for  study. 
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Game  Plans 

To  commemorate  the  George  Washington  Bicentennial,  Governor  Ely 
appointed  a  commission  to  plan  a  program  in  which  school  children  could 
participate.  Since  Washington  was  a  master  of  planning,  it  was  decided 
to  invite  pupils  to  plan  their  town  as  they  imagined  it  would  be  one  hundred 
years  from  now.  The  response  in  the  Junior  High  School  was  most  grati¬ 
fying.  About  one  hundred  pupils  decided  to  participate  in  this  and  we 
actually  got  sixty-five  plans.  The  ninth  grade  classes  wrote  compositions 
on  “Norwood  Today  and  One  Hundred  Years  from  Now,”  to  be  combined 
with  the  maps  of  the  Town.  In  order  to  complete  the  project  a  study  of 
their  Town  was  necessary.  Classification  of  industries,  business  centers, 
residential  sections  and  zoning  laws  together  with  the  development  of 
unused  territory  had  to  be  studied.  The  ability  and  originality  of  ideas 
shown  in  this  game  plan  project  proved  to  be  far  beyond  the  expectation 
of  both  the  townspeople  and  teachers.  An  interesting  fact  noted  was 
that  no  pupil  had  a  poor  house,  saloon  or  slum  section  in  Norwood,  all  of 
which  proves  that,  the  outlook  of  these  young  planners  is  most  optimistic.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Practical  Arts  Department 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1932. 

Our  program  of  practical  arts  in  the  elementary  grades  during  the  early 
part  of  the  year  was  carried  on  under  a  very  capable  and  efficient  instructor, 
and  the  results  attained  by  him  were  highly  satisfactory,  as  he  came  in 
contact  with  every  boy  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades.  The  projects  con¬ 
structed  were  excellent  examples  of  creative  ability  in  woodwork. 

In  June  this  instructor  was  dropped,  also  the  Beacon  School  was  aban¬ 
doned,  which  made  it  necessary  to  distribute  the  equipment  of  that  school 
to  others  which  needed  it.  All  fifth  grade  instruction  was  eliminated, 
allowing  the  sixth  grade  to  continue  with  the  work.  Mr.  Wynaught,  who 
formerly  taught  woodwork  in  the  grades,  was  again  assigned  to  carry  on 
the  instruction,  making  visits  to  three  schools  for  one  hour  a  day  of  each 
week.  Miss  Connolly,  of  the  Balch  School,  took  over  the  practical  arts 
work  there. 

All  boys  entering  Junior  High  School  in  the  seventh  grade  were  given 
two  courses  of  instruction,  working  in  the  fields  of  woodworking,  and  a 
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laboratory  course  in  the  general  shop,  for  young  craftsmen  who  received 
instruction  in  metal  work,  simple  electricity,  glazing,  soldering,  and  sheet 
metal  work.  An  added  feature  was  the  forming  and  twisting  of  mild  steel, 
which  required  a  knowledge  of  drilling  and  riveting  as  well  as  wiring  for 
sockets  and  plugs  for  the  table  lamps  and  bridge  lamps  that  were  made  in 
the  shop.  In  woodworking  the  boys  continued  the  processes  learned  in 
the  sixth  grade  but  on  a  more  advanced  scale,  and  made  larger  projects, 
such  as  cutting  boards,  broom  holders,  clothes  dryers  and  pedestals. 

The  work  in  the  eighth  grade  was  of  an  exploratory  nature,  and  involved 
participation  in  two  courses,  printing  and  mechanical  drawing.  Drafting 
is  the  universal  language  of  industry,  and  wherever  construction  work  is 
carried  on,  its  use  is  of  fundamental  importance.  This  course  was  given 
as  a  try-out  and  covered  only  the  elementary  parts.  Ten  plates  were 
required  of  each  boy  and  accuracy  and  neatness  were  stressed.  Wood¬ 
working  as  a  try-out  was  dropped  this  fall  to  allow  the  instructor  to  cover 
the  work  formerly  taught  by  the  instructor  who  was  sent  out  into  the 
elementary  schools. 

Printing  was  required  of  each  boy  and  after  learning  his  case,  and  taking 
simple  exercises  in  justification  of  lines,  letter  spacing,  centering,  and 
indenting,  he  was  allowed  a  short  poem  of  his  own  choosing  to  set  up, 
applying  the  principles  learned  in  the  early  lessons.  These  projects  carried 
the  boy  through  the  stages  of  composition,  imposition  (stone  work),  make 
ready  and  press  work. 

Practical  Arts  in  the  ninth  grade  was  elective  in  any  one  of  three  courses, 
woodworking,  printing  or  drafting.  Undoubtedly  the  majority  of  boys 
elected  printing  because  of  its  great  fascination  and  interest.  The  boy 
carried  a  job  through  to  completion,  designing  his  own  layout,  choosing 
type  faces,  cutting  stock  and  actual  running  of  the  press.  The  bulk  of  the 
year’s  printing  was  done  by  these  ninth  grade  boys  and  consisted  of  all 
school  forms,  requests  received  from  various  school  departments,  and  the 
publishing  of  the  Junior  High  School  paper,  which  appeared  monthly. 

In  woodwork  each  boy  was  required  to  complete  a  project  consisting 
of  bench  work  with  the  use  of  hand  tools,  turn  a  lathe  project,  refinish  some 
object  brought  from  home,  and  sharpen  chisels  and  plane  blades  which  he 
used.  Many  advanced  projects  were  turned  out,  such  as  end  tables, 
sewing  cabinets,  smoking  cabinets,  costumers  and  smoking  stands.  This 
fall  we  were  deprived  of  the  use  of  our  paint  shop  by  the  installation  of  an 
incinerator,  and  the  shop  is  now  without  a  finishing  room.  This  is  a  serious 
handicap  to  all  boys  who  take  pride  in  seeing  the  products  of  their  efforts 
completed,  with  a  lasting  and  beautiful  finish.  It  would  be  possible  to 
arrange  such  a  room  in  the  present  work  shop  at  little  expense  and  relieve 
the  situation  which  now  exists. 

This  fall  at  the  Senior  High  it  became  quite  evident  that  there  would  be 
more  boys  wishing  to  take  shop  than  ever  before,  and  as  the  shop  was 
limited  in  its  accommodations,  a  problem  was  apparent.  It  appeared  at 
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first  that  all  seniors  would  be  deprived  of  any  shop  work,  because  of  the 
large  sophomore  class.  However,  the  difficulty  was  overcome  by  assigning 
each  of  the  two  upper  classes  to  the  drafting  room  for  three  periods  per 
week  and  allowing  two  periods  for  shop  work.  The  sophomores  were 
allowed  three  periods  of  shop  and  two  of  drafting.  By  this  arrangement  a 
double  load  was  thrown  on  the  supervisor,  and  also  lessened  the  efficiency 
of  the  instruction  given  the  boys  who  took  drafting  as  a  single  subject.  It 
also  became  necessary  to  conduct  two  classes  at  the  same  time,  although 
each  was  doing  a  separate  type  of  work.  The  shop  classes  were  taught 
shop  sketching,  with  the  proper  layout  for  any  job  in  the  shop  by  a  working 
drawing. 

Our  Composite  Shop  followed  the  previous  year’s  outline,  but  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  year,  with  only  a  short  time  in  the  shop  each  week, 
the  program  had  to  be  somewhat  modified,  as  considerable  more  time  is 
needed  for  completion  of  projects.  We  are  finding  it  quite  difficult  at  the 
present  time  to  collect  money  from  the  boys  for  materials  used,  which  of 
course  is  due  to  the  economic  situation  that  exists  everywhere. 

Once  again  I  should  like  to  mention  our  tremendous  need  for  a  finishing 
space,  free  from  dust  and  interference  |?y  other  workmen.  Our  only  space 
for  this  work  has  been  the  boiler  room,  in  which  the  lighting  conditions 
have  been  so  poor  that  a  perfect  finish  has  been  impossible. 

Many  times  during  the  year  the  department  has  been  called  upon  for 
assistance  in  various  ways,  and  we  have  cooperated  in  every  way  possible, 
and  have  endeavored  to  make  our  results  effective.

Report  of  the  Dean  of  Girls,  Norwood  Senior  High  School,  1931-1932 
I.  Attendance 

As  in  former  years,  absent,  tardy,  and  dismissal  cards  were  used  which 
had  to  be  signed  by  girls’  parents. 

The  home  of  each  girl  who  had  a  telephone  and  whose  name  was  on  the 
absent  list  was  called  each  morning. 

There  were  three  known  cases  of  truancy.  (One  of  these  was  for  two 
periods  only.) 

Girls  were  encouraged  to  come  to  school  tardy  rather  than  be  absent 
if  they  were  unable  to  report  at  the  opening  of  school. 

Absences  were  permitted  this  year  which  would  not  have  been  approved 
in  ordinary  times.  Pupils  were  allowed  to  be  absent  or  dismissed,  on 
occasion,  in  order  to  work  or  to  remain  at  home  so  that  a  parent  might 
work. 


Following  is  a  comparison  of  this  year’s  attendance  record  with  that 
of  last  year.  Record  is  made  from  September  to  June  1.  (June  attend¬ 
ance  record  is  not  included  since  the  fact  that  the  Seniors  are  not  in  at¬ 
tendance  during  the  last  twro  weeks  makes  June  statistics  misleading.)

II.  Scholarship 

The  importance  of  high  scholarship  has  been  kept  constantly  before  the 
girls. 

Some  of  the  same  methods  of  securing  high  scholarship  as  have  been 
employed  in  previous  years  were  used;  such  as,  personal  interviews,  ad¬ 
justments  in  programs,  and  investigation  of  home  conditions  for  study. 

Twenty-five  senior  girls  again  assisted  sophomore  girls  in  becoming 
adjusted  to  High  School. 

The  “Opportunity  Study  Hall’’  which  had  been  conducted  for  the  last 
two  years  was  not  held  this  year  for  the  following  reasons : 

1.  Last  year  the  parents  of  33%  of  pupils  who  received  failure  marks 
objected  to  pupils  being  detained  for  the  extra  period  every  day.  If  the 
parent  objected,  (in  writing)  the  pupil  was  not  required  to  attend  the 
study  hall.  Therefore,  this  method  of  bettering  scholarship  effected  only 
67%  of  the  people  for  whom  it  was  intended. 

2.  Of  the  pupils  who  attended  the  study  hall,  from  55%  to  61%  passed 
the  following  term.  This  percent  was  not  satisfactory. 

In  place  of  the  “Opportunity  Study  Hall,”  a  Scholarship  Card  was 
adopted  this  year. 

This  card  was  given  to  each  pupil  who  failed  in  any  subject  either  at  the 
end  of  a  term  or  at  the  mid-term  period.  The  pupil  was  required  to  report 
to  the  Dean  at  stated  intervals  during  the  following  term  with  a  written 
report  of  his  progress  made  by  the  teachers  in  the  subjects  which  he  had 
failed. 

Use  of  these  cards  seem  to  have  been  a  more  effective  help  in  the  matter 
of  scholarship  than  the  “Opportunity  Study  Hall”  because: 

1.  Every  girl  who  failed  was  required  to  report. 

2.  From  67%  to  72%  of  those  receiving  failure  marks  passed  the  next 
term. 

3.  Pupils  liked  the  card.  It  gave  timid  pupils  an  opportunity  to  find 
out  just  where  they  stood  at  more  frequent  intervals  than  if  they  had  had 
to  approach  the  teacher  on  their  own  initiative.  Pupils  have  requested 
that  they  be  allowed  to  report  more  frequently  than  was  required  of  them. 

Parents  approved  and  commented  favorably  upon  the  use  of  the  card. 

No  senior  girl  failed  to  graduate. 

Five  girls  who  had  been  in  High  School  for  three  years  but  who  had 
had  junior  rating  were  graduated. 
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No  girls  failed  to  be  promoted  to  the  senior  class. 
Six  girls  failed  to  be  promoted  to  the  junior  class.

One  period  a  week  was  devoted  to  activities.  During  this  period, 
meetings  were  held  of  all  activities  in  group  B.  Therefore  it  was  possible 
to  take  part  in  only  one  of  these  clubs. 

Girls  in  more  than  three  activities  were  good  students. 

Activities  in  Group  D  took  no  time  outside  of  school.  In  the  cases  of 
girls  taking  part  in  more  than  four  activities,  al!  in  excess  of  four  were  in 
Group  D. 

76  girls  took  part  in  some  sport. 

24  girls  took  part  in  2  or  3  sports. 

IV.  Employment 

21  girls  were  placed  in  positions  through  the  Dean’s  office. 

V.  Group  Meetings 

A  daily  home  room  period  of  fifteen  minutes  duration  was  provided  in 
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this  year’s  program.  The  girls  of  each  class  report  to  the  Dean  during 
this  period  one  day  each  week. 

Matters  of  importance  in  general  guidance  and  administration  were 
taken  up. 

Through  the  acquaintance  which  developed  between  teacher  and  student 
as  a  result  of  these  sectional  meetings,  a  larger  number  of  students  sought 
assistance  of  advisers.  We  believe  the  meetings  were  most  beneficial. 

VI.  Private  Interviews 

A  record  of  the  number  of  private  interviews  was  kept  from  the  opening 
of  school  until  December  23.  At  that  time  it  was  noted  that  the  number 
of  interviews  had  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  the  benefit  derived  from 
keeping  a  complete  record  did  not  justify  the  time  consumed  in  so  doing. 
Since  December,  record  has  been  made  of  only  such  interviews  as  might 
need  to  be  referred  to  in  the  future.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Physical  Education  De¬ 
partment. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  program  carried  on  is  according  to  that  out¬ 
lined  by  the  State  Department  of  Physical  Education. 

Physical  Education  in  the  elementary  schools  consists  of  a  varied  pro¬ 
gram.  In  the  primary  grades  rhythmical  work  is  carried  out  through 
singing  games.  Story  plays  are  given  a  large  portion  of  the  time  in  grades 
one  and  two.  Circle  games  and  simple  relays  are  a  part  of  each  day’s 
work.  In  the  three  upper  grades  corrective  gymnastics,  marching  and 
organized  games  complete  the  program.  In  these  grades  pupil  leadership 
is  given  much  attention.  It  is  felt  that  a  great  deal  may  be  accomplished 
in  this  way  as  to  developing  the  ability  to  lead  others,  fairness  of  play 
developing  poise  and  above  all  good  sportsmanship. 
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Posture  is  given  an  important  part  in  the  program  and  all  work  is  based 
on  this  all  important  point.  Periodical  examinations  are  given  the  chil¬ 
dren  and  much  improvement  is  shown. 

A  grammar  school  baseball  league  was  formed  as  usual  last  spring  and 
the  Winslow  School  won  the  championship.  A  track  meet  was  also  held 
last  spring  in  which  children  from  the  different  grades  competed.  The 
athletic  skill  shown  was  very  marked  and  the  good  sportsmanship  exhibited 
was  of  the  finest.  The  Balch  School  was  the  winner  of  this  meet  and  the 
Callahan  School  second. 

Class  work  for  girls  and  boys  in  the  Junior  High  School  consists  of 
gymnastics,  marching,  apparatus,  posture  work  and  games.  All  pupils 
were  given  a  physical  examination  by  the  school  physician  and  a  corrective 
class  for  boys  and  girls  with  poor  and  faulty  posture  is  being  held,  with 
very  good  results. 

After  school  activities  for  girls  are  held  the  entire  year  with  suitable 
games  being  played  for  the  particular  season  of  the  year.  Our  one  big 
aim  is  to  have  as  many  as  possible  participate.  The  fall  sports  were 
Hit  Pin  Baseball  for  eighth  and  ninth  grades  and  two  hundred  girls  par¬ 
ticipated  in  this  sport;  Liberty  Bat  Ball  for  seventh  grades  in  which  one 
hundred  girls  took  part.  The  winter  sport  is  basketball  for  ninth  grades 
and  one  hundred  girls  reported.  All  divisions  play  each  other  and  a  cup 
is  given  to  the  winning  division.  In  the  spring  there  is  competition  in 
baseball  for  ninth  grades  and  ninety  girls  competed.  Volley  Ball  was 
played  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  with  one  hundred  and  seventy-five 
reporting.  There  is  always  a  great  deal  of  enthusiasm  over  Volley  Ball 
and  finals  are  played  between  the  winning  eighth  and  seventh  divisions  for 
a  cup.  A  track  meet  was  held  last  spring  and  the  eighth  grades  won  the 
meet. 

The  activities  for  the  boys  in  the  Junior  High  School  consisted  of  an 
inter-class  series  of  fifty-six  games  of  basketball  which  were  played  during 
the  winter  term  with  one  hundred  and  twenty  boys  participating.  A 
school  team  was  selected  from  the  inter-class  players  and  seven  games  were 
played  with  outside  schools. 

A  baseball  league  was  formed  along  the  same  lines  as  basketball,  with 
inter-class  games  played  in  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  grades.  A 
school  team  played  a  schedule  of  ten  games  with  outside  schools.  Seventy- 
five  boys  took  part  in  this  spring  activity. 

In  the  fall  a  Tag  Football  league  was  started,  the  game  being  played  with 
the  same  rules  as  regular  football,  with  the  exception  that  no  tackling  was 
allowed.  Over  two  hundred  boys  participated  in  this  out-door  sport. 

In  the  track  meet  which  was  run  on  June  10,  the  ninth  grade  boys 
won  the  championship  of  the  Junior  High  School. 

Class  work  for  the  boys  and  girls  in  the  Senior  High  School  consists  of 
marching,  apparatus,  corrective  exercises,  games  and  pupil  teaching. 
The  teaching  experience  gives  a  pupil  poise  and  confidence  and  we  find 
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it  a  great  help  to  many  of  the  students  who  have  been  self-conscious.  In 
addition,  the  sophomore  girls  and  boys  have  a  course  in  health  education 
and  the  Physical  Education  Department  contributes  four  lectures.  The 
senior  girls  and  boys  have  a  required  course  in  hygiene  which  is  given  by 
the  Physical  Education  Department. 

Athletics  for  girls  in  the  Senior  High  School  were  carried  on  throughout 
the  year  with  sports  suitable  for  the  season.  We  of  course  stress  mass 
participation  in  all  sports.  In  the  fall  we  have  inter-class  tennis  and  field 
hockey.  We  are  pleased  with  the  large  numbers  coming  out  for  tennis 
both  spring  and  fall  for  we  feel  that  this  is  a  sport  that  can  be  carried  along 
into  later  life.  In  the  spring  about  forty  girls  reported  for  class  and  indi¬ 
vidual  instruction;  in  addition  to  this  we  had  a  school  team  which  played 
a  schedule  of  four  games.  Ninety  girls  reported  for  basketball  this  year 
and  besides  inter-class  games  we  will  play  a  schedule  of  class  games  with 
other  schools,  after  that  schedule  is  completed  a  school  team  will  be  formed 
which  will  play  a  schedule  of  five  games. 

A  great  deal  of  interest  was  shown  in  the  track  meet  which  was  held  on 
June  10th.  The  Junior  class  won  the  meet. 

Athletics  for  boys  in  the  Senior  High  School  consisted  of  football,  basket¬ 
ball,  baseball,  hockey,  track,  tennis  and  golf.  Fifty-four  boys  reported 
for  basketball.  Of  this  number  nine  were  considered  members  of  the 
school  team.  Ten  others  made  up  a  second  team.  A  schedule  of  twelve 
games  was  played  by  both  teams.  The  remaining  candidates  formed  class 
teams  and  played  a  series  for  the  championship  of  the  Senior  High  School. 

About  forty  boys  reported  to  Mr.  Learnard  for  hockey.  Although  we 
had  very  little  ice  during  January,  a  schedule  of  seven  games  were  played — 
the  final  game  being  played  at  the  Boston  Arena. 

In  April  seventy-two  boys  presented  themselves  as  candidates  for  the 
Senior  High  School  baseball  team.  Fifteen  players  were  considered  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  first  team  and  twelve  others  played  on  the  second  team.  The 
first  team  played  a  schedule  of  seventeen  games,  while  the  second  team 
played  six  games. 

Track  was  started  early  in  the  month  of  February  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Wheeler,  for  the  purpose  of  training  some  of  the  boys  for  the  B. 
A.  A.  meet  which  was  held  at  the  Boston  Garden — eight  boys  participated 
in  this  meet.  With  the  approach  of  spring  all  candidates  for  the  out-door 
track  team  were  called  and  thirty  boys  reported.  The  season  consisted 
of  one  inter-class  meet,  five  dual  meets  with  outside  schools,  one  triangular 
meet  and  one  inter-scholastic  meet  participated  in  at  the  Harvard  Stadium. 

Twenty-four  candidates  presented  themselves  to  Mr.  Archibald  and 
Mr.  Learnard  for  places  on  the  golf  team.  Eight  were  selected  to  represent 
t  he  school  in  outside  matches.  The  Norfolk  Golf  Club  of  Dedham  granted 
the  use  of  their  links  free  of  charge  for  our  home  matches.  In  all,  fifteen 
matches  were  played. 

In  the  spring  the  tennis  courts  were  in  use  constantly  from  the  close  of 
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school  until  dark.  A  boys’  tennis  team  was  formed  under  the  leadership 
of  Mr.  Woodbury  and  a  schedule  of  ten  matches  was  played. 

In  the  track  meet  which  was  held  on  June  10th  in  the  grade  schools, 
Junior  High  School  and  Senior  High  School,  the  senior  class  was  the  victor. 

In  September  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  boys  reported  for  football 
and  a  schedule  of  nine  games  was  played  with  outside  teams.  The  second 
team  played  two  games  with  outside  teams.  The  sophomore  team  played 
one  game  and  a  lightweight  team  played  one  game  with  other  opponents. 

Basketball  practice  for  boys  started  during  the  Christmas  vacation 
and  fifty-five  boys  are  now  practicing. 

Thirty  boys  have  reported  to  Mr.  Learnard  for  hockey  at  the  present 
time.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant:. 

I  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Health  Department. 

The  fact  that  the  school  nurse  is  the  connecting  link  between  the  school, 
the  home  and  the  various  health  and  social  agencies  of  the  community  has 
perhaps  been  more  evident  this  past  year  than  in  any  previous  year. 

The  school  nurse’s  duties  are  to  assist  the  physicians  with  the  health 
examinations  and  in  the  control  of  communicable  disease,  to  secure  the 
correction  of  physical  defects,  to  assist  in  obtaining  adequate  care  for  all 
sick  children,  to  interpret  the  school  health  program  to  the  parents,  to 
advise  teachers  in  regard  to  personal  health  problems  and  to  participate 
in  promot  ing  the  hygiene  and  sanitation  of  school  buildings.  It  is  necessary 
to  read  between  the  lines  of  this  list  to  fully  realize  how  extensive  the  work 
is. 

Physical  Examinations 

The  school  physicians,  Dr.  Edward  L.  Brennan  and  Dr.  Alfred  E. 
Fenton  examined  every  child  in  the  school  system.  Notices  of  physical 
defects  present  at  the  time  of  the  examinations  were  sent  to  the  parents. 

Dental  Examinations 

The  teeth  of  all  the  children  in  the  first  six  grades  were  examined  by 
the  school  dentist,  Dr.  Timothy  J.  Curtin.  About  nine-tenths  of  this 
group  needed  dental  attention.  This  increase  in  dental  decay  can  be 
partially  attributed  to  the  inadequate  diets  resulting  from  the  economic 
difficulties  in  the  home. 

In  school  the  child  learns  to  care  for  his  teeth  daily,  to  visit  the  dentist 
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regularly  and  to  eat  the  foods  which  provide  adequate  nutrition  for  build¬ 
ing  new  teeth  and  protecting  from  decay  those  already  erupted  but  he 
will  not  establish  these  desirable  habits  unless  the  parents  earnestly  co¬ 
operate. 

Mental  Examinations 

The  examinations  of  one  hundred  and  forty-three  children  have  been 
completed  by  Dr.  C.  B.  J.  Schorer.  She  has  made  recommendations  which 
will  enable  them  to  derive  the  greatest  benefit  from  their  school  work. 

The  Child  Guidance  Clinic  is  carrying  on  its  work  with  the  mal-adjusted 
child  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Cragg. 

Control  of  Communicable  Disease 

The  communicable  diseases  reported  during  the  year  are  as  follows:

There  was  a  noticeable  increase  in  the  number  of  scarlet  fever  cases 
necessitating  a  daily  check-up  examination  of  all  contacts,  visits  to  the 
homes  of  all  children  absent  for  unknown  causes,  exclusion  from  school  of 
any  and  all  children  who  showed  signs  of  a  communicable  disease  and  an 
examination  of  all  children  returning  to  school  after  an  illness.  This  same 
routine  affected  the  follow-up  of  any  of  the  communicable  diseases. 

Diphtheria  Immunication  Clinics 

The  parents  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  first  graders  took  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  opportunity  to  protect  their  children  against  that  serious 
disease,  diphtheria,  which  affects  people  of  all  ages  but  particularly  young 
children.  The  school  physicians  gave  the  protective  treatment  of  toxin- 
antitoxin  injections  to  these  little  ones  in  February.  In  December  they 
were  given  the  Shick  test  to  see  if  the  desired  immunity  had  been  acquired. 

Chadwick  Clinic 

The  first  Chadwick  Clinic  was  held  in  Norwood  eight  years  ago.  Its 
purpose  was  to  promote  the  health  of  the  school  child  and  prevent  tuber¬ 
culosis  by  discovering  the  signs  and  treating  the  disease  before  serious 
illness  occurred.  Only  eleven  children  from  the  original  clinic  are  being 
followed  up. 

The  preliminary  steps  have  been  taken  to  establish  the  second  Chadwick 
Clinic  which  wall  be  held  in  Norwood  the  latter  part  of  February,  1933. 

To  date,  the  parents  of  four-fifths  of  the  school  children  have  availed 
themselves  of  the  great  opportunity  offered  by  the  Chadwick  Clinic.  It 
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is  perhaps  more  urgent  in  these  hard  times  to  take  all  possible  precautions 
in  the  prevention  of  diseases. 

School  Eye  Clinic 

One  hundred  and  ten  children  were  seen  by  Dr.  Hugo  B.  C.  Riemer  at 
the  school  clinic.  The  vision  of  sixty-seven  was  corrected  with  glasses, 
eithteen  required  no  changes  in  glasses  then  being  wTorn,  seven  had  medical 
treatment  prescribed,  and  twenty-one  needed  no  correction. 

Audiometer  Tests 

The  audiometer,  a  combination  telephone  and  victrola,  was  used  in 
testing  the  hearing.  Of  the  sixteen  hundred  and  seventy-three  children 
tested,  seventy-three  were  found  to  have  defective  hearing  in  one  or  both 
ears.  These  youngsters  were  referred  to  the  family  physician  for  treatment. 

Weighing  and  Measuring 

All  children  in  the  first  six  grades  were  weighed  and  measured  monthly. 
This  activity  permits  the  child  himself  to  measure  the  relationship  between 
his  habits  and  his  growth  and  gives  him  an  incentive  for  practice  of  good 
health  habits.  In  the  past  underweight  has  been  used  to  some  extent  in 
the  selection  of  undernourished  children.  Recent  studies,  however,  indi¬ 
cate  that  underweight  alone  may  not  be  a  reliable  index  to  the  child's 
nutrition.  The  important  fact  to  emphasize  is  a  steady  gain  each  month. 
This  the  best  indication  of  growth. 

Mid-Morning  Lunch 

The  mid-morning  lunch  has  continued  to  be  a  popular  activity.  This 
lunch  of  milk  and  crackers  is  not  supposed  to  take  the  place  of  the  morning 
meal  but  rather  to  supplement  it  in  supplying  additional  material  to  im¬ 
prove  growdh.  There  have  been  many  cases  during  this  period  of  economic 
distress  that  have  been  helped  a  great  deal  by  the  addition  of  this  food  to 
an  inadequate  diet.  During  the  year  there  has  been  an  average  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  children  receiving  free  milk  daily.  This  free  milk  is 
made  possible  through  the  funds  raised  by  the  Norwood  Woman’s  Club. 

Health  Day 

The  dental  campaign  for  the  school  year  ending  in  June  showred  marked 
improvement  over  the  preceding  years:  Of  the  fourteen  hundred  and 
seventy  children  examined,  thirteen  hundred  and  twenty-three  or  nine- 
tenths,  received  certificates  from  the  school  or  family  dentist  stating  that 
all  necessary  dental  work  had  been  completed.  This  is  one-tenth  more 
than  in  1931,  two-tenths  more  than  in  1929  and  1930,  and  four-tenths 
more  than  in  1928.  The  Shattuck,  Beacon,  and  West  schools  had  100% 
correction  of  dental  defects.  There  were  thirty-six  100%  rooms. 

Child  Health  Day  was  observed  in  the  Elementary  Schools  on  June  <>, 
1932.  Appropriate  programs  wrere  held  in  each  building. 
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Our  goal  is  “Every  Child  Physically  Fit.”  The  Health  Day  awards 
show  that  we  are  getting  nearer  to  it  each  year,  but  we  must  thank  all 
those  who  help  us,  namely,  the  parents,  doctors,  dentists  and  teachers. 

The  competition  was  between  buildings.  The  Shattuck  School  was 
again  the  winner,  having  highest  per  cent  of  physically  fit  children.

Summer  Camp 

Four  children  spent  the  months  of  July  and  August  at  the  Health  Camp 
at  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital  in  Braintree.  They  returned  greatly 
improved  in  health. 

Welfare  Work 

The  welfare  work  has  been  an  important  part  of  the  year’s  program. 
The  demands  for  food  and  clothing  have  been  endless.  It  was  necessary 
at  all  times  to  cooperate  with  all  other  social  agencies  to  prevent,  duplica¬ 
tions.  This  work  could  not  have  been  accomplished  without  the  money 
made  available  by  the  School  Aid  fund. 

We  thank  the  Norwood  High  School  Quest  Club,  the  Norwood  Woman’s 
Club,  and  other  friends  for  their  combined  generous  support  of  the  health 
work. 

The  members  of  this  department  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  for 
the  loyal  support  and  helpful  advice  received  from  you,  from  the  super¬ 
visors,  principals,  and  teachers.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Music  Department. 

As  in  previous  years,  this  Department  has  carried  on  the  program 
outlined  in  1929  which  was  planned  to  bring  out  not  the  entertaining 
value  of  music  but  its  cultural,  intellectual,  ethical  and  vocational  values. 
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Music  is  required  from  the  first  grade  to  the  ninth,  thus  giving  all  chil¬ 
dren  an  equal  opportunity  to  learn  the  fundamental  rules  governing  vocal 
and  instrumental  music. 

The  work  begins  in  the  first  grade  with  the  singing  of  rote  songs  and 
the  sight  reading  of  simple  melodies.  From  the  ninth  grade  to  the  twelfth, 
the  singing  is  in  four  parts.  Written  tests  are  given  monthly  on  the 
“Elementary  Theory”  which  is  taught  in  conjunction  with  singing. 

A  fact  which  shows  the  genuine  musical  interest  that  prevails  is  that 
besides  the  required  work  mentioned  above,  over  700  pupils  have  this 
year  elected  either  vocal,  theory  or  instrumental  courses. 

The  Elementary  Glee  Club  composed  of  230  young  singers  took  part 
in  the  “Washington  Bicentennial  Celebration”  at  the  Junior  High  School 
gymnasium  last  spring.  The  singing  and  the  behavior  of  these  fifth  and 
sixth  grade  pupils  brought  forth  many  complimentary  remarks. 

This  fall,  a  Senior  Chorus  of  fifty-five  voices  participated  in  the  “Nor¬ 
wood  Historical  Society  Celebration”  by  singing  for  the  first  time  in 
Norwood  a  new  cantata  on  “George  Washington.” 

Besides  playing  at  numerous  local  affairs,  the  Senior  Orchestra  gave  a 
concert  at  Framingham  for  the  “Principals’  Convention.” 

The  social  value  of  Music  was  well  demonstrated  last  May  when  the 
Department  was  instrumental  in  bringing  to  Norwood  the  “Massachusetts 
State  Band  and  Orchestra  Contest”  in  which  twenty-two  cities  and  towns 
were  represented  by  several  thousand  participants.  The  first  prize  in 
the  Junior  Contest  was  won  by  our  own  Junior  High  School  Orchestra.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  on  Home  Economics  Education  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1932. 

“America  today  is  just  a  nation  of  homes.”  This  statement  alone 
justifies  Home  Economics  education  in  our  public  schools.  Figures 
recently  compiled  place  the  number  of  homes  in  America  at  24,000,000. 
Thus  homemaking  becomes  the  largest  vocation  in  which  man  or  woman¬ 
kind  engages.  The  relative  importance  of  homemaking  as  a  profession — 
for  homemaking  is  a  universal  profession — may  be  summed  up  in  the 
following  quotation,  viz.:  “No  community  can  be  better  than  its  homes.” 
The  home  appears  to  be  the  one  institution  that  can  in  itself  improve 
society  for  as  the  majority  of  homes  in  a  given  community  do  and  think, 
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so  will  the  community  do  and  think.  Insofar  as  homes  fail  in  their  higher 
ideals  and  obligations,  so  must  communities  fail. 

Facing  these  realities  we,  engaged  in  public  school  education  ask  (1) 
What  is  the  duty  and  share  of  the  schools  in  molding  Norwood  children 
into  worthy  home  members  and  citizens?  and  (2)  What  is  to  be  our  ac¬ 
cepted  conception  of  an  ideal  modern  American  home?  Shall  it  not  be — 
a  house  outside  and  a  home  inside — a  place  where  home  members  are 
happy,  healthy  and  efficient,  where  care  and  troubles  give  way  to  rest  and 
relaxation?  A  partnership  with  all  members  sharing  the  responsibilities — 
a  success  or  failure  according  as  each  member  proves  loyal  to  the  enter¬ 
prise?  Should  not  the  ideal  home  be  a  fortress  against  wrong-doing  be¬ 
cause  it  assists  each  member  in  right  living?  It  appears  that  if  we  are  to 
accept  these  ideals  we  must  place  emphasis  in  our  instruction  upon  better 
living,  happier  home  life,  conservation  of  health,  a  higher  type  of  citizen¬ 
ship  and  a  finer  type  of  community  life. 

These  are  the  ideals  which  we  have  set  up  in  building  Home  Economics 
courses  for  Norwood  girls  and  we  believe  that  Home  Economics  instruction 
offers  a  very  important  contribution  to  every  child’s  general  education 
and  is  a  cultural  subject  in  the  highest  sense  of  the  word.  That  this  belief 
is  shared  by  those  who  have  conceived  of  the  prodigious  challenge  in  the 
field  of  homemaking  is  evidenced  in  the  very  titles  of  present  day  Home 
Economics  texts,  viz:  “Making  Homes,”  “My  Home,”  “The  Family  and 
its  Relationships,”  “Girls  and  Their  Problems,”  “On  Being  a  Girl”  and  a 
very  new  one  which  we  have  found  most  adaptable  in  our  High  School 
courses,  “The  Girl  Today — The  Woman  Tomorrow.”  This  last  named 
book  has  recently  been  introduced  as  a  text  in  this  department. 

Anyone  willing  to  take  a  broad  view  of  the  meaning  of  Ffome  Education 
will  see  in  it  the  sociological,  psychological,  social,  economics,  educational 
and  scientific  approaches  in  offering  subject  matter  to  pupils,  particularly 
if  time  is  taken  to  analyse  all  phases  of  home  life.  We  are  therefore  not 
concerned  with  any  lack  of  content,  but  our  greatest  problem  is  to  select 
and  adapt  the  material  most  needed  and  suited  to  pupils  at  different  ages. 
One  can  readily  appreciate  that  to  think  of  Home  Economics  courses  in 
terms  of  “Sewing”  and  “Cooking”  is  to  think  back  to  the  very  beginning 
of  this  curriculum  which  dates  to  1870.  We  in  Norwood  believe  in  offering 
fundamental  instruction  in  Plome  Economics  of  the  type  that  will  enrich 
the  pupils’  lives.  We  recognize  the  reality  that  homemaking  becomes 
eventually  the  permanent  vocation  of  the  majority  of  women  and  this 
fact  should  not  be  overlooked  while  a  pupil  is  training  for  a  temporary 
vocation  or  profession.  How  can  we  consider  as  complete  any  education 
that  does  not  present  some  of  the  real  issues  of  home  life  and  prepare  us 
in  some  degree  to  meet  problems  and  make  adjustments  as  they  arise  in 
the  course  of  living  in  our  homes?  It  will  occur  to  many  that  much  home- 
making  instruction  should  be  given  to  boys  as  well  as  girls  and  when  we 
find  it  possible  to  offer  some  homemaking  training  to  boy  we  may  feel 
that  we  are  offering  a  complete  Home  Economics  program. 
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In  directing  our  attention  so  definitely  upon  the  home  we  must  not 
overlook  the  many  advantages  in  the  business  world  to  pupils  trained  in 
Home  Economics.  Many  and  diversified  opportunities  for  employment 
present  themselves  under  normal  conditions. 

We  arc  realizing  our  objectives  and  ideals  for  Home  Economics  education 
more  and  more.  Our  courses  are  functioning  and  have  earned  much  ap¬ 
preciation  from  pupils  who  have  sensed  the  value  of  this  training.  Our 
chief  obstacle  to  progress  is  the  lack  of  general  understanding  of  the  value 
and  extent  of  our  subject  matter.  Unfortunately  some  of  the  hardest  to 
reach  are  educators  who  draw  a  circle  around  their  own  subjects  and  do 
not  attempt  to  understand  comparative  values  in  education.  We  feel 
that  we  are  gaining  ground  rapidly  through  our  pupils  who  sense  the  im¬ 
portance  of  this  branch  of  education. 

We  regret  the  necessity  to  remove  Home  Economics  instruction  from 
the  fifth  grade  as  an  economy  measure  this  year.  However  we  appreciate 
the  ready  cooperation  and  interest  of  the  principals  and  teachers  in  the 
elementary  schools  who  have  so  willingly  adapted  themselves  and  taken 
over  the  Home  Economics  instruction  in  the  sixth  grade. 

An  experiment  with  a  Homemaking  unit  of  instruction  is  being  carried 
on  this  year  at  the  Callahan  School  where  facilities  seemed  most  favorable 
to  the  plan.  The  unit  is  based  upon  the  general  theme  “What  can  a  girl 
of  my  age  do  to  be  of  real  assistance  in  my  homeV”  We  expect  enthusiastic 
and  valuable  reactions  from  pupils  and  mothers. 

The  usual  activities  of  the  department  have  continued.  The  Mid¬ 
morning  Nutrition  project  has  suffered  this  year,  presumably  from  lack 
of  funds  to  continue  it  to  the  extent  that  it  is  needed.  For  a  period  of 
time  the  High  School  teachers  provided  a  fund  which  greatly  assisted  a 
number  of  undernourished  pupils.  The  need  in  this  direction  is  as  great 
as  ever  and  is  deserving  of  more  consideration.  Beside  the  regular  work 
of  the  department  we  have  assisted  during  the  past  year  with  costume 
making  for  pageants,  decorations  for  the  Game  Plan  Exhibit,  a  special 
luncheon  for  the  judges  and  guests  of  the  Music  Festival  and  several  special 
luncheons  for  visitors  at  the  High  School.  We  have  also  organized  a  short 
course  in  Nutrition  which  is  given  to  all  sophomores  as  part  of  a  course  in 
General  Health. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  excellent 
spirit  and  cooperation  shown  by  all  members  of  this  department,  to  the 
elementary  teachers  and  Principals  and  all  who  have  worked  for  the  ad¬ 
vancement  and  development  of  the  department  during  the  year.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  my  ninth  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of  Adult  Alien 
Education  in  Norwood. 

The  work  during  the  past  year  has  divided  itself  into  three  general 
divisions:  taking  charge  of  the  evening  school  classes,  teaching  the  foreign 
women  in  the  home,  and  assisting  to  relieve  suffering  and  poverty  in  the 
homes  by  helping,  jointly  with  the  school  nurses,  to  disburse  the  money 
contributed  by  the  teachers. 

Our  evening  school  classes  meet  at  one  center  only  this  year,  the  Balch 
School.  Here  we  have  seven  classes  with  an  enrollment  of  118  pupils. 
When  the  classes  closed  for  the  Christmas  holiday  our  attendance  was 
89.7%  of  our  enrollment.  The  people  who  are  attending  school  are  there 
for  a  purpose.  Our  attendance  was  never  so  high  before. 

The  citizenship  class  is  smaller  this  year  than  usual.  Many  people 
would  like  to  take  out  their  papers  to  become  citizens  but  in  these  times 
of  shortened  working  hours  they  have  no  money  to  pay  for  them. 

The  advanced  age  of  the  pupils  in  our  classes  is  marked.  Eight  years 
ago  the  average  age  of  the  pupils  in  our  beginner’s  class  was  33  years. 
Today  it  is  43  years.  In  one  class  this  year  where  seventeen  men  are  going 
to  school  for  the  first  time,  eleven  of  them  were  absolutely  illiterate  when 
school  opened. 

Our  most  advanced  class  has  a  membership  of  21  people.  In  this 
class  we  are  trying  to  take  care  of  all  types  of  pupils.  Young  people  who 
have  dropped  out  of  both  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  have  come  to 
us  and  asked  if  there  was  not  something  we  could  do  to  help  them.  One 
member  of  this  class  is  a  woman  in  middle  life  who  was  born  in  America 
but  realizing  her  need  for  more  education  has  joined  this  class  and  attends 
it  faithfully.  We  are  trying  to  give  these  students  work  in  science,  civics 
and  arithmetic  as  well  as  in  English  and  literature. 

In  March  we  held  our  evening  school  graduation  in  the  Junior  High 
School  hall.  The  pupils  of  the  school  presented  a  program  of  music  and 
essays  which  was  enjoyed  by  a  large  audience.  Mr.  Leonard  W.  Grant, 
our  superintendent  of  schools,  was  the  speaker  of  the  evening. 

There  are  37  women  divided  into  six  groups  meeting  in  the  homes  this 
year.  The  supervisor  teaches  five  of  these  groups.  Miss  Margaret 
Curran  is  the  teacher  of  the  sixth.  One  of  these  groups  consists  of  a  class 
of  seven  women  representing  five  nationalities  (Swedish,  Finnish,  Jewish, 
Italian  and  German).  It  is  a  great  satisfaction  to  see  the  advance  being 
made  by  the  Syrian  women  both  in  the  evening  classes  and  the  home 
classes. 

The  supervisor  has  had  the  splendid  co-operation  of  Miss  Ruth  Gurney 
of  the  Norfolk  Agricultural  School  who  has  opened  extension  classes  in 


both  sewing  and  cooking  for  the  foreign  women.  The  sewing  groups  meet 
at  the  homes  and  receive  the  expert  assistance  of  Miss  Gurney  in  making 
coats  and  dresses  for  children.  The  cooking  class,  through  the  kind  co¬ 
operation  of  Miss  Julia  McCarthy,  Principal  of  the  Winslow  School,  has 
met  at  her  school  once  each  month.  Women  of  eight  nationalities  meet 
together  and  are  intensely  interested  to  learn  how  to  get  the  most  value 
for  their  food  dollar.  Special  attention  is  given  to  food  values  and  how 
to  feed  children.  The  attendance  at  these  classes  has  averaged  25. 

At  the  last  meeting  before  Christmas  it  was  an  inspiring  sight  to  see 
women  representing  so  many  nations  of  Europe  gathered  around  the 
beautifully  lighted  Christmas  tree  in  the  hall  of  the  Winslow  School  singing 
carols  in  English. 

The  relief  work  done  by  the  supervisor  has  been  in  co-operation  with 
the  local  welfare  board,  the  school  nurses  and  the  Red  Cross.  This  has 
been  possible  largely  because  of  the  voluntary  contribution  made  by  the 
Norwood  teachers  who  come  in  contact  with  the  children  from  the  homes 
that  are  in  want.  Mention  should  be  made  of  the  Friday  Club  of  Nor¬ 
wood,  a  group  of  ladies  who  has  been  most  kind  to  the  supervisor  in  pro¬ 
viding  her  with  clothing  and  money  to  use  in  this  work. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  evening  school  teachers 
for  their  faithful  work  which  has  kept  the  standard  of  our  school  so  high. 

My  grateful  appreciation  is  extended  to  the  teachers  of  the  day  schools 
and  to  many  other  kind  individuals  of  our  town  who  have  contributed 
both  money  and  clothing  for  the  help  of  people  who  are  unfortunate.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Art  Department  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1932. 

The  content  of  our  course  of  study  has  remained  practically  the  same 
for  the  last  two  or  three  years.  The  basic  principles  of  Art  and  Art  Ap¬ 
preciation,  as  exemplified  in  Design,  Representation,  Color  Harmony 
Perspective,  etc.,  remain  always  the  same,  although  they  may  be  applied 
in  new  projects  to  meet  certain  conditions  or  occasions. 

No  general  exhibition  was  held,  but  at  various  times,  such  as  when 
Parent-Teacher  meetings  were  held,  representative  displays  of  drawings 
were  shown  in  the  school  rooms  or  on  bulletin-boards  in  the  corridors. 
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Also  a  collection  of  drawings  from  Grades  1  through  IX  was  mounted  in 
a  12"  x  18"  booklet  and  sent  to  a  school  in  Manila,  in  exchange  for  samples 
of  their  school  work  in  various  subjects,  sent  to  the  Winslow  School. 

The  George  Washington  Bicentennial  gave  us  opportunities  for  making 
many  patriotic  posters,  designs,  booklet  covers,  etc. 

The  "Co-operative  Group  Plan”  as  now  carried  on  in  two  of  our  ele¬ 
mentary  schools,  gives  opportunity  for  more  real  "arts  and  crafts”  work, 
since  the  periods  are  longer  and  the  work  is  done  by  teachers  who  are 
specializing  in  that  one  subject  rather  than  teaching  many  subjects. 

The  Junior  and  Senior  High  Art  classes  and  Art  clubs  continue  to  show 
increased  interest  each  year,  as  well  as  more  creative  ability  and  improved 
technique.  The  two  latter  qualities  were  well  shown  in  the  recent  "Town 
Planning”  contest  and  exhibition,  where  Norwood  held  three  prize-winning 
places  in  the  county  contest.  Both  visitors  at  the  exhibition  and  the 
contestants  themselves  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  background  of 
drawing  which  they  had  had  in  their  previous  years  of  school  had  been  of 
great  assistance  in  their  planning  of  maps  of  Norwood  100  years  hence. 

Classes  in  both  schools  have  made  designs  for  the  school  papers  and 
posters  for  various  activities  and  in  Senior  High  designs  were  made  for 
the  cover  of  the  annual  state  Music  Festival  held  last  May.  The  Junior 
High  Art  Club  continued  its  study  of  modern  design,  applying  original 
designs  to  various  articles.  The  Senior  High  Art  Club  did  figure  posing, 
drawing  each  other  or  other  members  of  the  school,  also  out-door  sketching 
in  pencil,  pastels  and  water  colors,  finding  many  spots  of  interest  not  far 
from  the  High  School  building  as  subjects.  Five  of  last  year’s  graduates 
are  attending  Art  schools  in  Boston  this  year. 

The  following  four  aims  of  Art  education,  as  stated  in  a  recently 
published  course  of  study  in  Art  for  New  York  City,  express  the  aims  of 
our  Art  teaching  here  in  Norwood,  as  well  as  in  most  communities  at  the 
present  time: 

1.  "The  development  of  youthful  artistic  talent  by  special  training  and 
stimulating  guidance  in  order  that  ability  may  be  made  productive  in  the 
service  of  society.” 

2.  "The  development  of  good  taste  in  the  individual  and  the  com¬ 
munity." 

3.  "The  encouragement  of  creative  expression  which  results  in  the  joy 
of  accomplishment.” 

4.  "The  enrichment  of  life  and  the  enjoyment  of  leisure  through  an 
appreciation  of  beauty  in  nature,  in  fine  arts  and  in  industrial  productions.”
